T* E enſuing Treatiſe being a compleat 


Collection of all the moſt material and 

authentick Pieces, relating tothe Tranſ- 
actions of the Grand Confederac againſt the 
— Power of France, and retoving the 
Spaniſh Monarchy to its Native Splendour in 
the Houſe of Auſtria; we judged, could not but 
meet with 4 very favourable Acceptance from 
the Public. Lis true, many things relating to 
this Grand Affair, heve bern ber into the 
World of late, under various and ſpecious Pre- 
fences, but with this Di erence, in relation to 
ours, that, whereas moſs of theſe Authors have 
amid at the repreſenting of theſe Actions in their 
beſt Luſtre, and conſequently ſpent more of their 
Time and Labour in the Camp, than in the 
Council; we on the other Hand, thought it moſt 
agreeable, i not abſolutely "_- te, to adhere

An Account of the firſt Riſe, In— 
creaſe, Greatneſs, and Declenſion 
of the SpANISH Monarcny. 


PAIN, like moſt other Countries of 
Europe, was in ancient Times, divided 
into many leſſer Principalities or States; 

As this Partition contributed much to 
the Safety and Enjoyment of their own Laws 
and Liberties ; ſo it proved the main Obſtacle 
of the Increaſe ot their Strepgth, which tcem'd 
to be required, to defend fo vaſt a Tract of Land 
along the Sea-ſhore, againſt the Inv aſions of 
their more Potent Enemies. Hence it was, that 
the Cel:s paſſing out of Gaul, into the next Ade 
jacent Countries of Spain, call d then Iberia, got 
the Name of Celtiberians: The Rhodians ſettling 
their Colonies in that Part, where Roſes is ſeat- 
ed, founded and gave the Name it bears to this 
Day, to that Place. The ſame was done by 
the Phonicians, Who in all the moſt ancient Mo- 
numents, are repreſented as the Founders of 
a Cadiz 
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Cadiz,, Malaga, and ſome other Places on that 
Coaſt. No ſooner had the Carthaginians put an 
End to the firſt Punick War with the Romans, 
but they entred into and conquer d a conſiderable 
Part of Spain; whence it was, that the laſt, in 
the Second Punick War, transferring the Seat of 
the War into that Country, after various Suc- 
ceſſes, at laſt expelld the Cartbaginians, and 


made the greateſt Part thereof a Roman Province, 


under the Conduct of the fame Scipio, who at- 
rerwards obtained the Sirname of the African, 
The remaining Part ofSpain ſtruggling moſt cou- 


,ragioufly for their Liberty with the Romans, it 


was not till under the Reign of Auguſtus, they 
were brought to an entire Submiſſion unto the 
Roman Empire, which was accompliſh'd by the 
Conqueſt of the Cantabrians, inhabiting near 
the Pyrenean Mountains. Under this Govern- 


ment, Spain continued with little Alterations, 


for a conſiderable time, till the Meſtern Parts of 
the Roman Empire being neglected by their Em- 
perors, and conſequently their Strength and 
Power declining every Day, this gave Oppor- 
tunity to the Vandals, Sue vians, the Alam, I Si- 


lingi, to join in an Irruption into Spain, wherein 


they ſucceeded ſo effectually, that they conque- 
red and divided it between them. However the 
Vandals, paſſing over into Africa, to extend their 
Conqueſts thither, the Sue vians ſoon ſubdued 
the Alani, and aſterwards the Silingi. But this 
their Conqueſt proved but of a ſhort Continu- 


ance; For Alarick, the King of the Veſ Goths, 


having pillaged Lah, and Rome it ſelf, tcheſe, 
airerwards under their King Athulpbus, feated 
themſelves about Narbonne, in the Countries of 
Catalauia and Languedoc 5 from thence they ex- 

tended 
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tended theirConqueſts both into Spainand France. 
'Tis true, Clodowens the then King of the Franks, 
ſoon reconquered what they had got on that 
Side, and the Romans, after having clear'd Africa 
of the Vandals, retook ſome Part of Spain, about 
the middle of the Sixth Age, but loſt all again 
in abcut 20 Years after, Levigildis, the King ot 
the Weſt Goths, at the ſame time utterly extir- 
pating the Remnants of the Suevians, and Rocore- 
dus his Son extending even his Conqueſts into 
France and Africa, wherein they maintain'd them- 
ſelves for ſome timez till at laſt, about the begin- 
ning of the eighth Age, King Roderick having 
raving raviſh'd the Daughter ot one Felian, Go- 
vernour of che Coaſts, both of Barrary. and of 
the other Side of the Straits about Gibraltar ; he 
reſented the Injury to ſuch a Degree, that to re- 
venge himſelf, he paſsd over wich a Body of Sa- 
racens into Spain, and being join'd by a ſtrong 
Faction within that. Kingdom, totally routed 
Roderick in a pitch'd Battel; wherein he himſelf 
being ſlain, all Spain was forced in three Years 
time to ſubmit to the Conquering Saracens, the 
{mall Remnant of the West Goths, ſeeking tor 
Shelter in the Countries about the Pyrenean 
Mountains for that time, with a Reſolution to 
recover their Liberties and Countries from the 
Moors, Which they effected at laſt, as ſhall be re- 
lated hereaſter. beet | 
In order to purſue this Reſolution with their 
utmoſt Vigour, they choſe one Pelagius, of the 
Race of the Gothick Kings, their Prince; He 
beat the Moors in a Memorable Battel, and a- 
mong other Cities, took from chem that of Leen, 
His Son had not the ſame Succeſs; but Alfanſo, 
lurnamed the Cathelick, took from them ſeveral

ed the Occaſion of bloody Wars among the Am- 
bitious Brothers, and this ending at laſt to the 
ot Ferdinand, ſurnamed the Great, 
King of 2 tile, who got into the Poſſeſſion al- 
lo ot the Kingdom of Lean, and took ſome part 
of Portugal from the Mrs, he was neverthelets 
entanglèd in the ſame Snare: For, he divided 
his Kingdoms betwixt his three Sone, Viz, Ca- 
file, to Sanctius the eldeſt, Leen, to Alfinſo; 
and Galicia, with his Conqueſts in Pert. »pel, to 
Garftas ; all which, aiter ſome bloody Wars be- 
twixt the Brothers, being reunited in the Perſon 
of Alfonſo, he too k the City of Toledo from the 
Moors, and afterwards made the Moriſh King of 
a 3 | Cor- 
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Corduba his Tributary. Uvraca his Daughter be- 
ing Heireſs to his Dominions, and married to 
Alfonſo VI, King of Arragen, he laid Claim in 
Right of his Wife to the Kingdom of Caſtile, in 
Oppoſition to Alfonſo, Son of Uvraca, by a for- 
mer Husband, who was choſen King of Caſtile 
by the Inhabitants of that Kingdom. At laſt, a 
Peace being concluded betwixt them, and Al- 
fonſo of Arragon ſlain in a Battel, thoſe of Nawarre, 
made one Garſias, deſcended of the Race of their 
former Kings, their Prince; but the Arragonians 
would needs have Ramirus, the Brother of the 
deceaſed King, quit his Religious Life for the 
Crown, whilſt King Alfonſo of Caſtile, maintain- 
ing his Claim againſt both by the Sword, and 
having taken many conſiderable Places from 
them, got himſelf proclaimd Emperor of Spain. 
At laſt, this inteſtine War being once more end- 
ed by a Peace, by virtue whereot the Kingdom 
of Arragen was to devolve to Raymond, Earl of Bar- 
celona, in Right of his Wiſe, ſhe being the Daugh- 
ter of Ramirns ; thoſe of Navarre and Arragon 
joining their Forces, beat the Moors in divers 
Engagements, and took the City of Almcria, as 
Raymond of Barcelona on his Side, did recoyer 
out of the Hands of the Infidels, the Cities of 
Tortoſa and Lerida, with divers other conliderable 
Places. | | 
Neither the Dangers and Difadvantage of 
their late. Inteſtine Commotions, nor the Fruits 
they had ſo lately reap'd of their Union, being 
ſafficient to deter King Alfonſo, from ſtriking a- 
gainſt the ſame Rocks, where his Predeceſſors 
had fufferd Sbipwrack; he again divides his 
Dominions betwixt his two Sons, giving Castile 
to Sancfius, and Leon with Galicia, to Ferdinand,

been mentioned before. 
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This proving a freſh Occaſion of Civil Wars, 
betwixt the ſeveral Kings of Caſtile, Nawarre, 


and Leon; the Moors might have improved the 


ſame to their ſingular Advantage, it not to the 
total Ruin of the Chriſtian Intereſt in Spain, had 
they not laboured under the ſame Difficulties, 
by their being divided among themſelves, as had 
But having let ſlip fo 
many favourable Conjunctutes for themſelves, 


the beforeſaid Kings, at laſt entred into a Confe- 


deracy, by virtue whereot every thing being 
ſettled betwixt them, concerning the Diviſion of 
the Places to be conquered from the Moors, they 
brought a great Army in the Field, and joining 


in a bloody Battel near Loſa, totally routed the 


Moors, with the Slaughter of 200000 Men. In 
this Battel, which was fought in the Year 1210, 
the Moors having loſt their main Strength, they 
were not in a Condition for a conſiderable Time 
alter to cope with the Spaniards, who within the 
ſpace of 3o or 40 Years after, took from them 
ſucceſſively, the Iſles of Majorca, Minorca, and 
Ivica; the Kingdom of Valencia, with its Capital 
City of the ſame Name; Lerida and Badajox ; 
the City and Kingdom of Corduba, Murcia, Sevile, 
and the beſt part of Andaluſia. 

Notwithſtanding all thoſe Loſſes, through the 
Negligence and continual inteſſine Diviſions be- 


twixt the ſeveral Princes of Spain, they had ſut- 


ficient Leiſure and Opportunity given them, 
ſo to ſtrengthen themſelves by the Acceſſion of 
new Reinforcements from Africa, that they en- 
counter'd the Chriſtians in the open Field, with 
a more numerous Army than before in the 
Year 1340. This Battel was Fought with ſo 
much Obſtinacy, that the Moors did not quit the 

| -Þ 4 Field 
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Field till after the Loſs of 200000 of their Men, 
and near 30000 of the Spaniards, who thereupon 
took Algezire. and made the Mooriſh King of 
Granada a Tributary of Caſtile ; inſtead of total- 
ly rooting them out, as they might have done, 
without much difficulty, had not the ſucceeding 
Rebellion in Caſtile, fomented by Peter TV. King 
of Arragen againſt King Peter ſirnamed the Cruel, 
engaged them rather to turn their Arms againſt 
their own Bowels, than againſt the Sworn Ene- 
mies of their Native Country and Religion. 
For this Peter the Cruel, being ſlain by Henry 
his own Baſtard Brother, who Headed the Rebels 
of Caſtile, and Succeeded him in the Throne; and 
thoſe that ſprung trom his Race, and Succeed- 
ed him, being Princes as well, by reaſon of 
their Natural Incapacities, as of their Minority, 
in no wile ſufficient to Support the Burthen of 
the Spaniſh States, ſo much divided and entangled 
among themſelves, nothing but bloody inteſtine 
Wars were heard of among them; during which 
time the Moors might once more have reſettled 
the declining State of their Empire, had they not 
been Infatuated to their own Deſtruction. At- 
ter many Deſtructive Battels ſought betwixt the 
Contending Parties, the Eſtates of Caſtile, at laſt 
forc'd Henry IV. their King to Renounce all the 
Right of a ſpurious Daughter, named Joan, to 
the Crown, and inſtead thereof to conter it up- 
on Iſabella his Siſter, and this Lady being Mar- 
ried to Ferdinand, the Son of Fohn the II. King 
of Arragen, (declared alſo by his Father, King 
ot Sicily ) this produced that happy Union of 
all the Chriffian States of Spain under one Head, 
which ſoon after proved both the Terror and 
Envy of Europe. 
And, 
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And, fince this, Ferdinand, firnamed the Ca- 
tholick, muſt unqueſtionably be acknowledged to 
have been the Reſtorer of the Peace of Spain, and 
the Founder of its Greatneſs ; it will be requi- 
ſite we ſhould look into the Methods he and his 
Succeſſors tock to compaſs ſuch vaft Defigns, 
wliat Steps they made, and by what Means they 
were diſconcerted in theſe Meaſures, to reduce 
them again to that declining State they are now 
in. The firſt thing King Ferdinand did, aiter 
having routed King Alphonſo of Portugal his Ri- 
val to the Crown (who had married Joan King 
Henry IV's Suppoſititious Daughter) and Compi- 
led a Law-Book, call'd Lege Tauri, was, to clear 
the Kingdom of the Moors; in which Expediti- 
on he ſucceeded ſo well, that, tho' his Forces 
were routed by them neat Malaga, yet Redoub- 
ling his Vigour, he diſpoſſeſſes them of all their 
Strong Holds, and after Ten Years War, alſo 
tock the City of Grenada, the Reſidence of 
Boaldites the laſt Mooriſh King of Spain, beſides 
Mazalquihir, Oran Penuon de velex and Mellills 
on the Coaſt of Barbary, to cut off all Hopes 
of their cver returning into Spain. Happy had 
it been for Spain, had he ſtop'd there, but by 
an over foreward, or miſtaken Zeal, he ſet 
up the ſo much celebrated Court of Is- 
quiſitian, this Deſported the Kingdom of ſuch 
vaſt Riches, and multitudes of Inhabitants, as it 
has never been able to recover ſince that time; 
beſides, that theſe Fes and Mors ſettling in the 
beſt Sea ports on the Coaſt of Barbary, have 
proved very troubleſome to the European Trai- 
fick on the Spaniſh Coaſt, by wir Pyracies. 

There happened ſoon after andther thing, 
which, tho in ail Human Appearance, it micht 
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ſeem to be the greateſt Accident that could be- 
fal a Prince, to Aggrandize his Power, yet pro- 
ved in the Conſequence, one of the main Oc. 
caſions of its Declenſion. This was the Diſco- 
very of the Weſft-Indies, by Columbo a Genoeſe, who 
after his Offers had been rejected in England 
and Portugal, at laſt obtain d three Ships in Ca- 
file, wherewith he made the Diſcovery, and 
laid the firſt Foundation of the Conqueſts of thoſe 
vaſt Countries in America, from which, like ſo 


many inexhauſtible Springs, flow ſuch immenſe 


Riches into Europe. It would be much beyond 
the Compaſs of an Introduction, to enume- 
rate here the Barbarities committed by the 
Spaniards, upon the Poor Inhabitants ot that 
Country, and how Eaſie, and by what Impo- 
ſtures they got into Poſſeſſion of it; but it will 
not be beyond our Scope to mention here, 
that, after Spain ſaw it ſelf Miſtreſs, beſides its 
European Dominions, of the Kingdoms of Peru 
and Mexico, on the Continent of America, and 
the vaſt Iſlands of Hiſpaniola, Cuba and Porto Rico, 
with all their immenſe Riches, how it ſhould 
fail from attaining to the Univerſal Monarchy, 
it not of the World, at leaſt of Europe: But 
their Kingdom being exhauſted of Men oi their 
inteſtine Wars, as well as thoſe againſt the Moors, 
and eſpecially by the Baniſhment of the laſt, 
and the great Number of Men they were forc'd 
to ſend to the Weſt- Indies, to maintain them- 
ſelves in ſo yaſt a Tract of Land; this I ſay, 
join d to the Neglect of Manufactures, after 
they had found out a Way of getting Riches 
at an eaſier rate, did diſenable them to purſue 


that Deſign with the tame Vigour and Succeſs - 


as they might have done otherwiſe.

But to return to Ferdinand, who after ſeeing 
himſelf ſole Poſſeſſor of ſuch vaſt Dominions, 
now began to caſt his Eyes upon the French, his 
Neighbours ; as theſe began to do upon Spain, 
after ſeeing themſelves treed from the Danger 
that threaten'd them from the Engliſh. For, 
when Charles VIII. undertook an Expedition 
againſt the Kingdon of Naples, and had not 
long before, as he judged, made him his faithful 
Confederate, by Surrendring to him the Coun- 
try of Rouſſillon ; Ferdinand nevertheleſs, entred 
into an Alliance with the Pope, the Emperor, 
Venice, and Milan againſt him ; and beat the 
French out of the Neapolitan; and, tho' afterwards

Wich the firſt of theſe two Kings, he pick'd a 
Quarcel about the Dukedom of Milan, beat his 
Forces near Bicoque, recovered Fonterabia, and at 
laſt vanquiſh'd him in a pitch'd Battel, near 
Pavia, making the King himſelf his Priſoner, 
and having detained him Prifoner for fome time, 
would. not diſmiſs him, before his Renuncia- 
tion to Burgundy, Flanders, Artois, Milan and 
Naples.

queſtioning but that, by Protracting the War, 


he ſhould find Means to diſ-unice, or at leaſt to 
cool the Zeal of a Confedracy, compos d of 
ſo many Princes, and that the Free Cities eſpe- 
cially, who contributed the moſt Money to- 
wards the Support of the War, would by de- 
grees grow weary of ſo vaſt a Charge. Things 
being in this Poſture, he enters into an Alliance 
with the Pope, and with very little Oppoſition, 
ovethrows the Proteſtant Army.

But Fate had Decreed it otherwiſe. For the 
| ſame Maurice, whom the Emperor had raiſed to 
the Electoral Dignity of Saxony, the former 
being taken Priſoner, and Depoſed , highly 
| diſguſted at the indifferent Treatment, the 
Landgrave of Heſſe (the Emperor s Priſoner) met 
wieh, took an Opportunity of Surpriſing the 
Emperor's Army near Inſpruck, which Action re- 
viving the Courage of the Proteſtants, and 
encouraging Henry II. King of France, to give 
them all poſſible Aſſiſtance, by a Powerful Di- 
verſion ; the Emperor now deſpairing of bringing 
his great Deſigns to the deſired Ends, in his 
old Age, which he had not been able to ac- 
com- 
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of ſeeing himſelf bereaved of the Aſſiſtance o 
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compliſh in the Vigour of his Years, made a 


Peace with the Proteſtants ar Paſſaw, and hav- 
ing in vain endeavour'd to recover Met from 
the French, who had made themſelves Maſters 
of that City, as alſo of Toul and Verdun not long 
before; now finding himſelf tir d with the Toils 
of a long and troubleſome Reign, and the In- 
firmities of Old Age, reſignd and exchang'd all 
bis Greatneſs for a Private Lite, after having 
made a Truce for five Years with France. 

The German Princes having fo lately felt the

verſal Monarchy, It was for this End, that the 
Nobility of thoſe Countries was neglected at 
Court, and Spaniſh Garriſons and Officers were 
put in moſt Places of Strength; but above all o- 
ther things, a Court of Inquiſition was erected 
there, after the Model of that of Spain, accord- 
ing to which, not only the Proteſtants, and the 
Fanaticks, who had in {ome Places pull'd down 
the Images, became liable to its Judgments, but 
even ſuch of the Roman Catholicks, as had not 
oppoſed them with all their Might; this created 
ſuch Jealouſies and Animoſities in a Nation, ac- 
cuſtomed not only to the free Enjoyment of 
their Liberties for many Ages paſt, but alſo to 
a great Freedom of Speech and Frankneſs in 
their Converſation, that they were reſolved ra- 
ther to venture at any thing, than ſubmit to the 
Yoke, which they found would prove inſup- 
portable to them. The Spaniards being well 
enough pleaſed to ſee the Netherlanders ſo tu- 
multuous, reſolved to reduce them by the Sword, 
which they endeavour'd with the utmoſt Rigour; 
but this, inſtead of gaining their Point, ſerved only 
to exaſperate the People, and ſpread the Flame 
of che War into the adjacent Countries. For, 
Queen Elizabeth of England, as well as the Pro- 
teſtant Princes of Germany, who were for check- 
ing the Greatneſs of Spain, and exhauſting its 
Treaſure by a long War, not only fomented 
thoſe Diviſions in the Netherlands, but alſo gave 
them great Aſſiſtance ; ſo that King Philip per- 
geiving at laſt, that it un prove a hard Task

for the future to check his Deſigns. It was upon 
this ſcore he ſpent vaſt Summs, in upholding 
what they call'd the Holy League, let up againſt 
Henry IV, King of France ; but that Great and 
Wiſe Prince declaring himſelf a Cathelick, the 
League drop d, and King Philip loſt all his vaſt Ex- 
pences ; this in the mean time gave an Oppcre 
tunity to the Netherlanders to breath, and ſettle 
their Aﬀairs. Beſides, King Henry to revenge 
himſelf, waged a heavy War againſt Spain, 
which after various Succeſſes, was terminated by 
the Treaty of Peace concluded betwixt theſe 
two Crowns at Vervin. He was allo entangled 
in War with the Turks, who having taken Tripol; 
from the Spaniards. King Philip endeavoured the 
Recovery thereof, but his Fleet was beaten by 
the Turks, with the Loſs of 47 Ships, and 18000 
Men. He met with better Succefs near Maltha, 
where he forc'd the Turks to raiſe the Siege, and 
the Spaniards had their Share in the Victory ob- 
tain'd by the Confederated Fleet of Venice, and 
ſome other Italian States over the 7urks near 
Lepanto ; after having by their Delays, ſuffered 
the Iſle of Rhodes not long before to fall into 
their Hands. By the ſame Neglect, they 
loſt ſoon after the whole Kingdom of Tunis, 
which being conquered by Din John d Auſtria, 
was the next following Year regained by the 
Infidels, tor want of Proviſions and other ne- 
ceſſary Preparations. King Pzilip had alto the 
good Fortune to annex the Crown of Port gel 
to Spain, atter the Death of Henry their Ning, 
whereby he ſaw himſelf at once Maſter of the 
Eaft and Weſt-Indies ; notwithſtanding which, 
the continual and heavy Wars he was engaged 
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in during his whole Reign, had ſo exhauſted 
his Dominions, both of Men and Money, that, 
as was mentioned before, the Declenſion of 
the Spaniſh Monarchy, muſt be dated from his 
Reign. The War in the Netherlands only, hav- 
ing coſt him, (according to his own Confefli- 
on) about two Hundred and thirty Millions 
Sterling; from whence an Eſtimate may be 
made of the reſt.

ing expired, King Philip IV. his Son and Suc- 
ceſſor, renew'd the War againſt the Hullanders, 
with the utmoſt Vigour ; which ſerved only to 


add to, and betray the Weakneſs of the Spaniſh 
| Monarchy. For, France not only aiding the 
Dutch, but alſo at laſt, declaring againſt Spain, 


that Kingdom was reduced to great Straits ; 


and the Spaniards being routed near Fleuras, were 
forced to raiſe the Siege of Bergen op Zoom ; the 


Dutch took their Plate Fleet, and about the 


| ſame time conquered a great part of Braſile. 


"Tis true, the Spaniards by way of Diverfion, 
entred the Velowy, and made themſelves Maſters 
of Amersford, while the Hollanders lay before 


f not Boie Duc; but theſe taking Weſel by Surprize, 


os i the Spaniards were glad to retreat over the River 


Bel. The War with Frence proved not altoge— 
ther ſo unfortunate to them, being carried on 


with various Succeſs, yet the Catalans and Pertu- 
geſe, ſeeing Spain thus Diſtracted and Weakened 
by che War, cook this Opportunity of ſhaking 


off the Yoke, which for a conſiderable time had 


proved almoſt Inſupportable to them, the firit 
putting themſelves under the French Protection, 
and the laſt chooſing the Duke of Broaganta, de- 

ſcended of the Royal Race of Portugal, their 
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King, and purging the whole Kingdom in 8 
or 10 Days time from the Caſtilians, without 
the leaſt Oppoſition; whereby the Spaniſh Mo- 
narchy recciving another fatal Blow, to accele- 
rate its Fall, they thought to prevent the Et- 
fects thereot, by making a Peace with the Dutch, 
which was concluded at Munfer, upon ſuch 
Terms as they themſelves thought fit to pre- 
ſcribe, tho' they had all the Reaſon in the World 
not to carry things ſo high as they did, ſeeing 
they began already to grow Jealous of the 
French Power, and that the Spaniards ſhew'd not 
much Reluctancy to declare them a Free and 
Independent State, the chief thing they aim'd 
at. To diſentangle themſelves out of the French 
War, they pitch'd upon an Expedient, which 
has ſince proved the Chief, if not the Only Oc- 
calion of all their Calamities. I mean the 
Match betwixt the Eldeſt Daughter of King 
Philip IV. of Spain, and Lews XIV. the preſent 
French King. Tis tiue, the Spaniards took all 
the Precaution that Human Art and Prudence 
could invent, to ſecure themſelves againſt thoſe 
diſmal Conſequences which ſome foreſaw would 
be the Effects of ſo near an Alliance with 
France ; and tor this purpoſe, made not only 
the lafanta, but alſo the Frenb King, her in— 
tended Spoule, rencunce tor themſelves, and 
for their Heirs reſign all their Rights, Titles 
and Pretenſions to the Monarchy of Spain, or any 
Part of its Dominions, (except Rerjſilion, which 
was granted them by victue of the ſaid Treaty) 
but alſo confirm'd this folemn Renunciation by 
a Publick and moſt Solema Act of the Eſtates ; 
beiides which, Philip IV. by his laſt Will and 
Teſtament entaild the Crown with all its De- 
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The Iutroduction. 
pendencies, upon the Houſe of Aufrii. But 
all theſe Endeavours proved fruitleſs with a 
prince, who meaſuring his Right by the Length 
of his Sword, and his Oaths and Engagements, 
by the Opportunities that offered to purſue his 
Ambitious Deſigns of aggrandizing himſelf at 
the Expence of his Neighbours, in order to at- 
tain to the Univerſal Monarchy , projected al- 
ready in his Fathers Life-time. Accordingly, 
laying hold of the decay'd Eſtate of Spain, be- 
ing then engaged in an unſucceſsful War with 
the Portugeſe, ( whilſt the Engliſh and Dutch were 
contending with the utmoſt Fury for the Do- 


minion of the narrow Seas) they framed a 


Pretenſion upon the Spaniſh Netherlands, on 
account of a certain Law in force there, called 
Jus devolutionis, according to which the real 
Eſtates of private Perſons, devolve to the Chil- 
dren born during the firſt Marriage, in caſe 
the Father marries again ; and ſo entring the 


ſaid Netherlands, took Charleroy, Tournay, Liſle, 


Douay, Oudenarde, with ſeveral others, beſides 


the Country of Burgundy. England and Holland, 


not a little alarm'd at theſe ſtupendious Pro- 
greſſes, firſt concluded a Peace betwixt them- 
ſelves, and after this, a Peace being likewiſe 
accompliſhed by the Mediation of England, 
betwixt Spain and Portugal, to the Satisfaction 
of the Latter, entred into an Alliance with 
Sweden, for the Preſervation of the Netherlands, 
and procured alſo a Peace betwixt Spain and 
France, made at Aix La Chapelle, by Virtue 
whereof, France kept all the conquered Places 
in Flanders, but reſtored Burgundy to Spain. 
This Check of the French Power ſerved only to

The Introdufion. 


Monarch, who knowing that the Dutch had been 
the chiet Promoters of this League (known by 
the Name of the Triple Alliance) trom that Time 
reſolved upon their Deſtruction. To encompaſs 
it, after having made vaſt Preparations for 
ſome Years, he invaded their Dominions on all 
Sides, with the Aſſiſtance of the Elector of Co- 
logne, and Biſhop of Munſter, with ſuch Succels, 
that in a few Days they made themſelves Ma- 
ſters of 3 or 4 Provinces. The Spaniards being 
ſufficiently ſenſible, that the Conqueſt of the 
United Provinces, muſt of Neceflity draw aſter it 
the Loſs of the Spaniſh Netherlands, engaged in 
that War ſo effectually, that in Conjunction 
with the Emperor, and ſome of the Germon 
Princes, they ſnatch'd the Hollanders out of the 
Danger that threatned their utter Deſtruction, 
for which Spain Paid a dear Rate ; the French, 
during this War, taking from them, Limburg 
Conde, Valenciennes, Cambray, Ypres, St. Omer, 
Aeth, and Ghent, whereas they had at the ſuc- 
ceeding Peace of Nimeguen, only reitored to 
them, Limburg, Ghent, Cortryen, Oudenarde, Aeth 
and Charleroy. 

The Spaniards flatter'd themſelves, that having 
purchas'd the two laſt Peaces with the Loſs. of ſo 
many fair Places, the Remainder might now en- 
joy the Fruits ofa laſting Peace. But as the late 
Treaty of Nimeguen was concluded by France, 
for no other End, than to diſunite the Confede- 
racy, by ſowing the Seeds of Diviſion among 


them (wherein he ſucceeded effectually) ſo 


Spain found the contrary to its Coſt; the 
French, under Pretence of Dependencies, gaining 
more every Day from them and the Empire, 
than they had done in time of War; ſo that find- 
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ing themſelves deſtitute of all manner of Sucz 
cours from their Allies, the Emperor being en- 


gaged in a heavy, tho' ſucceſsful War againſt

' immenſe) has by Degrees reduc'd, this once ſo 

' flouriſhing and moſt Potent Kingdom, to that 


languiſhing State it now appears in; whether 
the ſame Fate will attend France, which by their 
continual Wars, and the Expulfion of the Pro- 
teſtants, has exhauſted it ſelf to the higeſt Degree 
both of its Men and Treaſure, ſor the ſame End 
that the Spaniards did, mult be left to the Event of 
this War, which is chiefly undertaken upon the 
Reflauration of the Spaniſh Monarchy to its 
old Baſis, and true Foundatiou, 
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HE Spaniſh Monarchy being thus by the unſea- 
ſonable Ambition of its Kings, reduced ro 

that feeble Condition, as has been repreſent- 

ed in the Introduction; It was in the Veat 

my 1688, thar the French King, ſceing the Empe- 
tour deeply engaged in the Turk; War, moſt of the Prince: 
ofthe Empire lull'd aſleep by the late 20 Years Truce, and 
James II. K. of Great Britain altogether link d to his In- 
tereſt, began once more to revive both his Hopes and 
Prepararions for attaining to the ſo long projected Uni- 
der Menarchy. As he defign'd to open his way to the 
enllaving of Europe, by the Conqueſt of the Spaniſh Ne- 
tberlands, and conicquently of Spain itſelf, and the States 
ot the United Provinces being too nearly concer- 
ned thereat, not to foretee and conceive a Jea- 
louſie at the great Preparations and intimate Corre- 
pondence berwixt King Lewis XIV. of France, and 
King James II. of Great Britain; So they had no other 
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way left to divert the impending Storm, which threatned 
the utter Deſtruction of the Liberties of Europe, than by 
giving a helping Hand to that unparallell'd Revolution 
in England; which not only diſconcerted all the Great 
Projects of the French Court, for that time, but ſince 
alſo has reduced that King to ſuch a Condition, as 
ſcarce to be able now to defend his own Dominions. 
It was queſtionleſs a fatal Overſight in the French Court, 
not to ſtifle this Great Deſign, as it were, in its Mothers 
Womb, which in all Probability they might have effected, 
by bending their whole Strength at that nice Conjun- 
cture againſt the United Provinces. But that Court 
not forciceing the Unanimity of the greateſt Part of 
the Briti/2 Nation, and conſequently flattering them- 
ſelves with the Hopes of a long inteſtine War in that 
Iſland, were ſo far from approaching the Dutch Fron- 
tiers, thar, on the contrary, to remove all Occaſion of 
Jealouſie, they march'd with all their Forces into Ger- 
many. TI his was done with no other Intention, than to 
ſecure all the Frontier Garriſons of the Empire, in or- 
der to carry the War the next Spring into the very 
Heart of it; and thus all the Communication betwixt 
them and the Unized, as well as the Spaniſh, Netherlands, 
being cut off, they muſt; ſoon have fall'n a Sacrifice to the 

reat Power of France. They ſucceeded in the firſt, but fail'd 
in the laſt, by the unexpected and almoſt ſtupendious 
Revolution and peaccable Settlement of the Crowns of 
England and Scotland on the Heads of King Milliam III, 
and Queen Mary his Spouſe. For, now all Europe being 
alarmd, and the Emperour highly provok'd at the 
French Invation of the Empire, concluded an Offenſive 
and Defenſive Alliance, with the States of the United 
Provinces, at Vienna, May 12th (1689.) and England 
now as nearly concern'd as any, in reducing the exor: 
bitant Power of France into its due Bounds, entered 
into the ſame in December following; which with the 
ſeparate Articles and the Ratiſications thereof we have 
ac large inſerted. POE . 
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The Grand Alliance betwixt the Emperar and the States 
General, concluded at Vienna, May 12, 1689, Where- 
into his Majeſty of Great Britain entered, Decemb.

cting Parties, by virtue whereof they ſhall both of th em 
act in a hoſtile manner with all their Forces by Sea and 
Land againſt the faid French King, and ſuch of his Al- 
lies, as upon Exhortation to be uſed ſor that purpoſe, 
ſhall refuſe to ſeparate themſelves from him; and they 
ſhall alſo communicate ro one another their Advices,

General of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, their 
Heirs and Succeſſors, their Kingdoms, States, and Sub- 
jects, ſhall be firm and laſting; and their Majeſties and 
the ſaid States General, ſhall reciprocally do every thing 
that may contribute to the Benefit and Advantage one of 
the other. 

2. As the chief Aim which his ſaid moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, and his ſaid Majeſty of Great Britain, and the ſaid 
States General, do propole to themſelves, is the maintain- 
ing the general Tranquillity of Europe; they have not 
been able to ſee, without grief, how the King of Spain's 
{tate of Health, is of late become ſo languiſhing, that 
there is all the Reaſon in the World to fear, that that 
Prince cannot have long to live. Now, altho they are not 
able to turn their Thoughts towards that Event without 
Aflliction, becauſe of the true and ſincere Friendſhip they 
have for him; yet they have judged it to be ſo much 
the more neceſſary to look forwards upon the ſame, be- 
cauſe his Catholick Majeſty having no Iſſue, the Succeſ- 


ſion coming to fall, would infallibly o.cafion a new War,

Languiſhing, that there is nothing more to be feared than 
the Death of that Prince, rho' they cannot think of that 
Event without Affliction, by Realon of the ſincere and 
real Friendſhip which they have for Him. They have 
inthe mean Time deemed it ſo much the more neceſſary 
to foreſee, that his Catholick, Majeſty not having any 
Children, the Vacancy of the Succeſſion will infallibly 
raiſe a new War, if the Moſt Chriſtian King makes good 
his Prerenſions and Claims of Monſigneur the Dauphin 
and his Poſterity to the whole Succeſſion of Spain. And 
that the Emperor will alſo ſupport his Pretenſions, and 
thoſe of the King of the Romans, and the Arch Duke 
Charles his ſecond Son, or of his other Children, Males or 
Females, to the ſaid Inheritance.

And in regard the Two Lords, the Kings, and the

To this Purpoſe it is accorded and agreed, that, if the 


faid accident ſhould happen, the Moſt Chriſtian King, 
as well in his own Name, as in that of Monſigneur the 
Dauphin, his Children, Male or Female, Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, born, or to be born; as alſo the ſaid Lord the 
Dauphin, tor Himſelf, his Children, Male or Female, 
Heirs and Succeſſors, born, or to be born, ſhall hold 
themſelves ſatisfied, as they do by theſe Preſents hold 
themſelves ſatisfied, that Monfigneur the Dauphin ſhall 
have for his Share, in full Propriety, Poſſeſſion, plenary 
Extinction of all his Pretenſions to the Succeſſion of Spain;

King, the Share which is above, aflign'd ro him by the 
6th Article of this Treaty, ſhall paſs ro ſuch Child of the 
Emperor, Male or Female, except the King of the Ro.

The King of Spain deceaſing without Iſſue, and the 
faid Accident coming to pals, the ſame Lords, the King:

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* think it needleſs ro examine here, what Recompence ir 
met with in each Court, except thoſe of Vienna and 
Madrid, where it was rudely affronted; inſomuch, that

niards, nothing troubled them ſo much, as the very

paid, and the Money laid out as is expreſſed, 

8. His ſaid Majeſty recommends to his ſaid Snccef- 
ſors, ro be obedient to the Apoſtolick See of Rome, to 
fear God, obſerve his Commandments ; to procure above 
all rhings, the Advancement of the Faith, to honour the 
Clergy, to love his People, ro adminiſter Juſtice equally

out any Reſerve or Exception; to take Poſſeſſion thereof

26, His Majeſty exhorts the Members of the Council, 
to preſerve Unity among themſelves, for the good of 
Affairs, and defires the Queen to encourage them by hei

The Preſence of the Succeſſor being very neceſſary 
for the good of the Kingdom, his Majeſty conjures him 
to make all the Speed he can. | 
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21. In caſe the Succeſſor be of Years, the Funto of 
the Regency thall give him an Account of their Admi.

41. And, foraſmuch as the ſame Philip IV. has An. 
nexed to the Crown, ſeveral Jewels, Paintings, Moves. 
bles and Rarities, which are in the Royal Palace «& 
Madrid; his Majeſty again declares them to be the Good; 
of the Crown, and Recommends the Payment of the 
Creditors. 

42. Moreover, his Majeſty fixes and annexes to the 


*Crown, for ever, all the Houſes and Palaces which he 


Poſſeſſes, as well ar Madrid, as otherwiſe, with all the 
Jewels, Paintings, and Moveables which are therein, or. 
daining to that purpoſe, that exact Inventories be made 
thereof, | 

43 The Deceaſed Philip IV, having left his Majeſty, 
and the Kings his Succeſſors, a Holy Crucifix, which 1 
in his Wardrobe ; his Majeſty in like manner, leaves it 
to his Succeſſor, and the Kings that ſhall come after 
him, 

44. His Majeſty having always pretended the doing of 


1 uſtice to all his Subjects and Vaſſals, perſiſts in the ſame 


Intentions, and to that purpoſe Ordains, that all his Debrs 


be exactly Paid, and that full Satisfaction be given to al 
Perſons that can pretend to any thing, by Vertue of the 
Reſolutions that have been taken, or the Diſpoſals that 


have been made. | 
45. His Majeſty Recommends it to the King his Suc- 
ceſſor, to avoid Superfluous Expences, to ſpare his Peo- 
ple, ro eaſe them of the Tcibutes and Impoſitions that 
have be laid upon them, as ſoon as Neceflity will per- 
mir. 
46. Is a Recommendation to the King his Succeſſors,

' nour and Recompence ſuch of their Servants and Vaſſals 


2s ſhall deſerve it. 


47. And becauſe it is the true and proper Duty of 
Royalty to do Juſtice, equally to all rhe World, to be 
the Father of Subjects and Vaſſals, and to be the Sup- 


port of Widows and Orphans, the Poor and Miſerable; 


his Majeſty particularly Recommends all chele Points to 


his Succeſſors. 
48. Moreover, his Majeſty Adviſes and Charges his 


* Succeſſors to take Care of his Foreign Vaſſals, and to 


have as much Confidence in them as in the Caſtilians 
themſelves, becauſe tis a means to win their Love and 
Fidelity. 

49. And, foraſmuch as his Majeſty has been Con- 
ſtrained to Exact on his Subjects and Vaſſals, ſeveral ex- 
traordinary Impoſitions, the moſt of which it has been 
impoſſible for him to ſuppreſs; his Majeſty expreſly Com- 
mands two things to his Succeſſors; the one as ſoon as 
poſſible to Suppreſs the ſaid Impoſitions, never to Ex- 
pend a Real of thoſe Funds, in Favours and Liberalities, 
conſidering, that it is the Blood of the People, and that 
they ought not to be made uſe of but upon the laſt Ex- 
tremity. 

50. His Majeſty Ordains and Decrees, according to 
the Laws of the Monarchy, that neither the King, his 
Succeſſor, nor they, who come after him, ſhall have Pow- 
er to Alienate any part of his Kingdoms and Dominions, 
nor to Divide nor Diſmember them upon any account 
whatſoe ver, not ſo much as to Aſſigu them for Childrens 
Portions, but on the con rary, as well the Kingdoms 
which are now Anncxed to the Crown, as thoſe which 
fall to it hereafter, ſhall remain for ever United and In- 
ſeparable ; his Majeſty to that End, confirming the Law. 
made at the Sitting of the States of Valledolid, 1442, by 
King John II. and afterwards Approved and Confirmed 
by King Ferdinand and Queen Iſabella, Charles V. and 
the Kings, Philip II. Philip III. and Philip IV. E 

51. His Majeſty Reaſſumes and Confirms certain Du- 
dies Eſtabliſhed by the Kings, his Predeceſſors, upon the 
Grandees and Nobility of the Kingdoms and States of 
Pain, nat ſo ſtrictly Demanded in the late Times. Ac 
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52. And, although the great buſineſs of Peace aud Wat, 


wherein his Majeſty has been Involved, has Inclin'd his 


Majeſty to make ule of Connivance and Ditſimulation, 
in that Reſpect, he Declares, that the ſaid Connivance and 
Diſſimulation has Introduced no Preſcription or Altera- 
tion to the Prejudice of the Rights of the Crown, and 
Annulls, Canceis, and Deſtroys all that may have been 
done, Connived at, or Diſſembled, contrary to the ſaid 
Prorogation which he will have Maintained in their full 
Force and Vigour. | 

53. His Majeſty never having any intention, that his 
Subjects ſhould receive any Damage by his Woods and 
Foreſts which he Poſfeſfes in divers parts of the King. 
dom; his Majeſty Ordains, that Satisfaction be given 
forthwith to all thoſe, who have any thing to pretend tg 
in that particular. 

54. His Majeſty provides for the Continuation of the 
Buildings and Embelliſhments which he had Ordered to 
be made in ſeveral Royal Palaces and Houſes, and Or- 
ders that the Workmen be exactly Paid, what is, or ſhall 
be due to them. | | 

55. Ir is his Majeſties Pleaſure, and he Recommends 
it to the Executors of his Will, ro Pay all his particular 
Debts as ſoon as may be, and in the beſt manner that 
may be for the diſcharge of his Conſcience. 
$6. Finding feveral Clauſes of the ſame nature, recit- 
ed in the Wills of the Kings, his Predeceſſors, which 
have not been fully Fulfilled to this Day, though ir be but 
zuft it ſhould be fo ; his Majeſty Confirms them all, and 
ee it to his Succeſſor, to take Care of it, and 
to lend his helping Hand towards it. 

57. His Majeſty Bequcaths, and leaves to the King 
his Succeſſor, all the Goods that ſnall be found to belong 
ro him after the Payment of all his Debts, and Obliga- 
tions abovementioned. 

58. For the Executors of this Will, his Majeſty Names 
firſt his dear Queen and well- beloved Wife, and next to 
her, thoſe, who at the time of his Deceaſe, ſnall enjoy 
rhe Office of Butler of the Body, and if there be none, the 
moſt Antient Gentleman of the Chamber, till there be a 
Butler; the Steward of the Honfhold, the Grand Cavalle- 
rine, or he that ſhall Exerciſe that n 7 
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” Grand Almoner, and the Confeſſor, the Preſident of the 


Council of Caſtile, the Vice-Chancellor of Arragen, the 
Inquiſitor-General, the Preſident of the Council of the 


Indies, and the Superiour of the Convent of Saint 


Lawrence. 
59. His Majeſty Intends, and Ordains, that this pre- 


ſent Will ſhall be held for good, and valid, and ſhall 

have the Force of Law, and as ſuch ſhall be Ful filled in 

all the Articles of it, At Madrid, Octob. 2. 1700, 
Signed, Del Ray. 


An Alſtra& of the Codicil. 
Art. 1. I'S Majeſty confirms in Favour of the Queen; 


the Contents of 35 Article of the Will, and 
for her greater Satisfaction, Ordains, that, if it be more 


| acceptable ro her to prefer the Government of the Low-

repair thither, and Commands his Succeſſor to diſpoſe of 
it to her.

r the Reading of this Will, and the Approbation 

it met with by moſt of the Grandees, who being 
very unwilling to ſee their Monarchy Diſmembred, ard 
conſequently to looſe the Advantages of the ſeveral Vice- 
Royſhips and Government, whereby too many of them 
ſo frequently repair their broken Fortunes; the Regency 
diſparch'd away the Marquiſs del Rios, with a Letter to 
the French King, to notifie the Death of his Catholic 
Majeſty, Charles TI. and to intreat him to fend away his 
Grandſon, the Duke of Anjou into Spain, to be theit 
King, in Purſuance of the laſt Will and Teſtament o 
their late King. Here we will leave the Regency and 
Court of Madrid, Conſulting what Meaſures to take, 
and follow the Marquiſs to France. He no ſooner Ar- 
rived there, but had immediate Audience of the 
French King, unto whom he notified the Death of the 
Spaniſh King, and delivered the Letter and a Copy of 
the Will to his Majeſty. He to let no time ſlip, the 
ſame Day ſummoned a Council, at which were pre- 
ſent the Dauphin, the Duke of Burgundy, and ſevera! 
Miniſters of State: The Will being the ſubject Martet 
of Debate, and the Council divided in Opinion, whether 
to accept the Will, or adhere to the Treaty of Partition. 
There were not wanting ſuch in the Council, who 
ſtood up moſt reſolutely for the latter, alleging and 
foreſeeing the Danger of entring into a heavy War againſt 
the greateſt Part of Europe; but thoſe that declared fo! 
the firſt, urging the Advantage of the Meſt.-India Trade. 
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45 the only means to attain to the ſo much aim'd ar 


Univerſal Monarchy, the King, notwithſtanding his 
Renunciation by the Pyrenean Treaty, by a ſolemn 
Oath, decided the Point in Favour of the Will and the 


Dauphin, adhered to his Father's Sentiments, whether our 

of Inclination or Obedience 1s uncertain ; bur farther 
added, that, tho the Righr of Succeſſion to the Crown 
of Spain belong d to him by Law, yer he Renounced it 


with Pleaſure, and ſhould be overjoyed to ſay, as long

t was then reſolved, that the Duke of Anjou thould be 


acknowledged Univerſal Monarch of all the Spaniſh Do- 
minions, which was done accordingly, with all the uſu- 


al Ceremonies.

proper, to leave the French and Spaniſh Courts, Idol. 
zing the new King, whilſt the neceſſary Preparation: 
are making for his Journey, and to enquire how Foreign 
Courts entertain this wonderful News, which coming tg 
the States of Holland; Don Franciſco Bernardo de Quiny, 
Ambaſſador of Spain, by Order of the Regency, prelent. 
ed a Memorial to the States General, wherein he not. 
fied the Death of the late King of Spain, his Maſter, and 
at the ſame Time delivered them a Copy of his Will, 


for calling the Duke of Anjou to the Succeſſion of tha 


Monarchy, and then concluded his Memorial, with al: 
ſuring them; Thar their High and Mightineſſes will be 
eaſily convinced of the Reaſons that moved the Deccaſed 
King to make the Duke of Anjou his Succeſſor, before 
any other, if they do bur conſider the Conſequences 
thereof, and therefore he did not doubt, but their Hig) 
and Mightineſſes well knowing the Intention of the 
Will ro be juſt and reaſonable, will receive the News 


with Joy, and contribute, if need requite, to the Execu- 


tion of it: He further added, that this Will would not 
have been ſufficient, tho' full of Equity, nay, tho (eve 
ral Princes had declared their Reſolution of maintaining 
it, had not the Moſt Chriſtian King conſented to it, whc 
being ſatisfied with a Flouriſhing and Potent Kingdom 
of his own, would nor oppoſe a Will rhat had called 
the Duke of Anjou his Grandchild, to the Throne of the 
Spaniſh Monarchy, nor enter into War with his ow 
Blood, bur rather chooſe to renounce all Advantages he 
might have expected, by the Treaty of Partition, fo 
which he was ſo much the more ro be commended, be- 
cauſe he ſecured Europe from a War, as much to be 
feared from the Treaty of Partition, as the Uniting of thc 
Two Crowns. 

And as for the Arch Duke of Auſtria, and his Pre- 
tenſions, he aſſured their Lordſhips, that the deceaſed 
King would glad]y have called him to the ſame Dignity;

| fdering this Memorial, would be fully convinced of the 
Queen and the Regents ardent Deſire to preſerve a true 
peace, Amity and Correſpondence, with all the Princes 
and Potentates of Europe, eſpecially with the King of 
| Great Britain, and their Lordſſiips. 


Immediarely afrer this, rhe Count de Briord, the 


French Ambaſſador, preſented alſo a Memorial to their 
| Lordſhips, in the Name of the King his Maſter, much 
| to the ſame Effect; In this, he alledges the infinite 
Troubles which the Treaty of Partition would have pro- 
| duced, and that alrcho' his Majeſty had not follow'd the 
| Words of that Treaty, yet he had adhered ro the main 


Intent of it, which was to preſerve the Peace and Tran- 
quillity of Europe; and, upon this Foundation he labours 


| to make 1t our, that his Acceptance of the Will main- 
| rains a general Peace, but his adhering to the Treaty of 
Partition, would have been the Cauſe of Univerſal War; 


ſeeing that, if His Majeſty had refuſed the Will, the 
Emperor might have accepted it, and then there would 
have been a Neceſſity of entring into a War, to recover 
the Dauphia's Share, and ro tulfil the Articles of the 
Treaty.

zinners of an unjuſt War, without likelyhood of Succeſs, 
dor would it conſiſt with His Majeſties Juſtice, to make 
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War upon a Nation for offering him a Succeſſion, which he 
refuſed. 

That the rejecting of the Will, would have transferred 
all the Rights to the Arch Duke, nor could the true 
Heirs have had lawful Reaſons to complain of any In- 
juſtice done em. By Conſequence, had His Majeſty 
been reſolved to maintain the Conditions of the Treaty, 
he muſt have been obliged to attack a living Prince, 
Poſſeſſor of the Crown of Spain, whereas the Mealures 
he had taken with the Confederates, related only to the 
Partition of rhe Succeſſion of a Prince, whole Death ar- 
peared to be very near.

And leſt theſe Two Memorials from the Spaniſh and 
French Ambaſſadors, ſhould not prove ſufficient to obtain 
a poſitive Anſwer from the States General, the Count dt 
Briord, the French Ambaſſador, demanded within few 
Days after, a publick Audience, wherein he deliverd 
to their Lordſhips a Letter from the King his Maſter, 
in theſe next following Lincs.

Notwithſtanding theſe Contents of the Count D' A. 
-aux's Memorial, and the French King's Letter; the State: 
General perceiving the greateſt part of their Forces, which 
they had re-called out of the Spaniſh Netherlands, were 
ſill derained by the French, contrary to the latter part of 
rhe Counts Memorial, they delivered to him this Anſwer. 


T Hat it was a thing very acceptable to their Higb 
and Mig beineſſes, to find by his Majeſties Letter, 

chat he looked upon their acknowledgment of the King 
of Spain, as a Mark of their Inclination to preſerve peace, 
as indeed their High and Mightineſſes made that ſtep, or 
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they might give a real Prcof of their Intentions to pre- 
ſerye the ſaid Peace; That it was allo very acceptable 
to their Lordſhzps, to find by the ſaid Memorial, and his 
Majeſties Letter, the repeated Confirmation of his Ma- 
jeſties favourable Sentiments, for the Preſervation of the 
peace of Europe; Seeing therefore, that, according to the 
Tenor of the ſaid Memorial, His Majeſty had been 
pleaſed, as a Mark of his Affection, to give their Forces 
Liberty to return home, they expected the real Effects 
thereot; but that it was to their great Grief, chat the greateſt 
part of their Men were ſtill detained, notwithſtanding 
the repeated Inſtances of their High and Mightineſſes, 
that their High and Mightineſſes thought, they had given 
all the Satisfaction that could be demanded of them, by 
the recalling of their Forces out of the Netherlands, and 
their Acknowledging the King of Spain, and that nothing 
more remain'd ro do, bur ro enter into Conference with 
Monſieur 4 Avauæx, for the finding out of Means to ſe- 
ſecure the general Peace, and their o] particular Safe- 
ty, which they were ready to do, &c.

E Your Majeſties moſt Loyal and Dutiful Sub- 
jects, the Lords Spitirual and Temporal, in Par.

Treaty to this Kingdom, and the Peace of Europe, which 
fo directly tended to increaſe the Power and Greatnels 
of France, by delivering up to the French King, (uch 
large Territories of the King of Spain's Dominions, and 
to the Deſtruction of the Trade of this Kingdom, 10 
which Treaty may juſtly be aſcribed, rhe Dangers which 
now threaten both this Kingdom, and the Peace of 
Europe. 
lis Majeſty having received this Addreſs, gave the 
following Anſwer. | 


"= he was glad they were pleaſed with his com- 
municating to them the State of the Negoriations 
he had enter'd into, purſuant to their Addreſs, that be 
would continue to inform them of rhe Progreſs that 
fhould be made in em, and be always willing to receive 
their Advice thereupon, being fully perſwaded that no- 
thing could contribute more effectually ro the Happinels 
of this Kingdom, and the Peace of Europe, than the Con- 
Eurrence of the Parliament in all his Negotiations, and 2 
good Underſtanding between him and his People. 
Whilſt Affairs went on thus. ſucceſsfully in England, there 
were ſev Conferences held at the Hague, between 
the French Ambaſſador and the States Deputies, but al! 
to no Purpoſe. For, Mr. Stanhope, the then Engliſh En- 
voy at the Hague, delivered theſe Preliminary Demands 
to the Count dAvaux, Thar the Emperor ſhould be in- 
vited into the intended Negotiation, and reaſonable Sa- 


tisfaction to be given him; the French King ro withdraw 


his Troops out of rhe Spaniſh Netherlands within a lim. 
ted Time, and the Eng/zſh and Dutch to be at Liberty, 
to ſend their Forces for the Defence of the Netherland. 
when required. Oſtend and Newport to be Garrilond 
"by Engliſh Troops, and to be provided with every thing 
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| neceſſary for their Security; no Places to be alienated 


from Spain, the Subjects of England to enjoy the ſame 
Privileges in all the Spaniſh Dominions, as under the late 
King of Spain's Reign, and the ſame Advantages of 
Trade, as the French : Theſe Propofitions being directly 
oppoſite to the Projects of the French Court, were fo ill 
reliſh'd by them, that the French Ambaſſador declared, 
that he had Orders only to treat with the States General; 
It was at their Interceſſion, His Britannick Majeſty, to 
remove all pretended Obſtacles, condeſcended to own 
alſo Philip V, as King of Spain ; bur the Demands of 
the States being the ſame with thoſe of England, beſides 
that, they required, Venlo, Ruremod, Stevenſward, Luxem- 
hung, Namur, Charlerey, Mens, Dendermode, Damme, &c. 
for the better Security of their Frontiers, the French, 
who knew very well, that the States were reſolved not 
to treat without the Engliſh, perſiſted on his former 
Point, of want of Authority ro treat with the laſt, with- 
out new Inſtructions. The Dutch were nor ill pleaſed 
with thoſe Delays, which gave them Time and Oppor- 
tunity of ſtrengrhning themſelves againſt fo Potent a 
Neighbour ; of all which, the ſaid Envoy gave his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty a particular Account; and thereupon, 
Sir Charles Hedges, Kt. onc of the principal Secretaries of 
State, acquainted the Houſe of Commons he had a Meſ- 
ſage ſigned by His Majeſty, and was order'd to deliver 
the ſame to this Houſe, which being done accordingly, 


was immediately done by the Speaker in the following 
Words,

day be done by his Ambaſſador at Paris, or :o the French

treat with any but the States; and His Majeſty alſo ha. 
ving received the States Reſolution, and a Memorial 
from their Envoy here, relating to the Ships they ate 
ſending to join His Majeſties Fleet, and the Succour 
they deſire may be haſtned to them, by Virtue of the 
Treaty of the 234 of March, 1677. His Majeſty has 
thought fir ro communicate the whole to this Houle, 
that they may be particularly informed of the State «f 
Affairs abroad, where the Negotiations ſeem to be at an 
End, by the poſitive Anſwer the French Ambaſſador has 
given to the States, which his Majeſty recommends to the 
ſerious Conſideration of the Houſe, as a Matter of the 

reateſt Weight and Conſequence, and defires they wil 
give his Majeſty ſuch Advice thereon, as may be for out 
own Security, and that of the States General, and the 
Peace of Europe, Kenſington, the 31ſt Day of Mart,

Whilſt the Negotiations abroad ſcem'd to be at a ſtand, 
and the Parliament of England were taking vigorous Re- 
ſolutions ro ſupport his Majeſty, and prelerve the genen 
Peace of Europe, we will enquire how the Imperial Cour 
reliſhes the French Proceedings. Altho' the Emperor no 
wile approved of the Treaty of Partition, yer he was much 
more diſguſted at the French and Spaniards, by Reaſon af 
the late King of Spain's Will; this was no ſooner pub- 
liſhed ar Madrid, but the Imperial Ambaſſador there, ei. 
tred in his Maſter's Name, a ſolemn Proteſtation again 
it, and retired from Court. The News hereof coming 
to the Imperial Court, they were daily engaged in fre- 
quent Councils, and Couricrs were diſpatch'd to moſt 
Parts of Europe, to engage the ſeveral Princes thereof to 
eſpouſe the Auſtrian Imereſt. The Emperor being ſen— 
ſible what a Potent Enemy he had to deal with, reſolved 
to neglect no Opportunity ro make good his juſt Preter- 
ions to the Spaniſh Monarchy. In order thereunto, 2, 
ſembling the States of lower Auſtria, acquainted then 
- with the preſent Condition of Affairs abroad, and dceird 
their ſpeedy Aſſiſtance; theſe, like faithful Subjects 
promiſed their neceſſary Supplies, with their utwek 


Speed and Ability, and his Imperial Majeſty having like. 
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h wiſe deſired the Aſſiſtance of the reſt of his Hereditary 
* Dominions, gave out Commiſſions for the raiſing of ſe- 
E yeral Regiments, both Horſe and Foot, to complear his 


Forces, and appoinred their Rendezvouz in the County 


of Tyrol, in order to enter Ttaly carly in the Spring. 
The Spaniſh 
| theſe Preparations, preſented a Memorial to the Emperor, 
| wherein he demanded the Inveſtiture of Naples for his 
| Maſter, Philip V. of Spain, to which his Imperial Ma- 
| jeſty, ro ſhew his Reſentment, replied, He acknowledged 
not the Duke of Anjou for King of Spain, and immedi- 
| ately order d the Spaniſh Ambaſſador to quit the Court, 
and retire to Nuſdorpe, about a German League diſtant 

from Vienna, there to remain till he ſhould be recalled : 


Ambaſſador taking not the leaſt notice of 


Whilſt the Emperor was thus employed in making the 
neceſſary Prepararions, to aſſert his Right to the Spaniſh 


| Monarchy, and ſo confiderable a Share of it lying in Italy, 


it may not be amiſs, ro enquire what Part the Court 


| of Rome acted in this nice ſuncture. This News was 
| no ſooner known there, but his Holineſs dreading a War 


in Italy might diſturb St. Peter's Patrimony, on what Side 
ſoever the Ballance might incline, diſpatch'd away three 
Couriers, one to the Emperor, another to the French 
King, and a third to the Regency of Spain, with Briefs, 
exhorting all his Children to Peace, and offer'd them his 


Mediation to compoſe the unhappy Difference, about 


the Succeſſion of the Spaniſh Monarchy, declaring with- 
al, he was ready to ſend them his Legate a Latere, provi- 
ded they would accept him for a Mediator; that nothing 
further might be wanting on the Holy Father's Part to 
keep the War out of Italy, he ſent allo forthwith to all the 
Italian Princes, to contribute to the utmoſt of their Power 
towards preſerving the publick Peace. By this Time the 
News being ſpread almoſt over all Europe, and every 
Court receiving the formal Notifications of the Death of 
the late King of Spain, and the Acceptance of his Will 
by the King of France, in Favour of his Grandſon the 
Duke of Anjou, put ſeveral Princes and States, eſpecially 
the Iralians, into that Surpriſe. that nothing was to be 
heard of but Preparations for War, in order to preſerve 
the publick Peace; rheſe laſt being moſt nearly con- 
ern'd in the Matter, not only by reaſon of their Vici- 
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nity, to the intended Seat of War, but allo the pretenſior; 
of the Emperor, upon many of their Fiefs, and the Arbitra- 
ry Sway of rhe French, whenever they get the upper-hand, 
The Imperial and French Miniſters in the ſeveral Courts of 
Europe, were perpetually trying their utmoſt Skill and Art to 
engage the Princes thereof to Declare for their Reſpective 
Maſters Intereſt, whilſt ſcveral of them, eſpecially the 
Tralians on the other hand, were endeavouring to con- 
ceal their true Sentiments, and with all the evaſive Argu- 
ments to excuſe themſelves, by deſiring a Neutrality, 
 Hewever, at the ſame time the Holy Father being Impati- 
ent of Delays, ſent to the Imperial Ambaſſador to know 
his Maſter's Anſwer to his Offer of Mediation, who in few 
Days after, preſented one to the following Effect: That 
his Imperial Majeſty returned the Holy Father infinite 
Thanks for his Offer of Mediation, and that he would ac- 
cept it with all his Heart, provided he could put him in- 
to the Peaceable Poſſeſſion of the whole Spaniſh Monar- 
chy undiſmembred, as being the True and Lawſul Suc- 
ceſſor to Charles II. for the Reaſons in the Declaration 
hereunto annexed, the moſt principal of which are; That 
Philip IV. being Lawfully Seized of the Crown of Spain, 
and all the Dominions thereunto belonging, having one 
Son, Charles II. late King of Spain, and two Davghters, 
the Eldeſt Maria Tereſia, married to the Preſent French 
King Lew XIV. Mother ro the Dauphin of Franc. 
And Margaret Tereſia, the Youngeſt Daughter, married i 
Leopold, the Preſent Emperor of Germany. 
That the Peace of Weſtphalia, Signed in 1648. rt 
being able to prevent a Cruel War between France and 
Spain, and all Endeavours, to put an End to it, proving 
Fruitle{s, the only means left, to bring that unhappy 
War to an End, ſeem'd to be the Marriage aforementi- 
oned between the French King, and the Infanta of Spain, 
to which End, a Treaty being ſet on foot in the Pyrencc 
Mountains, and calicd fince from thence by the Name 
of the Hrenean Treaty, there were many Obſtacles ar- 
pearing againſt this Marriage, and the Spaniard: reflect. 
ing on the diſmal Conſequence, if the Off- ſpring of that 
Marriage ſhould: aſpire to the Succeſſion of the Throne 
of Spain, and the Dominions thereunto belonging, upon 
the ſpecial pretence of Maternal Blood; ſtedfaſtly Relo!- 
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ved never to conſent to that Marriage, unleſs Maria 
Trreſia, would not only renounce for her Self, in caſe 


* of Widow-hood, bur alſo for her Children of both Sexes, 
that ſhould be born of her Body, which the Infanta with- 
out any Scruple yielded to do, and renounced for ever, 

as well for her Self as for her Poſterity; all Hopes of the 


Spaniſh Inheritance, to acquire a preſent Share of the 
flouriſhing Crown of France, believing, if ſhe had any 
Children, they might be happy enough in the Enjoyment 
of that Crown. And, leſt the Infanta's Renucniation 
alone might not be ſufficient, the Cardinal of Mazarin, 
and Don Lews Mendozade Haro, Miniſters and Plenipo- 
tentiaries of both Crowns, having received their full 
Powers, after a World of Labour, at the Pyrenean Moun- 
tains, in ſeveral Conferences touching a Peace; and this 
Marriage, at length, with great Joy, agreed upon 2 
ſolemn Form of Renunciation to be made by the French 
King, which ſhould ſerve as a Law for the future; one 
of which Clauſes is expreſly in theſe words:

paigne, ni ſes enfans & leur Deſcendants, en quel degrè ils je 


puiſſent trouver, voir, a touts jamais, ne puiſient Succeder aux 


Maumes, Eſt ats, Seigneuries, & Dominations, &c. qui ap- 
pertiennent & appartiendront a ſa Majeſte Catholique, tant 
dedans que dehoys ! Royaumes d' Eſpaigne, non obſtant toutes 
Loix on Contumes, &c. aux quelles leur Maj eſtex derogent &c. 
In Engliſh thus, © The two Crowns being ſo Great, and 
* ſo Puiſſant, that they cannot be United into one King- 
dom, and, that to the End, that from hence forward, all 
Occaſion of ſuch a Conjunction, may be avoided ; 
therefore, upon due Conſideration had of the afore- 
" laid Reaſons, eſpecially, that of Equality of Power, 
* which ought to be Preſerved ; it is agreed between 
both their Majeſties, and by mutual Covenant and 
. Contract Ordain'd, which ſhall continue in full Force

* and Vigour of a Law for ever, that the moſt Serew | 
* Tnfanta of Spain, her Children, nor Deſcendants, iz 
what Degree ſoever, ſhall never Succeed in the 


* Kingdoms, Seigniories or Dominions, which do, ot 
* ſhall belong to his Catholick Majeſty, as well within, 
* as without the Kingdoms of Spain, notwirhſtanding 
* any Law or Cuſtom which hereby their Majeſties d 
« Aboliſh, 

No ſooner was the Treaty Perfected and Agreed upon 
by the Spaniſh and French Plenipotentiaries, but the French 
King, and all the Princes of the Blood of France, by aro- 
ther Writing under their Hands and Seals, Ratified and 
Exchanged on the Borders, confirmed the ſame by ſolemn 
Oath at Fonterabia, in the Year 1659. whereby the 
French King Renounced and Relinquiſhed all Right or 
Title, Claim and Pretentions, for himſelf, or his Succel. 
ſors, which they, or any of them had, or ſhould hate, 
by reaſon of any Alliance from the ſaid Marriage. 

This Renunciation was not ſo much a Perſonal Deed 
of the King of France, and the Infanta of Spain, 
a mutual Compact between both Kingdoms, paſſed by a 
Treaty of Peace, and became a Law of each Count, 
made ſo by Publick Inſtrument, Signed by the Nobili 
on each fide, and Agreed by a general Conſent of the Pe- 
nipotentiaries of both Parties, in the 33d. Article of the 
Pyrenean Treaty, in theſe words: 

And to the End, this Peace and Union, Confederation, 
and good Correſpondence, might, as it is deſired, be ſ 
much the more Firm, Laſting, and Indiſſolvable; Both 
the. ſaid principal Miniſters, the Cardinal Duke, and the 
Marquis Earl Duke, by Vertue of the ſpecial Power 
they have had for that End of the two Lords and Kings, 
have Concluded and Agreed in their Names, the Mar- 
riage of the Moſt Chriftian King, with the moſt Serenc 
Tyfanta, the Lady Maria Tereſia, Eldeſt Daughter to the 
Catholick King, and the ſame Day, bearing the Date ef 
rheſe Preſents, have Made, and Subſcribed, a particular 
Treaty, Whereunto they refer themſelves, touching the 
mutual Conditions of the ſaid Marriage, and the time 
of its Celebration, which Treaty, by it ſelf, and Capr 
tulation of Marriage, are of the ſame Force and Vigo! 
nn rhe preſent Treaty of Peace, as being the chicfeſt

ngdom of France did 
Solemnly concern it ſelf, in the Renunciation of an 
Union of the Crown of Spain, as a Thing not to be done, 
for the Reaſons ſer down in the Preamble before recited : 

The Spaniſh Miniſters of State, who foreſaw the Poſ- 
fbility of a Claim upon the Crown of Spain, from the 
Children of that Match, took all the Care imaginable, 
to bind his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty from ſo much as a 
prerenſion to ir. To that End they made the Words of the 
Oath as full, and the Ceremony of Making and Ex- 
changing it as Solemn and as Publick as poſſible; ſo that 
all Acceſſes, both directly and indirectly, to the Inheri- 
tance of the Spaniſh Dominions, were barred up againſt 
the Poſterity of France. The Reman Pontiff alſo was be- 
ſought, to give his Apoſtolical Benediction, to an Agree- 
ment made with ſo much Precaution, and ſo much Una- 
nimity for the Tranquillity of the two Kingdoms, and 
the Repoſe of Chriſtendom. 

King Philip IV. who beſt of all knew the Time, Sencc 
and Meaning of the Agreement, repeated it in his Will, 
made December the 14th. 1665. wherein he Ordain'd 
ſeveral things relating to the Spaniſh Succeſſion, and men- 
tion d his Fears of the Dangers which Threatned Spain, 
and all Chriſtendom by this Match, if no Obſtacle were 
oppoſed againſt rhe Line that ſhould be born from thence. 
He alſo recites at large, all the Care and Precaution which 
he had been obliged to take every manner of way with 
Maria Tereſia, his Daughter, and with his own Wife, 
Elizabeth of Bourbon; to the End, that no Child of France, 


Male or Female, in any Manner, or upon any Pretence 


whatſoever, ſnould attain to the Inheritance of the Spa- 
niſo Dominions. 

His Catholic Majeſty gave likewiſe in his Will, an 
account of ſome Lines of Succeſſion, and demonſtrated 
his Kindneſs fo far to his own Family, the Houſe of 
a | N Auſtria, 
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Auſtria, that he called to the Succeſſion, after his Line 
failed, the Children of his Siſter Maria, who Died in 
1646. after ſhe had ſeveral Children by the Emperor 
Ferdinand III. Father to the moſt Auguſtus Leopeld : The 
Emperor, who is the next Branch of the Houſe of Auſtria, 
and . confequently Heir to the Crown of Spain, in caſe 
Maria Tereſias Title be juſtly laid aſide, for the forego- 
ing Reaſons, as being the immediate Line of Ferdinand, 
Son to Charles V. King of Spain, and if that be not ſuf. 
ficient, has a Claim by Vertue of his Marriage with 
Margaret Tereſia, the 2 Daughter of Philip IV. 
and Siſter to the late Deceaſed Charles II. All which is a 
certain Proof of the Excluſion of the French, and of the 
undiſputable Right that belongs to the Houle of Auſtria, 

That the late Deceaſed Charles II. not ignorant of this 
Truth, nor of the Eternal Renunciation of his Siſter, and 
her Poſterity, always eſteem'd the Emperor Leopold. not 
only as his neareſt Relation by the Father's ſide, but Uncle 
alſo by the Mother's, and conſequently Eldeſt of both 
Branches of the Houſe of Auſtria; and, as the next Suc- 
ceſſor by his Father's Will. Nevertheleſs, ſome Perſons 
in the Miniſtry of Spain, according to the Revolutions in 
the World, won by the dazling Luſtre of a Neighbour's 
Gold, ſought ro draw the Languiſhing King another 
way, and by ſeparating him from his own Family, cun- 
ningly Inveagled him to the French fide, which they for- 
merly looked upon with ſo much Averſion, that, altho 
they granted the Efficacy of the Infanta Maria Tereſias 
Renunciation, the Evidence of King Philip's Will, and 
whatever tended to the Excluſion of France, yer, after all 
this, a pretended Will is ſet up in favour of the Duke of 
Anjou. 

By the preceeding Will of Philip IV. it is clcar, cer. 
tain and limited, for a Kinſman of the Houſe of Auſtria, 
in the laſt pretended Will of Charles II. there is a limitati- 
on Feigned, which is incompatible, as well with the 
Words, as with the Sence. The Son in the latter Ar- 
rogares to himſelf a Power to make a Will, which they, 
who Forged it, will not allow the Father. 

The Pyrencan Peace, conplains loudly now, of being 
trampled under Foot, and that France ſeeks not ſo much 
the Pubiick Tranquillity and Repoſe of Europe, as the 
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ü Augmentation of her own Dominions, and the Aggran- 
diizing her own Glory. 


The Meanneſs and Baſeneſs of Mind, wherewith the 
Author of this pcetended Will has Proſtituted the Spani- 


4rds, is worthy of Pity, ſeeing, that in their own Judg- 
ment, they acknowledge themſelves ſo much beneath the 


Spaniards; they, who have hitherto, as well by Writing, 


as in divers Occaſions, Defended the Spaniſh Pre-eminence 
| as enduring no other equal but the Emperor; now offer 


the Palm to the French, which they have ſo long Diſputed 
with them, and which is more with a foul Pen, almoſt 


beyond imagination abject. No Man could with more 


Submifſion, raiſe the Grandeur of France, than the Spani- 


| ads did, in ſaying, Thar, if the Crown of Frauce ſhould 


happen to be Vacant, the Duke of Anjou would have a 


| greater Inclination for That, than for the Diadem of Spain, 
and then, if Deſpiſing Spain, he ſhould Return into France, 


they muſt be conſtrained to be contented, that a younger 


Brother, and a French Native ſhould Honour Spain with 
bis Preſence and his Government. 


For theſe Reaſons, his Imperial Majeſty Exhorts all 


Princes and States, that are Lovers of Juſtice, Equity and 
Right, ro Aſſiſt and Succour the Juſtice, Equity and 
| Righr of his Cauſe and Title to the Spaniſh Monarchy. 


Ar the ſame time, the Imperial Ambaſſador delivered 


| this Anſwer and Declaration to his Holineſs, he defired 
| him nor to grant the Inveſtiture of Naples ro the Duke of 


Anjou, but rather to his Imperial Majefty. as being the 
True and Lawful Heir, otherwiſe he muſt be obliged to 
make the requiſite Proteſtations. Hardly had the Holy 
Father time to conſider of this Declaration, but the 
Spaniſo Ambaſſador acquaints him, that ſome French 
Forces were entred into the Milaneſe, to preſerve it 
from being ſeized on by the Emperor, and demands 


the Inveſture of Naples and Sicily, for his Maſter 
| Philip V. to which his Holineſs, to keep fair with Both, 


replied, he would rake time to conſider of their De- 


mands; at the ſame time being deſirous ro know the 


Iſue of his Offer of Mediation, he ſent to know of 
the French Ambaſſador what his Maſters Anſwer 
was, He acquainted him, that his Majeſties Anſwer 
Vas, That there is no: any Perſon, in the World, who 
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more Paſſionately defires the Preſervation of the Peace 
than his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty does, of which he has 
given evident Proof, by his Renouncing the undeniable 
Rights of the Dauphin to the Spaniſh Monarchy, and Ac. 
ceptance of the Will of the Deceaſed Charles II. That he 
likewiſe returned his Holznefs Thanks for his great Zeal, 
and betought him ro employ his good Offices, and his 
Exhortations, with thoſe that ſeem reſolved ro trouble 
the Repole of Italy, to divert them from ir, Thar the 
World may be aſſured, tis none of his Deſign to be the 
firſt Aggreſſor, but that his Majeſty finds himſelf una. 
vcidabiy conftrained ro maintain his Grandſon, King 
Philip, in the quiet Poſſeiſion of rhe Spaniſh Monarchy, 
Wut che Pope's Thoughts were taken up about the Re- 
fuſal of hi Mediation; an Expreſs came from the Duke 
of Mantua, to acquaint bim, that his Capital City was 
Demanded, both by the Emperor and the French King, 
for a Place of Arms, and that he beſought his H- 
lineſis Advice thercon : Bur, his Holineſs not being diſpo- 
fed to give it at ſnch a nice JunCture as this, once more 
refolved ro try the Emperor by a Letter, written with his 
own Hand, ro the following effect. That the Hol; Father 
reflecting upon his extream Reluctancy, at the time of 
his Election to the Pont iſicate, was now become ſenſible, 
that it did not proceed fo much from the knowledge he 
kad of his own Weaknefs, to bear ſo heavy a Burthen, 
but from thence, that Providence made him forelce the 
Miſeries that were to accompany his Office; For, that in- 
deed he was no ſooer entruſted with the Conduct of the 
Church, but that on the one fide, he ſaw Unfortunate 
Taly Threatned with a dangerous War, and his Medta- 
tion neglected, though offered with Tears in his Eyes, 
with profound Sighs, and redoubled Impprtunities; and 
on the other fide, Dalmatin, ravaged by the Peſtilence 
that threatens ſo much Danger to 1:aly it ſelf, that they 
are forced to prohibir all Communication with theit 
Neighbours. Thar, in the midſt of ſo great AMidtions, 
and fceing the Hand of God Arm'd with two of the moſt 
dcadly Scourges, among all rhe Inſtruments of his Wrath, 
he could not forbear pouring forth his Tears before 
Heaven, ſending up his Sighs to God, and joining his 
P:ayers with thoſe of che Church, to Implore his Mercy, 
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char it may pleaſe him to turn away his Anger from 


Chriſtendom. In the mean Time he thought fit ro exhort 
his Imperial Majeſty, and earneſtly to beſeech him by 


this Letter written with his own Hand, to avoid a Wart, 
| ſceingit is in his Power to do it, and not to permit the 

| Imperial Troops that were ready to pals into Italy, by 
| their Diſorders, to overwhelm it with the greateſt of all 


Calamities; Thar his Majeſty will be pleaſed to rake 


Care, that they commir norhing, unbecoming Chri- 
ſtians and the moſt Illuſtrious Family of which he is 
deſcended. Thar they may have regard to the Dignity 


| ofthe Holy See, to the Holy Church, and to God himſelf, 


thar they may be mindful of rhe Religion of rheir Leader, 


| and that of his glorious Anceſtors, which his Imperial 


Majeſty has protected by ſo many renowned Achieve- 


ments; That God will recompence him a Hundred 


Fold ; Thar he alſo hopes, that God will inſpire his Ma- 
jeſty with what is moſt convenient for him, giving him 


with a Paternal Affection, his Apoſtolick Benediction. 


The Emperor having received the precceding Letter, 
return d no other Anſwer, than by making deceſſary 
Preparations for an open War, whilſt the French, after 
having in vain demanded the City of Mantua for a Place 
of Arms, appeared in a ſtrong Body within ſight of 
that City, as was ſuppoſed, ro countenance the Agree- 
ment made betwixt them and the Duke about its Sur- 
render; yet for Forms ſake, before any act of Hoſtility 
was committed, the Duke of Mantua received the fol- 
lowing Letter from the Governcur of Milan.

ot, and thereby cut off the moſt convenient Paſſage of 


the Imperialiſts into the Mzlaneze, as likewiſe of ſeveral 
important Caſtles, whole Soveraighs did nor ſpeedily de- 


| clare for the Intereſt of the Two Crowns of France and 


Spain, We will not pretend to detain the Reader with 


| any long Paſſages in the Duke of Savoy's Court, ſince at 


that Time that Duke, ſeeing his Territories ſurrounded 
by the Forces of both Crowns, ſaw himſelf under a Ne- 
ceſſiy of openly declaring for the two Crowns; whilſt 
others, notwithſtanding the Menaces and Importunities 
of the French and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors, declared for a 
Neutrality. But alrho' the Republick of Venice declared 
for the . as reſolutely as any of the reſt, yet ſo 
impetuous was the Torrent of French Proceedings, that 
the Forces of the Two Crowns entring their Territories 
by Force, made themſelves Maſters of all the important 
Paſſes, through which the Imperialiſts might enter Italy. 

Whilſt Affairs were thus tranſacting in this Part of the 
World, the French King without further Loſs of Time, 
order d the new King his Grandſon for Spain, to take 
poſſeſſion of his Throne, and with the Dauphin accom- 
panied him for one Days Journey: His TwWO Bro- 
thers, the Dukes of Burgundy and Berry, attending 
him as far as the Hand of Pheaſants, famous for the Py- 
renean Treaty, where they left him to purſue his Journey, 
It would be needleſs to repeat the Demonſtrations of Joy 
the People fhew'd throughout all the Parts of France 
the young Monarch paſſed ; Suffice it therefore to know, 
that upon his Arrival at Madrid, he was received with all 
the PR Demonſtrations of Affection, and feeming 
Acclamations of a hearty Welcome. Soon after the reci- 
procal Compliments between the new King and his 
Grandees, the French Councils being moſt predominant, 
made great and bold Alterations in that Kingdom, which 
diſguſted the Queen Dowager to that Degree, that pre- 
paring her ſelf to quit the Court, and to retite to Aran-

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The ſame Day, the like Memorial in every Point, was 
gelivered to the French Ambaſſadors by the States General; 
Commitiioners, only that, inſtcad of Newport and Qſtend, 
which the King of England demanded, the States demand- 
ed the Cities and Fortreſſes of Venlo, Ruremond, Stevens- 
Maerd, Luxemberg, Namur, Charlerey, Mons, Dender mond, 
Damme, and St. Donas, with their Caſtles, Cittadels, 
Forts, Ge. 

The French Ambaſſador having ſent an account to his 
Maſter of this Conference, and the Memorzals he received

The Count 4Avaux made anſwer to our De- 
puries, that he was come thither to treat about the Means 
of preſerving the general Peace, and eſtabliſning our par- 
ticular Safety, that if We would thereupon concert with 
your Majeſty, he had nothing to object aya:att ir ; and 
that he was content that your Majcities Envoy thou!d 
afſiſt at the Conferences which are to be heid upon that 
Subject; but that he was not at all authorized to enter in- 
to Negotiation with him about the Concerns of England, 


which were to be treated elſewhere; to which our De- 


uties repreſented, that in the Preſervation of the gencrai 
Peace in which your Majeſty is equally concern'd with 
us, our Safery could no wiſe be ſeparated from England, 
chat the Intereſt therein was common to both rhe) Two 
Nations, and that in the preſent Negotiation, your Ma- 
jeſty could not withour doing you wrong, be look'd upon 
otherwiſe than as a principal Party as well as we ; Bur 
notwithſtanding the many Inſtances, and all the Reaſons 
our Deputies could alledge, the Count d'Avaux pertifted 
in his foreſaid Anſwer, ſaying, That he had no other 
Orders; that he will fend our Reſolution (of which 
your Majeſty will find herewith a Copy) to the Court of 
France, without giving the leaſt Hopes of receiving an 
Anſwer agreeable to our Senſe of theſe Matters. Upon 
the Report which was made to us of this Matter, we 
judg d that by this means the Intereſts of England were 
intended to be ſcparated from thoſe of our Republick, 
whereas we think them inſeparable. And, ſince it is 
evident that they are ſo, we could draw no other Con- 
cluſion from this proceeding, than, that France had a 
Mind to put an end to theſe Conferences, and to grant 
none of the Securities demanded, and which are ſo neceſ- 
ſary for the Preſervation of your Majeſties Kingdoms, 
and of our State; We are obliged to make all this known 
to your Majeſty, and do again proteſt, that our Intereſts 
being the ſame with thoſe of your Majeſty in this pre- 
ſent Negotiation, and not to be ſeparated the one from 
the other, we will nor {uffer them by any means to be 
Kyided At the fame Time, Sir, we cannot bur repro: 
; G 4 ſens 
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lent to your Majeſty, the great need we have of bein 
aſſiſted, without Lois of Lime, if we will prevent the 
Ruin that threatens us, and the evident Danger that 
we are in. Your Majeſty knows perfectly the State of 
our Attairs, and will ealily judge, if it is poſſible, in the 
Condition we are now in, to reſiſt the Forces of France, 
ſo much Superior ro ours, which is the reaſon of our 
earneſt Requeſt to your Majeſty, to perform the Treaty 
made with the Approbation of the Parliament, in the 
Yeat 1678, between King Charles II of Glorious Me. 
mory, and this State. We do now repeat our moſt 


preiſing Inſtances, that we may have ſpeedily the Suc- 


cours ſtipulated, and the entire Effects of the ſaid Treaty, 
We hope your Majeſty will fo ſeriouſly conſider the State 

we are in, eſpecially after the poſitive Aſſurances your 
Majeſty has given us, that your Parliament had reſolved 
ro Intereſt themſcives with Vigour for our Preſervation, 
and to aſſiſt us in our preſent Neceſſity, by furniſtiing 
the Succours agreed on. We will acquaint your Ma- 
jeſty with the Poſture France puts itſelf ia, and your Ma- 
jeſty will thereby judge, whether our Fear which ani 
mates our Demands is ill grounded. Fance not being 
ſatisfy'd with having taken Poſſciſion of all the Places 
chat beiong'd to Spain in the Netherlands, docs daily put 
into them, and cauſes actually ro march thither very 
formidable Forces; They are drawing a Line from the 
Scnelae near Antwerp, to the Maeſe, and beginning ano- 
ther Linc, as we are informed, from Antwerp to Oſteud, 
They lend to the Places, which are neareſt ro our Fron- 
tiers, a very great Number of Cannon; They erect with 
all Diligence a great many Magazines in Flanders, Bra- 
bant, Gelders, and at Namur, which they fill with 
all ſorts of Ammunition and Proviſion for War, beſides 
a vaſt quanriry of Forage, they lay up every where; 
they build under the very Cannon of our Town. More- 
over, they have endeavoured, and do ſtill endeavour, 
without Intermiſſion, to ſeparate the Princes our Friends 
from our Intereſt, and to engage them in their Alliance, 
or at leaſt into a Neutrality. In fine, our Friends are 
made uſeleſs ro us, by the Intrigues and Diviſions in the 
Empite, and thoſe of France augmented jo, that we arc 
| ar. 
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ſurrounded on all ſides, except by the Sea, You ſee 
Sir, without any Diſguiſe, the true State and Condition 
unto which We are reduced, without the Addition of 
any thing, but what is Matter of Fact. This makes us 
hope, that, as your Majeſty knows perfectly our Af- 
fairs, you will agree with us, that our Condition ar 
prelcnt 15 worle than it was during the latt War, and 
worle than if we were actually in War, fince they build 
Forts under the Cannon of our ſtrong Places, and make 
Lines along our Frontiers, and that we cannot hinder 
them, as we could do, if we were actually in War, 
Theſe Reaſons oblige us, ro pur our ſelves in a defenſive 
Condition, more than if we were actually attacked, to 
put our Country under Water, and even to cut our Dikes 
to ſecure our Frontiers; We find our ſelves forced to 
make uſe of theſe Means, and whatever elſe we could 
have done in an open War, inſomuch that our Subjects 
ſuffer more than they did in the laſt War. Hitherto the 
Winter has been ſome ſort of a ſmall Security to us, the 
Seaſon is now paſt, and we do now expect every Mo- 
ment to be invaded and overrun, unleſs we are ſpeedily 
ſuccour'd ; We do promiſe it our ſelves from you, Sir, 
eſpecially ſince it has pleaſed your Majeſty to aſſure us, 
that the Parliament had raken favourable Reſolutions in 


our Behalf ; And, as our Neceflity is very preſſing, ſo 


we beſcech your Majeſty to conſider well the Extremity 
we are in, and the Impoſſibility we are under of avoid- 
ing the total Ruin and Overthrow of our State, if we are 
left in this Condition. Sir, We believe the Intereſt of 
England ſo cloſely united to ours, that we will expoſe 
our {elves to all Events, rather than ſuffer them to be 
ſeparated, or to take any other Meaſures, than in concert 
with your Majeſty. It is very needleſs to preſent to your 
Majeſty, that the Preſervation of your own Kingdom, 
ſhould engage you ro prevent our Ruin, ſeeing we think 
their Loſs is inſeparable from ours; The Reaſons, Sir, 
are better known to you than us, as well as the fatal 


Conſequences they will be expoſed to, in leaving us in 


this Condition; which perſwades us, that, by your Ma- 
jeſties great Prudence, and the good Intenrions of your 
Parliament, you will direct all things, ſo as to let Europe 
lee, that nothing is more conducing to its Safety, than

We cxpect without delay, the Succours and Performance 
of the aforementioned Treaty, and pray to God, Sir, 
ro. preſerve your Majeſties Sacred Perlon in a long State 
of Health, and your Dominions in a flouriſhing Condi- 
TION.

Houſe, Nemine contradicente, came to the following Re- 
ſolution, That they would effectually affiſt his Majeſty 
to ſupport his Allies, in maintaining the Liberty of Eu- 
rope, and would immediately provide Succours for the 
States General, and order'd that this Reſolution ſhould be 
preſented ro his Majeſty by the whole Houle, ro which 
bis Ma jeſty teturn d the following Anſwer. 


Centlemen, 

Return You my hearty Thanks for the ready Aſſu- 
EK rinces You give me of providing immediate Succours 
for the Syates General, and for the Zeal you expreſs for 
the Common Cauſe; I know nothing can be more ef. 
fectual for our Support both at home and abroad, than 
the Unanimous Concurrence which you have ſhew'd up- 
on this Occafion, and it will be a particular Sarlisfaction 
to me, in my Time, to renew the Glory which the En- 
Zliſb Nation has formerly had, of maintaining rhe Liberty 
aid Ballance of Europe.

invite into it all Princes and States, who are concern'd in 
the preſent viſible Danger, ariſing from the Union of

And we further deſire your Majefty, that pou will be 
pleaſed to enter into ſuch Alliances with the Emperor, 
as your Majeſty ſhall think fir, purſuant to the Ends of 
the Treaty of 1682; towards all which, we aſſure 
your Majeſty of our ſincere and hearty Aſſiſtance, not 
doubting, but whene er your Majeſty ſhall be obliged to 
engage into a War, for the Defence of the Allies, and for 
ſecuring the Liberty and Quiet of Europe, Almighty God 
will prorect your Perſon in ſo Righteous a Cauſe, and 
the Unanimity, Wealth and Courage of your Subjects, 
will- carry your Majeſty with Honour and Succeſs, 
through all tne Difficulties of a juſt War. 

And, in the laſt Place, with great Grief, we rake leave 
humbly to repreſent unto your Majeſty, that the Dangers 
to which your Kingdoms and your Allies have been ex- 
poſed, are chiefly owing to the fatal Councils that pre- 
vented your Majeſties ſooner meeting the People in 
Parliament.

Thank you for the Expreſſions you make of the Duty 
and Zeal to my Service, and the. Concern you ſhew 
of the imminent Danger to which the States General are 


at preſent expoſed, I ſhail rake into Conſideration _ 
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Deſires to me, of entring into new Meaſures with then 
and other Princes and States for our common Preſerva- 
tion, and you may be ſure, it ſhall be always my Care, 
to make ſuch Alliances with our Neighbours, as may 
rend ro our own and their greater Security; which will 
be the moſt effectual Means ro raiſe the Honour of the 
Engliſh Nation in our Days to the Reputation it hath 
maintained in former Times.

High and Mighty Lords, 

1 Always come into this Country wich Joy, but more 
eſpecially ar preſent, in this dangerous Conjuncture 

of Aﬀirs, becauſe I foreſee my Preſence will be neceſſa- 
ry for the Service of the State; I was in hopes, and de- 
ſired to have paſt the reſt of my Days in Repoſe and 
Peace, and, after the end of my Days, to have left this 
State in a quiet and flouriſhing Condition, to which end 
I have always Labour'd, particularly after the Concluſion 
of che laſt Peace. But there have happened ſuch great 
Alterations in the Affairs of Europe, that we know not, 
what will be the Diſpoſal of Divine Providence concern- 
ing them. Nevertheleſs, I can ſincerely aſſure your Hig 
and Hightineſſes, that, whether Affairs may be accommo- 
dated without coming to further Embroilments, or whe- 
ther we muſt be obliged to take Arms again; I perſiſt in 
the ſame Affection, and the tame Zeal, which I ever had 
for the Service and Proſperity of theſe Provinces, and 
will contribute towards it as far as lies in my Power; 
and whatever may attend to advance the Welfare of this 
Stute, the Maintenance of their Liberties and Religion, 
and their particular Security, as well as that of _— 
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I am overjoy'd to find all things ſtill in a quiet Condition, 
which next to the Bleiſing of Almighty God, muft be a- 
ſcribed ro the ſpeedy and unanimous Reſolution of your 
High and Mightineſſes, to put your Selves in a Poſture ot 
Detence. I am perſuaded, that the reſpective Confede- 
rates will contribute Strenuouſly towards it. This I look 
upon as the only means to prevent a War, or in caſe of a 
Ruprure, to Defend the State from the Danger that rhrea. 
tens it. Tis a great Satisfaction to me, that I can aſſure 


your High and Mightineſſes, nut only of my Affection, bur 


of the Attection of the whole Engliſh Nation, and that they 
are ready to aſſiſt the State, and ſtrongly to contribute 
towards its Defeuce, and to whatever may tend ro the 
common Security; and this is what your High and Mig. 
tineſſes may be fully convinced of. I hope the Great God 
will Bleſs the Means which you have made ule of, either 
by way of Negotiation, or by Force of Arms, in caſe of 
a Rupture, to artain the End propoſed, that is, the rea- 
ſonable Security of the common Cauſe, and particularly 
the Preſervation of this Srate, in their Liberty and Reli. 
gion. There is nothing that I wiſh with more Fervency, 
and I will contribute towards ir, whatever lies in my 
Power; this is what I thought neceſſary to ſay at pre- 
ſent, only that I defre the Continuance of your High and 
Migbrineſſes Affection and Amity. 


The Preſence of his Britannick, Majeſty, join d to this 
Patherick Speech, having mightily revived the drooping 
Hopes and Hearts of the States, they immediately return- 
ed an Anſwer to the following effect : 

"Thar they Thanked him with all their Hearts, for the 
Honour his Majeſty had done them, to come again into 
their Aſſembly, and at the ſame time teſtiſied their unex- 
preſſable Joy for his happy Arrival. That they were ſen- 
ſible how much his Majeſties Preſence was neceſſary a- 
mong them, in ſuch a Thorny Conjuncture, to put their 
Affairs into a good Condition, and ſo to preſerve them 
with the Affiſtance of God, out of the great Conffdence 
which they all had, from the higheft ro the loweſt, of his 
Majeſties Prudence and ſurpaſſing Ability. Thar they 
were extreamly obliged to his Majeſty, and moſt heartily

That they were ful 
convinced ſince the laſt Treaty of Peace of his Majeſtic; 
Care and Application, which tended to the Preſeryation 
of the ſaid Peace and publick Tranquility. That they 
were overjoy d, that their Conduct, fince the itrange 
Murartions in the General Affairs, had met with his Maje. 
ſties Approbation; and in regard the State was in ſo much 
Danger, that their Religion and Liberties lay at Stake, 


| they were reſolved to ule all poſſible Means for the Pre- 


ſervation of thoſe ineſtimable Plecges. That they could 
not omit to Thank his Majeſty for his Aſſurances, nt 
only in his own, but in the Name of the Exgliſh Nation, 
in Favour of themſelves and the Common Cauſe, well 
knowing how much they might relic upon the Aſſiſtance 
of a People, whoſe Courage and Valour have gain'd ſo 
high a Reputation in the World, that they were always 
of Opinion, that their Intereſts were inſeparable with 
thoſe of England: In the mean time, they moſt ardently 
beſought the Almighty to Bleſs his Majeſty and his Coun- 
dils, and to grant him long Lite, Health and Strength, 
that he might be able ro continue his Cares for the Pub- 
lick Good, and the Welfare of his own Kingdoms, and 
their State; aſſuring him of their Perſeverance in that 
Amity and high Efteem which they have always had, 
and ever ſhall be bound to have of his Majeſty, as long 
as their State endures, 


After this, whilſt his Majeſty ſpent ſome ſmall time in 


Viewing the Frontier Garriſons belonging to the Stats, 
and in giving the neceſſary directions for the Defence of 
them, in caſe the intended Negotiation ſhould not ſucceed- 
ed well; no ſooner he returned to the Hague, but he was 
inform'd that the Count D' Avaux, the French Miniſter, 
inſtead of renewing the Conferences, had delivered the 
following Letter to the States General.

The ſaid Ambaſſador, the better to enlarge upon his 
Maſter's Letter, and to explain his Sentiments, took this 
opportunity of delivering to them at the ſame time, the 
following Memorial. ; 


* his Excellency was in hopes, their Lordſhips 
would have had that Confidence in his Maſter's 
Affection and his deſire of Peace, as would have diſſipated 
thoſe vain Fears, which the Advancement of his Grand- 
ſon to the Throne of Spain had infuſed into them; And, 
that he ſhould have returned to the King his Maſter, with 
the Satisfaction of having been Employed in preventing 
the new Troubles that threatned Europe, which Hope was 
Confirmed, when by their acknowledging the Lawful 
Rights of the King of Spain, they wrote ro Congratu- 
late him, and ſeem d thereby to diſown the Injuſtice of 
Foreign Pretenſions, whatever they might preſiſt in, in de- 
manding for themſelves. So that all things ſeemed to be 
in a fair way toward the Settling of a Peace, when the 
Propoſals made by your High and Mightineſſes, and the 
King of England's Envoy, gave occaſion to judge that 
War, rather than Peace, would be the Fruit of that ſtrict 
Union, which the Conformity of Propoſals denoted be- 
tween that Prince and your High and Mightineſſes ; they 
proteſted, that their exceſſive Demands were the effect 
of a juſt Fear grounded on the King's Power; but if that 
Fear fo livelily expreſſed in your Letter to the King of 
Great Britain, during the Sitting of the Parliament, was 
Real, and that they had no other End in Repreſenting

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them, than to prevent them; The means of doing it, were 
in your own Hands, and there was no need of making al 
thoſe Preparations for the greateſt War, That their

his Majeſty believe, their Lordihips would fo caſily have 
inſiſted upon the pretended Satisfaction to be given to the 
Emperor; and confounded the Intereſt of other Prince;

Thar, after all this, his Excellency ſhould abuſe his 
Maſter, ſhould he write to him, that any Succeſs was to 
be expected from the Conferences.

Hat they were obliged to the moſt Chriſtian King 
| for (ending thither the Count D'Avaux, as his Am- 
baſſador Extraordinary, and they wiſhed ſufficient Means 
might have been found in the Conferences, to have ob- 
tained a General Peace, and reaſonable Security for theme 
ſelves, and that he might have tatried till that had been

Proof of their deſire to preſerve the General Peace. That 
they cannot apprehend, how they ſhould Obſtruct the ſame, 
by the Intervention ot the King of Great Britain, who 
was one of thoſe concerned in the Treaty of Partition, or 
by the Intervention of any other Potentate, that has an 
Intereſt in preſerving the General Peace. That they had 
not thereby owned the Juſtice or Injuſtice of rhe Preten- 
fions of any third Party, nor ſeparated their Intereſt from 
any, who are concerned in the General Peace. That 
fince his Majeſties Miniſters had Repreſented to them, 
thar the End of the Treaty of Partition might be as well 
obtained by the Acceptation of the Will, they defired the 
Count D' Avaux might make Propoſals for the General 
Peace, and their particular Secrrity, and he excuſing 
himſelf, and defiring Propolals from them; they had 'n 
concert with his Majelty of Great Britain, delivered him 
Propoſa's ; Thar they cannot comprehend, why the effect 
of that Union betwixt them and the ſaid King, ſhould 
be rather War than Peace, ſince his Majeſty of Grezt 
Britain has on all Occaſions given ſufficient Proofs of his 
Inclinations to Peace, That they were ſtrictly United 
with him by Alliance many Years ago, for mutual Se— 
curity, and he was one of the chiefeſt Parties in the Treat 
of Partition, and that they declared before their Propo- 
{1's were Communicateo, they thought his Conſent necel- 
ſary, as well for theſe Reatons as for his private Relati- 
on to their Republick, and no Objection was then raiſed 
againſt ir; They are lorry, the King of France has return'd 
no Anſwer to their Propoſals, which though they have 
heard to be called Exceiiire, no Body has undertaken to 
prove them ſuch. That the General Peace cannor be 
preferved withouc Satisfaction to the Emperor, whoſe Pre- 
tenſic , are fo far owned by the King of France himlelf 
by the Treaty of Partition, that it was Agreed how the 
{ame ſhould be ſarisked, Thar, therefore there is nothing 
in this Article of their Propoſal, that can be called Ex- 
ceiſive, and what they ba: e demanded for their own Se— 
curity, is not Equa! ro what they had before the Death 
of the late King cf Spain, or to what they acquired by 
the Treaty of Partition. That their Fears were not ground 
ed alone on their own private Sentiments, but on the O- 
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inion of their Allies, who have not ſcrupled to give them 
the Aſſiſtance they were obliged to, by their Alliances; 
That had it been in their Power to rid themſelves out of 
their Difficulties, without ſeeking for new Alliances, 
and Drowning their County, they would certainly have 
done it. That the Difficulties raiſed about admitting the 
Engliſh Envoy, was not from them, but from the Count 


D' Avaux, and not to be Charged upon them, for the 


Reaſons before mentioned. That che King of France had 
realon to think they would inſiſt on Satisfaction to the 
Emperor, ſeeing that was the firſt of their Propoſals which 
the King of France himſelf thought juſt and neceſſary, 
That they had given no caule to think they preſumed to 
ſet up as Umpires, betwixt France and the Houſe of 
Auſtria, or to determine which of the two laſt Kings of 
Spain had a right to alter the Laws of the Succeflion to 
that Crown, but defired his Majeſty to remember, that 
he himſelf, as well as the King of Great Britain, and 
the States, thought a War would be unavoidable, if upon 
the Death of the late King of Spain, either he, or the 
Emperor, ſhould inſiſt upon the Pretenſions of their Fa- 
milies to the Succeſſion, and therefore they entred upon 
the Treaty of Partition. That their owning the King of 
Spain, cannot be judg'd a ſtep contrary to this, ſince it 
does not hinder giving reaſonable Satisfaction to the Em- 
peror, And the King of France ought to be convinced, 
that they will do nothing to the Detriment of their Pro- 
vinces, Commerce, or Riches, but what is abſolvrely 
neceſſary for their Preſervation. That they have done 
nothing that can be Conſtrucd a Breach of the Treaties, 
which Confirm, and Scal their Soveraignty, and do not 
well apprehend the meaning of that Aſſertion: Theit 
Provinces were always Free and Soveraign; their An- 
ceſtors ſpent their Lives and Fortunes to aſiert their Free- 
dom, and they were reſolved to do the like. That tney 
are ſorry to hear the Count D' Avaux expects no Succeſs 
from the Conferences, becauſe of the Ingliſh Envoy's 
declaring, chat Satisfaction muſt be given to t Emperor : 
They own that the King of Great Britain and ihey 
thought it reaſonable to treat of Satisfaction to that Prince, 
and the Emperor ſhould, in order thereunto be invited in- 
io the Negotiation, That _ States do not blindly follow 
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the King of Great Britain's Sentiments, but have a great 
Deference for his Advice, becaule they are perſwaded He 
75. wholly inclined to preſerve the Peace, and convinced, he 
ſeeks nothing but the Welfare of their Republick, That 
if the Conferences be Suſpended on that account, they 
ſhall look upon it as a great Misfortune, bur if the King 
of France thought fit to ler them continue, and to allow 
Satisfaction to the Emperor, they had hopes of a good 
Concluſion. That they have been obliged, indeed, to 
Arm, bur did not begin to do it, till they ſaw their Bar. 
riers in the Spaniſh Netherlands, that hath coſt them ſo 
much Blood and Treaſure, Poſſeſſed by French Troops, 
their own Forces detained, and great Preparations of War 
made there. Thar their Jcalouſie was beſides increaſed 
conſiderably, by the ſtrict Union that appeared every day 
berween France and Spain, though the Treaty of Partition, 
was made for this, among other rcaſons to prevent [ea- 
loufies from the Union of too many States. That they 
have cndeavoured by all poſſible Means to preſerve his 
Friendſhip, but if they muſt, contrary to their Inclinari- 
on, enter into a War, they have no cauſe to blame them- 
. {elves for it, and therefore hope that God will Prorect chem. 

The Count receiving this anſwer from the States as 
heir final Reſolution, ſent ir forthwith ro his Maſter the 
French King, who no ways approving of it, as directly op- 
poſite to their Projects, of opening themſelves a Door t9 
the Univerſal Monarchy, through the Subjection of Spain, 
and there being conicquently but little room to hope tor a- 
ny reaſonable Satisfaction to be given to the Emperor; this 
Point, ſo much and ſo juſtly inſiſted upon by the King ot 
Great Britain, put a final Concluſion to the very Hopes 
of Succeſs of any further Negotiation for that time; ſo 
the Ambafſader had orders ſent him to return Home, 
which the Count acquainting the States with, and being 
admitted to his Audience of Leave, he delivered to them 
the enſuing Memorial. | |

Thar their High and Mightineſſes could have wiſhed 
with all their Hearts, that his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
had been pleaſed ro have ler his ſtay be ſome time longer, 
to the End, the Conferences, for which he came, might 
have been happily and ſucceſsfully concluded, and that 
their High and Mighty Lordſhips find to their Great Grief, 
that the ſaid Conferences, muſt be interrupted by his De- 
parture, That they have had ſo many Proofs of his Wiſ⸗ 
dom, his Experience for re-eſtabliſhing a good Corre- 
ſpondence between his ſaid Majeſty and their High and 
Mightineſſes, that they hoped a better End of this Negoti- 
ation, had he been permitted to ſtay ſome time longer 
here. But that, fince his ſaid Majeſties Orders, obliged

Soon after this, the Count having received the uſual 
Preſent; ſer forward on his Journey for France: Here 
we will leave the States of Holland, making the neceſſa- 
ry Preparations for a War, and the King of England 
viewing the Frontier Garriſons, giving the neceſſary Di. 
rections for their Defence, and drawing the Forces to. 
gether; whilſt we enquire how the King of Portugal 
ſtoed affected, during theſe Negotiations, That Cour: 
having for ſome Time watch'd the Motions of England 
and Holland, and narrowly obſerved the Steps made by 
other Courts in this Juncture, and being hard preſsd 
on all Sides by the French King their Friend, and by 
two ſuch Potent Neighbours as of France and Spain, 
at 2 Conjuncture, when the Engliſh and Dutch Preps. 
rations were not as yet in ſuch a Forwardneſs, as they 
judged ſeaſonable for their preſent Relief, they made at 
length a Treaty with the two Crowns, to the following

Theſe Treaties being ſoon known to the Allies, were 
no ways approv'd of by the Engliſh and Dutch eſpecially, 
who being ſenſible that the Harbours belonging to his Por- 
tugueze Majeſty were of great Uſe to them, for the Sub- 
ſiſtance of their Fleets, and the Recovery of Spain, re- 
ſolved not to ſuffer any Neutrality, nor loſe further Time 
and Opportunity, by the evaſive Anſwers the Court of 
Portugal gave; ſo the Engliſh Envoy demanded Audience 
ofthe King, and deſired of his Portugueze Majeſty, by word 
of Mouth, (according to his Orders) to give him a poſi- 
tive Anſwer within twenty four Hours, which Side he 
would chooſe ro take. During this Interval, the French 
Squadron of Ships, of Fourteen Men of War, and Two 
Fire-ſhips, arriving in Caſcais Road, ſo far encouraged; 
or at leaſt influenc'd the Portugueze Court at that Time, 
that they order d an Anſwer to be return d to the Engliſh 
Envoy, to this Effect, That his Majeſty would keep to 
the Treaty with France and Spain, and, that in thoſe 
Treaties there was nothing againſt England and Holland, 
but only againſt the declared Enemies of the two Crowns; 
and that in the mean Time his Majeſty declared, that in 
cale of a Ruprure between the two Kings, England and 
Holland, he would not ſuffer any Men of War, either 
Engliſh or Dutch, to Anchor in any Harbour of his 
Kingdom whatever, nor any Forces to paſs through his 
Dominions, in Order to atrack Spain. 

Whilſt Affairs were thus tranſacting in each Court, 
and the Publick Miniſters treating about making new 
Alliances, for the Intereſt of their reſpective Maſters, 
we will enquire what the Imperialiſts are doing on the 
Side of Italy. Theſe having rende vouz d in the County 
of Tyrol,and being furniſhedall things neceſſary with a long 
„„ March 
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March, entred Italy, where Prince Eugene of Savyy ſoon 
arrived, and taking upon him the Command of the In- 
erial Army, found the French and Spaniards to have ſe- 
cured all the Paſſes of the River Adige; Notwithſtand- 
ing which, truſting in the Goodneſs of his Troops, 
who had fo often Signalized themſelves againſt the Turl, 
he paſs'd the Adige, in Sight of the Spaniſh Troops, at Re. 
vigo, and la Badia, and afterwards the Po, 15 Miles from 
Lagorano, But the Enemy nat only keeping their Poſts 
on the Adige, bur alſo ſtrengthning them with new En. 
trenchments, to intercept the Communication of the In. 
perialiſts with Germany; Prince Eugene to amuſe them, 
ſent a ſtrong Detachment over the Po, whilſt himſelf with 
the beſt Troops march'd ro Triccato, upon the Tartar, 


which having paſs'd without Oppoſition, he attack d their 


firſt Entrenchment at Caſtagnano, and chaſing them 
thence, did the ſame with their ſecond Line, upon the 
Canal Biance; From thence the Enemy retiring to their 
third and laſt Entrenchment, a hot Diſpute enſu- 
ed, but the Imperialiſts at laſt prevailing, forced the Ene- 
my to quit all their Poſts upon the Adige, and to retreat 


to Goeto, upon the Mincio, but being follow'd by Prince 


Eugene, who paſs'd the ſame River at Leonce, retreated 
towards Capriana, where pitching their Tents, Prince 
Eugene did the ſame, near Deſenzano. 

The French Court being ſurpriſed at the unexpected 
Succeſs of the Imperialiſts, order d Mareſchal Villeroy to 
depart for Italy, and take upon him the Command of the 
French and Spaniſh Forces, inſtead of Mareſchal Catinat, 
as may appear by his Letter, not improper for the Illu- 
ſtration of the Matter to be here inſerted. | 


Mareſchal Catinat's Letter to his Brother. 


My Dear Brother, 
Receiv'd your Letter, wherein you inform'd me of all 
that is reported againſt me, in Reference to the Af- 
fairs of Italy; I did my beſt, but the Events were not 
anſwerable. It would require whole Pages to ſhew how 
theſe Misfortunes happened, the Motives that occaſioned 
them, and how the Miſtakes were committed. I am 
convinced how ſenſible you axe of my preſent Condition. 
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Men are not always proſperous in War; tis a Myſtery, 
wherein Fortune takes upon her to have the greateſt 
Controul. That which troubles me moſt in this ſad 
Conjuncture, is, that I know the important Conſequen- 
ces of em for the Affairs of the State; nor would the 
Loſs of all I have in the World, be ſuch a Diſconſolation 
to me. Yeſterday I receivd a Letter from the King, 
and Monſicur de Chamillard, where the News of Monſieur 
de Villercy's Departure was ſent me. That was no Trou- 
ble to me, for I am prepared, with the trueſt Sincerity 
in the World, and from the Bottom of my Heart, to join 
my Cares, my Pains, and Knowledge of the Country, 
ſo that I might reſtore the Honour and Reputation of the 
King's Arms. I love my Maſter and my Country; 
Theſe Objects ſtill are next my Heart, in the midſt of 
my Misfortunes; and the little Satisfaction the King 
has had in my Services this Campaign. I perceive ſome 
Sparkles of his Goodneſs, in that he does nor caſt me 
quite down, and I acknowledge it as becomes me. 
Adieu, dear Brother, this is enough upon ſo mellancholy 
a Subject.

The Imperialiſts reſolving to purſue their Succeſs, 
and to try their Fortune with another Mareſchal 
of France, advanced as far as Chiari, a Town belonging 
to the Venetians, where, being fatigu'd by their long 
March, and knowing the Superiority of the Enemy, by 
the Conjunction of the Troops of the Duke of Savey, they 
encamped, and ſtrongly entrench'd themſelves, in Ex- 
pectation of a Viſit from Mareſchal Villeroy. In Effect, he 
upon his Arrival in the Army, made the neceſſary Diſpo- 
firions to retrieve his Brother Catinat's Honour, and at- 
tacked the Imperialiſts, in their Advanced Poſts ; the 
Diſpute was bloody and ſharp, the French and Spaniards 
being repulſed in every Attack, and what Poſts they had 
poſſeſs d themſelves of, where chaſed thence with great 
Slaughter; they loſt a great many brave Officers, and 
amongſt them Monſieur Præcontall, a General Officer, ſo 
that at length the Honour of the Day remained ro the 
Imperialiſts, The reſt of the Campaign was ſpent in

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Skirmiſhes; wherein the Imperialiſts generally had di. 


better, who having at laſt forced the Mareſchal de Vil. 


roy, to decamp firſt, in the Night, and Prince Eugene 


being reinforced by 6000 Daniſh Auxiliaries, made him. 


ſelf Maſter of the Caſtle of Dſtiana, the Fort Caneto, and 
of the whole Duchy of Mantua, except its Capital City, 


and Goito; and, by the Surrender of Berzello, of all the 


Modeneze, whereupon the French abandoning Oftiglia, 
Borgoforte, Pontchiolina, Caſtiglione, St. Benedetto, Gus. 
ſtalla, and Mirandola, fought tor Winter Quarters in the 
Milaneze. 

We will now enquire what Method the Swiſs Canton: 
are purſuing, who for the moſt Part agreed on a Neu- 
trality, which the Emperor diſproving of, thought good to 
acquaint them with it, by a Letter to the enfuing Effect. 
That they ought not to acknowledge the Duke of Au 
for King pf Spain, nor Compliment the King of France 
thereon, but that they were to Congratulate and look 
upon his Imperial Majeſty, as Lawful Heir and Succeſſor 
to the Monarchy of Spain, in Conformity to the laſt 
Will and Teftament of Philip IV. The Count of 
Trautmanſdorſ, the Imperial Ambaſiador, having delive— 
red this Letter, at the ſame Time added, that he was con- 
fident that their Lordſhips would ſhew their wonted 
Prudence and Caution, in an Affair of ſo great Impor- 
tance, and would not be aſſiſting to ſupport the tottering 
Throne of an Uſurper, againſt whom, not only the great 
eft Part of the Princes of Europe were enter'd into 2 
League, but againſt whom Heaven it ſelf ſeem'd to fight, 
as appear d by the many Advantages which the German: 
had obtain'd over the Enemies Armies in Italy, That he 
hoped, they would not liſten to the Flatteries and vain 
Promiſes of France and Spain, nor conſent to the ſending 
Congratulatory Letters to thoſe Courts, but would be 
induced to own the Emperor, their ancient Friend and 
Ally, as the Lawful and Univerſal Heir to the Spaniſt 
Diadem. | | 

In Anſwer ro which, the Cantons referr'd rhemielves 
to the next general Diet. And now all good Correſpon- 
dence between the Emperor and the French King being 
broke off, by the recalling of their ſeveral Ambaſſadors, 


and the Hoſtilities committed in Ich. we will enquite 
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what Alliances have been made, during the Campaign 
there, whercof we take the Grand One, to be that between 
the Emperor, England and Holland; An Abſtract of which 
rake as followeth. 


4n Abſtraft of the Treaty concluded between the Emperor, 
the King of England, and the States of Holland. 


. Hat there ſhall be a ſtrict Alliance between the 
Emperor, the King of Great Britain, and the 

States General, for their mutual Defence and Advan- 

tage. | . 

2. Thar, for the eſtabliſhing the Tranquillity and 

Peace of Europe, they have adjudg d it, that nothing can 


be more effectual, than to procure Satisfaction to the Em- 


peror, upon his Pretenſions to the Spaniſh Succeſſion, 
and to England and Holland, the Security of their Domi- 
nions and Trade. 

3. That for the ſame Purpoſe, they will uſe all their 
zndeavours, during two Months after the Exchange of 
the Satis faction, to obtain their Deſires by amicable 
Means. 

4. That, if they cannot prevail, they will aſſiſt each 
other with all their Forces, : 

5. That they will endeavour to make themſelves Ma- 
ſters of the Spaniſh Low- Countries, to the end they may 
ſerve as a Barrier for the Security of the States General, 
to conquer the Duchy of Milan, as being a Fief of the 
Empire, the Kingdoms of Naples, Sicily, the Iſlands 
and Places on the Coaſt of Tuſcany, which may be ſer- 
viceable to Navigation, and to the Trade of the Engliſh 
and Hollanders, 

6. That it ſhall be lawful for the Engliſh and Hollan- 
ders, for the Advantage of Navigation, ro make them- 
ſelyes Maſters, if they can, of the Places and Cities under 
the Dominion of Spain in the Indies, and that they ſhall 
keep in their Poſſeſſion, ſuch as they ſnall Conquer. 

7. That, if Neceſſity conſtrain em to enter into a War, 
they ſhall faithfully Communicate all Affairs which ſhal} 
have Relation to their common Intereſt, 

8. That none of the Parties ſhall make Peace, with. 


out the Conſent of the other, or before they ſhall have 
obtained 
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obtained ſuch Satisfaction, as ſhall be to the Emperor', 
Content, and ſuch Security for the Dominions and 
Trade of the Engliſb and Dutch, and ſo brought to paſs 
that the Crowns of France and Spain may never be Uni. 
ted under the ſame Prince, and particularly, that the 
French may never become Maſters of the Indies, unde: 
the Dominions of Spain, or be permitted to Trade there, 
either directly or indirectly, nor before they have obtained 
for the Engliſh and Hollanders, the Rights, Privileges, 
and Franchiſes of Trade in Spain, and in the Mediten. 
nean, which they enjoyed under the Deceaſed King 
Charles, by Virtue of the Treaties, Cuſtoms and Ulages, 
or by any other Title. | 

9, They ſhall agree at the ſame Time, that Peace {hall 
be negotiated, upon the Means to ſecure the Trade of 
both Nations, and the Parriers. 

10. They ſhall allo adjuſt the Differences that may 
concern the Exerciſe of Religion, in the Countries which 
they are in Hopes to conquer. 

11. They ſhall mutually aſſiſt each other with al! 
their Forces, if rhe moſt Chriſtian King attacks em, by 
Reaſon of this Treaty, 

12. Thar, after the Concluſion of a Peace, the Deſen- 
five Alliance ſhall ſubſiſt for the Guarranty of the 
Treaty. | | 

13. All Princes and States that will enter into this Al- 
liance, fhall be admitted, and the States of rhe Empite 
ſhall be particularly invited thereto, as being concerned 
to recover the Fiefs ofthe Empire. 

14. This Treaty ſhall be ratified within the Term of 
7 Weeks.

Whilft this Alliance was concluding and ratifying by 
the High Confederates, and others were upon the Anvil; 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Savoy, was treating witli 
the French King, who well knowing his Highneſſes Do- 
minions to be the Key of Traly, and very advantageous 
for him to carry on rhe War in that Country, and to en- 
gage him more firmly in his Intereſt, profer'd him his 
Grandſon, the new King of Spain, in Marriage with his 


youngeſt Daughter, Maria Loviſa Gabrelle, to _— — 
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Highneſs Generaliſſimo of all his Forces in Italy, beſides 
a Mountain of French Lous d'ors. This fair Bait, join'd 
to the Dread of ſo Potent a Neighbour, taking with his 
Royal Highneſs, intinitely obliged the two Crowns, in- 
ſomuch, that rhe Marriage being ſoon huddled up, and 
as ſoon declared, the young Lady had orders to prepare 
for her Journey, dowerleſs to the Court of Spain; rhe 
Generoſity of the French King ſupplying that Defect. In 
Obedience therefore to this new Engagement, his Royal 
Highneſs made part of the Campaign, and was an Eye- 
witneſs of rhe Succeſſes of rhe Imperialiſts in Italy. 

The Emperor knowing that the Duke of Savoy had 
taken upon him a Command in his Enemies Army, 
was ſo diſpleaſed with the Conduct of that Prince, that 
to ſhew his reſentment, he ſent Count Mansfield to ac- 
quaint his Envoy ; Thar, fince his Maſter had Join'd the 
French and Spaniſh Armies in Perſon, and with. his own 
Forces, in Oppoſition to his juſt Arms, his Imperial Ma- 
jelty had order'd the ſaid Envoy to leave Vienna, within 
cight Days, and to depart the Hereditary Countries, 
without Exception, in eight more, to which the Envoy 
ſubmitted accordingly. | 

The Campaign being by this Time pretry well over, 
each Side was preparing for Winter Quarters, ſo we will 
make a Step to the Hague, where the King of Great Bri- 
lain, after viewing the Frontier Garrifons, made ſeveral 
new Alliances, and was concerting the neceſſary Mea- 
ſures with rhe States General, for their mutual Securit ies, 
return d for England; during theſe Hoſtilities in Italy, the 
United Provinces had been ſurrounded on all Sides by 
the French, who began to make new Works within Can- 
non and Muſquer Shot of their Frontier Towns. The 
States. General, now pretty foward in their Preparations, 
and not able ro endure theſe unaccountable Proceedings, 
ſo contrary to all former Treaties, eſpecially that of Ref- 
wick, order d Colonel Vaſt, Commander of Sas Van Gant, 
to oblige the French to leave off finiſhing their Works; 
in Execution of which Command, Colonel Vaſi, with 
ſome Cannoneers, went to Fort St. Antheny, and ſent a 
Captain of his Garriſon to Fort Selfaten, to require the 
French Commander to forbear working any further on 
the faid Fort; which he refuſing to do, the Durch Officer 
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made a Shot firſt with Powder only, and then other: 
charged with Bullets, which cauſing the Workmen to 
give over, the French Commander ſent a Captain to the 
Dutch Officer, to know the Realon why he Cannonaded 
the Fort; who made Anſwer, it was by their High and 
Mightineſſes Order, the building of that Fort being 
contrary to the Peace of Munſter, which was the Foun- 
dation of the Treaty of Reſwyck, to which the French 
Officer replied, that there Jay two thouſand Bombs at 

Gaunt, and as many at Fort Iſavelle, ro Bomb both Sa 
and Suce. 

This Account ſoon reaching the Court of France, gave 
no {mall Provocation to his Mott Chriſtian Majeſty, ſo 
that the Dutch Minitter at that Court, thought hit to pre. 
{ent the following Memorial, purtuaut to his Orders te. 
ceived from the States. 


The Dutch Secretary's Memorial to the Court of France, 


HE underwritten Secretary of the Lords the States 
General of the United Provinces, at the Court cf 
France, has Orders to repreſent to the ſaid Court, that 
their High and Mightineſſes have great Reaſon to wonder 
at the Conduct of Spain, and that She ſhould take in ill 
Parr, that the Commander of Sas de Gant ſhould fire up- 
on the new Works, which he had cauſed to be built up- 
on thar Fortreſs. 

Thar their High and Mig htineſſes had iſſued forth that 
Order, by Virtue of their Right only; fince the new 
Works raiſed within Cannon and Musker Shot of their 
Works, were look'd upon as Batteries rais'd to attack 
em, not only contrary to the 58th Article of the Treaty 
of Munſter, but in general, to natural Reaſon, and the 
Cuſtom of all Soveraigns, 

Thar their High and Mightineſſes, to teſtifie their Lovc 
of Peace, proceeded with all the Moderation imagi- 
nable. b 
That they gave timely Notice to the Spaniſh Govern 
ment, of the Wrong that was done em, requeſting carnelt- 
ly to forbear the ſaid Works, 
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That notwithſtanding the ſaid Remonſtrances, they 
fill continued their Fortifications, which was the Rea» 
tons that the Order of their High and Mig htineſſes was 

ut in Execution, but with all the Reſervedneſs that 
ſſible might be. 

That their High and Mightineſſes could not but per— 
ſwade themſel ves, that their Manner of Acting would be 
approv d by all impartial People, for that they contain'd 
themſelves within the Bounds of natural Defence, and 
offer d to enter into a Conference upon the Difference. 

That their High and Mightineſſes were {till ready to 
enter into a Conttrence about the fame Thing, and to 
that Purpole had tent their Inſtructions ro their Miniſter 
ar Bruſſels. 

And whereas an Officer of Selfaten, being ſent to the 
Commander of Sas vn Gant, to know the Reaſon, in 
Monſicur Boufflers Name, why he fired; from the An- 
ſwer that was return d, took Occaſion to let it be known, 
that the French were prepared to Bomb both that Place 
and Sluce; their ia and Mig hhtineſſes ſhould have look'd 
upon ſuch an Enterprize, as a publick Act of Hoſtility, 
and a manifeſt Rupture, and ſhould have been forced to 
repel Force by Force.

In Anſwer ro rhis Memorial, Monſicur Torcy, Secre- 
tary of State, in his Maiter's Name, haughrily told that 
Miniſter ; That, tho' the inſolent firing upon the Forces 
of ſo great a King, was not to be endured, yet neverthe- 
leſs his Majeſty was willing, out of his great Goodneſs, 
to grant the Conferences demanded, that the Ack of 
Bombing had not becn threatned by his Approbation ot 
Knowledge, and that Marſhal Bergers had diſown'd it; 
tho it were no more than what they deſerved. And, 
that as for the Love of Peace, which the States General 
ſo loudly boaſted of, he was x erſwaded that they only tar- 
ried for the Succours from Eugland, to make a War. To 
which the States Miniſter replied; That the Pretervation 
of their Rights manag'd with fo much Prudence, could 
never deferve the Name of Inſolence. among Perſons 
£lintereſted, for which Reaſon their Log4iitups Celired 
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an amicable Conference, for the Preſervation of mutual 
Correſpondence, and a right Underſtanding ; And that 
they could never believe, that his Majeſty would be ſo 
unkind, as to Recompence their Moderation with a Bom- 
bardment. Laſtly, that the States General had given too 
ſignal Proofs of their Love of Peace, to call it in que. 
ſtion, or to believe, that without the Conſtraint of abſo- 
lute Neceffity, they ſought the Succours of the Conte. 
derates, to reinforce the Vigour of their juſt Defence. 

But to return ro England, where his Majeſty of Great 
Britain happily arriving, was pleaſed to diſſolve the 
Parliament, and to call a new one, which as ſoon as the 
Conſtitution of England would permit, met on the Day 
appointed, and his Majeſty repairing to the Houſe of 
Lords, ſent for the Commons, and ſpoke to both 
Houles in the following Manner, 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
Promiſe my ſelf, you are met together, full of tha: 


juſt Senſe of the common Danger of Europe, and that 


Reſentment of the late Proceedings of the French King, 
which has been ſo fully and univerlally expreſs'd in the 
Loyal and Seaſonable Addreſſes of my People. 

The owning and ſetting up the pretended Prince of 
IVales, for King of England, is not only the higheſt In- 
dignity offer d to Me and the Nation, but does 10 near 
concern every Man, who has a regard for the Proteſtant 
Religion, and for the preſent and future Quiet and Har- 
pinels of his Country, that I need not preſs you to lay it 
iericuſly ro Heart, and to conſider what further effectual 
Means may be uled, for ſecuring the Succeilion of the 
Crovin in the Proteſtant Line, and extinguiſhing the 
Hopes of ail Pretenders, and their open and ſecret Abet- 
ro1s. 

By the French King's placing his Grandſon on the 
Throne of Spain, he is in a Condition ro opprels the Rett 
of Europe, unlets ſpeedy and effectual Mealures be taken. 
Under this Pretence, he is become the real Maſter of the 
whole Spaniſh Monarchy, he has made ir to be entire) 
cep2ndenr. on France, and diſpoſes of it, as cf his own 
Dominions; And by that Means he has ſurrounded hs 
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Peace may be ſaid to continue, yet they are put to the 
Expence and Inconveniencies of. a War. 

This mult affect England in the neareſt and moſt ſenſi- 
ble Manner, in reſpect to our Trade, which will ſoon 
become precarious in all the valuable Branches of it, in 
Reſpect to our Peace and Safety at Home, which we 
cannot hope ſhould continue long, and in Reſpect to that 
part which England ought to take, in the Preſervation of 
the Liberry of Europe. 


In Order to obviate the general Calamity, with which 


the reſt of Chriſtendom is threatned, by this Exorbitant 
Power of France, I have concluded ſeveral Alliances, 
according to the Encouragement given me by both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, which I will direct ſhall be laid betore 
you, and which I doubt not you will enable me to make 
good. There are ſome other Treatics ſtill depending, 
that ſhall be likewiſe communicated to you, as ſoon as 
they are perfected, ; 

It is fir I ſhould tell you, the Eyes of all Europe are 
upon this . Parliament, all Matters are at a ſtand till 
your Reſolutions are known, and therefore no Time 
ought ro be loſt ; You have yer an Opportunity, by 
God's Bleſſing, ro ſecure to you and your Poſterity, 
the quiet Enjoyment of your Religion and Liberties, if 
you are not wanting to your ſelves, but will exert the 
ancient Vigour of the Exgliſh Nation, But I tell you 
plainly, my Opinion is, it you do not lay hold on this 
Occaſion, you have no Reaſon to hope for another. 

In Order to do your Part, it will be neceſſary ro have 
a great Strength ar Sea, and to provide for the Security 
of our Ships in Harbour, and alſo that there be ſuch a 
Force at Land as is expected, in Proportion to the Forces 
of our Allies. 


Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

I do recommend theſe Matters to you, with that Con- 
cern and Earneſtneſs which their Importance requires. 
At the ſame Time, I cannot bur preſs you to take Care 
of the publick Credit, which cannot be preſerved, but by 
keeping Sacred that Maxim: That they ſhall never be 
Loofers, who truſt to a Parliamentary Security. 
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It is always with Regret, when I do ask Aids of my 


People, bur you will oblerve, that I deſire nothing which 
relates to any Perſonal Expence of mine; I am only preſ. 
ſing you to do all you can for your own Safety and Ho. 
nur, at lo critical and dangerous a Time; and am wil— 
ling that what is given, ſnould be wholiy appointed to 
the Purpoſes for which it is intended. And, ſince J am 
{peaking on this Head, I think it proper to put you in 
Mind, that during the late War, I order'd the Accompts 
to be laid Yeariy before the Parliament, and alto gave 
my Aſſent to ſeveral Bills for taking the publick Ac- 
compts, that, my Subjects might have Satisfaction, how 
the Money given for the War was applied, and I am 
willing that Matter may be put in a further way of Exa- 
mination, that it may appear, whether there was any 
Miſapplications and Miſmanagements, or whether the 
Debt that remains upon us, be really occaſion'd from the 
Shortneis of the Supplies, or the Deficiency of the 
Funds. 

I have already told you, how neceſſary Diſpatch will 
be for carrying on the Great Publick Buſineſs, whereon 
our Safety, and all that is valuable to us depends, I hope, 
what Time can be ſpared, will be employ'd about thole 
very deſirable Things, which 1 have ſo often recommen- 
ded from the Throne; I mean, the forming ſome good 

Bills for employing the Poor, encouraging Trade, and 
the further ſuppretling of Vice. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I hope you are come together, determined to avoid 
all manner of Diſputes and Differences, and reſolved to 
act with a General and Hearty Concurrence, for promo- 
ting the Common Cauſe, which alone can make this a 
Happy Scilion. 

I ſhouid think it as great a Blefling as could-befal Eny- 
land, if I could oblerve you as much inclined to lay 
alive thoſe Unhappy Fatal Animoſities, which divide 
and weaken you, as J am diſpoſed to make all my Sub- 
je cts ſafe and eaſie, as to any, even the higheſt Offences 
committed againſt we. 


Let me con jure you to diſappoint the only Hopes of 


our Enemies by your Unanimity ; I have ſhewn, and 
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will always ſhew, how defirous I am to be the common 
Father of all my People; do you in like manner lay afide 
all Parties and Diviſions, let there be no other Diſtin- 
ion heard of among us for the future, bur of thoſe 
who are for the Proreſtant Religion and the pretent Eſta- 
bliſnment, and of thoſe who mean a Popiſh Prince and 
4 French Government, 

I will only add this; if you do in good Earneſt deſire 
to ſee England hold the Ballance of Europe, and to be in- 
deed at the Head of the Proteſtant Intereſt, it will ap- 
pear by the right improving the preſent Opportunity.

To which his Majeſty returned the following Anſwer. 


My Lords, 
T Am extreamly pleaſed, to find the juſt Sentiments you 
[ have of the preſent State of Affairs, and your Readi- 
nels to do your Part in this Great Conjucture. I hope 
our joint Endeavours will be Succeſsful, for reſtoring the 
Ballance of Europe, and eſtabliſhing the Common Security. 


The Owning the Son of the late King James II. for 


King of Great Britain, at ſo nice a Conjuncture, was 
looked upon by moſt People, as a great Soleciſm in Poli- 
ticks, in the French Court; ſince the Provocation given 
thereby to England, prov'd queſtionleſs, one of the main 
Reaſons of the vigorous Reſolutions raken in this Parlia- 
ment againſt France, and after all, proved bur a ſlender 
Equivalent, for having Excluded King James II. out ot 
the Treaty of Reſwyck, unleſs it were to encourage and 
revive the drooping Hopes of his Parry in England. 

Now, whilſt the Parliament was Raiſing the neceſſary 


Supplies, ro enable his Majeſty to Support the States of Hol. 


land, and make good his Alliances, an unlucky Accident 
fellout, which put all England into a great Conſternation. 
His Majeſty one Day, taking his uſual Diverſion of Hunt- 
ing, caſually received a Fall from off his Horſe, which 
breaking his Collar- Bone, flung him into that Languiſh- 
ing Condition, which in a ſmall time, deprived him of hi? 


Life. Tis needleſs here to expatiate on the Death of 


that Great Prince, or his Great Character, that being 
beyond the reach of our Pen, or to reflect on the Griet 
that ſeized on all the Confederates in General, as dread- 
ing lome mighty Alteration it might produce in the Pub- 
lick Affairs of Europe; But beiug Succeeded by our Roy- 
al Princeſs Anne of Denmark, at preſent, our moſt Gracious 
Soveraign (whom God Preſerve) this revived the Spirits 
both of the Engliſh Nation and Confederacy So that ſhe,

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ro make known her Royal Sentiments of treading the 
tame paths which her Royal Brother, William III. of 
ever glorious memory; And to preſerve the Rights of the 
Inared Houſe of Auſtria, and reſtore the Ballance of 
Europe, for that purpole, ſent a Letter to her Envoy at 
the Hague, with Orders to deliver it to the States of Hel.

day laſt he was attack d with a Fever, which increaſed 
to much the Days following, that notwithſtanding all 
pothble Remedies, he died on Sunday about Eight in the 
Morning. Tis certainly a very great Loſs to all Europ, 
and particularly to your State, the Inrercft of which he 
has always Maintained with fo much Valour, Prudence, 
Zeal and Conduct. And, fince it hath pleaſed God, that 
we ſhould Succeed him upon the Throne of theſe King- 
doms, we ſhall likewiſe Succced him in his Inclinaticus, 
to entertain a conſtant Union and Friendſhip with your 
Lordſhips, and to Maintain all the Alliances which have 
been made with your State, by Gur ſaid moſt Deat 
Brother, and our other Predeceſſors, and alſo ro concur 
with you in all ſuch Meaſures, as ſhall be neceflary to 
preſcrve the Common Liberty of Europe, and to reduce 
the Power of France within due Bounds ; This is what we 
would Pray you to reſt Aſſured of, and that we ſhall al- 
ways look upon rhe Intereſt of England, and that of you 
State, to be Inſeparable, as being United by ſuch Tyes, 
that cannot be broke without the greateſt Prejudice to 
both Nations; So we conclude, Praying God, High and 
Mighty Lerds, our good Friends, Allies and Confederates, 
to take you into his Holy and Worthy Protection.

Her Majeſty of Great Britain, being highly ſenſible, 
this aſtoniſhing News would moiſt moſt deeply afflict the 
Dutch, who bare an eternal Love to his Perſon, as belie- 
ving him the. very Life and Soul of the Confederacy, and 
centred in Him ; To corroborate the good Opinion and 
Underſtanding that was between both Nations, ſent the 
Earl, now Duke of Marlborough, with the Character of 
her Ambaſſador and Pleniporentiary to the States, to aſ- 
ſure their High and Mighitineſſes, She was willing, not only 
to confirm the Alliances her Predeceſſors had made with 
them; but allo to enter into new ones, and to join with 
them in the Publick Defence of the Common Cauſe. 
Here we will leave England a while, going on with ne- 
cefſary Supplies, notwithſtanding the King's Death, and 
accompany his Excellency to Holland, where he is no 
ſooner arrived to the great joy of that Republick, but being 
admitted to his Audience, he Addreſſed himſelf to the 
States General, in theſe words:

ſtant Maxim of her Government. 

Her Majeſty has further Ordered me, to aſſure your 
High and Mighty Lordſhips, that ſhe will not only Ex- 
actiy and Faithfully Obſerve, and Execute the Treatics 
and Alliances made between the King, her Predeceſſors, 
and your High and Mighty Lordſhips, but ſhe is likewiſe 
ready to renew and confirm them, as alſo ro concur with 
you in all the Meaſures that have been taken by the late 
King of ever Glorious Memory, in purſuance of the (aid 
Alliances. 

Her Majeſty is likewiſe diſpoſed to enter into ſuch 
other ſtricter Alliances and Engagements, as ſhall moſt 
conduce to the Intereſts of both Nations, the Preſervati- 
on of the Liberty of Europe, and reducing within juſt 
Bounds the Exorbitant Power of France. 

In the mean time, her Majeſty is ready from this mo- 
ment, and without any Delay, to concur with your High 
and Mighty Lordſhips, and the other Allies, ro this End, 
with all her Forces, both by Sea and Land. 

And her Majeſty to ſnew her Zeal the more, has been 
pleaſed to Authorize me, to concert with your Higb and 
Mighty Lordſhips, the neceſſary Operations. 

Theſe Morives, obliged her Majeſty to Order me to 
depart with all Diligence, in order to come hither, to give 
vour High and Mighty Lordſhips all poſſible Aſſurances 
thereof, without ſtopping, at the ordinary Formalities. 

And I look upon it as an Extraordinary Happineſs, that 
her Majeſty has done me the Honour to Employ me in 
this Commiſhon, ſince it gives me the Opportunity of 
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expreſling to your High and Mighty Lordſhips, the Zeal

The States General, having gratefully received the 
Queen of England's Letter, and as joyfully heard her re- 
peared Aſſurances of Joining with them, by the Mouth 
of her Ambaſſador, publickly declared their Reſolutions 
to the following effect. : 

That they would contribute to the utmoſt of their 
Power, to aiſert their Rights. 

That they would Defend their Country, Liberty and 
Religion, adhere firmly to their Alliances, and purſue the 
Mealures already taken, and whatever elſe ſhould be 
thought convenient for the Good of the Common Cauie. 

Moreover, that they would raiſe with their utmoſt 
Vigour and Sincerity, the Neceſſary Supplies, beyond 
whatever had been already given; And rather Sacrifice 
their Blood and Treaſure, and all they had, than to ſee 
their State, their Liberty, and Religion ruined. 

The News of the King of England's Death, reaching 
the Courr of France, not alittle pleaſed that Monarch, 
and flattering himſelf, that this might occaſion ſome Di- 
viſions in England, and ftrike ſuch a Conſternation in the 
Dutch, as would render them ar leaſt more pliable ro his 
Propoſitions, and incline them ro enter into ſeparate 
Conferences, ſent a Letter to the States General, which 
the French Miniſter, formerly Count D'Avaux's Secretary, 
ſtill reſiding in Holland, deliver in thele following Lines.

E have thought convenient to give to Monſieur

Tye French Refident's Memorial to the States General. 


HE under-written, Reſident of tlie moſt Chriſticy 

: King, has Orders to Repreſent to your Lordihips, 
that, before the numerous Armies which his Majeſty has 
on Foot, are obliged to enter upon Action, his Majeſty is 
willing ro remind your Lordſhips of what you owe to the 
Affection of the Kings his Predeceſſors, and the laſt ſteps he 
made for preſerving the Peace, reſtored by the Treaty of 
Reſwyck, It is not to be imputed to the King, if this 
flourihing Repub/ick, ever happy, while they looked 
upon their ſtrict Union with the Crown of France, as one 
of the Fundamental Mazims of your Government, did 
not long enjoy a perfect Tranquillity, and the Advant- 
ges which his Majeſty was pleaſed to Grant them for 
their Commerce, by the late Freatics. Your Lordſhips 
have ſeen how far his Majeſty has carried his Patience 
and Moderation. His Majeſty has cholen, rather to 
bear the laſt Extremiry, the vain Reproaches of Weak- 
_ nels, and Diſtruſt of his own Strength, than to undeccixe 
your People, by turning his Arms againſt a State he {till 


looks upon with Affection; Being perſuaded, that it is 


the Intereſt of your Lordſhips ro make a ſuitable Return, 
he judgd you would do it as toon as you ſhould have 
recovered that Time of Liberty, in which you looked up-

Complaints to ceale on either 
ide; Your Enterprizes againſt his Majeſties Allies, and 
rhe Succours given by you, without any reſerve, for At- 
racking tem; Now, that the Republick, is reſtored to it 
ſelf, thar your own Spirit will Govern, that your Inte- 
reſt alone will be conſulted, his Majeſties Opinion of you, 
will be regulated by your Conduct. All Occaſions of 
Complaine , ſhall for ever lie buried; And the King 
Commands me to give this Aſſurance to your Lord{hips, 
if you will at laſt confide in his fincere and ancient Friend- 
ſhip for you, nothing ſhall diſturb the Trade of your 
Subjects; you ſhall have rhe plcaſure to ſee them enjoy 
without any Interruption, all the Privileges and Advant- 
ages which they have obtained at ſeveral times from 
France and Spain; his Majeſty will Promiie it for him- 
ſelf, and will be Guarrantee for the King his Grandſon; 
being aſſured, that Prince will confirm the Treaty of

This Memorial, ſo cunningly adapted to the preſent 
Circumſtances of the Dutch, during their firſt Conſterna- 
tion, upon the Death of the late King William III. was 
ſo far from producing the deſired effect, that, on the con- 
trary, having already received the full before- mentioned 
Aſſurances from the Queen of Great Britain, it was ſo 
Univerſally diſliked, that it met with nothing but Con- 
tempt and Scorn ; the Falſities thereof, being 1o obvious, 
and the intent fo odious, their Lordſhips returned an 
Anſwer to the following effect: 


Hat their High and Mighty Lordſhips, do always 
remember that happy time, in which their Repub- 

lick was in a ſtrict Confederacy with the Crown ef 
France, being then United together by mutual Intereſts, 
That they have never done any thing that might occaſion 
any Change or Alreration therein; But that, to their 
great Regret, They have not been able to have the Ho- 
nour to continue in the Affection of his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, as they have been in that of .his Predeceſſors, of 
Glorious Memory, although they have always highly 
eſteemed his Friendſhip, and have given Proofs of their 
doing ſo upon every Opportunity, as much as could be 
expected, and deſired, from a free Soveraign Republick, 
Thar their High and Mighty Lordſhips, have likewiſe con- 
ſtantly endeavour'd to contribute all they wereable, to the 
Preſervation of the General Peace, provided they might have 
a reaſonable Security for their State, and what they have 
done, both before and after the Deceaſe of the late King 
of Spain, to attain ſo good an End, is ſufficiently known, 
inſomuch, that they are well aſſured, that their good and 
ſincere Intentions, have appeared to the Eyes of all the 
World, But the Negotiation begun, for finding out pro- 
per 
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per Means ( if poſſible) to preſerve the General Peace, 
having been broke off by the re-calling of the Counr 
D Avaux, Ambaſſador Extraordinary from his ſaid Ma- 
jelt/: And their High and Mighty Lordſhips, being in no- 
wile ſecure of the Good-will of his Majeſty, fecing allo 
their Barriers poſſeſſed by his Troops; the Preparations 
for War on their Frontiers augmented daily, their State 
ſurrounded, and as if ir were Block'd up on every fide, 
and the Efforts that have been uſed to ſhur it up entirely, 
as well as to deprive them of their Friends; they found 
themſelves under a Neceſſity ro Arm likewiſe on 
their fide ; to put themſelves in a Poſture of Defence, 
to crave the Aſſiſtance of their Friends and Allies, and ro 
enter into ſuch other Engagements with them, as they 
found neceſſary for their mutual Defence and Security. 
That their High and Mighty Lordſhips, do at preſent ſee 
clearly enough by the ſaid Memorial, that the Precauti- 
ons they have taken, are neither Uſeleſs nor Superfluous; 
ſince it does thereby appear, that his ſaid Majeſty is Re- 
lolved upon a War, and ſtays only for a proper Seaſon, 


to put his numerous Armies upon Action. Thar, as their 


High and Mighty Lordſhips cannor fee how they are guil- 


ty of caſting any Reproaches upon his ſaid Majeſty, as 


they are Charged with, in the ſaid Memorial; ſo they do 
not think they have deſerved to be Taxed as they are 
therein, with ſeveral Things, in regard to which, they have 
acted with all the Moderation that can be deſired of a 
Republick, that loves Peace and Quiet; having done no- 
thing but what they have been forced to do for their own 
Defence, and what they can warrant by all Manner of 
Right, ſo that they can juſtifie the ſame before all reaſon- 
able Men. The Situation of Affairs being ſuch, their 
High and Mighty Lord ſhips do not ſee, of what ule it 
would be, to ſend any Body to his Majeſty, or for his 
Majeſty to do them the Honour to ſend an Ambaſſador 
hither, ſince their High and Mighty Lordſhips, by the 
Alliances which they have been obliged to wake for 
their Defence and Security, are engaged not to enter up- 
on any Particular Negotiation. That their being uſed to 
obſerve their Alliances exactly, they are now no longer 
it Liberty to treat, but in Conjunction with their Allies. 
and indeed, the General Peace which ought to be the 
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Subject of this Negotiation, cannot be preſerved without 
them. For what remains, their High and Mighty Lord- 
ſhips are very much ſurprized to ice, that this whole 
Memorial ſeems Founded upon this, that they are now 
more at Liberty to take ſuch Reſolutions, as they think 
expedient, than formerly; That doubtleſs, this has Refe. 
rence to the Death of his Majeſty, the late King of. Great 
Britain, of immortal Memory. But herein, che (aid 
Sieur, Reſident, has extreamiy deceived himſelf for want of 
underſtanding the Couſtitution of their Government. That 
he ought to know, that their High and Mighty Lordihips 
have had heretofore, as much Liberty as at preſent, to 
Debate, and take all ſuch Reſolutions as they judged ne- 
ceſſary and uſcful ior the Good and Preſervation of their 
State. It it true, they cannot enough deplore their Mil. 
fortune, to ſce themlelves deprived of the Direction and 
Conduct of a Prince, whoſe Wiſdom, Moderation, and 
Valonr, will be Famed as long as the World endures; 
A Prince vihols Heroick Aﬀtions, and whoſe Merits 
from this Republick will never be forgot; and in a word, 
whoic Death is Lamented in this Country, by all Perlons 
whatſoever, from the Meancſt to the Higheſt. Thar the 

ouncils of his ſaid Majeſty, having never had any other 
aim, both in Deed and in Word, then the Prelerrati- 
on of their Liberty and Religion; And their High nd 
Mighty Lordihips being entirely convinced ef this Truth, 
as having found the Benefit thereof, they are reſolved to 
follow the ſame Principles, and not to depart from the 
Alliances contracted, during the Life of his ſaid Majeſty, 
but to perſiſt in che Meaſures taken, purſuant to thoſe 
Alliances; and in ſhort, ro make uſe at all Times of the 
Means God has put into their Hands, for the Maintaining 
of rheir Liberty and Religion. 

The Emperor being informed, by the States General, of 
this French Memorial, and what a reſolute Anſwer they 
had returned to it, thought this a convenient time to 
quicken their Zeal, and ro Order his Envoy at the Hague, 
to return their Lordſhips an Anſwer, which he immedi- 
ately did, in the enſuing manner. 
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HE under- written Envoy Extraordinary from his 
Imperial Majeſty, finds himſelf obliged, moſt hum- 
bly to thank your Lordſhips for the ſpeedy and faithful 
Communication which you have given to the Emperor, 
his Maſter, your Faithful Ally, of the Memorial Preicnt- 
ed to your Lordſhips the 31 /?. of the laſt Month, by 
the Reſident oi France, It would be Superfluous to trouble 
your Lordſnips with a needleſs Re- capitulation of its Cen- 
ents, and the laid Envoy will now obſerve, in regard to ycur 
Lordſhips all the Reflections that may be made thercup- 
on ; Your Lordſhips, without that, have long conceived 
juſt Indignation againſt the continual!

Whilſt the Confederates were concerting the Operati- 
ons for the approaching Campaign, and the Þperial and 
French Armies in 1taly were in their Winter Quarters, 
his Highneſs Prince Eugene of Savoy, the Imperial Gene- 
ral (to his Immortal Honour be it remembred) reſolved to 
convince the World, that M. Villeroy was likely to have 
no better Succeſs againſt the Hnperial Arms, than his Pre- 
deceſſor. For this purpoſe, he contrived a Stratagem to 
ſurprize Cremona, which ſucceeding according;y , put 
the French and Spaniſh Garriſons therein, with the whole 
Town, into that Diſorder and Contufion, that Vilercy 
himſelf, was taken Priſoner, and very Honourably 
Conducted as a Preſent ro the Emperor. The De- 
fign of this Hiſtory being ro abridge Matters, as ſhort 
as poſſible, I think it needleſs to repeat any further pat- 
ticulars of this Action, only I cannot forbear to add, 
that had it not been for ſome Iriſh Batralions, who time- 
ly Barricado'd, and bravely Defended the Po Gare, and 
conſequently hindred a ſtrong Body of Imperialiſts from 
entring on that fide, over the Bridge of Boats, they had 
remained Maſters of that conſiderable City. 

The French King by this time, ſenſible, that by break- 

ing off of the Conferences about the Affairs of Selfaten, 
nothing but War muſt be expected, Ordered his Grand- 
fon, the Duke of Burgundy, to depart for the Spaniſh Lon 
Countries, and take upon him the Command of the At- 
mies of the two Crowns, that ſtill continued hovering 
over the Frontiers of Holland, where, by this time, ſeve- 
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3 
tal Skirmiſhes happening, and the States General not able 
to endure the Works the French were Caſting up about 
them, Ordered General Coehorn with a Body of ren thou- 
ſand Men into Flanders, ro demoliſh the Lines between 
St. Donas and Fort J/abella, which he Executed with that 
Expedition, that what the French had been ſeveral Months 
Railing, was in few Days Levell'd to the Ground. 

But to return to the Hague, where, by this time, the final 
Reſolution of this High Confederates being made known 
to each other, and the Seaſon for the Campaign drawing 
nigh, the Engliſh Ambaſſador took his leave of the States 
General, and returned to England; ſo that now, the War 
more and more breaking out on all ſides, the States Gene- 
ral ro juſtifie to the whole World their Conduct and 
their Reaſons for raking up Arms, publiſhed a Manifeſto, 
which containing an exact Account, of moſt of the Steps 
made by France, for the attaining to the Univerſal Mo- 
narchy, by the Reduction of the Dominions of Spain, 
muſt not be omitted here. 


The States General's Manifeſto againſt the French King. 


HE States General of the United Netherlands : To 
all, ro whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, greeting; 
Know ye, Thar the King of France, having for a long 
time fince, caſt his Eyes upon theſe Provinces, to Seize 
upon the ſame if poſſible or entirely to Deſtroy and Ruin 
them, has, in order to compaſs his Deſign, twice Attack d 
this Republick, viz. in the Years 1672, and 1688. by a moſt 
unjuit and violent War, though weihad done our utmoſt 
toward avoiding the ſame, and preſerve the Continuation 
of Peace and Tranquillity: That nothing is more evident- 
ly known, than that, if that King had Succeeded in his 
Deſign, and Poſſeſſed himſelf of thete Provinces, he would 
have thereby made his way to the Univerſal Monarchy ; 
and if he had bur only weakened them, and forced them 
to Sit ſtill, and ſeparate themſelves from their Allies, tis 
no leſs Notorious, that he might have attained his Aim, by 


Subduing other Princes and Powers, whereby this Repub. 


lick had been in a manifeſt Danger, of being Reduc'd 
as well as other States, looſing Her Liberty and Religion, 


which are the two precious Advantages for which the 
My Subjects 
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Subjects of this State have formerly ſuffered ſo man; 
Crue! Periccutions, and which they could never fully ang 
entirely enjoy, till they had Frankly and Heartily Sacri. 
ficed their Fortunes and Blood, with every thing elſe tha: 
was dear to them, and maintained a War of Eighty Year; 
ſtanding, againſt the then Powerful Kings of Spain. 
That, notwithſtanding it has pleaſed God to Punicli 
theſe Provinces, by the two laſt Wars, becauſe of their 
Sins, yet he has not permitted, that the French King {hould 
put in Execution his Ambitious Deſigns, but on the cor. 
trary, has to favoured the Arms of the | Republich and 
their Allies, that they obtained 1678, and 1697. a Gene. 
ral Peace, whercby France was obliged to reſtore large 
Provinces, Lordſhips, and Important Places to the En. 
peror, the Empire and the King of Spain, which She had 
poſſeſſed, partly by a violent Force, and partly by Craft 
and Artifices, under the ſpecious Name of Re-unions, 
and other Pretences againſt the Treaty of Nimeguen. 
The Treaty of Peace of Reſwyck, and that of Com- 


merce, being ſo Solemaly concluded in the Year 1697, 


We had all the reaſon in the World to flatter our ſelyes, 


that the ſame would be bona fide Executed in all its Points, 
but we have found on the contrary by Experience, that 
they did not deſign on the part of France, to obſerve em, 
but only to induce us and our Allies to lay down our 
Arms, disband our Forces, and ſeparate us one from the 
other, in order to Weaken us, and particularly to Enervate 
and Ruin cur Subjects, in Ruining our Commerce, that 
France might the more caſily obtain the Aim here-above- 
mentioned. This 1s ſo notcrious, that the Treaties afore- 
ſaid, of Peace and Commerce, were hardly Ratified, but 
She began manifeſtly to encroach upon the Trade of theſe 
Provinces, which is the Sincw cf this State, by their 
openly refuſing to grant us the Jari promiſed unto us by 
ne Treaty aforeſaid; putting thereby the Subjects and 
Merchants of this Republic to numberleis Troubles upon 
that account; which obliged us aſter a long, tedious and 
expenſive Negotiation, to accept a Tariff, though dilad- 
vantageous to us, Contrary to the Tenor of the ſaid Trea- 
ry. in order to prevent a greater Miſchief. 
That, notwitliſtanding it was Stipulated by the 300 
Article of the ſaid Treaty of Commerce; that ſuch oi 
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our Subjects as ſuould ſettle in Frænce, for carrying on cl 
Trades, ſhouid be Free, and Exempted from the Duties 
aud Taxes laid upon Foreigners, yer exceſſive Dutie 

have been laid upon our Subjects, and we have been fore d 
to ſee, and bear the ſame. 6 

That, in the mean while, the King of France omitted 
nothing to perſuade us by all imaginable Proteſtations, 
that he had no other Deſign, than the Preſervation of the 
Peace, and the Removing of all Obſtacles, that may in- 
terrupt the ſame. And whereas the Weak Conſtitution 
of the King of Spain, could not promiſe a long Life, and 
that his Death was like to cauſe great Wars and Diffe- 
rences ; this occaſioned a Treaty, whereby on one fide, 
it was provided, that the French King ſhould nor have 
that exorbitant Power, which otherwiſe he would have 
had by the Acceſſion or Union of the Spaniſh Monarchy 
to his Crown, and by theſe prevented the ill conſequences 
all Europe was afraid of; and on the other Hand, Satisfacti- 
on was given to others, who claim'd the ſaid Succeſſion, 
in order to preſerve the General Peace. 

That upon this Foundation, the King of France having 
concluded on the 3d and 25th Day of March, 1700. a 
Solemn Treaty with the King of England, and this State, 
we were in hopes thereby to preſerve the Genera! Peace; 
but that Treaty was no ſooner concluded and ratiſicd, when 
it moſt evidently appeared, that it was not the Intention 
of the French King to ſtand by it, and obſerve it, but on 
the contrary, that they uſed all manner of Arritices in the 
Court of Spain, not only ro render the Emperor odious to 
the Spaniards, bur alſo to oblige the King to diſpoſe of 
his Succeiſion by a Teftamcnr, in Favour of France. 

That the King of Spain, {omerime after, departing this 
Life, they produced a Teſtament, whereby rhe Duke of 
Anjou, Grandſon ro the King of France, was declared 
Herr of all the Kingdoms and Dominions of the Deceaſed 
King, 

That the ſaid Will being made Pablick, the French

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That the ſaid King of France immediately began to 
govern Arbitrarily, the Kingdoms and Dominions of 
Hain, under rhe Name of his Grandſon, as well in Ci- 
ri, as in Miliary Affairs; and has ſo united thoſe States 
to his own, as it the ſame were but one and the ſame 
Kingdom and Government, which can never more evi- 
dently appear, than in the Caſe of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands, the Barrier of this Sate, where it appears, as in- 
deed they write it from Spain, that the ſaid Provinces 
have been abſolutely yielded and made over to the King 
of France, and that he exerciſes an abſolute Authority over 
them, both in Civil and Military Affairs, and likewiſe in 
Matters of Finances. 
That the French King having carried his Exorbitant 


Tower to this Degree, which the Chriſtian World had ſo 


long apprehended, and laid ſuitable Foundations for ob- 
raining the Univerſal Monarchy, did not delay long to 
put thoſe Projects in Execution, ſending a Formidable 
Army into Iraſy, to make himſelf entirely Maſter thereof; 
having already ſent a great Number of Troops into the 
Spaniſh Netherlands, to frighten and oblige us, if poſſi- 
ble, ta a Separate Treaty without our Allies. 

That theſe Artifices, tho never ſo well concerted, 
falling ſnort of the deſired Effect, the French King made 
uſe of all other imaginable Ways, ro compel us thete- 
unto by Force, and to that end, ſeized on the City and 
Ciradel of Liege, without the Conſent of the Dean and 
Chapter, and without the previous Conſent and Know- 
ledge of the Emperor and the Empire; cauſed the Dean 
of the ſaid Chapter to be by Violence ſeized and carried 
away, into the Spaniſh Dominions, that he might nor 
oppoſe his Deſign, and in Order to ftrike a Terror into 
the ſaid Chaprer. 

That, being not ſatisfied with having thus ſeized upon 
Liege, in order to ſtraiten us more and more, he poſ- 
ſeſs d himſelf, contrary to the Will of the Chapter of 
Cologne, of the moſt confiderable Places of that Arch- 


Biſhoprick, and namely of the Fortreſſes of Bon, Keyſer- 


wert, and Rhinberg, (his Deſign upon the City of Cologne 
having happily miſcarried, by their good Conduct) to 
put himſelf in a Condition to invade the Republick, as 
he had done in the Year 1672. And, that nothing might 
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be wanting to make himſelf ſure of it, and in order 1, 
block us up on al! Sides, he cauſed a conſiderable Num. 
ber of Troops to be raiſed at his own Charge in the 
Country of Wolfembuttel, that they might invade us on 
that Side, ſending at the ſame Time all Sorts of Ammu— 
nition and Artillery to the Mine, through Foreign Coun- 
tries, the better to invade theſe Provinces. 

That the faid King being nor ſatisfied with having 
ſtraitned us in that manner by Land, proceeded further, 
and by poſleding himſelf in the Name of the King of 
Spain, of ail the Harbours in Spain, Naples, Sicih, and 
other Iſlands in the Mediterranean, as allo the $ Peu 
Netherlands, and the Indies, he made himſelf entire Ma- 
iter of the Commerce of Europe, and obtain'd the Power 
to exclude us and other Nations from it; And 275 
that we might have no Room or Place left for Trade 
he endeavour'd ro pertwade the King of Por N for- 
bid us his Harbours, and ſent at the {ame time a Squa— 
dron into the Weſt Tndres, on Purpoſe to ſeize the Silver 
Fleer, 1n which our Subjects, and thoſe of other Princes, 
and Potentates, were ſo conſiderably concerned. 

That, Affairs being in that intricate and dangerous Con- 
dition, we, as the neareſt and moſt exopſed to the Fur, 
having in the firſt Place invoked God Almighty to out 
Alſiſtance, thought it neceſſary to put our ſelves into a 
Poſture of Defence, and ro Arm our 1elves, as well as 
we could, both by Sea and Land, againſt thar Exorbi- 
rant Power, and rhe Dangers ws wcre threatned with; 
and ar the fame time, to defire of our Neighbours and 
Allies, the Succours they had promis'd us by Trearies, 
in cale we were moleſted and diſturbed, which rh:

That, as we had not given the leaſt Pretence there- 
unto, but on the contrary, made our utmott. Efforts for 
the Preſervation of the General Peace, we were very glad 
to (ce a Miniſter the French King had ſent into thoſe 
Parts, and neglected nothing to engage him to make ſome 
Propoſals for maintaining the General Peace; But ſee- AP: 
ing we could not ſucceed therein, we made ſome 14 
Demands, which we thought neceſſary for recovering a | 
General Tranquillity, and our private Security, bur there [| 
has been no Manner of Anſwer, nor the leaſt Offer made | 
thereupon. 4} 

That indeed, ſome outward Proteſtations of Peace | 
have been made on that Side; bur as at the ſame time 14 
they continued their Warlike Preparations, to ſeize* the 147 
Lands of our Neighbours, and to Confederate themſelves 1 
with ſeveral Princes and Potentates, they have clearly | 
manifeſted, chat their Pretenfions would come to nothing, 
unleſs we were relolved to treat ſeparately from our Al- 4 
lies, and this they have ſtill more evidently diſcover'd, 
by recalling ſucceſſively two Miniſters.

follows from thence, that, whateyer the King of France 
has done againſt us and our Allies, in the Name of the 
King of Spain, mult be taken and underſtood to be made 
by the King of Spain himſelf, or at leaſt by both of them, 
That by theſe — the King of France, above what has 
been already ſaid, has made uſe of the Spaniſp Troops, 
in the Name of the King of Spain, to carry on his De- 
ſigns againſt us, that in that Name, he has erected a 
Fort within the reach of the Cannon of a Fortreſs be. 
Jonging to this Republick, contrary ro the Treaty 
concluded with the King of Spain, in the Year 1648, and 
contrary to the Laws of Nations, and thoſe of War. 
That the King of Spain has nor only ſuffered theſe Pro. 
ceedings of the King his Grandfather, but abſolutely 
approved the ſame, and the actual Seizing of the whoe 
Monarchy of Spain, and in particular, of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands, that neceſſary Barrier of our State. 
Thar all Divine and Human Laws dictating to us, 
that being thus ſtraitned, block'd up on all Sides, and 
actually attack d by the Kings of France and Spain, 
and threatned by them with ſo many Dangers, we may, 
and are bound to make uſe againſt them, of all the 
Means God and Natute have put into our Hands, for

themſelves Maſters of all Chriſtendom, and to that End 
to give us Aid and Aſſiſtance. 

Laſtly, We command and, require all our Subjects 
and Inhabitants of theſe Provinces, Commanders, Offi- 
cers, Soldiers and others, of what Quality ſoever they 
be, to own and regard the ſaid Kings of France and 
Spain as Enemies of this State, ro invade their Country, 
and fall upon their Subjects and Vaſials both by Sea and 
Land, to repel their Violences, and do every thing elfe 
they are obliged ro do, for rhe Defence of our Country 
and the Damage of our Enemies. 

And, that no Body may pretend to be ignorant thereof, 
we require and command, the Lords, Stares, Counſel- 
lors, and Deputy States, of theſe reſpective Provinces, 
and all other Officers and Magiſtrates of rhis Country, 
to cauſe theſe Preſents to be proclaimed, publiſned and 
poſted up, on the 15th Day of this Inſtant, in the Place 
where Publications of this Nature are uſually made; 
commanding likewiſe, that the fame be publiſhed and 
affixed in the uſual Places of the Diſtrict of the Genera- 
lity. Done and concluded in the Aﬀembly of the Lords 
the States General, at the Hague, May the 8th, 1702, 
NS. Signed, N. de Naſſau, and underneath, F. Fagell, 
— Sealed with the Seal of the States General in red 
Vax. 

Here we will leave Holland, and return to England, 
where the Engliſh Ambaſſador arrived, and having giv- 
en the Queen an Account of his Negortation, ſhe was 
1 by the Advice of her Privy Council, and Appro- 
ation of both Houſes of Parliament, ro declare War 
againſt France and Spain, which was publickly Proclaim- 
ed before the Gates of Her Royal Palace of St. Fames, 
ar Chancery-lane end, and at rhe Royal Exchange, by 
Clarencieux, King ar Arms, who wirh another Herald, 
loudly word for word after him, proclaimed the fame, 
Paragraph by Paragraph, in theie following Lines,

Hereas it hath pleaſed Almighty God to call us 

to the Government of theſe Realms, at a Time, 
when our late dear Brother, William III, of Glorious 
Memory, had in Purſuance of the repeated Advice of the 
Parliament of this Kingdom, entred into ſolemn Treatics 
of Alliance with the Emperor of Germany, the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces, and other Princes and Po— 
rentares, for preſerving the Liberty and Ballance of Ez. 
rope, and for reducing the Exorbitant Power of France; 
which Treaties are grounded upon the unjuſt Ulurpa- 
tions and Encroachments of the French King, who had 
taken, and ſtill keeps Poſſeiſion of a great Part of the 
Spaniſh Dominions, exerciſing an Abſolute Authority 


over all that Monarchy, having Seized Milan, and the 


Spaniſh Low-Countries, by his Armies, and made himſelf 
Maſter of Cadiz, of the Entrance into the Mediterranean, 
and of the Ports in the Spaniſh Weſt Indies by his Fleets, 
every where deſigning to invade the Libertics of Europe, 
and to obſtruct the Freedom of Navigation and Com— 
merce. And, it being provided by the 3d and 4th Art. 
cles of the foremenrioned Alliance, that, if in the Space of 
two Months, which arc ſome time ſince expired, the In- 
juries complained of were not regulated, the Parties con- 
cerned ſnould mutually aſſiſt each other with their whole 
Strength; And whereas, inſtead of giving the Satis- 
faction that ought juſtly to be expected, the French King 
has not only proceeded to further Violences, in taking 
upon him to declare the Pretended Prince of Vales, King 
of England, Scotland and Ireland, and has alſo influenced 
Spain to concur in the ſame Affront and Indignity, as 
with all his other Oppreiſions : We find our ſelves bli- 
ged for maintaining the Publick Faith, for vindicating 
the Honour of our Crown, and for preventing the Mil 
chief which all Europe is threatned with, to declare, 
And we do hereby according'y declare War againlt 
France and Spain, and placing our cntire Confidence in 
the Help of Almighty God, in fc juſt and neceſſary an 
Under- 
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Vadettaking; We will, in Conjunction with our Allies, 
vigorouſly Proſecute the lame, by Sea and Land, being 

affared of the ready Concurrence and Aſiſtance of our 
dubje -&s, in a Caute they have lo openly and heartily 
Elpouſed. And we do hereby will and require our Lord 
High Admiral of England, our General of our Forces, 
our Lieutenants of our ſeveral Counties, Governours of 
Egits and Garriſons, and all other Officers aud Soldiers 
onder them, by Sca and Land, to do and execute all 
Acts of Hottility, in the Proſecution of this War againſt 
Fance and Spain, their Vaſſals and Subjects, and to op- 
pole their Attempts, willing and requiring all our Sub- 
iects to rake Notice of the ſame, whom we henceforth 
torbid to hold any Correſpondence or Communication 
with France or Spain, or their Subjects. Bur becauſe there 
are remaining in our Kingdoms, many of the Subjects of 
France and Spain, We do declare our Royal Intention ro 
be, that all the Subjects of France and Spain, who ſhall 
demean themſelves dutifully towards us, ſhall be ſafe 
in their Perſons and Eſtates.

The Parliament of England having by this time 
ſettled the Revenue on her Majeſty for her Life, as

WV Your Majeſties moſt Dutiful and Loyal Sub- 
jects, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in Parliament aſſembled, beg Leave to te. 
preſent ro your Majeſty, as our Opinion, thar nothing 
will more contribute to the effectual carrying on the Jujt 
and Nereffary War wherein you are engaged, to the in- 
rerrupting the Trade of your Enemies, to the deptiying 
them of Intelligence; and reducing them to the greateſt

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row ul News of the King of England's Death; vigorous 
preparations were made for the carrying on of the Wat 
in Italy and apen the Rhine, whilſt the other German 
Princes were taking Meaſures to enter into the Grand 
Alliance. Landau had been block ' d up for ſome Time, 
by Prince Lewis of Baden, and great Preparations were 
making for that Siege, intended to be carried on un- 
der the Command of the King of the Romans. So 
that the Seaſon for Action drawing near, and the 
Emperor making all poſſible Preparations, for carrying 
on the War againſt ſo Potent an Enemy, and perceiving his 
Allies to have taken favoufable and vigorous Reſolutions 
for the Good of the Common Cauſe, publiſh'd his De- 
claration of War in the enſuing Lines. 


His Imperial Majeſties Declaration of War againſt the 
King of France, and the Duke of Anjou. 


E, Leopold, by the Grace of God, elected Empe- 
.Yy_ ror of the Romans, in Germany ever Auguſt, King 
of r Bohemia, Dalmatia, Croatia, Sclavonia, Arch 
Duke of Huſtria, Duke of Burgundy, Styria, Carinthia, 
Carniola and Wirtemberg, Earl of Tyrol, &c. do make 
known: Thar, altho' fince the Concluſion of a General 
Peace, not many Years ago, at Reſwyck in Holland, the 
Crown of France, hath. as well by refuſing for a long 
Time to reſtore the Fortteſs of Briſac, as by the In- 
juries and Damages done to the Houſe of Montbeilard, 
together with other Violations made, is abundantly more 
evident, that they did nor intend ro obſerve this Solemn 
Treaty better than any of the former. However, in 
Hopes that we might paſs the Remainder of our trouble- 
ſome Reign in Peace, and after having ſuffer d ſo many 
Vexations, to maintain the Holy Roman Empire, an 
our Kingdoms and Hereditary Dominions, in the En- 
joyment of the preſent Peace; and for the future to pre- 
vent the Effuſion of ſo much innocent Chriſtian Blood; 
We have choſen rather patiently to endure their Inſults, 
and to endeavour to find out Means of amicably com- 
poling the Differences, than to enter into a freſh Quarrel 
upon that Account, and thereupon to begin a deſtructive 
War. But, whereas immediately after the Deceaſe of 


Charles 
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Charles II, King of Spain, and Duke of Auſtria, unde: 
Colour of a Will ſuppoſed to have been made by that 
Prince, (which however is really void, and of no Va. 
lidiry) and notwithſtanding all the Marriage Contracts, 
Renunciations; Ceſſion, and Treaties of Peace, and other 
Oaths, the King of France has made himſelf Maſter of 
all the Kingdoms and Countries of his ſaid Majeſty, 
among which, there are ſome which did belong to our 
Arch-Ducal Houſe, before they came under the Power 
of the Crown of Spain; befides thoſe that are Feudato- 
ry and Dependant on the Empire; And has, by Inva- 
fion put his Grandſon, the Duke of Anju, into the 
ſame, and has moreover, taken by Force the Dukedom 
of Mantua, and other Fiefs of the Empire, altho' they 
never belonged to the Monarchy of Spain, and has alis 
cauſed a great Number of his Troo sto enter into the 
Dioceſe of Cologne and Liege, hath ſeized and put Gar- 
riſons into all their Towns and ſtrong Piaces, hath added 
new Fortifications to them, and every where erected 
Magazines, and conttary to our lawful Ordinances and 
the Execution thereof, according to the Laws of the Em- 
pire, committed to the Princes of che Circles, hath ſup- 
ported by Force of Arms, the Elector of Cologne in his 
Diſobedience ; And, on the other Side, hath cauſed the 
Faithful Subjects of the Empire to be impriſoned, and 
particularly the Baron de Mean, Dean of Liege, and 
hath ſeized and carried away ſeveral others from off the 
Lands of the Empire, and hath attacked in a Hoſtile 
Manner, and ill treated the ſaid Princes of the Circles, 
who according to their Duty, endeavour'd to put in 
Execution our Lawful Imperial Mandates. And fur- 
thermore, his Grandſon the Duke of Anjou hath taken 
to himſelf the Titles that belong to none but our Arch- 
Ducal Houſe, and hath cauſed himfelf to be called Duke 
of Auſtria, Count of Habsbourg, and of Tyrol. We look 
upon it as a Thing inexcuſable, any longer to paſs by in 
Silence, ſuch Hoſtilities, and Fractions and Violences, 
committed both againſt our Arch-Ducal Honſe, and our 
High Imperial Dignity, On the contrary, we find our 
ſelves obliged in Conſcience, and by Virtue of the 
Laws of Nature, of Nations, and of the Holy Roman 
Empire, and particularly, in Conſequence of the 9 
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lation we ſwore to, at the time we were Elected Em- 
peror, and of our Imperial Arch-Ducal and Patrimonial 
Dignity, to hinder them with all our Force and Power, 
ſince the Endeavours of other Potentates have had as 
little Succeſs with the Crown of France, as the Offers 
we had made of an amicable Agreement; and, that o 
much the more, in as much as it is a Matter unqueſtio- 
nable, that the ſaid Will, which at preſent ſerves for a 
Colour of the ſaid Hoſtilities of France, was contriv'd 


by ſome brib d Spaniſþ Counſellors, according to the 


Directions of the French King; And that it was offer'd 
to his ſaid late Cat holick Majefty, when he was ſunk to 
ſuch a Weakneſs of Body and Mind, as not to be able 
to read or underſtand, much leſs to weigh and examine 
as was neceſſary, the large Contents of the ſaid Will, 
and moreover, as it is altogether contrary to the Inten- 
tion of the ſaid late King, which he had ſo often ſignifi- 
ed unto us; and as the ſaid Will is full of Falſities, and 
of incomprehenſible and contradicting Matters; and 
laſtly, as it gives as little Satisfaction to our juſt Demand, 
as the King of France could receive from it, not to men- 
tion, that as yet it hath not been executed by them; 
but hath already been broken in many Points, and more 
particularly, for as much as it is evident, that the ſaid 
arbitrary Enterprizes, as well by himſef, as in the Name 
of his Grandſon, as the pretended Lord of the Circle of 
Burgundy, and conſequently a declared Enemy to us and 
the Empire, do tend to the Overthrow and Deſtruction 
of the Imperial Dignity, the Authority and Rights which 


were entruſted ro us by a Lawful Execution. Support- 


ed therefore by the Juſtice of our Cauſe, and truſting in 
the Aſſiſtance of the Almighry God, We Declare and 
Publiſh by theſe Preſents, that we hold for our Enemies, 


the French King and the Duke of Anjou, with their Sub- 


jets and Adherents; and that, to prevent the Publick 
Violence and Injury which are done by them, unto Us, 
the Empire, and the Loyal States of the ſaid Empire, 
and to defend our Imperial and other Rights, we are ob- 
liged to rake up Arms, and ro cauſe our Troops to march 
againſt our ſaid Enemies; We command by theſe Pre- 
ſents, the Faithful Subjects of us and the Empire, by 
the Duty wherein they ſtand engaged to us and the Em- 
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pire, and under Pain of Deprivation of Life and Goods; 
And we ſeriouſly enjoin them, by theſe Preſents, chat 
none of them do engage into the Service of the ſaid 
Crown of France, of the Duke of Anjou, or his Adhe- 
rents; And, that none of them do undertake in the leaſt, 
to do any Service, or give them any Aſſiſtance, or, to 
maintain with them, directly or indirectly, any Com- 
merce, Partnerſhip or Correſpondence; But from this 
Moment they do wholly break off and abſtain from the 
ſame, and do aſſiſt us with all their Power, to purſue 
and attack our ſaid Enmies, and thoſe which belong 
to them. We have alſo this entire Confidence in the 
Electors, Princes and Stares of rhe Empire, that they 
will all in general, and every one in his own particular, 
from this Time forward, at ſuch a Time as we {hall 
conſult with them, according to the Exigence of Atfaits, 
concerning what may be fit to be done, in a Matter 
that does not reſpect us alone, but likewiſe relates to 
the Welfare and Security of the other Principal Mem- 
bers of the Empire, in particular, and conlequently, 
that of the whole Roman Empire; will aid and aſſiſt us in 
our Lawful and Juſt Undertaking, with their Faithful 
and Wiſe Advice, and with the fincere, unanimous and 
firm Conjunction, of all the Force which God and the 
Empire has given them, to free themſelves and other 
injured States from Oppreſſion; That they will contri- 
bute towards removing all thoſe Calamities, and that they 
will not ſuffer themſcives to be drawn away in any wile, 
Let every one therefore regulate himſelf, and take Care 
accordingly: In Witneſs whereof we have cauſed theſe 
Preſents to be Scaled with our Imperial Seal, Given at 
Laxemberg, the 15th Day of May, 1702, in the 44

Here whilſt the ImperialCourt was finiſhing the neceſſary 
Preparations for the Siege of Landau, we will paſs into 
italy, where we ſhall find the Tranſactions of the Talian 
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Courts hardly worth taking notice of, unleſs it be in 

Rome it ſelf, Here the Holy Father finding his Media- 

tion dlighred, and the War already broke our, uſed all 

the Art, either he or his crafty Court could find our, 

to declare for and obtain a Neutrality, that he might in 

no wiſe offend his beloved Catholick Sons; To this end 

it was that the Inveſtiture of Naples and Sicily, ſo often 
demanded by the Imperial and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors for 
their reſpective Maſters, was as often denyed, even at 
the Requeſt of rhe Imperial and Spaniſh Cardinals. And, 
as to the Venetians, theſe were ſo far from ſhewing the 
leaſt Inclination to offend the two Crowns of France and 
Spain, that they with all their Might infiſteduponan 
exact Neutrality, chooſing rather ro endure the Inconveni- 
ences of Winter Quartering Foreign Forces, together with 
their Marches and Countermarches through their Territo- 
ries, than to declare for either of the Contending Parties. 
About this time, the French King, exaſperated at the 
Loſs of Monſieur Villeroy, lately taken Priſoner out of 
Cremona, as has been ſaid before, and to prevent the ill 
Opinion the World might conceive of his Forces, if in 
the next Campaign he ſhould be worſted, ro the ſame 
Degree as in the laſt; ſent his Couſin the Duke of 
Vendoſme into Italy, to command his numerous Forces, 
and to revive the drooping Spirits of his Soldiers, to 
regain his laſt Reputation in Fraly, and in order to put 
a Stop to the Progreſſes of the Imperial Arms, under 
Prince Eugene of Savoy, who had clolely block'd up the 
City of Mantua, the Capital City of the Duchy of the 
ſame Name. The new King of Spain, (or the Duke of 
Anjou) purſuant to the Reſolutions taken by the Court 
of France, natwithſtanding the many Difficulties and the 
Hazards of a tedious Voyage, landed at Naples in Italy, 
Here he was no ſooner arrived, but thinking himſelf ſure 
of Succeſs, in retrieving the Glory of the French Arms,

Tho! this Letter might admit of a World of Com: 
ments, I judge 'em needleſs, as only aiming ar all the 
Brevity this Hiſtory will admir of. In Obedience to this 
Letter of his Royal Maſter's Deputy, the Duke of Ven- 
doſme, through Reſpect or rather Gonftraine, complied 
with his Command, and attended his Arrival, after 
having fortunately relieved Mantua, either by the Neg- 
ligence, or want of Reſolution in the Venetians ; who 
had promiſed ro defend their Territories on that Side, 
againſt any Aggreſſor whatever; whilſt Prince Eugene of 
Savoy had taken all poſſible Precaution, to guard his 
Line from Vſtiano, to the Entrance of the Oglio. The 
Duke of Vendeſme not daring to attack them, paſs d the 
Oglio at Bardelano, and continuing his March through 
the Breſeian, paſs'd the Chieſa, and relieved the Place, 
before Prince Eugene could come up with him. He, to 
counterbalance in ſome Meaſure rhe Loſs, made him- 
felf Maſter of the advantageous Poſt of Cereſa, which 
being defended by a ſtrong Line, towards the Side of the 
open Country, and by two Forts, one at the end of the 
Cauſeway, leading to Mantua, the other upon the Rivet 
Mincio, they took a ſtrong Intrenchment Sword in Hand, 
and forcing the Enemy likewiſe ſoon to quit the Forts, and 
ſome other Redoubrs upon the Cauſeway of Mantua, 
pitch d their Tents ſo conveniently, as ro be able to 
maintain themfelves, againſt a much more numerous 
Enemy all the Campaign, and at the ſame time, fre- 
quently to alarm and annoy the City of Mantua with 
their Great Artillery, which obliged the French to pro- 
vide for its Security, by a very ſtrong Garriſon.

received very briskly, by the Enemy, both the one and 
the other fought with an extraordinary Obſtinacy, nei. 
ther of the Parties being willing to looſe a Foot of Ground, 
rill our Left Wing being deeply Engaged, we over. 
threw the French King's Gens d Arms, and the Iriſh Re. 
giment, which ſo increaſed the Courage of our Men, that 
we forc d them to retreat ſeven hundred Paces, and tc 
leave in our Poſſeſſion the Field of Battel, and their Dead, 
though they were much Superior to us in Number, and 
Advantageouſly Poſted. Their Firing, which was ex- 
treamly thick and violent, laſted about two Hours; but 
at length, Night parted the two Armies, and put an end 
to the Combat. Our Army remained Maſters of the 
Field of Barre), and Poſted themſelves upon it, and the 
Enemy Retired ſeveral hundred Paces, | 


We may judge by the Enemies Loſs, which as all De- 
ſerters acknowledge, amounts to near 10000 Men, with 
what Courage both Armies Foughr, Our Loſs, accord- 
ing to compuration, amounts to 791, 102 Killed, and 
1904 Wounded, in all 2695. We Lament extreamly 
the loſs of the Prince of Commerci, who, in the firſt On- 
ſet, was Shot through the Body, and fell down Dead im- 
mediately; we have loſt ſeveral brave Officers. The 
Marquis of D'avia, being abroad with a ſtrong Party, 
returned before the Action was quite over, and fell on the 
Enemies Baggage on the other fide of the Army, and 
brought off a bundance of Horſes, Mules, Oxen and 
Waggons. ; VVV 
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On the other ſide, the French in their Relations, own 
che Action to be Deſperate and Bloody on both fides 
That after a Fight of three long Hours, Night parting 
the Combatants, both ſides Intrenched ; and as ſoon as 
Day appeared, Play'd again with their Cannon on each 
other, Thar Lieutenant-General Crequi, an Officer of 
great Experience, with an incredible number of others 
were Killed, Wounded, and taken Priſoners, 

The French King having notice of the Battel, and that 
the Imperialiſts claim d the Victory, and had ſung Te Deum 
in the Camp on that account, immediately writ to his 
Couſin, the Cardinal Noailles, to ſing Te Deum, likewiſe 
for his Succeſs, as well in the Relief of Mantua, as in 
this Battel. So whilſt both the Armies are Burying of their 
Dead, and boaſting of the Honour of the Day, we will 
enquire, how Fortune favoured the Imperialiſts upon the 
Rhine, Here the Siege of Landau was carried on at this 
time, with as much Vigour as the preſent Circumſtances 
of Affairs would permit, under the King of the Romans. 
Lately arrived; Prince Lewa of Baden, and other Brave 
and Experienced Generals, of the Imperial Arms. Du- 
ling the whole Siege, which laſted two Months, and 23 
Days, a multitude of brave Officers fell on both ſides; 
till at length the Governour, Monſieur de Melac, after a 
moſt vigorous Defence, finding no Proſpect of Relief, 
but all things ready for a general Aſſault, beat a Parley, 
and obtained very Honourable Gonditions, whereupon 
the Place was Surrendred to the Imperialiſts. Nor was 
Fortune leſs auſpicious to the Confederare Arms, in the 
Low. Countries. Here, whilſt General Coehorz was 
(as we told you before) Levelling ſome of the French 
Lines, the Marſhal de Boufflers, who Commanded in Chief 
the French Army, before the Arrival of the Duke of Bur- 
gundy, attempted to have got berwixt rhe Confederated 
Army and Nimeguen, but being diſappointed in his De- 
ſign, by their gallant Retreat, under the Earl of Athlone, 
che Duke of Burgundy, after his coming to the Army, 
was glad to ſtand upon the Defenſive, and to be an Eye- 
witneſs of the taking of ſeveral Places of note, by the 
Allies, after the Arrival of the Earl of Marlborough in 
ole Parts, For the Town and Caſtle of Stochem, was 
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vigorouſly attack d by the Prince of Heſſe, and yielded 
ar Diſcretion. About the ſame time, likewiſe the City 
of Venlo was inveſted, by a Detachment of the Confede. 
rate Forces, of which, a great part were Engliſh, under 
the Command of the Lord Cutts, who Atrack'd the Fort 
of St. Michael. This being taken by Storm, with about 
200 Priſoners; they ſo cloſely beſieged the City, that 
the Governour fearing a general Storm, beat a Parley, 
and Surrendred to the Confederates. No ſooner waz 
this City taken, but Ruremond and Stephenſwaert, both 
ſtrongly Fortified, underwent the ſame Fate. The Ci 
of Liege was the next that ſaw the Approach of the Con- 
federate Forces, and immediately ſent out Commiſſioners 
to treat with his Excellency, the Earl, now Duke of 
Marlborough, General of the Confederate Forces, who 
Surrendred the City to him, the French retiring into the 
Cittadel, the Inhabitants obtained very Honourable 
Conditions; The Confederates thus become Maſters of 
the City, atrack'd the Cittadel, and making a Breach, (on 
which the Governours was made Priſoners) took it by 
Storm, the Enemy flinging down their Arms, and beg- 
ing for Quarter, obtained ir. The Fort of the Chartreuſe, 
dreading the Fate of the Cittadel, after the Cannon be- 
gan to Play, Capitulated, and obtained very Honourable 
Terms. The Garriſon was Conducted ro Antwery, 
whilſt the French Army, under the Command of the 
Duke of Burgundy, and Marſhal de Boufflers, made little 
or no Oppoſition. After having taken a ſhort View of 
what paſſed in the Low. Countries, and upon the Rhine, 
this Campaign, we mult not paſs by in filence, what 
was tranſacted in the Heart of the Empire. | 


His Electoral Highneſs of Bavaria, having taken a 
very high Diſguſt at the Confederates, ever ſince the 
laſt Treaty of Partition, (as we told you before) and 
very greedy after the French Gold, wherewith they plen- 
[ifully ſupplied his Profuſeneſs, reſolved to give the Empe- 
ror and his Allies, a powerful Diverfion, by unexpectedly 
attacking the Empire; to which End, denying Paſſage 
for his Imperial Majeſties Troops through his Territo- 
ries in Itah, he raiſed Forces and Surprized Uhm, the 
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Capital of Suabia, and an Imperial City, juſt upon the 
Surrender of Landau, and put a Garriſonof 4000 Men in- 
to it, and made himſelf entire Maſter thereof; This 
anaccountable Action being warmly debated in the 
Colleges, that compoſe the Dyer of the Empire, incenſed 
them lo far, that it was reſolved immediately to declare 
War againſt the French King, and the Duke of Anjou, 
which was ſoon after done; an Abſtract whereof, take 
as followeth: 


An Abſtrat of the Declaration of War, by all the Colleges 
of the Empire, againſt the French Ring, and Duke of 


Anjou. 


II/ Hereas it is notoriouſly known, that the King of 
France has in ſeveral manners violated the Treaty 
of Reſwyck, by his long Delays, to reſtore the Cities of 
Briſac and Philipaburg, and by conſtraining the Pala- 
tine Electors Country to pay him vaſt Summs. 

That after the Deccale of Charles II. King of Spain, 
making uſe, by way of pretence, of a Void, and Suggeſt- 
ed Will, and violating all his Promiſes, Oaths, Agree- 
ments, and Treaties of Peace, the moſt Chriſtian King 
had made himſelf Maſter by Violence of all the King- 
doms and States of the Monarchy of Spain, though ſeve- 
ral parts of the ſaid States, hold of the Empire, and the 
Houſe of Auſtria, and that, by that means, his Grand- 
ſon, the Duke of Anjou, has intruded himſelf therein as 
King. 

That he has made himſelf Maſter of the Milaneze, and 
of Mantua, and ſeveral other Fiets of the Empire, by 
main Force, and has filled rhe Country of Lzege and 
Cologne with his Forces. 

Thar he carried away by Violence, the Baron of Mean, 
Dean of the Cathedral of Liege, and other Subjects of 
the Empire, Exacted heavy Contributions, Plundred ſe- 
veral Lands and Towns of the Empire, and Exerciſed ma- 
ny other Hoſtilities and Violencies, by which means he 
has abſolutely broken the Peace of Reſwyck, and has 
omitted nothing that lay in his Power, to obtain the Old 
End of his Ambition, viz. the Uniyerſal Monarch. 


Thar 
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That, in conſequence of all theſe Things, the States of ths 
Empire, moſt humbly return his Imperial Majeſty Thanks, 
for his War: like Preparations already made, and promiſe 
him in the Name of the whole Empire, to ſecond him af. 
ter an Effectual Manner; To look upon the Breaches, In- 
fringements, Seiſures, and Detentions of France, as Breaches 
of the Peace, and to hold the King of France, and Duke 
of Anjou, their Officers, Soldiers, Subjects, and Adherents, 
as Enemies of the Empire, to declare War againſt them, 
and to Publiſh through the whole Empire, that the War 
which his Imperial Majeſty has been conſtrained to begin, 
is a War in common with the Empire. To this End, we 
alſo promiſe to aſſiſt his Imperial Majeſty upon the (core of 
regulated Reparations, to recover what France has un- 
juſtly Appropriated to her Self, to Act according to the 
Fundamental Laws of the Empire, and in conformity to 
what had been ſtipulated in the Agreement of 14 of Feb. 
1698. as well in regard of Eccleſiaſtical as Political Affairs, 
in Order to conſtrain the Enemy, as well to an entire Sa- 
tisfaction, as to a Solid Peace: Not to admit of any 
Neutrality, Correſpondence, or Commerce with the E- 
nemy, but on the contrary, to diſmiſs the Miniſters of 
the King of France, and the Duke of Anjou; To declare 
all the Merchandize of France and Spain, Counterband 
Goods, provided the ſame thing be done by England and 
Holland; To proceed with Rigour againſt Spies and Trai- 
tors, and to take up Arms againſt the Enemies; And, in 
caſe that any of the States of the Empire give them any 
Aid and Aſſiſtance, or cauſe any Diverſion in this War, 
and Attack the Empire, or her Confederates, either by 
themſelves, or any Foreign Power, they ſhall be held 
iꝑſo fatto, for Enemies of the Empire. The States find 
it allo neceſſary, forthwith ro Publiſh through the Ex- 
pire, the Mandata Inhibitoria, Dehortatoria & Avocatoria, 
Publiſhed formerly, in the laſt War of the Empire againſt 
France: And for the City of Ulm, that Affair ſhall be 
left according to the Reſolution of the 1 1th, 12th, and 
13th, of September, in Hopes that the Elector of Bavaria 
will reſtore it to its firſt Condition, otherwiſe, and for 
want of doing this, his Inperia! Majeſty ſhall be 
deſired to proceed againſt him Vigorouſly, in the 
Name 
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| Name of the Empire: Nevertheleſs, tis preſumed, that 


his Electoral Highneſs will Conform to his Duty, and 
Acknowledge his Error, according to the Fundamental 
Laws of the Empire, as was done in the Year 1680; 
as alſo at the prelent Reſolution of the Empire. 


They have alſo thought it convenient to enter into the 
Grand Alliance with England and Holland, upon certain 
Conditions which ſhall be regulated ; ro the End, thar 
none of the Parties may make a Particular Peace by them- 
ſelves, Do exhort the Princes of 1taly, not to give any 
Aſſiſtance to the Enemy, upon Pain of being deprived of 
their Fiefs. To write to all the Foreign Potentates and 
Princes, in order to invite them to their Continuance 
in a friendly Neighbourhood, and to do the ſame to 
the Swiſs Cantons and Griſons, to deſire them to preſerve 
their Hereditary Alliance with the Houſe of Auſtria, 
and that they will not ſuffer the Forces of their Nati- 
on to Act Offenſively, but ro Unite themſelves with the 
Emperor and the Empire. 


The Bavarian Elector, nor in the leaſt diſmaid at the 
Proceedings of the Colleges, which he ſaid were ex- 
torted from them, alledging, that the Empire having 
nothing to do with the Spaniſh Succeſſion, no Member 
thereof ought to be compell'd to eſpouſe this Quarrel, 
reſolved, notwithſtanding all the Admonitions of the 
German Princes, to continue in his Obſtinacy, and to 
join his Forces with the French, under the Command 
of Monſieur de Villars, who was then in a fall March 
to aſſiſt him in his Defigns ; But his Motions were ſo 
narrowly watch'd by Prince Lewe of Baden, that, al- 
though many Attempts were made between the French 
and Bavarians to join, all prov'd Fruitleſs hitherto, by 
the Vigilance, eſpecially of the Swiſs, who kept ſo ſtrict 
a Guard over the Foreſt Towns, that the Elector of 
Bavaria could nor penetrate that way, as he intended ro 
do. In the mean time, Prince Lews of Baden being very 
much weakned, by ſending away Detachments to ſecure 
everal Paſſes, in order to hinder their Conjunction, En-

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The Engliſh Fleet under the Command of Sir George 
Rock, being joyned by the Dutch, with a conſiderable 


number of Land Forces aboard, under the Command ot 


the Duke of Ormond, provided wich all forts of Stores, 
Ammunirions and Proviſions, neceſſary for ſome great Ex- 
pedition; on the latter end of Fuly ſer fail, and about 


the middle of Auguſt following, the Land-Forces land- 


ed in the Bay of Bulls, near Cadiz in Spain. This Enter— 
prize being firſt projected by the late King Milliam III. 
was now thoughr fir to be put in execution, upon an 
Incelligence reeeiv d from the Imperial Miniſter, and the 
Prince of Heſſe, then reſiding at Liabon, concerning the 
great Inclinations of the Spaniards ro ſubmit to the 
Houſe of Auſtria. As the reduction of the City of Ca- 
diz, was the chief aim of this Expedition, fo the Duke 
of Ormond ſeeing no other way ro encompals it, than by 
landing his Forces on the back fide uf the Iſland where- 
upon Cadiz is ſituated, viz. betwixt that City and the 
Ifle of St. Pedro: He propoſed the ſame to the Sea Offi- 
cers; but theſe differing in opinion from thoſe of the 
Land Forces, alledging, that they wanted freſh Water, 
it was reſolved to Land in the before- mentioned Bay; 
which was done accordingly between Rota and St Ca- 
therine's Fort in Andalouſia, Auprſt the 1 5th, O. S. with- 
out the loſs of one Man by the Enemy's Shot, though: 
ſeveral were drowned in Landing, the Wind blowing 
very freſh. The next Day advancing ro Rota, the ſame 
was ſurrendred to them by the Alcade, or Chief Ma- 
giſtrate of the Place. Upon a Summons ſent to the 
Governour of Cadix for a Surrender, he refufed the fame 
in a moſt obliging Anſwer ; bur the Governonr of Por: 
St. Mary's thought fit ro make no other Return than in 
theſe Words, We Spaniards neither cbange cur Reli gion 
nor Ring. By this time the great Artillery being come 
up to La Rota, the Confederares march'd from thence 
Auguſt the 20th near midnight towards Per: Ft. Mary's, 
which they found deſerted by molt of the Inhabitants; 
200 Men indeed were retired into a ſtrong Houle, but 
ſoon ſurrendred ar Diſcretion : Before their landing, his 
Grace the Duke of Ormond, thought it expedient to give 
notice of his arrival, and the true occaſion thereof to the

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Tho' the Fort of Sr. Catherines was abandoned the 
22d of Auguſt, O. S. by the Spanzards, yet the ſucceed. 
ing Outrages, commirred by the Seamen, as well as the 
Souldiers, who being imtoxicared with the hor Liquors 
and Wines they found at Port St. Mary's, ſpared neither 
Religious Houles nor Churches, contributed not a little 
to the Averſion that that biggotted Nation always had 


againſt any of a different Religion; and conſequently 


proved the occaſion, why many that were well inclined 
to the Houle of Auſtria, wou'd not diſcover themſelves 
at leaſt nor before they ſaw the further effects of this Expe- 
dition. As the whole depended at that Conjuncture on 
the taking of Cadiz, ſo the Duke of Ormond perſiſted 
in his former opinion, of landing the Army in the Iſland 
where the Town is ſeated; bur this being again diſap- 
proved by the Sea Officers, it was reſolved to attack the 
Fort of Matagorda, which defending the Entrance of 
the Harbour, they hoped by the taking thereof, to be 
able to burn the French and Spaniſh Ships there. Accor- 
dingly this Attack was begun Aug. the 28th, O S. under 
Baron Spar, (whilſt the Spaniards ſunk rhree Galleons at 
the Pontal or Entry of the Haven) bur ſucceeded bur 
lowly, by reaſon the Beſieged were continually annoy'd 
in their Trenches by the Cannon from 8 French Gallics, 
and 4 Spaniſh and 3 French Men of War: Beſides that, 
the Governour having placed the choiceſt of his Men 
in that Poſt, they defended themſelves moſt bravely. But 
what was worſe than all the reſt was, that the main 
Battery of the Beſiegers being rais'd on a marſhy Ground, 
without a ſufficient Support of Faſcines, and other ſolid 
Materials, did fink by degrees, and at laſt proved quite 
unſerviceable. Things being come to this pals, it was 
reſolved September the 5th, in a Council of War, that, 
fince there was bur little hopes of raking the Fort, and 
that, aſter all, it would do them bur little ſervice to en- 
ter the Harbour, the Siege ſhould be raiſed 3 and every 


thing prepared for the leaving of that Coaſt. The Prince 


of Heſſe, who had been all this while preſent in this 
Expedition, in the quality of the Emperor's Plenipoter- 
riary, not ſo much ſurpriz d (for he had fore ſeen rhe mat- 
ter ſome time before) as vexd at this Diſappointment, 


did all he could ro difſwade them from leaving the Hr.

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niſþ Coaſt ; alledging that one Don Franciſco de Santa 
Cruz, and Don Lewis de Panedas, both Perſons of Note 
and Credit, had lately been diſpatch'd to him, by ſeveral 
of the Grandees from Madrid, with Letrers in Chara- 
gers, wherein they aſſur'd him, that if the Confederates 
wou d Winter in ſome part or other of Spain. they might 
be ſure of their Aſſiſtance; and that infallibly Cazalonia, 
Valencia and Arragox would declare for them. But, tho 
the Duke of Ormond adhered to his Sentiments, yet this 
being found by moſt of the reſt either quite impractica- 
ble, (in reference eſpecially io the Fleet) or at leaſt as 
ſubject to roo much Danger, their departure was once 
more reſolved upon. Ar parting they intended ro have 
Bombarded Cadiz (contrary to the opinion of the Prince 
of Heſſe) but that being prevented by the Boiſterouſneſs 
of the Seas, they re-embarked all their Troops without 
any conſiderable Oppoſition (except ſome ſſight Skir- 
miſh) and ſo ſteer'd their Courſe directly for England. 

In their way thither, Captain Hardy, Commander of 
the Pembroo Man of War, who being with the Eagle 
and Sterling Caſtle ordered into Lagos Bay, was there in- 
formed by one Beauvoir, the Chaplain of his Ship, who 
going aſhoar and underſtanding the French Tongue, had 
learned the Secret from the French Conſul there, that the 
French Admiral Monſieur Chaſteau Kegnalt, with his Fleet 
and Spaniſh Galleons under his Command, was arrived 
n the Port of Vigo in Gallicia. Upon which the Captain 
returning immediately ro Sea, and after a Cruize of ten 
or eleven days, meeting with the grand Fleet, gave notice of 
this Information : Whereupon a Grand Council of all the 
Ergliſh and Dutch Officers was immediately held, who 
according to a Reſolution therein taken, ſteer'd their 
Courſe directly for the Port of Vigo; and ſound the 
Hench Fleet and Spaniſþ Galleons riding within the 
Harbour, ſecured by a Caſtle on one fide, and a large 
Platform on the other, whereon a ſtrong Battery of 
Guns being planted, with a Boom made up of Mats, 
Vards, Cables, Top-Chains and Casks laid athwart,

Gate, with an intention to ſally out on our Granadeers, 
forced their way into the Caſtle, and poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves of ir. 

No ſooner were the Land Forces got afhoar, but our 
Admiral gave the Signal to weigh, which being accor- 
dingly done, and the Line formed, the Squadron intend- 
ed for this Service, viz. fifreen Engliſh and ten Dutch 
Men of War, (the Channel being ſo narrow, as not to 
admit of any more at once) bore briskly up toward the 
Boom. But when the Van was got within Cannon Shot 
of the Batteries it fell calm, ſo that they were conſtrain d 
to come to an Anchor again: But not long aſter it 
blowing a freſh Gale, the Men of War next the Enem) 
cut their Cables, the reſt weighed, and bearing up di 
rectly againſt the Boom, received all the Enemies Fire 
till they were got within the length of it. Here Vice 
Admiral Hobſon in the Torbay (all the Admirals being in 
the Action, to encourage the Service) being clapt on 
board by a French Fireſhip, had been burnt, had not tie 
Fireſhip ſortunately blown up.

The Onſet was made with 
extraordinary Reſolution and Bravery, and the good 
Conduct of the Land Forces contributed very much to 
the Succeſs of the Enterprize, by their attacking the 
Forts juſt as the Men of War were bearing up to the 
Boom, and pouring in their broad Sides. 

The Duke of Ormond, as ſoon as this hot Service was 
over, advanc'd with his Forces ro Rodondillo, which he 
took, and therein a conſiderable Booty. Neither were 
the Dutch wanting in performing their part through the 
whole Enterprize. 

No ſooner had the Engiifh and Dutch Men of War 
paſſed the Boom, bur the Enemy foilowing the Exam- 
ple of their Admiral, blew up ſeveral of their Ships, and 
run others aſnoar, but being vigorouſly attack d, became 
our Prey; and of ſeven or eight and thirty Sail, there 
was not one that eſcap'd being either taken or deſtroyed, 
as may more particularly appear by the following Lift,

Of thele, thirteen Galleons, from twenty ro upwards 
of thirty Guns, were all burnt and ſunk, excepr four 
Galleons which we took, and five by the Dutel. 

This glorious Action, to the eternal Honour of all 
our Sea and Land Officers, was perform'd the 12th ct 
ober with very inconſiderable Loſs on our fide, ſo that 
the vaſt Booty they got proved a Counter-ballance tor 
the Diſappointment we had mer with before Cadiz: The 
Duke of Ormond would fain have wintered with the 
Land Forces about Vigo; but there being not ſufficiem 
Proviſions aboard to be left for their Subſiſtance, and 


for a good Naval Force to back them, that Dchpn 
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was laid aſide, and being joind the &th of Nevember 
by Sir Cloudeſly Shovel with 29 Men of War, ſent from 
gugland upon the ſame Expedition to Vigo Harbour, 
they reimbark'd their Land Forces and lail d for England, 
where they arriv'd without any ſiniſter Accident; the 
Duke, in Compenſation for the Diſappointment before 
Cadiz, having a good Booty on Board, and with a pro- 
ſperous Gale ſafely landed in England, where, as a teſtimony 
of his faithful Service, in conjunction with Sir George Rook 
vice Admiral, they were kindly receiv'd by the Go 
and rewarded with the Thanks of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment. Now the time of Action being over, and the 
Armies gone into Winter „ eee, we will inquire the 
relult of this Winters Conſultations. 


The States of Holland having informed the Queen of 


England of the Apprehenſions they laid under, by the 
extraordinary Preparations the French made in raiſing 
more Forces apainſt the next Campaign, they had thought 
themſelves oblig d to augment their Forces likewiſe; in 
order to which they deſired the Queen of Great Britain 
to augment her Forces alſo in Proportion with 
theirs: This being communicated to both Houſes of 
Parliament, met with that kind Recepricn among them, 
that they inſtantly addreſt her Majeſty to do the like, 
with full aſſurances of enabling Her, and eſſectually 
ſupporting Her in Defence of the Common Caule ; and 
at the ſame time humbly intreated Her, to put a ſtop 
to all Correſpondence with France and Spain, by Letters 
or any other ways, and that the States General and the 
reſt of the Allies, might be requeſted to do the like on 
their Parts. After this, the Parliament proceeding on 
the neceſſary Supplies, we will enquire what reception 
theſe favourable Sentiments met withal in Holland. The 
States Generals were lo ready to acknowledge the ge- 
nerons Diſpoſitions of the Queen of Exgland and her 
Parliament, and ſo univerlally approved of them, 
that they deſired the Emperor to lole no time but do 
the like on his part, ana their High Mightineſſe; dilpatch'd 
the following Letter to his Imperial Majeſty.

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The States Generals Letter. to the Empercy, 


Maſt Serene and Puiſſant Emperor, 

S it is now almoſt a Year fince we jointly with 
other Allies have commenced the War for the Li- 

berty and Safety of the Publick, as well as for the 
Rights of your Imperial Majeſty, and your Auguſt Fa. 
mily, which hitherco by the Grace of God has had a 
happy Succeſs, it appears moſt neceſſary, thar all the 
Allies ſhould ſeriouſly conſider, how to carry on the 
War, nor only during the approaching Summer, but 
likewiſe during the preſent Winter; And how we may 
advance the Attairs of the Common Cauſe, and in fine 
to take early Reſolutions, and labour at the Preparation. 
Altho' we are verily perſwaded, that your Imperial 
Majeſty is not ignorant of any of thoſe Things which 
may be beneficial or neceſſary for the Common Cauſe, 
yet as we think it is not the leaſt of the Allies Duty to 
communicate to each other what is neceſſary to be done, 
and to exhort each other; We hope, that your Iinperi- 
al Majeſty according to your uſual Good Will for us, 
will not rake it amils, if upon this Occaſion we think 
it is our Duty; as allo, if we confide our Inquietudes 
0 your Imperial Majeſty's Breaſt, and tell you our Sen- 
timents upon them. We own, that the great Warlike 
Preparations the Enemy make, cauſe us to be very un- 
eaſie; we daily receive Advices, and ate well inform d, 
that the French King gathers great Sums of Mony on 
all ſides without ccafing, that he raiſes Recruits, aug- 
ments his Troops, fills his Magazines, furniſhes his Ar- 
ſenals, and in ſhorr, that he neglects nothing; to bring 
early into Field next Spring numerous Armies, and abur- 
dantly provided; with intent to oppreſs ſuch of the 
Allies, who are not upon their Guard, or prepared for 
their Defence. To diſſipitate this Tempeſt which we 
foreſee, we have reiolved not only to aſſiſt the Com: 
mon Cauſe with all our Power, but even to exceed our 
Strength for the Publick Good. But as the Eyes of all 
the Allies, as as of the Enemies are particular!) 
fix'd upon your {in-r2t Majeſty, you will excite the 
former to do well by your Example, and fruſtrate the

\ernicious Deſigns of rhe latter, if you make ſuch Pre- 
arations as are not inſeriour to thoſe of the Enemies. 
We earreſtly requeſt your Imperial Majeſty with all 
due Reſpect, that in the firſt Place without loſs of time, 

and by the moſt efficacious means you will oblige the 
Elector Bavaria to quit the Enemies Parry before they 
can ſuccour him; even during the Winter. For, if it 
be not done, that Prince will invade the very Bowels 
of the Empire, to the great prejudice of the Common 
Cauſe. Next, that your Imperial Majeſty will take 
care to compleat the Troops, as well Infantry as Ca- 
valry in Italy and Germany, and augment them in both 
places according to the preſent preſſing Neceſſity. And 
further, that you will ſeriouſly exhort the Princes and 
States of Germany, that each of them ſend their Cor- 
ringents to the Army of the Empire, early at the proper 
Rendezvous, As alſo, that early and without lots of 
time they provide the Magazines with all things necei- 
ſary, as well for the Subſiſtance of the Armies as for 
carrying on the War. And in ſhorr, that they prepare 
in time all things neceſſary, not only to repulſe the 
Enemy bur likewiſe to attack him. Reaſon, Prudence, 
and Neceſſity require it, for the good or ill Succels of 
the approaching Campaign will be of great weight; and 
from thence may be judg'd, whether the Concluſion of 
the War will be Happy or Unhappy : But to expect a 
happy one, theſe Affairs ought not to be acted with 
ſlowneſs of Council, nor weakneſs of Force, but al! 
imaginable Efforts ought to be made, not to be inferior 
to the Enemy, nor to be prevented by him. To this 
end all rhe Allies oughr to take care, to augment their 
Troops, and make Preparations of War without lots of 
time; this is what above all we expect from the grea: 
Care and Prudence of your Imperial Majeſty : For, it 
is no [mall matter we ſtrive for, but to pull out of the 
Hands of à powerful and vigilant Enemy Kingdoms and 
Provinces, which he has poſſeſs d himſelf of by Artifice 
and Force. Theſe things require a more than ordinary 
Care and Pain. Tis for this therefore, we moit earneſt— 
ly requeſt your Imperial Majeſty to uſe ſuch means that 
nothing be wanting, that may be expected from ycu, 
to carry on the War with Vigour, and that no place be 

\ un- 
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unprovided, when the Enemy begin ro move; ang in 
fine, that by your Exhortartions and Example, you will 
incline the Princes and States of the Empire to a ſuita. 
ble Ardour and Diligence. But, not to be too tedious: 
we have order'd our Envoy extraordinary to repreſen; 
our Intentions more amply ro your Imperial Majeſty, 
and as we have no other View then the Good of the Com: 
mon Cauſe, we hope from your Imperial Majeſtys 
Goodnels that you will rake our Inquietudes and Care 
in good part. 


Soon after this, the States General, to ſhew their read;

HE States General of the United Provinces of the 

Low Countries, to all ro whom theſe preſent Let. 

ters ſhall come, greeting: Whereas we have thought it 
neceſſary for the Good of theſe Provinces to cauſe all 
Correſpondence to ceaſe, as well by Letters as by Bills 
of Exchange, with the Countries under the Dominion 
of France and Spain, and their Subjects; therefore we 
forbid all and every one without Exception after the firlt 
of Func, of this preſent Year 1703. to hold any Corre- 
ſpondence by Letters or Bills of Exchange with our ſaid 
Enemies, under Penalty to thoſe who ſhall offend, againſt 
this Prohibition, of arbitrary Puniſhment, as alſo Cor. 
poral, as the Caſe ſhall require. We alſo ordain, that 
all the Poſts going from this State into the Enemies 
Countries ſhall be ſtop'd and hindred from going thither 
to begin from the firſt of June, 1703. and the Poſts 
of the ſaid Countries ſhall be hindred from coming into 
the Territories of this State. And that no Perſon may 
rerend cauſe of Ignorance, we deſire and requeſt the 
Lords the Scates, Governours, Councellors and Deputies, 
of the States of the reſpective Provinces, and all Officers 
of Juſtice and Civil Government of theſe Countries, to 
cauſe this preſent Edict to be publiſh'd and affix d where 


eyer there ſhall be occalion, We alſo command and cn- 
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in all Councellors of the Admiralty, Advocares, Fiſ- 
cals, as allo all our Admirals, Vice Admirals, Caprains, 
Officers, and others having Commands, Commiſſaries, 
Cearches Eco to execute and cauſe this preſent Placart 
to be put in Execution; proſecuting and cauſing to be 
proſecvred all Oittenders without any Favour, Diflimu- 
lation, or Contrivance, for ſo we have judged ir con- 
venient for the Service of the Country, and the Good of 
the faithful Inhabitants. Concluded and agrecd in the 
aſſembly of the ſaid high Lords the States General.

And leſt this might not be deemed ſufficient, ar the 
ſame time the S ateg publiſh'd other Placarts, forbidding 
the Importation of all jorts of Merchandize without 
Exception from any City or Place belonging to the Kings 
of France and Spain, and likewiſe prohibited their Subjects 
frem ſending any Canon or any ſort of Ammunition 
wharſoever, to the Subjects and Inhabitants of any Places 
under the dominion of France and Spain on ſevere Penalties. 

By this time the Parliament of England having given 
the Queen the neceſſary Supplies for the enſuing Cam- 
raign, and the States General on their part regulated the 
Operations thereof, we will paſs to the Imperial Court. 
The Emperor having ſummoned the States of Auſtria 
to attend him in the great Hall of the Imperial Palace, 
ſeated on a Throne, orderd his Chancellour ca 
make a Speech to them, to the following Effect: 

Thar the King of France had made ule of the Duke 
of Anjou bis Grandſon to attain to his unjuſt deſires ot 
ob:aining the Univerſal Monarchy, by uniting the Crowon 
of Spain to that of France. That, to encompaſs this 
te more eaſily, he had drawn in other Princes, and par- 
ticularly the Electors of Cologne and Bavaria, and obli g'd 
them to rake Courles quite contrary to the Common 
Cauſe, as the Event has ſufficiently verify'd. The firſt 
having reſign'd his Eſtates and his ſtrong Holds to the 
Troops of France, and the other not only having made 
himſelf Maſter by ſurprize of the City of Ulm, and 
of the greateſt part of the Circle of Suabia, bur ex- 
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acted large Contributions from the Hereditary Cy. 
tries of the Emperor. That his Imperial Majeſty was 
therefore obliged to oppoſe theſe Violences, that Hea- 
ven had ſo favourably bicks'd his Arms, that the King 
of the Romans had taken the important Fortreſs of Lay. 
dau, that the Arms of the Queen of England and of the 
States General had reduced Liege and ſeveral Places upon 
the Maeſe: And laſtly, had taken and ruined in 
the Port of ige, the Galleons, and a numerous Squa- 
dron of French Men of War.

Magnificent and Mighty Lords, 

HE Glorious Principles which have engaged her 
Majetty of Great Britain, and the High ang 
Mighty States General of the United Netherlands in the 
preſent War, are ſo well known to all Europe, that it is 
needleſs for us to inſiſt upon it to your Lordſhips, It i, 
evident, from matter of Fact, that they were not en. 
«aged in it out of any Deſign ro become greater, but 
only ro preſerve themſelves in that flouriſting State 
which the Divine Providence has vouchſafed them. 
They propoſe nothing by the vaſt Sums which they are 
willing to expend, bur only to prevent the Houle ci 
Bowbon's confirming themſelves in what they have Uu;- 
ped againſt Laws, Treaties, and moſt ſacred Oaths; ani 
which, if they retain, all Europe muſt unavoidably ſub- 
mit to their Chains. So that, being ſenſibly rouch'd with 
the Injuſtice of that Houſe, and the Greatneſs of their 
Danger, they can have Recourſe ro nothing elſe for their 
Common Security, but a ſtrict and vigorous Reſolution 
to chaſtiſe that Houſe ſor their notorious Injuſtice; and 
to bring them within reaſonable Bounds, during the only 
favourable Conjuncture which we can hope for, to effect 
it; So, that it is not their own particular Intereſt, but the 
Common Good of Europe, which our Sovereigns have in 
their Eye. It has likewiſe pleaſed God to bleſs their jult 
Intentions, that hitherto our Armies and Fleets have been 
Victorious over thoſe of the Enemy; and in one Cam— 
paign we have brought France to ſuch a ſtreight, that ive 
could no longer maintain her ambitious Deſigns ; but by 
practiting with the Elector of Bavaria, to give us that 
unhappy Diverſion, by ſuch perfidious methods as are pe- 
culiar to themſelves. By this means France hopes to cat. 
ry the War into the Heart of the Empire, (which would 
otherwile have fallen wholly upon thoſe Countrics 
which ſhe has uturped) and to prevent the Emperors 
tending that Ailiitance into Italy, which is neceſſary tor 
rhe Support of his Affairs there. France does like wie 
-3flure herlelf, that by making a Line of Communicator 
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with the Bavarians, ſhe ſhall ſo ercloſe and ſhur up your 
| ordſhips, that ſhe may ticeat you as ſhe pleaſes, By 
this Method ſhe will cur off all your Trade and Com- 
merce with rhe Allies, who, ſince they have been obliged 
for the Commen Good to diſcharge all Trade and Cor- 
reſpondence by Letters, with thoſe Places which are poſ- 
ſelled by our Enemy, your Lordſhips can have no Door 
left open, ro ſend your Goods into the Confederate 
Countries: And, as ro the Commerce with the Domini- 
ons of France, and for thoſe Things which you are obli- 
ged ro have from abroad, for the Suſtenance of your 
people, or of which you ſhall ſtand in need of from the 
French, they will treat you with that Haughtineſs and 
Arrogance which is ſo familiar ro them, and of which 
your Lordſhips have had ſuch late pregnant Inſtances in 
the laſt Letter you receiv'd from their Ambaſſador. Yeur 
Troops in their Service, who have been already ſo much 
abuſed, muſt then be abandon'd as their Prey, and expo- 
ſed to all thoſe Hardſhips which they ſtall think fir to 
put upon them: Your Lordſhips can have no other way 
to employ your Vouth but in their Service, where they 
make Chains for their own Necks. If the Dutcheſs of 
Nemours, already fo far advanced in years, comes to 
die, whilſt your Circumſtances are ſuch, what Methods 
can you take to hinder the Prince of Conti's ſeizing up- 
on her Inheritance, and by conſequence to prevent the 
French from neſtling in the middle of the Country? 
Your Lordſhips cannot bur in this Caſe reflect upon 
what has lately happened to the Principality of Orange; 
May we dare aſſure your Lordſhips, that theſe Calami- 
ties, tho great in themſelves, make but the leaſt part 
of what you are threatned with, if the French ſhall be 
able ro compaſs this Deſtructive Line of Communica- 
tion with the Elector of Bavaria. Your Frontiers muſt 
then be crowded with Lews the Fourteenth's Troops, 
and thoſe of his new Confederates ; the French will 
tortify themſelves on your Borders, with that Diſ- 
patch and Haſte which is too natural to them. Your 


Countrey muſt be open ro them on all fides, and none 
of thoſe Powers from whom you might expect Help, 
can then have any Entrance to aſſiſt you. We wiſh 
with all Sinceriry, that in ſuch Exrremities your Lord- 

ſhips 
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ſhips could have Recourſe ro the Internal Unanimity 
of the Helvetic Confederacy. Bur, conſidering that 
ſome of the Cantons make no Scruple, in chis dangerous 
Conjuncture, to fall in with every thing propoled tg 
them by the Houſe of Bourbon, how contrary ſoever tg 
all he Reaſons of State and Juſtice, this opens a large 
Field of Melancholy Reflections ro your Lordſhips ; 
We doubt pot, bur your Lordſhips have ſuch Seni. 
ments of thole Things, as are anſwerable to your Repu— 
tation, and to that magnanimous Care which you have 
always taken for the Safety of your Dear Country. 
However, Magnificent and Mighty Lords, tho' it con- 
cerns you more than any other Power, to prevent thoſe 
ruinous Defigns which France has upon the Frontiers; 
and tho' it would ſeem to be your Buſineſs, to be the 
Firſt and moſt Zealous in ſecking means to preven 
thoſe Dangers with which you are threatned, yer, ſo ir 
is, notwithſtanding all this, that ker Majeſty the Queen 
of Great Britain, and the High and Mizhty States Ge- 
eral, conſtantly ſollicitous fur the Common Good, and 
extending their Care over all the Parts of Europe, ha. 
ving conſider' d the Calamities that would befal the 
Whole, and particularly the laudable Cantons, if France 
ſhould compaſs her Aim, are before-hand with your 
Lordſhips in propoiing means to prevent this; bur in 
ſuch a manner as ſuits with your high Efteem and 
Friendſhip for your Lordſhips; and, thereſore, agreeing 
unto thoſe Reaſons which may incline yonr Lordſhips 
to with the Continuance of Peace and Quietneſs in 
your Country; They have, together with his Imperi. 
al Majcſty, thoughc upon a Method to guard their 
Frontiers againſt the Iuvaſions of France, without u- 
king you off from thar Neutrality which you find 
ſo ſerviceable, or without drawing you into any thing 
contrary to the Alliances with the Emperor and Franc: 
The Merhod is this, Magnificent Lords, That you 
ſhould raiſe a conſiderable Body of your Subjects, 6: 
defending the Frontiers of the Empire, and particu- 
larly thoſe in your Neighbouthood, as propoled to 
you by the Emperor's Ambailador. The Qucen and 
States General will each of them undertake for a third 
of the Charge, for Raifing and Maintaining tho 
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Troops, and will enter into a Capitulation with your 
Lordſhips on that Head, equally to the advantage to the 
Officers and Soldiers. 

Your Lordſhips are too wiſe, not to embrace an Op- 

rtunity ſo ſerviceable to you, with a Senſe and Aﬀecti- 
on ſuitable ro the good Intentions of our Soveraigns, 
and ro the particular Advantages your Lordſhips will 
reap from ir. Your Frontiers and Trade will by that 
means be cqually preſerved; ir will be a convenient 
and proper Employment for your Youth, who will 
be thus train d up in a School of War at the Charge 
of the Confederates; Part of the Money employed 
for this end, will be continued in your Countrey ; 
your Lordſhips will by this means have a Body of 

Regular Troops in your Service ready at hand to aſ- 
it their Country on all Occaſions. France will in time 
o come be obliged ro regard you, as much as they 
have hitherto deſpiſed yen ; and in fine, by agreeing 
o this, you will oblige the Confederates, ro give you 
all Means of reciprocal Tokens of their Affection for 
your Lordſhips. 

The good Will of our Soveraigns is not confin'd to 
this alone, which we have propoſed to you, but they 
have commanded us, to take all other precautions 
with your Lordſhips, which may be proper for ſecu— 
ring your Peace and Quiet, and to endeavour, that 
you may have all equal and reaſonable Satisfaction in 
any thing that depends upon them. We are ſo much 
the more pleaſed, Magnificent and Mighty Lords, in 
being honoured with this Commiſſion, that our per- 
fect Eſteem and Conſideration for your Lordſhips muſt 
always oblige us, zealouſly ro embrace all Opportu- 
ties ro give you Proofs of it; and we pray God 
plentifully io beſtow upon you his chiefeſt Bleflings.

The Swiſs Cantons did not much reflect upon this 


Memorial, till receiving Advice that the French Forces 
under Mar ſhall Villars, had paſſed the Black Forreſt, and 
made themſelves Maſters of the Caſtle of Langen, Ar- 
ten, and demanded great Contributions from Landau 
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with an intention alſo, to poſt themſelves on the Lake 
of Conſtance, bordering on their Territories. Bein 
now rouſed by the impending Danger of what had been 
ſo lately foretold them, they unanimouſly reſolved not 
ro ſuffer the French Forces to ſet footing in any Place 
ſeated on the Lake of Conſtance, and accordingly ſigni- 
fied their Reſolutions by an Expreſs to the French King 
for that purpoſe to this effect, That, if he undertock 
any thing contrary to this Reſolution, rhey would re. 
call all their Forces in his Service. The Marſhall 4: 
Villars having likewiſe got timely notice of the Cantons 


Uneaſineſs at his Approach, wrote to them the following 


Letter. 


M. Villars Leezer to the Swifs Cantons. 


Gentlemen, 
Ermit me to tell you, that Iam ſurprized at the Unea- 
ſineſs, you ſhew at the Neighbourhocd of the Kiny; 
Troops, ſceing it has been always advanragious to the 
Frontiers; our Armies ate employ'd to enrich our Friends, 
and deſtroy our Enemies. I profecute theſe two De- 


figns with equal Ardour, and, as I ſhall nor be wanting 


in any thing that may be profitable to the Subjects, 0

Cantons ſhould have it in their Thoughts, to take ſuch 
bold Reſolutions as thoſe, ro which they feem'd inclin'd > 
I could not have ſuſpected they would leave the Pat} 
which their Glorious Anceitors had cut our for them; 
or that they would deviate from their Examples in fol- 
lowing which they have found ſo much ro their Diſad— 
vantage, and cannot otherwiſe maintain the Peace of thei 
Country. For, Magnificent Lords, none of the lauda- 
ble Swrſs Confederacy Ever offer'd or pretended to take 
under their Prore tion any other Places then Fichi 
and rhe Towns of Rhinfield, L zuſſenburgh and Conſtance, 
Having reflected on the heavy Conſequences which th:

Whilſt the Cantons were deliberating on this Letter and 
Memorial, the Marthal de /:Zars's Army drew off from 
their Frontiers, and about the ſame time the French Am- 
baſſador did not fail to lay bold of this Opportunity to ac-

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quaint them of the great Reſpect and Kindneſs his Maj. 
er had for them by drawing of his Forces; Yer, ſince x 
Communication berwixr France andSwabia was abſolute. 
ly neceſſary, if bis Majeſty ſhould be obliged to poſſeſz 
himſelf of any Place on their Frontiers; the Cantons 
ſhould pur a Garriſon of their own Forces into 1 
which he would maintain at his own Coſt and Charges; 
provided they will promiſe to keep that Place in a per- 
fect Neutrality, ſince it ſhould only be employ'd for 
maintaining a free Communication of Letters and for a 
paſſage for the Officers to and from the Army of Mar- 
ital de Villars.

tred thereon. 

And, as in the mean time the Miniſters of the Conſe 
derated Allies had been as diligent on the other hand 
ro oppoſe theſe French Offers and Demands, they ſo far 
prevail d with their Magnificent Lordſhips, that they pu:

leſs Deliberation of their next Aſſembly, reſolving in

ger, to be invaded rhe enſuing Campaign, by thoſe

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Bur theſe Differences being, by the Help of God, the Im- 
nunities of the French King, and the Solicitations 
of the new King and Queen, ſoon accommcedated, 
prevented the fatal Conſequences that otherwiſe might 
bare enſued. No ſooner was this unhappy Breach 
made up, but the two reconciled Prelates Porto Car- 
yero and D' Eftrees, treading the ſame French Paths 
together, wholly epgroſſed the Management of Pub- 
lick Aflairs, and putting in Execution their yourg Ma— 
ſters Mandate, for ſeizing on the Remains of the Spoils 
at Vigo, cauſed ſuch Murmurings amongit the Peo- 
ple, as even exceeded the Diſcontents and Jealouſies 
they entertained when the Engliſh and Dutch ſack d 
and burnt their Galleons in that Harbour. Some 
of the Grandees likewiſe holding ſeveral ſecret 
Conferences, gave the Court great Uneaſineſs, who 
by this time mifirutting lome iecret Tranſactions in 
the Court of Portugal, were wholly taken up in ma- 
king Preparations for the Defence of their Frontiers 
towards that Kingdom and the Coaits of Andaluſia. 
Here we will leave the grumbling Spaniards murmur— 
ing at the Innovations in their Councils, and toiling 
under the French Yoke, and enquire what has been 
lately tranſacted in Poreuga/, The French King neg— 
lecting his late Treaty with his Poreugueze Majeſty, and 
ofering-ſeveral Affronts to the Subjects of that King, 
whole Hands were now ar Liberty by the Confede- 
rates being Maſters at Sea, he our of a due Senſe and 
Regard to the Common Good of all Chriſtendom, and 
to put a Stop to thoſe violent Proceedings of the French 
in a Neighbouring Kingdom, reſolv'd to enter into the 
Grand Alliance; And, notwithſtanding all the Oppoſiti- 
on of the French Ambaſſador at this Court, by offering 
to enter into new Engagements with his Majeſty, for 
the Security of his Doininions, and to make good all 
the Breaches of his Maſters Promiſes, yer that wiſe 
Prince rightly conſidering his True Intereſt, to join in 
che Common Cauſe, hearkened to the ſolid Reaſons of 
the Engliſh and Dutch Miniſters, and concluded with 
them an Alliance under the following Conditions.

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The Treaty of Alliance between the Queen of England 
the King of Portugal, and the States General. : 


1. H E Treaties fo:merly concluded between the 

aforeſaid Potentates are approved, confirmed 
and ratified, io be exactly and fully obſerved, except in 
ſuch matters as ſhall be otherwiſe taken care of and 
provided ſor, by this Treaty; So that a real Friendſhip 
and firm Union of Minds, may be eſtabliſhed and 
flouriſh between their Kingdoms and Territories, their 
People and Subjects, and that they be mutually agit- 
ing to one another, every one of the aforeſaid Poten- 
rares promoting the Welfare and Advantage of his 4]. 
lies in the ſame manner as they do their own. 


2. If it ſhall at any time happen, that the Kings cf 
Spain and France, as well the preſent as the future, ct 
either of them, have a mind, or be ſuſpected to intend 
ro make War againit the Kingdom of Portigal, or its 
Continent or Tranſmarine Provinces, (whatever King; 
they be) her Sacred Royal Majeſty of Great Britain 
and the the States General, ſhall uſe their Endeavour: 
in a friendly manner, to perſwade the ſaid Kings ot 
either of them, that he or they will keep the Treaties 
made with Portugal, and not make War upon tha: 
Kingdom. | 


3. But, in caſe theſe Offices ſhall avail nothing, bu: 
prove ineffectual, ſo that the ſaid King or either ot 
them, ſhail make War againſt Portugal, the aforeſzid 
Potentates of Britain and Holland, ſhall make War 
with all their Might againſt the aforeſaid King : 
Kings, that ſhall invade Portugal, and towards carr)- 
ing on the War that ſhall be waged in the Continent 
of that Kingdom, ſhall furniſh 1 2000 Soldiers, whom 
they ſhall be obliged ro arm and pay them, what ſhall

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4. And, in this Caſe alſo, the aforeſaid Potentates of 
2-;14in and Holland, ſhall be obliged to have and main- 
an upon the Coaſt of Portugal, and in the Ports of 
-har Kingdom, a competent number of Ships of War, 
o defend their Coaſts and Ports, their Commerce and 
Merchant Ships, from any Hoſtile Inſult; So that, up- 
on any Information or Intelligence, that their Ports or 
Fleers are in any danger of being invaded by a greater 
Hoſtile Force, the ſaid Confederates ſhall be obliged, 
before any ſuch Invaſion happen, to ſend ſuch a Num- 
her of Ships of War into Portugal, as ſhall be equal 
and even ſuperior ro the Ships and Strength of the 
Enemy, who ſhall intend to invade the Ports and Fleets 
aforeſaid. 


5. Bur, if the aforcſaid Kings of Spain and France, or 
either of them, ſhall make War upon the Tranſmarine 
Provinces or Dominions of Portugal, or, if his Sacred 
Royal Majeſty of Portugal ſhail know that they do de- 
ſen ir, the aforeſaid Potentates of Britain and Holland, 
ſhall furniſh his Sacred Royal Majeſty of Portugal with 
ſuch a Number of Ships of War as ſhall be of equal 
Force and Strength with the Enemies Flecr, and even 
Superior; ſo that they may not only be able to refiſt 
them, but allo ro hinder that War and Irruprion, 
as long as the War fhall laſt and there ſhall be occa- 
fon, But, if the Enemy ſhall poſſeſs themſelves of 
any Town, or ſeize any Place in the Aaforefaid 
Tranſmarine Provinces and Dominions which they may 
fortify, this Succour ſhall continue untill the full Re- 
covery of ſuch Town or Place, or Towns or Places, in 
cale there ſhall be more raken. 


6. All theſe Auxiliary Ships ſhall be ſubject to the 
Command of his Sacred Royal Majeſty of Portugal, 
thar they may do thoſe things which ſhall be command- 
ed by his ſaid Majeſty ; Bur, if they ſhall proceed to 
the Tranſmarine Provinces and Dominions of Portugal, 
they ſhall do thoſe things that ſhall be enjoyn'd them 
by the Viceroys and Governours there, in the Name of 
his Sacred Royal Majeſty of Portugal.

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7. But, when the Auxiliary Ships of the two Pos. 
rares of Britain and Holland, ſhall be joyn'd with th: 
Ships of Portugal, in order to affiſt them, the Com. 
marder of the Fleet or Ships of Portugal, to Whom 
the Right of carrying the Flag belong, ſhall give the 
Signal, and ſummon a Council of War, which stall 
be held in the Admiral Portuguexe Ship, and Order; 
ſhall be diſpatch d by the Commander of the Flee: 
or Ships of Portugal, to execute thoſe Things which 
ſhail be reſolved in Council, and which the Commang. 
ers of the Auxiliary Ships ſhall put in execution, every 
one on board his own Ship. 


8. Bur, if at any time, the Ships of the three Con. 
federated Nations, ſhall be joined to attempt any thirg 
which is for the Common Benefit of all the Confece. 
rates, the Commander that ſhall have the Right cf 


carrying the Flag, and who has the greateſt proportion | 


of Ships of his Nation, ſhall enjoy the Right and Pre. 
rogative which is expreſsd in the foregoing Article, 
- viz, of giving the Signal ana calling of a Council to 
his own admiral Ship, and of the other things which 
are there ſet forth. 


9. In the 12000 Soldiers which the Potentates 0 
Britain and Holland are to ſend to the aſſiſtance cf 
his Sacred Royal Majeſty of Portugal, and to maintain 
at their own Expence, and recruit them as there (hall 
be occaſion, as long as the War laſts, as is contained 
in the third Head or Article of this Treaty, 1000 Horle 
and looo Dragoons ſhall be included, and ſhall be 
ſubject, not only to the Supream Commands of his 
Sacred Royal Majeſty, bur allo of his Cemmanders or 
Generals, and allo of ſuch Officers, who by their Polts 
are ſuperior to them ; bur for Breach of Orders, Crimes 
and Offences which they may commir, they ſhall be 
puniſhed by the Commanders or Generals of the Army, 
as the Portugue ze themſelves are or ſhall be punilhs 
by Martial Law, more eſpecially for thoſe things 
which relate ro the Violation of things that concen 
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That the Allies ſnould ſend two Lieutenant Generals, 
jour Major Generals, four Brigadiers, two of Fcor and 
wo of Horſe, one Lieutenant General of Artillery, 
twelve Ingineers, twelve Guns from twelve to twenty 
four Pound each, and cne thouſand eight hundred 
Juintals of Powder. 
That the Allies ſhall have all Neceſſaries in Pereigal, 
paying for their Horſes, for a Dragoon at nine Guineas 
each, for a Trooper twelve, and for an Officer at 
eighteen, 


10. Thar the Confederates ſhall give all manner of 
Licence, Aid and Aſſiſtance to the Farmers of his Sa- 
cred Royal Majeſty of Portugal, in the Caſe above ex- 
preſs d, that they may carry cut of their Ports and 
Countries, Gunpowder, Weapons, Arms, Corn of all 
forts, and other Warlike Inſtruments and Stores, as 
well for Sea as Land, which they ſhall want, and that 
at the ſame Rates for which the aforeſaid Confederates 
uled to be ſupplyed with them, for their own uſe and 
without any alteration of the Price. 


11. If it ſhould at any time happen, that the Kings 
of France and Spain, or either of them, ſhould go about 
to make War againſt the Kingdom of Great Brittain, 
or the United Provinces, his Sacred Royal Majeſty cf 
Portugal ſhall uſe his Endeavours in a Friendly manner 
to perſwade the ſaid Kings, or either of them, ro keep 
the Treaties of Peace with the aforeſaid Kingdom of 
Creat Britain and the United Provinces. 


12. But in caſe theſe Offices ſhall avail nothing, and 
prove ineffectual, ſo that the aforeſaid Kings, or either 
of them, ſhall make War againſt the Kingdom of Great 
Britain or the United Provinces, his Sacred Royal 
Majeſty of Portugal, ſhall in like manner be obliged 
to make War with all his Might againſt the aforeſaid 
Kings or either of them; and in that Caſe alſo the two 
Potentates of Creat Britain and the States General, 
ſhall ſupply him with the ſaid Aids of Soldiers and

13. As well in the firſt, as ſecond Caſe of making 
War, his Sacred Royal Majeſty of Portugal ſhall be 
obliged to have ten Ships of War, for the defence of 
himſelf and his Confederates ; nevertheleſs, and in ſuch 
manner, that if he Spaniards and French together, or 
Spaniards only, make War againſt the Confederates, in 
ſuch Cale, the ten Ships of War of his Sacred Royal 
Majeſty of Porzuga/, ſhall not be obliged to ſtir from 
the Coaſts of Portugal, where they may be of great uſe 
to divert the Forces of the Enemy ; but if War is 
made only by the French, it ſhall be lawful for the 
Ships of Portugal, to aſſiſt the Confederates in conjuncti- 
on with their Fleet. 


14. Neither Peace nor Truce ſhall be made, but by 
the mutual Conſent of the Confederates; and this 
League ſhall be perpetual, not determined by any Li- 
mits of rime. 


15. The Portugueze ſhall enjoy in the Kingdom of 
the Crown of Great Britain, and in the United Pro- 
vances, the ſame Privilege for their Perſons and Li- 
berty of Commerce, as the Britiſh and Dutch do in 
Portugal. 


16. If by the Inſtrument of Treaty, in which there 


is an Agreement between the Crowns of Portuga! and. 


Britain, concerning Bembain, it ſhall appear that e. 
ther Party has exceeded the Limits, or not fulfilled the 
Meaſure, of that Agreement, all things ſhall be adjull. 
ed according to the Tenor of that Treaty, 


17. The Ships of Pcytuzal ſhall not be obliged i 
pay any thing for caſting Anchor in the Port of Mi 
lacca, if other European Nations are not obliged t 


pay. 
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18. Piratical Ships of what Nation ſoever, ſhall only 
not be admitted and received into the Ports, Which 
the Sacred Royal Majeſty of Portugal, and Britain, 
and the States General of the United Provinces, poſſeſs 
in the Eaſt Indies; Bur allo ſhall be accounted as 
Common Enemies of the Portugueze, Engliſh and 


Dutch. 


19 In times of Peace, fix Ships of War of both 
Nations, Enzliſh and Dutch, fhall be admitted into the 
larger Ports of the Kingdom of Portugal, beſides other 
fix which were permitted by virtue of former Trea— 
ties; ſo that in the whole, twelve Ships may be ad- 
mitted, and all in the very ſame manner as the firſt 
ſix were admitted, as is moſt ſuitable to their Strength 
and Capacity. 

That twelve Veſſels of the Line of Battel ſhould 
winter in Portugal. 


20. The Plenipotentiaries themſelves do undertake, 
that their aſoreſaid Maſters ſhall ratify this Treaty in 
due and authentick Form; and that theſe Ratificati- 
ons ſhall be exchang'd in this Royal City of Lauben, 
within the ſpace of three Months, to be reckoned from 
the Day of Subſcription. 


The Seaſon for Action being at hand, we will leave 
the Court of Portugal concerting proper meaſures for 
the perſormance of this Treaty, and paſs into Germany, 
where the Imperial Forces having taken the Field as 
before · mentioned, Count Stirum and Count Schlick, 
both Imperial Generals, broke into the Electorate of 
Bavaria, in two ſeveral Places, the former forcing 
the Lines near Ditehfort, where the Enemy throwing 
down their Arms, implord the Emperor's Mercy ; and 
the latter, by the way of Paſſau, poſſeiſing and plun- 
dering at ſeveral Places, wherein he found great Booty. 
To proceed ro the French Army under the Mareſchal 
de Villars, who being joind by the Mareſchal Tallard, 
and his Forces making together upwards of fifty thou- 
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land Men, belides a Train of between forty or {Gy 
pieces of Cannon, with all other Stores of Ammunit;. 
on and Provi ion proportionable, advanced to attack 
the German Lines ar Szolhoffen, in order to join the 
Elector of Bavaria that way. But his Highne!; 
Prince Lewis of Baden having notice of their approach, 
had made ſuch vigorous Preparations to give the Mar- 
ſnals a warm Reception, that they, after ſeveral un- 


ſucceſsful attacks for ſeveral Days ſucceſſively, ſaw 


themſelves oblig'd to retire with Precipitation. But 


being ſenſible there was an abſolute Neceſſity that 


the Elector, tho' at the Hazard of the whole Army. 
ſhould be ſuccour'd, to prevent his Ruin, or De— 
fection from the French Intereſt, the Marſhal Villars 
divided the whole Army, one part under the Marſhal 
Tallard retiring towards the Fort of Keb/, whillt he 
with the other part attempred another Paſſage, viz 
thro the Black-Forreſt, and the Vale of Kintzis. Here, 
meeting with little or no Oppoſition, he forced the 
Paſſes, betray'd ro him by ſome of the Peaſants, 
and guarded chiefly by the Militia, and ſoon 
after joind his Forces with thoſe of the Ele- 
ctors about Friedlinzey. Upon the Lower Rhine, 
The City of Bon, in the Electorate of Colopne, bing 
beſieg d by the Duke of Mar/borough with the Enxpiifh 
Dutch and Auxillary Forces under his Command, after a 
very vigorous defence by the Marquils D Alegre, a 
Lieutenant General in the French Service, and Gover- 
nour thercof, was at laſt forced ro ſurrender upon 
honourable Terms ro the Dake, About this time the 
Duke of Burgumdy to repair his lait: Years Honour, 
arriving in Marthal Ta/lards Army on the upper Mine, 
after ſome ſmall time appeared near Landau; but 
finding that the Plot for the betraying of that For- 
treſs to the French, had been diicover d, and the Trat- 
tors Apprehended, retired with the whole Army into 
the Neighbourhood of Serasburgh. From thence he 
March'd to O!d Briſach, to try whether he might meet 
with better Succeſs there, and knowing the Place but 
ind ifferently provided , laid a formal Siege thereto: 
The Goveragur made ſuch a weak defence that in a 
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mall time he ignominiouſly Surrendred, for which he 


with ſeveral inferior Officers being convicted betore 
Court Martial for negle& of doing their Duty, and 
{urrendring the Place when they might have held our 
much longer, receiv'd their due Rewards for ſo great 
an Offence. 

Whil& the Duke of Marlborough lay before Bon, the 
Marſhals of Villeroy and Boufflers who commanded the 
French Army in Flanders, had laid a Deſign of ſurpri- 


| zing the Confederate Army under the General Over- 


rk, in their March from Miſtricht; for which Pur- 
ole they advanced with all Secreſy to Tongeren, which 
tho defended only by two Batalions, yet ſuflaind the 
moſt furious attacks of the French for 48 Hours, and 
giving the Alarm to Overkir#, he rock this Opportuni- 
ty of retreating ſafely to Maſtricht, where the French 
durſt not attack him; But upon the return of the 
Duke of Marlborough were glad to quit Jongeren, 
and to retreat into their Liaes. To draw them thence, 
he Dutch under General Coehorn and Sparr forced the 
Lincs that covered the Country of Maes, and intend- 
ing to do the ſame with the Lines of Watwerſlo (in 
order ro beſiege Antwerp) there happend a very 
ſmart Action betwixt 13 Battallions and 20 Squadron 
of theirs, and double the number of the Fencb, near Echeren. 
Thele, having ar the firſt Onſet by reaſon of their 
ſuperiority cut off a Body of Horſe under Monſieur 
Opdam from the reſt, andhe looking upon all for loſt 
got away with a few Horſe only ro Breda, and pub- 
Iiſk'd the Matter accordingly: This cauſed no mal 
Conſternation at the Hague, till ad vice was brought 
the next Day, that the States Forces, had after a 
bloody Engagement, repulſed the Enemy and forced them 
to retreat, notwithſtanding the great Inequality of their 
wmbers. After this Action a Derachmenr of the 
Confederate Army having forced the Town and ftrong 
Caſtle of Huy to ſurrender at Diſcretion, the Duke 
of M.-/borough, upon a narrow view of the French 
Lines, propoſed the forcing of them; bur this being 
oppoſed by the Dutch Generals, this Campain in 
Flinders was concluded with the taking of the frown 
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Fortreſs, and conſequen:ly of the whole Province of 


Limburgh; the Garrilon conſiſting of 1400 Men 
being made Priſoners of War. ; 

Let us now return into Germany, and fee the Effects 
of the Conjunction of rhe French and Bavarian Forces, 
Theſe began to be very miſtruſtſul of one another, 
the Bavarians nor endvring the haughty Carriage of 
the French Marſhal de Villars, nor they on the other 
Hand willing to be commanded by the Ele gor; this 
cauſed ſeveral ſharp Diſputes, till in the end the Elect— 
or being a Soveraign Prince, and not to be diſoblig'd 
ar this Juncture, got the upperhand of the Marſhal; 
Finding himſelf ar the Head of a great Army, and 
reſolving to give the Emperor and Empire a powerful 
Diverſion, by way of Excuſe of whac he had done, 
Publiſh'd a Manifeſto to the following Effect : Where- 
in he Complains againſt the Emperor and his Allies, 
accuſing them of exorbitant plundering, of extorting 
Contributions, burning his Country, of Murder and 
Outrages committed even in the Churches; and thence 
inſinuated, that he took up Arms legally in his own 
Defence, denying his having had any Deſign (as the 
Houſe of Auſtria gave our) of joining with France 
ro attack the Empire. However, that he left the 
Netherlands, and retired to his own Country, meerly 
ro keep himſelf out of this new War, and to join 
his Endeavours with thoſe of the Circles of Swabia 
and Francomia firmly to citabliſh the Peace obtain'd by 
the Treaty of Reſwick, He adds, thar rhe Miniſters 
of the Crown of France, having not only by Memo- 
rials, but verbally repreſented to the Dyer ar Ratiſbon, 
and the Circles of the Empire, that their Maſter 
was diſpoſed to keep the Treaty of Keſwick inviola- 
bly ; and the Circles in their Anſwer expreſſing the 
like Inclinations, he had conformably declared on 
the fide of France; and entred into a Treaty with 
that Crown. He goes on, and he withes, that the 


imperial Court when they began the War in I, for 


the Succefliun ro the Spaniſh Monarchy, had had thc 
conſent of the Empire, or at leaſt of the Electoral 
College; as alſo when they declared againſt the Duke; 


et 
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of Savoy and Mantua, and againſt the Elector of Co- 
lane, Whoſe only Crime was that he could not be 
ſubſervient ro the Deſigns of the Houſe of Auſtria. 

Thar his Electoral Highneſs had Cauſe ſufficient to 

complain of ſuch Proceedings of the Imperial Coun- 
cel, but mother d his Reſentment out of Reſpect 
to the Emperor; But, when the Circles of Auſtria and 
thoſe of Swabia and Franconia, without waiting for 
the Reſolutions of rhe Dyer of the Empire entred in- 
to the War, and conſequently became unqualify'd to 
give an impartial Vote in the Dyct, his Electoral 
Highneſs found his Country left naked and expoſed, 
his Enemys grown more formidable, and h: Houſe of 
Bavaria in Danger of being oppreſs d. Ar length 
his Highneſs finding that the Imperial Court having 
prevaild with ſeveral States of the Empire to engage 
in the War, had ſecured a Majority in the Dyer, 
and that in ſuch Circumſtances the Dyet was fo 
manag'd, thar no free and unbyaſs'd Reſolutions could 
be expected; His Highneſs being alſo well aſſured 
that purſuant to the Examples of the Dukes of Sa- 
voy, Mantua and the Elector of Cologne, he was in 
a fair way to be depriv'd of his Beneficium Ordinu. 
he judg'd it high time for his own Security, and 
for the Preſervation of his Country, to poſſeſs himſelf 
of ſome advantageous Poſts , particularly Vim and 
Memingen, to prevent being cruſh'd by this (till now 
unheard of in the Empire) Monarchichal Admini- 
ſtra tion. Oc. 

And, the Bavarian Miniſter at the Dyet of Re- 
tiſboa accuainred them, that, tho Marſhal  V:/- 
lars had forced the Paſſes in the Vale of Nintzig, 
and that his Maſters Country was attack d in ſuch 
a manner that it was almoſt Ruind , his Electoral 
Highneſs reſolved to make ule of his Succaurs, and 
ſo repel any Violence that ſhould be offer'd ro him 
for the future. Yer this Reſolution ſhould nor make 
him alter his Promiſes in Relation to the Sccurity 
of the Dyer, and that he would withdraw his Mer: 
which he had cauſed to enter there, ſo ſoon as 
the Emperor ſhould have ratified the Concluſions for 
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the Neutrality of that City; and that he hoped, that 


on thele Aſſurances, the Dyer would have no reaſon to 


remove. Yet, if Self Intereſt ſhould ſo far prevail 
amongſt them, that they would change their Reſi- 
dence, his Maſter would grant them a General Paſs, 
ſince they had already agreed to give his Miniſter an 
Aſſurance, that he might alſo go with them, and that 
he expected, that in the Inſtrument that ſhould be 
drawn up for that purpoſe, it ſhould be particularly 
expreis'd, tha: his Miniſters upon no Pretence whar- 
ever, ſhould be excluded from the Meetings and De- 
bares of the Dyer, Herenpon the Dyer reſolved, that 
theſe Points being of great - Conſequence , they could 
not come to any Concluſion, without particular In- 
ſtruct ions from their reſpective Maſters ; which, whe- 
ther it was look'd upon as a modeſt Refuſal, or whe- 
ther his Bavarian Highnels thought himſelf now in a 
condition to reſent it, that Miniſter declar'd, that then 
the Elector his Maſter would no longer think himſelf 
obliged to evacuate the Town, though the Rarification 
of the Concluſion of the Dyet for a Neurraliry, ſhould 
be conſented to by the Emperor, 

Whilſt the Dyet was thus under the Terror of the 
Bavarian Arms, the Imperialifts laid Siege ro Rottem- 
burgh, and having notice that the B.wvarians under Ge— 
neral Maffei, were marching ro its Relief, changed it 
into a Blockade, and advanc'd ro meet them; who 
appearing near Krotenſee, to the Number of three 
thouſand, after a ſharp Diſpute were totally routed. 

The Count de Merc: likewiſe, with a Body of In- 
perialiſes under his Command, receiving Advice, char 
the Mareſchal de Villars was on his March for Tim, 
fell upon his Rear, kill d many of his Men, and took 
ſeveral Priſoners, with a great rr of Baggage; 
on the other hand, the French obtain d a conſiderable 
Advantage over four thouſand Imperial Horſe, under 
the Count de la Tour, in which Action the Prince ot 
Hannover loſthis Life. | 

By this time, the Prince of Baden's Army being 
come into Swabia, and joynd by Count Stirum's, bi 
pan fo to diſappoint the Deſigns of the krench and Ba- 
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varians, that they could agree on no other Project, but 
that the Mareſchal ſnould continue in his advantageous 
Poſt of Dillingen upon the Danube, to obſerve the mo- 
tions of Prince Lewis, whilſt the Elector in- 
vaded the Country of Tirol, in order to open a Commu— 
nication with the French Army in Tay. The Prince of 
Baden and the Mareſchal de Villurs, (unto whom the 
former offered Battle, and the latter refuſed) like ex- 
perienced Generals, watching each others motions, ſpent 
the greateſt part of the Campaign in encamping and 
decamping, the one to cover the Neighbouring Coun- 
tries from the Excurſions of the French, and the other 
to hinder the Imperzaliſls from giving any Moleſtation 
to the Mareſchal de Tallard ; who, after the taking of 
Briſac moved towards Landau, and on a ſuddain laid 
formal Siege to it. The Confederate Powers know- 
ing of what importance the Preſervation of Landau 
would be ro the Common Coule, order d the Heredi- 
tary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel to attempt the raiſing of 
that Siege. The Prince accordingly ſet forward from 
the Netherlands with twelve Barallions and twenty nine 
Squadrons, to be joind by ſome Palatine and Lu- 
nenburgh Troops. The French having notice thereof, 
ordered ten thouſand Men under Monſieur Precontal, 
then upon the Mz/ele, to joyn the Mareſchal de Tal- 
lard before the Princes Arrival, which was compaſſed 
accordingly with the greateſt Expedition imaginable. 
By that time the Prince arrived within a few Leagues 
of Landau, and being join d by ſome Forces he expected, 
and inform'd by their Generals, that Mcnfeur Precon— 
tal was as yet ar a conliderable diſtance from Mon— 
ſieur de Tallard's Camp, he advanced towards it ac- 
cordingly, but ſoon received Intelligence, that a great 
Detachment of the Enemy were come out of their 
Lines, and in a full March to attack him. Ir being 
too late to retreat, or to expect the Conjunction ot 
ſome other Forces, a moſt deſperate Engagement, with 
various Succeſs, enſued, the Beſieged ſallying out ar 
the ſame time; till in the end, Fortune declared for 
the French, though not without the Loſs of a great 
many General Officers, as well as Common Soldiers 
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on both ſides, the Confederates having ar firſt the 44. 
vantage over the French; but being not ſeconded bz 
their Right Wing, which was at too great a diſtance 
behind them, loſt the day, and fo retired ro Manheim, 
and the French returned ro the 2 The Count 7: 
Frize, Govcrnour of the Town, deſpair ing of any fur. 
ther Relief, ſurrendred to the French on the ſame Con- 
ditions that were granted to Monſieur de Melac, the 
French Governour, the Year before; and the Garriſon, 
conſiſting of two thouſand Men, were conducted to 
Phili paburgh. The Elector of Bavaria met likewiſe, with 
unexpected Succeſs at firſt, penetrating, without any 
conſiderable Oppoſition, into the very Heart of Tua, 
and making himſelf Maſter of Inſpruch, its Capital 
City. But, in the mean while, the Tiroleze having 
polted themſelves in the narrow Paſſes leading to 
Mount Brenner, and into the Country of the Griſons, 
gave ſo hot a Reception to the Bavarians, that they 
were glad to retrear, which they found a very hard 
Task to do, being fo cloſely follow'd, and continnally 
harralsd by the Imperial Generals Guttenſtein and So 
zart, who came out of the Cpper Palatinate, that the 
Elector had enough ro do to get back ro Munich, 
with the Loſs of the beſt part of his Troops. This 
Diſgrace was in ſome meaſure Counter-ballanced, at- 
ter the Conjunction of the ſaid Elector with the 
Mareichal de Villars, by an Advantage obtain d by 
them over the Imperial General Count de Stirum; who 
patling the Danube with a ſeparate Body, was ſur— 
prized before he could be ſeconded by Prince Lewis 
of Baden, by the whole French Army; notwithſtanding 
which he made an Orderly Retrear, bur not withou: 
the Loſs of his Cannon, and the greateſt part uf his 
Baggage. | 
The Imperial Army in Italy, being hard preſſed by 
the more numerous Forces of the two Crowns of 
France and Spain, were forced to ſecure their Camp 
near OMiglia with ſtrong Intrenchments, which the 
t©erch vigorouſly attacking, obliged the Imperialiſts to 
cur down the Banks of the Po: Whereby not only 2 


bacious Tract of Ground was overflow'd to the un- 
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ſurmountable Inconveniences of the Enemy; bur allo 
Oftizlia and the Imperialiſts lecured in their Advanta- 
geons Poſts. In the mean time the Imper;aliſts being 
reinforced with Recruits from Germany, made {everal 
ſucceſsful Incurſions imo the Dutchy of Mantuz. 
Whilſt the French under the Duke of Vendoſine en- 
deavoured to penetrate into the Trez:tin, ro ſacilitate 
their Conjunction with the Elector of Bavaria; in 
which they would in all probability have ſuccecd- 
ed, had they advanced thither at the ſame time 
when the Bavarians were as yet in the Tiroleze ; 
bar flipping this opportunity, were ſo warmly re- 
ceived by rhe Generals Vaubone and Solari, now poſt- 
ed upon the Banks of the Adige, near Trent, that 
they were obliged ro retire with the Loſs of above 
three thouſand Men; to recompence which Lots, they 
had the ſtrong Fortrels of Berzello in the Modeneze, 
ſurrendred to them, after a long Blockade. 

The Duke of Vendoſme, after his Return ro D-- 
zenzano, gave the Imperialiſts under the Generals Vau- 
bone and Solari, a fair Opportunity to join the Conn: 
de Starembergh, with a Reinforcement of ſix thouſard 
Men. From thence the Duke marched to St. Bene 
detto, where he found another piece of Work cut ou: 
for him: For, the French King being inform'd, oz 
at leaſt ſhrewdly ſuſpecting his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of Savoy, was entring into the Grand Alliance 
with the High Confederares, ſent his Orders to make 
ſure of the Forces of Savoy, then ready to retutr: 
home 3 having ftaid their full ſtipulated Time it 
the Service of the French and Spaniards. The Duke 
of Vendeſme, in purſuance to his Inſtructions, orderec 
the whole Body to be ſeized and diſarmed, and diſtri- 
bated moſt of them amongſt his own Regiments in- 
ſtead of Recruits ; demanding withal, the Fortreſlc: 
of Verceil, Verue and Suſa, with ſome other Places, as

giving any Diſturbance to the Confederate Crowns 
of France and Spain. And the better to enforce his 
Royal Highneſs to comply with theſe Demands, the 
Jake of Vendoſme, with the greateit part of the Ar-

my, advanced towards the Frontiers of Piedimin', where 
he no ſooner arrived, but to make known the Rez. 
fons of his March, he ſent the following Letter from 
the King his Maſter, unto his Royal Highneſs, 


The French Kings Letter to the Duke of Savoy, 


Sir, 
8 neither Religion, Honour, Intereſt, Alliances 
nor even your own Hand Writing, are of ny 
Force between us, I ſend you my Couſin the Duke 
of Vendoſme, at the Head of my Armies, to make 
known to you my Intentions, He will allow you

His Royal Highneſs no wiſe frightned with this 
threatning Letter, nor at the Duke of Vendeſines 
March, reſolved to iepel Force by Force, and by 
way of Repriſal, cauſcd all the French Officers and 
Subjects in his Territories, ro be conſin'd, withaut 
wparing the Perſon of the Hench Ambaſſador himiclf, 
who haughrily replycd to the Officer that came w 
ſeize him, That the Duke of Savoy himſelf being in 
his Maſters Pay, his Majeſty might as lawfully, and 
of Right, not only ſeize his Forces, but alſo the Pcr- 
ſon of the Duke himſelf. The Duke of Savoy ſeized 
alſo, at the ſame time, a great quantity of Arms, and 
a conſiderable Sum of Money, belonging to the French, 
that was at that time paſſing through his Territories 
ro their Camp. By thele Actions the Rupture being 
oo large to be cloſed up, his Royal Highneſs made 
all ſuitable Preparations to defend his Country, to 
which end he immediately ſent to General Srarem- 
berg for Aid and Aſſiſtance; who well knowing the 
neceſſity of ſupporting this new Confederate, ſent a- 
way the Marquis of Licon, with a Body of a _ 
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ſand five hundred of his beſt Horſe, and two hundred 
of his Huſſars, ta join his Highnels, Bur the Duke 
of Vendeſme being inform'd of Viſcontis March, {cnt 
our ſeveral Detachments ſeveral ways, to flop his fur- 
ther Progreſs. One of which, much ſuperior in num- 
ber to the Imperialiſts, meeting with the Marquis on 
the Mountains of Sev. ſtian near Saravalla, upon the 
Confines of the Genveſe Territories, attacked the Mar- 
uis ; who being much inferiour in number, and pe- 
ſterd with the badnels of the Ground, afforded the 
French ſuch an advantage, that nothing could have 
preſerved the Inperfaliſts from being cut to pieces, 
had they not with an undaunted Bravery, hewed 
their way through the Enemy, with the Lots of an 
hundred and fifty of their Men, and as many Horlcs 
with ail their Baggage. After which, the Marquis 
marching to St. Petiv D Arena, in the Territories of 
Genoa, there encamped to refreſh his Men; from thence 
having given notice of this Action to the Duke of Savoy, 
they enter d Piemont, and loon after join'd that Duke. Nei- 
ther was the Imperial General wanting to obſerve the 
motions of the French General, between whom ſeveral 
nart Skirmiſſies happened, the one endeavouring to facili- 
tate, the other to prevent Viſcenti's March. The Duke 
of Vendeſme finding himſelf thus diſappointed. left 
the Command of his Forces to his Brother, the Grand 
Prior of France, with Inſtructions to poſt them in 
ſuch a manner, as ro binder the further Conjunction 
of the Imperial and Savoy Forces, whillt himiclf acted 
in the Milancze, under pretence of the Old Prince 
of Vaudemont's Indiſpoſition, io hinder the Conſequen- 
ces. of ſuch an Union. H<renpon, the Imperia! Gene- 


ral Searemberg, relolving 10 neglect no Opportunity. 


to join the Duke of Savoy, nocwithitanding the Imorg- 
babilities of a tedious March, in fo advanc'd a Seajon, 
orcer'd his Forces to March towards the Mincio, un— 
der pretence that the Emperor his Maſters Affairs 
being in a bad condition, by reaſon of the Invaſion of 
his Hereditary Countries by the Elector of Bavariz 
ard the Rebellion in Hungary, he was obliged to re- 
turn into the Empire. Ihe French Spies giving ne- 
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tice thereof to the Duke of Vendeſme , cauſed that 
Duke tro quit his Advantageous Poſts near the See- 
ebia in order to cut off his Retreat. The Imperi- 
al General ſeeing the happy Effe æs of the Amuſe— 
ment given to the Enemy by this Intelligence of the 
Imperialiſts intended March to the Mincis, on a (ud. 
dain directed his March towards the Secchia, and pail. 
ed that River at Concordia with very little Oppoſi— 
tion. This Stratagem thus ſucceeding according to 
Expectation gave the Imperialiſts ſo much Ground 
before the French, and ſufficient time to ſecure their 
Rear, that notwithitanding the daily Skirmilhes be— 
tween both Parties, and all the diligence the Duke 
of Vendeſme could uſe in following them cloſely , 
could not hinder their Progreſs; who after a long 
and prodigious March arriving at Caneo, with a Body 
of 16000 etfectire Men, were there join'd by the 
Duke of Savoys Forces, conſiſting of 3500 Horle, 
and 8ooo Foot. Now before we enter upon the ap- 
proaching Winters Conſultations, it will be requiſite 
” take a ſhort View of the laſt Summers naval Af. 
airs. 

The combin'd Fleets of England and Holland, under 
the Command of Admiral Shov?/ and Allemond, with 
a proſperous Wind fer Sail, and in ſome ſmall time 
after arrived at the Port of Liſbon ; where Admiral 
Shovel landing, immediately demanded Audience of 
his Portugue ze Majeſty, by whom and his whole 
Court, he was magnificently receivd. After this re- 
rurning to the Fleet, then drawn up in the form 


of a half Moon, ro the number of forty eight 


Men of War, this proved ſo amazing an Object , 
That even his Majeity himſelf with his chief No- 
bility, nor excepring the French and Spaniſh Ambal- 
fadors, as alſo ſeveral of the Inhabitants, of al! 
Sorrs, Ages and Quality, became Spetarors thereof, 
From thence, after a Refreſhment of a few Days, 
they ſail d for the Coaſt of Spain. But meeting with 
no Enemy, appeard like triumphant Lords in the Me- 
diteranean, where the Enemies Fleet lay coop'd up 
within their Harbours. Ar length our Admiral ap- 
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pearing before Althea on the Coaſt of Valencia, ſent 
in two Ships for freſh Water, which landing a Body 
of Men in ſpite of the Governours Oppoſition, 
were furniſh'd by the Inhabitants with the ſame, as 
alſo with all ſorts of Proviſion the Country afforded ; 
Whilſt our Ships were ſupplying themſelves with 
what they wanted, they took this Opportunity te 
diſperſe and publiſh among the Spaniards a Maui 
ſeſlo in the Name of the Engliſh and Dntch Admirals, 
to the following Effect. : 

That, purſuant to the Orders of ker Majeſty of 
Great Britain and the States General, they did not 
delign to give the leaſt Diſturbance ro the good 
Subjects of Spain, but ro protect ſuch of them, whe 
remembring their ancient Obligations ro the Houle of 
Auſtria, ſhould ſwear Allegiance to their lawful 
Monarch Charles the III. and ſhould endeavour to 
throw off the Yoak of France ; and as they would 
give their Aſſiſtance to thoſe of rhe Spaniſh Nation, 
who ſhould regard their Duty and true Intereſt, ſo 
they threatned to deſtroy the Perſons, Houſes and 
Goods, of ſuch as ſhould oppoſe the Efforts, which 
were or ſhould: be made for the Deliverance of tha: 
valiant and glorious Nation cf Spain, from the Ty- 
ranny and Oppreiſion of France.

To this end, you are, with— 
out loſs of Time, ro form your Companies, as you

After the Diſpatch of theſe Letters, the Duke of 54. 
voy gave an Account of the Condition of his Affairs 
ro all rhe Confederates, and nothing material being 
further tranſacted in that Court, except ſome Conte- 
rences between the Miniſters of the Allies, who ſoon 
after arrived there, and thole of his Royal Higtnels; 
wherein the former aſſured the latter of a powerful 
and ſpeedy Aſſiſtance; we will now enquire what has 
been tranſacted in the Imperial Court, where the Em- 
peror, as being moſt nearly concernd for the happy 
Iſſue of this War, after ſeveral grand Conſultations, 
cauſed his Second Son, the Arch-Duke Charles of Au- 
ſtria, to be proclaimed King of Spain and of the In- 
dies, with grear Pomp and Ceremony, after a Solemr 
Reſignation by himſelf and the King of the Roman, 
of all the Spaniſh Dominions to the ſaid Arch-Duke ; 
which done, his Imperial Majeſty acquainred his Allies, 
the Queen of England, and the King of Portugal in the 
two following Letters.

The Emperor's Letter to the King of Portugal.

H E Intention we have long ſince bad of yield- 
ing to our Second Son the Monarchy of Spain, 


deſcended to us by the Death of the late King Charles 
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the Second of Glorious Memory, was yeſterday py; 
in Execution. And he having been accordingly pto— 
claimed King of Spain and the Indies, with the Con. 
ſent and Approbation of our Eldeſt Son the King of 
the Romans, we intend, by God's Permiſſion, to ſend 
him in a few days to take poſſeſſion of his ſaid King- 
dom. Now, although your Majeſty will be exactly 
informed of the whole matter by my Son himſelf, 
who we hope will in a ſhort time arrive ſafe in the 
Port of Lisbonne; yet we look upon it as becoming 
Us, to give your Majeſty an Account of it before 
hand by this our Letrer ; being allo ready to ac- 
knowledge, that your Majeſty's good Advice and the 
ſtrict Treaty of Alliance lately concluded with you, 
has obliged us to defer this Affair no longer. We do 
nor doubt bur your Majeſty will carry on vigorouſly 
with your Council and Arms, what we have thus be- 
gan for the Good of the Common Cauſe. And on ou; 
part, we can pive no greater Teſtimony of our Con- 
fidence in your Majeſty, than by putting ſo Dear and 
Precious a Pledge of our Confidence into your Hands, 
As we are perſwaded, your Majeſty has no lels Incli- 
nation to preſerve his Perſon, Crown and Dignity than 
we our ſelves could have; ſo we beg your Majeſty 
ro believe, that both we and our Sons will not for- 
get fo great Services; but make all poflible Ac- 
knowledgients and Returns, whenever occaſion ſhall 
preſent, Alſo, that we will religiouſly perform all 
what we have promiled, and moreover omit nothing, 
that hall at any time be in our Power to do for your 
Majefty and your Royal Family. In the mean time 
that the grear God may prezerve your Majeſty in 
Health, and give a Happy Iſſue to your Counce!s 
and Arms, is the Hearty Prayer of, Oc.

Whilſt his Catholick Majeſty was receiving the Com. 
plements and Congratulations of the States General, 
and other Foreign Miniſters, and refreſhing himſelf 
after the Fatigues of ſo long a Journey, we will look 
imo the Winters TJranſactions of that Court. The 
States General of the United Provinces, not a little 
perplex'd at the Misfortunes that befe] the Ermpero: 
and the Empire by the Enemies forcing the Paſſes 
of the Black-Forreſt, and retaking Landau, rather by 
neglect then want of Ability, Courage or Conduct in 
the Generals (whilſt the Princes of the Empire de- 
laying to ſend in their Proportions, took no Care to 
crect Magazines, nor regard to provide for thei: 
Lines ſuſſiciently) This oblig'd their H1i2h Mighti- 
neſſes to ſend their Forces, raiſed for their own De- 
fence to ſupply the Defects of the Imperial number, 
and therefore they thought ic high time to periwace 
his Imperial Majeſty, and the other Princes of the 
Empire, to act with more Vigour and yt 
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which they did by a Repreſentation to kis Imperia! 
Majeſty to the following Effect. 

The States General having received ſome Diſpatches 
from Germany , relating ro the Dangers the Empire 
s now expoled , they appointed their Deputies for 
foreign Affairs, to have a Conference with the Mi- 
niſters of the Emperor and the Princes of the Em- 
pire, in Concert with the Miniſters of her Majeſty 
of Great Britain; wherein it was urged on their 
part, that by the Acceſſion of the Duke of Anjou 
to the Spaniſh Throne, the Liberties of ſeveral Szares 
of Chriſtendom were in ſuch Danger, that there 
was no other way to preſerve the ſame, and recover 
2 juſt Ballance of Power than by a firm and vigo- 
rous Union of all Princes and States ſor reducing 
the exorbitant Power of France, and reſcuing Spain 
from the Houſe of Bourbon. That in order thereun- 
to, the Emperor, England and their High Mightineſſes con- 
cluded a Treaty which has been called the Grand 
Aliance, into which ſeveral Powers have entered ſince, 
ang namely the whole Body of the Empire ; who 
having declared the French King an Enemy thereof, 
and given the moſt ſolemn Aſſurances, ro act with 
the urmoſt Vigour, it was expected that the effect 
would have been anſwerable ro the great Prcmiles 
made on their Part. That, England and this Re- 
publick have brought vaſt Armies into the Field, 
fitted out large Fleets, with incredible Charge, and 
anſwerd all their Reſpective Engagements, and done 
more than they were obligd to. The World bad 
reaſon to hope, that the Empire, who is no leſs con- 
cern d in this Quarrel then others, if not more, 
would have at leaſt perform'd their Promiſes, but 
inſtead thereof no Magazines have been made, the 
Frontier places have been left unprovided, and ſome 
Princes of the Empire thinking the Danger very di- 
ſtant from them, have not {ſent their quoza f Troops; 
ſome others have ſent but part rther-of, and fo late, 
and with ſuch limited Powers, that inftead of act- 
ing offenſively againſt the Common Enemy, the EM. 


pire has nor been able to defend their own Coun- 
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try, and hinder the French from marching into the 
very Heart of Germany. Some Circles and Princes, 
have indeed made extraordinary Efforts, which de. 
ſerved not only to be commended , but allo to be 
imitated by other Members of the Empire; but that 
the loſs of their important Frontiers, and the other 
Adyantages obtain'd by the French, ſhew that more 
Vigour, more Diſpatch and more Forees, were abſo— 
lutely neceſſary for carrying on the War with any 
Proſpect of Succeſs againſt an Enemy fo Powerful 
and Vigilant. Thar laſt Winter their High Mightine/ſe; 
were perſwaded to ſend a Detatchment of their For 
ces to the Aſſiſtance of the Emperor, upon a (6. 
lemn Promiſe, that the ſaid Detachment ſhould be 
ſent back in a ſhort time, when rhe Forces of the Em- 
pire were to be ready; But inftead thereof, Applicati. 
on was made unto them, not only to leave thofe For- 
ces on the Mine, but to ſend them to the Danube; 


Which their High Mzightineſſes conſented ro, for thi 


Common Cauſe; in hopes, that their Example would

having concluded a new Treaty wich the King ct 
Portugal, the better to obtain the Ead intended by 
the Grand Alliance, and being obligd in Conjunction 
with her Majeſty of Great Britain to {end Forces 0 
the Aſſiſtance of that Prince, and to ſeveral other Charg- 
es, they ſhall have occaſion for their own Troops, that 
are in Germany, whom they had lent for a time, 
but not for ever. The Deputies alledg'd further, 


that the Forces of the Republick being thus diſpers'd | 


from the Danube ro the Sea, they could not do the 
Service that was expected from them, and concluded 
that the only way left for preſerving the Empire, 
and reducing the exorbitant Power of France, Was, 
that all the Princes and States of Germany, who make 
ſo powerful a Body, would they bur exert their Force, 
do for the furure act with more Vigovr and Uni- 
on than hererofore ; which being perform'd , the} 
doubred nor thro' God's Bleſſing co ſce this Wat 
Crown d with a Glorious Succeſs, Their Ig!“ Mig” 
?ryeſſes have lent Directions ro their Envoy Extract 
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dinary at the Court of England, ro adviſe with her 
Majeſty's Miniſters on the ſame Subject; in order 
to find out the moit proper Expedients for awakening, 
;{ pofſible ſome Members of the Empire, who ſcem d 
to be ſeizd with a fatal Lethargy, whilit rhe Duke 
of Wirtemburgh, and other Members of the Circles of 
gwabia and Franconia, or rather the whole Empire, 
are expos'd to the greateſt Danger that ever was. 

Whilſt the State, General were thus deliberating 
on the preſent poſture of Affairs, in order to raiſe 
more Forces to carry on the War with Vigour, they 
received a Letter from the Duke of Save, to the fol- 
lowing Effect: 

The Suſpicions France has entertain'd of our In- 
clination and Ad erence to the Common Cauſe, have 
oblig'd her to uſe an unheard of Violence towards 
us, againſt publick Faith, in ſeizing, diſarming and 
deraining Priſoners all the Officers and Souldiers of 
our Troops, who were in the Army of the two Crowns 
in Italy, We acquaint your High Mightineſſes there- 
with, being very glad that an Uſage of ſuch a Na- 
ture, ſhould afford us the Liberty ro let you know 
the ſame, and a fincere Deſire we have to join the 
Allies ; expecting from your Friendſhip that you will 
afford us ail the Aſſiſtance that is neceſſary for vi- 
gorouſly maintaining ſo juſt a Cauſe, for which we 
are ready to ſacrifice all that depends on us. Se. 

Within few Days after the Seatzs General receiv'd 
a Declaration from the ſaid Duke, to the following 
Efiect. 

Herein his Royal Highneſs appeals ro all the Prin- 
ces and States of Chriſtendom, whether any one of 
them has been free from the Vexations of the Mi- 
niſters of France , who by Methods quite unknown 
in former Reigns, have brought that 8 to ſuch 
2 degree of Power, that they think all other Sove- 
:aigns are to obey their Laws, Thar his wile and 
prudent Counſel have very well obſervd, as well as 
nimſelf, that Frazzce had granted ſuch Advantages to 
bis Family only, to keep him from minding his rea] 
intereſts, which is to be inſeparably united ro the 

Honſe 
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Houle of Auſtria as the only way to preſerve hig 
felf from being one of the Victims to that Ambitious 
Crown, as are all the Princes that have ſuffer'd them— 
{elves to be lull'd a Sleep by its Enchantments. His 
Royal Highneis the Duke of Lorrain, and his Electr. 
at Highneſs of Cologne are late Witneſſes of the truth 
of this; as for the reſt his Royal Highneſs ilſues this 
Declaration in form of a Manrfefto only to make hi: 
dubjects take Arms, till ſuch time as the Manifeſt; 
be Printed in form, to be ſent to the reſpective 
Courts to ſhew Whar juſt Reaſons his Royal High- 
neſs has to act in this manner, after the Propotaly 
made to him by the Hench, whereby he would only 
have forged Chains for himſcif, if he had been { 
ſenceleſs as to accept them, Herreupon rhe Szates Cie 
neral did by their Miniſters ar rhe Imperial and Hug if 
Courts, requeſt rhoſe Powers to join with them in af 
fiſting his Royal Hephnels, and return'd him an aniwer 
to the following Eitrc}. 

We have been inform'd by a } etter from your Roy. 
al Highneis of the procecdings of France toward: 
ycu, in diſarming and detaining Priſcners your Troops; 
fo unjuſt uſage will be for ever an illuſtrious Exam 
ple, and Warning to ail the Neighbouring Princes 
and States of what they are to expect frum a Pow- 
er who owns no other Rule for irs Conduct, than 
its meer Arbitrary Will: Mean time 'ris with great 
Satisfaction that we underſtand , what your Royal 
Highneſs has done in that perplexing Juncture, ard 
the Reſolution you have taken to join with the Allies. 
We return our Thanks ro your Royal Highneſs for 
having acquainred us with the fame, and are periwa- 
ded that this is the only means that may preſerve 
ou and your Dominions from an entire Slavery 
We do not doubt but your Royal Highneſs will ue 
your utmoſt Endeavours, vigorouſly to op poſe the 
rſt Attack of rhe Enemy, till you may be affiſted by 
the Allies. As to our Part, we are reſolved to give 
yon joincly with our Allies, as powerful an Alliſt ance 
2s poſſible, and are a cually conſidering how to do 


:: esſectnally, and concerting wich our Allies aforeſaid 
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the neceſſary Meaſures, that are to be taken in order 
thereunto. We have already interpoſed our good Of- 
fices with the Emperor, that in the mean ume ſuch 
Succours as are moſt ready ar Hand may be {enr, 
without any delay, to your Royal H'ghnets. An, es 
we underſtand, that her Majeſty of Great Britain will 
forthwith ſend a Miniſter to your Royal! Highneſs, we 
will likewiſe ſend one of our own, and ſhall neglect 
nothing that may be in our Power for contributing to- 
wards the Support of your Royal Hizhnefs, in this juſt 
Cauſe, which henceforth we ſhall conſider as the Cam- 
mon Caule ; aſſuring further your Royal Highneſs, that, 
upon this and other Occaſions we {hall endeavour to 
manifeſt by real Proofs, how nearly concern'd we are 
for your Intereſt, how much we eſteem your Friend» 
ſhip, and how fincerely we are, c. 

After this the Marquiſs de! Borgo, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary from that Duke, repairing ro the Aſſembly of 
the States General in a publick Audience, delivered 
in theſe following Lines.

my Maſter, in favour of the Common Caule, 

and the true Deſire he has to give your High Mlig hei-

'Tis enongh to tell you, High and Mighty Lords, 
that the Detire of his Reya! Highneſs my Matter, 
to unite himlelf with you, is not occaſioned by an 
Animoſity, inſpird by What has lately happenct ; 
bur is rather an Efiect of the Etteem he has for 
You, and of the Intereſt he rakes in the Common 
Cauſe. *Tis for this, that he is going to expole his 
Dominions, drain his Treaſury, and pour our the 
Blood of his Subje ks; What do I ſay ? His Roy! 


Highneſs will not ſpare his own Perſon, but by fa— 


cing all Dangers, will make it appear to all the 
World, with what Fervency he concerns bimſelf for 
the Liberty of Europe, agaiult a Potentate who rcc- 
ions all ro be his Enemies, who will not be his 
Slaves.

France, with a Deſign to ſubject 1raly, which 
is of ſo great a Weight ro give Law to the reſt of 
Europe, kindles an unjuſt War in Piemont; and it 
will be by this War, that the French being driven 
our of ah, ſhall loſe the Tyrannick Superiority 
which they pretend ro have in Europe. It will be, 
I fay, by means of this War, and the Vigorous Al- 
fiance which you ſhall give ro ſupport it, that the 
Chains of the States of Milan ſhall be broke, that 
France ſhall receive all the Wounds which ſhe de- 
ſerves, in her own Heart; And in a word, by gi- 
ving a powerful Diverſion in favour of the High 
Allies, the Quiet Safety and Peace of Europe ſhall be 
re-eſtabliſhed. 

You know, High and Mighty Lords, the Neceſſity 
to haſten your Reſolutions; And that the juſt Agree- 
ment and Union which is to prepare thoſe great Suc-

My Lords and Gentlemen, 


J Have called you together aſſoon as I thought you 
] you could conveniently come out of your Coun: 
tries; that no Time might be loſt in making ou: 
Preparations for carrying on the preſent War, is 
which I do nor doubr of your cheartul Concurrence, 
ſince you cannot bur be ſenſible, that on the Succe! 
thereof depends our own Safety and Happinels, anc 
that of all Europe. 

I hope I have improved the Confidence you te- 
poſed in me laſt year to your Satisfaction, and th: 
Advantage of Us and our Allies, by the Treaty with 
the King of Portugal, and the Declaration of tic 
Duke of Savey, which in a great meaſure may be im. 
puted ro the Chearfulneſs, with which you ſupport- 


ed me in this War; and the Aſſurance, with Which 
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tou truſted me in the Conduct of it. And we 
-nnot {ſufficiently acknowledge the Goodnets of Al- 
nighty God, who is plealed to afford us ſo fair a 
Proſpect, as we now have, of bringing it to a Glo- 
rious and Speedy Concluſion, 

| muſt therefore defire you, Gentlemen of the 
Houſe of Commons, to grant me ſuch Supplies as ſhall 
he requiſite to deiray the neceſſary Charge of the 
War for the next Year; with Regard not only to 
all our former Engagements, but particularly to our 
Alliances lately made with the King of Portugal, for 
recovering the Monarchy of Spain from the Houſe 
of Bourbon, and reſtoring it ro the Houſe of Auſtria: 
Which Treaty in it ſelf, being of the higheſt Im- 
portance imaginable, and requiring all poilible Diſ- 
patch in the Execution of it, has necef{arily occaſi- 
oned a great Expence, even in this preſent Year, 
though not ſo much as it will require, and for 
which J hope we ſhall be amply recompenſed in the 
next. 

The Subſidies which will now be immediately 
requird for the Afliſtance of the Duke of Savoy, 
will likewiſe occaſion a further neceſſary Charge. 

I muſt take notice ro you, that, though no par- 
ticular Proviſion was made in the laſt Seſſion, ei- 
ther for the Charge of our preſent Expedition int 
Pertugal, or for that of the Augmentation of Troops 
deſired by the States General; yet the Funds given 
by Parliament have held our fo well, and the Pro- 
duce of the Prizes has proved fo confiderable, that 
you will find the Publick will not be in Debt, by 
reaſon of either of thele Additional Services. 

I may furcher oblerve 10 you, that, though the 
Funds for the Civil Government are diminiſh'd by 
the War, I have in Conjunction with the Srarrs 
General, contributed our of my own Revenue, to— 
wards ſome Publick Services, and particularly to- 
wards the Suport of the Circle of Sypabia, wheſc 
firm Adherence to the Intereſt of the Allies, under 
the greateſt Preſſures, did very well deſerve our ſca- 
ſonable Aſſiſtance.

The King of Spain happily arriving in England, was

nt in ſeveral Harbours of the Eugliſg Coaſt, The 
Queen of Exgland having notice thereof order'd the 
Duke of Somer/er, the Malter of her Horle, to attend 
his Catholick Majeſty; and the Duke going on board 
the Catherine in her Majeſties Name, invited his 
Carholick Majeſty a Shore, aſſuring him ar the ſame

laſt, when they were ſeiz'd and dijarmd by the 
Duke of Vendoſme, purſuant to his Majeſty's Orders,

Dominions; He cauſed all their Effects to be ſeized, 
and relying on the Succours he expects from his 
new Allies, in purſuance of his Treaties concluded 


with them, he cauſed his Troops ro meet 2000 


Horſe, commanded by Viſconti, which were totally 
defeared by the Duke of Vendoſme, before rhey could 
be joined; he has cauſed all his Subjects to rake 
Arms, given our Commitlions for new Levies, and 


has not omitted any thing to manifeſt to all Europe, 


that he makes nothing ro violate the Faith of Trea- 
ties: Theſe Proceedings leaving no room to doubt 
his Intentions, his Majeſty to prevent the Conſequence 
of them, has refolved ro declare War againſt him 
both by Sea and Land, as he does by theſe Pre.

nels, ſent his Holineſs the following long Letter. 


The French Kings Letter to the Pope of Rome. 


Me Holy Father, 


WV do but follow the Sentiments which our 
Filial Veneration for your Holineſs inſpires us 
with, in acquainting you with the Motives of the 
Conduct we were obliged lately ro uſe toward the 
Duke of Savoy, We would not owe the good Opi- 
nion you have of the juſtice of our Proceedings, 
wholly ro the Friendſhip of which you have given 
us ſo many Marks, but will clearly make our to 
you, who is the true Author of the New Troubles in 
Itaiy, 

l highly concerns us, that, a Pope, ſo worthy of 
the Place to which God hath railed him, and for 
whom we have a Perſonal Aﬀection, ſhould ſee the 
Truth without Diſguiſe; That he ſhouid be ſatisfied 
we preſerve the ſame Sentiments we profeſs, when 
the Emperor, too fearful ot dilobliging his Allies, re- 
fuſed ro hearken to the Holy Exhortations, and to 
receive the Miniſters of the Vicar of Jelus Chriſt; 
and when your Bleſſedneſs found in us and the King 
of Spain only, all the Diſpoſitions to Peace tha: 
ever you could with for, 

If a Deſire of enlarging the Dominions we re- 
ceiv'd from God by Inheritance, had inciced us againft 
the Duke of Savoy, we wanted not Pretences long 
lince to ſecure our ſelves againſt a Secret Enemy. 
and we could as calily haye done as threatned 
It,

Your Holineſs who was employed in the Princi— 
pal Affairs of Government, long before you was 
made Pope, is ſufficiently inform'd of the Meaſures 
we took, after the Concluſion of the Peace of Re/. 
wick, to preſerve the publick Quiet. The Nego- 
tiations of the Houle of Auſtria, to obtain unjuttiy 
the Succeſſion of the Monarchy of Spain, in preju- 
dice to us, threatned Europe with a new War, in 
caſe the Catholick King, who had been long fick, 
ſhould die without Iſſue. We thought ro prevent 
that War by the Treaty of Partition; and wh: 


it was Negotiating, we had the Intereſts of the 


Duke of Savoy in our Thoughts, he was ignorant of 
it; But the Effects would have ſhewn him, that we 
ſhould have fincerely contributed ro his Advance. 
ment, if thole whom he has ſince look'd upon as 
his moſt Faithful Friends, had not conltantly oppo- 
ſed the Propoſals we then made in his Favour, 
They at length conſented ro them; but jt was 
the Will of God, that this Treaty ſhould not be 
executed. 

The Emperor refuſed to fign it; England and 
Holland diſcover d their ill Intentions towards us; 
and their Miniſters at Vienna revealed the moſt ſe— 
crer Circumſtances of the Treaty. We found thole 
two Potentates always backward and flow when 
Diſpatch was moſt requifiie; If any Prince appro- 
ved the Partition, it was fufficient to make them 
rreat him as an Enemy. Wherefore Providence di- 
rected us by theſe Fore-warnings, to prefer the juſt- 
et Courſe, to that which, in all Appearance, would 
have been the moſt Advantageous ro us. 

King Charles the Second died, Some time before 
his Death, he communicated ro the lare Pope, the 
Deſign he had ro make a Will in Favour of his 
Lawful Heirs. Your Holineſs was informed of this; 
The Regents that were appointed by that Prince, 
notified ro us, that he had left ſuch a Will; We 
accepted ir, and ſent our Grandſon to Spain, at the 
earneſt Suit of all the Subjects of that Kingdom: 
Thus the Dominions of that Prince being re: united 
, | uſer 
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' the Aﬀairs of Spain, &'c. 237 
under one Prince, it was no longer in cur Power 
to give the Duke of Sar thoſe Advantages, he 
would have gaind by that Treaty. But, had ir 
been poſſible to engage him firmly, in the only Par- 
ty that is conformable to his True Intereſt, the 
Marriage of the Princeſs his Dauphter, with the 
Catholick King, ought ro have fixd him. The 
Duke of Savey had reaſon ro wiſh a new Alliance 
with us, ſo glorious ro his Family ; We prevent- 
ed him in his Deſigns, and our Ambatſador propos'd 
that Match, even to him, before the Catholick King 
was arrived at Madrid. 

The Duke of Savoy did not ſay then, as he does 
now, that under Pretence of defending Traly, our 
Intention was to enlarge our Dominions with his ; 
Such an Enterprize would not have been very dif- 
ficulr, but he could not think of ſuch a thing him. 
ſelf, nor make others belicve it. We invited him, 
with us to ſhare the Glory of oppoſing the Enc- 
mics of the King of Spain, and to contribute ro the 
maintaining the Tranquility of Italy, which was 
threatned by the great Warlike Preparations of the 
Emperor: The Duke of Savoy ſeem'd ſatisfied with 
the Treaty we made with him: We pranted him 
the Conditions he himſelf deſired. 

However, as ſoon as the Campaign was over, he 
demanded further Advanrages, We gave them; And 
We ſhould have imagin'd our kind Treatment ot 
him, might have provok d his Gratitude, had We not 
at the ſame time had certain Proofs given us, ot 
his ſecret Correſpondence with our Enemies. 

His natural Inclination was always for them: He 
made no Scruple ro own ir; Nor did he choof« 
to expreſs his Averſion to France, to ſuch Perſons 
only as he confided in, though at the ſame time 
ke aſſured us, that he was entirely devoted to our 
Intereſt, But the ſame Expreſſions he uſed, when 
he promiſed us the Paiſage of our Troops through 
his Territories, were employed to excuſe with the 
Emperor the Liberty of that Paſſage, as granted 
zgainlt his Inclination, being forced thereunto by

reſtarions of his at Henna, were indeed more ſecure; 

for he eluded, for a conſiderable time, the Promiſe 
he made us of a frce Paſſage for our Troops. 

The Treaty between us and him being at laſt 
concluded, he ſome time after took upon him the 
Command of ours and the King of Spain's Armies, 
We ſhould have nothing bur juſt Praiſe ro give him, 
had he conlider'd that true Glory is not gain d by 
Arms only; His Natural Valour ſhew'd it (elf on 
ſeveral Occaſions, and it ought to be wiſh'd he had 
leſs expoſed his Perſon, and had more faithfully per. 
form'd the Principal Conditions of the Treaty. His 
Regiments were weak, the Horſes he was to bring 
into the Field, were brought up very flowly ; And 
before he join'a our Armies with all his Troops, 
the Month of Fuly was near expired. 

Our Enemies receiv d greater Advantages from 
the Command we conferr'd on him, and he value 
himſelf upon it to them; So that we advance no- 
thing ro your Holineſs, but what he wrote himſelf 
jome Months after ro the Emperor. | 

During the Campaign we received ſeveral Advices 
of his holding ſecret Intelligence with the Emperor's 
Generals, which were confirmed by ſome Accidents, 
A Piedmontoiſe Officer, who was known to be much 
in favour with the Duke of Savoy, was lurprized 
wi:h {ome of. the Enemies Officers, and brought in- 
ro the Camp by a Parry of our Army, and it was 
diſcover'd, he had nor been treated as a Priſoner while 
he was among the Imperialiſts. 

The Duke of Savoy had concerred an Enterprize 
with the Generals of our Army, the Succels of 
which depended on Secrecy, The Prince of Vaude- 
none, Who had heard, and was inſtructed in every 
Circumſtance of this Project, and in what manner 

zt was to be executed, was order'd towards Man- 
zus; Bur, he had not been long gone from the 


Army, when the Duke of Say wrote a Letter to 


him, in which all rhe Particulars of this Deſign 
were enumerated, and ditpatchd two Courriers by

239 
diferent ways with the ſame Letter, which he took 
Care ſhould not be writ in Cyphets, and one of 
them was taken by the Enemy, who fore-warn'd 
of the Project prevented it. It was hard to ſu 
pole he did this imprudently, and with no Deſign. 
He confeſſed he had not done wiſely, but ſaid, he 
would rake Care not to be fo negligent again. He 
is not guilty of Negligence, when he is carrying on 
his own Deſigns. 

He thought ir his Intereſt to give out, that the 
Emperor had order d the Inhabitants of the In/peria! 
Territories to rake up Arms, and join the Rebels of 
Mmdovi, and had promiled to furniſh them with 
Money and neceſſary àmmunitions. The Piedmon- 
teiſe Officer declared this publickly to his Troops, in 
giving the Word, 

It would be redions ro reckon up all rhe Rea- 
ſons we had ro ſuſpect his Intentions, the Pretences 
be ſought to complain, and the Secret Journies of 
his Miniſters in whom he mo't confided, 

The Armies were ſtill in the Field, and the Ene- 
mies were ſuperiour in number, when he marched 
his Troops back into Piedmont: All the inſtances 
made ro him to leave his Forces with our Army, 
were uleleſs, 

Immediately after his Return to Turin, he repre- 
ſented to us, that it was impoſſible for him to ex- 
ecute the Treaty. He complained the Subſidies we 
agreed ro give him, were too little; He demanded 
new Advantages, and inſiſted upon them with great 
Earneſtneſs, when he keld the cloleſt Correſpondence 
with our Enemies. His Ambaſſador ac ienna, de- 
vored ro the Emperor by his private Intereſt, con- 
tinued at that Court, (under colour of his own Bu— 
lineſs) long after the German Troops had enter'd [tq- 
ly, and begun the War. Nor could the Duke of 
Savry calily prevail with himſelf at length to recal 
him, though he knew perfectly well, that ſo pub— 
lick a Correlpondence with the Emperor, was at 
leaſt indecent, after the Engagements he had entet'd 


into with us and the King of Spain, It was con- 


jectured 
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jectured from the long Audience that Ambaſſadot 
had of him at his return ro Turin, that his ſtay 
ar Vienna uſt needs have been prolonged by the 
Dukes expreſs Orders, more than by his own private 
Affairs. Theſe Conjectures were not falſe, and the 
certain Adyices we received ſufficier.tly verified ther, 

The Duke of Savoy knows how to carry on his 
Defigns with proſound Secrecy, but his Character fre. 
quently excires the Curioſity of Perſons that other- 
wiſe would be indifferent. Publick matters of Fad 
compared with private Advices, do ſometimes and 
ſpeedily enough diſcover Truth and reveal Myfterics, 
which he imagines to have wrap'd up in Dark— 


nels. 5 


We knew, that the Emperor about the beginning 
of the Year 1702, offer d him the Montferat, that he 
promiſed ro ule his Intereſt with the late King of 
England William the III. ro procure him Subſidies, 
that he preſſed him ro enter into his Alliance, ard 
accordingly to fign a Treaty; there were others con- 


cerned in this Negotiation beſides the Marquiſs de Pie, 


but to relate the particulars of the Management ct 
it is at preſent needleſs. 

The Court of Vienna had then great Hopes of ibe 
Progreſs of the Germans in ltah, either becauſe the 
Emperor made ſure account of terminating the War 
gloriouſly without Succours, or becauſe he thought to 
prevail upon the Duke of Savoy ro declare himſelf 
without delay; he proteſted that if he Heſitated to 
accept his Oflers, he would no longer be bound to 
them. He promiſed ro forget all that was pal{:d, 
and remonſtrating ro the Duke what Duty he ow'd 
to his Soveraign, aflured him he would again receive 
him into Favour, provided he did not wait before 
he declared himſelf for a Conjuncture in which he 
ſhould not want his Aſſiſtance. 

The Inclination the Duke of Savoy always ſtew 
to the Houle of Auſtria, was check'd by the Con- 
tideration of his awn Intereſt, He was deſirous in- 
deed ro owe the Enlargement of his Fortune ro tha: 


Fanuly, but he was willing to be well atfured © 
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hat Advancement upon joining with .rhem ; he would 
not be ſatisfied with the Emperors bare Promiſe ; he 
was doubrful he did not ſtand forgiven at Vienna, 
tor the Treaty he made with us in 1696. the more 
that Court appear'd confident of carrying all before 
them in Italy, the more difficulty he imagin'd they 
would make to grant him the Advanrages, he thought 
he ſhould Merit what they ofier'd him, did not an- 
ſwer the hopes he had fondly entertaind, 

Having a high Opinion of the Politicks of the late 
King of England, he judg'd that Prince would ſpare 
nothing to get him into the Leagne; He therefore 
communicated to him the Emperors Propoſals, and 
his Anſwers to thoſe Propoſals. He profeſſed to place 
an entire Confidence without the leaſt Reſerve in the 
King of Great Britain, yet was careful at the fame 
time to take all Precautions that Diſtruſt ſuggeſted 
to him. 

The reciprocal Diſtruſt which he knew the Courts 
of Vienna and England, entertaind of his P.openſity 
to break his Engagements was the Ground of his 
Caution. He therefore, charged his Envoy in Eng- 
land to uſe the ſtrongeſt and moſt ſubmiſſive Words 
he could invent, bur forbid him to deliver one Sy! 
lable in Writing. Thar Envoy was infiructed to 
ſay; That his Maſter was determined wholly to g0- 
vern himſelf by rhe Organ of the King of England 
(for we repeat the very terms to your Bleſſeaneſs | 
that he would owe every thing to his Protection, that 
he depended wholly on him for obraining rhe Pre- 
tentions he had already communicared to him, and 
which he would never directly propoſe to the Em- 
peror. That the Hazard he ſliould run was imminent, 
but that the Advantages ought to be proportion d to 
the Dangers he was to expoſe bimſelf to. It was thro 
the Protection of the King of England (Terms often 
repeated) that the Duke of Savoy hoped henceforth to 
aggrandize his Family, he thought by humbling him- 
ſelf in this Manner to become more Conſiderable, if 
by this Submiſſion he obraind ſome confiderable Ad- 


dition ro the Promile of the Montferat, which he 
thought 
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242 A Compleat Hiſtory of 
thought was too ſmall a Recompence for the Service 
he hoped ro do the Empercr. 

He was poſitively aſſured by King 7am the III. 
that England and Holland would quickly declare War 
againſt us, and the mean Idea he had form'd of our 
Forces gave him a Perſwaſion, that they would not 
be ſufficient to withſtand rhe Efforts of the Enemy 
The firſt ſervice he promiſed the League was, to 
reduce the Troops he lent us, and ro oblige us tg 
be content with half the Number he furniſh'd the 
firſt Year. He engaged, he would refule all the Ag. 
vantages we ſhould offer, ro induce him, to let his 
Troops ſpend the Winter with our Army and to (+- 
tisfy them, how heartily he eſpouſed their Caule, 
he aſſured them that the Montferat ſhould not tempt 
him; and that he would not accept of it, if we 
ſhould offer it him. He pretended, by forbearing to 
reccive any new Advantage from us, to be diſchargd 
from his Engagements to us, and to be at Liberry 
to join his Troops to the Emperors; immediately 
upon the Concluſion of the Treaty that was in agi- 
tation between them. He reſerved ro himlelf the 
concerring with thein, the Time and Manner of put- 
ring this Deſign in Execution, till the Article relating 
to his particular Intereſt ſhould be adjuſted. 

His Envoy was to repreſent likewile the indiſpenſa- 
ble Neceflity, his Maſter was in of concealing his 
Intentions, by his Conduct in that Interval, and em- 
ployirg his utmoſt Dexterity, becauſe Secrecy was 


moſt abſolutely neceſſary for avoiding the fatal Con. 


ſequences that would enſue his being diſcover'd, 

His Anſwer ro the Emperor did yet more ſtrongly 
confirm the Suſpitions, we had of him; and were |: 
not neceſſary ro ſhew how well they were ground- 
ed, we ſhould paſs over in filence what he ſaid: 
Of bis profound Acknwledzement of the great Goud- 
neſs the Emperor had condeſcended to expreſs toward! 
him ; of the Hope he always had, that the Am- 
peror would have the Generoſity to pity him for bv 
being forced to enter into arksome Engagements, for 
preſerving by Dominions; in ſhort, of the confidence be 
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had that thoſe very Engagements enabled him to do the 
greater Service to the Houſe of Auſtria. 

He mentioned the Uneaſineſs he felt in his Mind, to 
ſubmit to the Fatal Law impoſed on him, in Spite of 
which he ſaid he had preſerved an Inward Affection for 
the Emperors Service, and profeſſed, that in Acknowledg- 
ment of his Goodneſs, and cf his Protection, he had al- 
ways hept his Heart entire for him. 

He repreſented, that, after the Peace cf Reſwyck, be 
had made the firſt Offer to ſerve him in Italy, that he 
bad conſtantly ſignify'd to him the Importance of taking 
neceſſary Meaſures for ſecuring the Dominicns of the 
Crown of Spain ro the Houſe , Auſtria, that upon the 
Death of the late Catholick King, he had remonſtrated at 
Vienna the Neceſſity of preventing the Heuſe of Bourbon's 
poſſeſſing themſelves of the Dutchy of Milan , that, had 
his Counſels been followed, the Execution of the Plan 
ſirmed afterwards would have been eafie. That he ſhould 
have had an Opportunity to ſacrifice himſelf, according 
to his Deſires, in promoting the Intereſts of the Houſe 
of Auſtria, and, that he ſhould have eſcaped the viclent 
Extremities, to which he had been conſtrained es ſubmit» 
He lamented the Neglect of ſo many favourable Opportu- 
nities, and to make his Alliance the more coveted, deſcribed 
the Condition of our Forces in Italy, more to their Ad- 
vantage than he either thought or uſually taiked of them. 
He repreſented the Calamities his Country would be ea po- 
fed to; be added, that his Intention in laying before the 
Emperor theſe Riss and Diſjiculties was only. the better 
to etre him of his cenſtaut Perſevering in his ſincere 
Deſire to ſerve him, and of lis Readineſs to ſacrifice blind- 
ly all Things to his Glory and Intereſt, The Kiny of Eng- 
land, he ſaid, wen'd witneſs for him, that theſe were 
bis Real Sentiments, and he heped the Emperor world 
give him Shining Proofs of his jujt and generous Magni- 
ficence, proporticnable to his Sacrifice; and to the moſt 
Eſſential Advantage the Houſe of Auſtria weuld reap from 
bis Alliance. 

To conclude, he urged as an undoulbted Procf of his A 
ſeclion to the Emperor, the Conduct he had bſerved the 
breceeding Near; ſeeing it was eaſie ro diſcover his true

The Arrival of 
the King of Spain in Lombardy, which afforded a new 
Pretence : He complained of the Ceremoniale. You 
know, moſt [Joly Father, that he would quit the Pre- 
tenſon he has kept up with ſo much Heat againſt 
the Holy Chair, if your Holineſs would conſent to treat 
the Ambaſſadors of Sav:y as favourably as thoſe of 
the Republick of Venice, and would give them Au— 
dience in the Royal Hall of the Vatican.

ing a wile Prince: They only laid, he had thereby 
diſeovered his True Deſigns. 

He helped ro dilcover theſe Defigns, by making 
ſeveral Attempts to levy Trooops in Switzerland, and 
by continuing Levies in his own. Dominions. He re- 
preſented, that the Subſidy, he received, were no: 
anlwerable ro the Expence he was obliged to be 
at to execute the Treaty; He prevail'd with us to 
vield to his Leſſening his Troops, and ar the fame 
time he augmented the Fortifications of his Places, 
he made new Levies; his Projects could nor eaſily 
be concealed ; The contrariety between his Actions 
and Diſcourſes appearing ſo very maniteſtly, 

He flatter d himſelf with a Belief, that he had 
proceeded with impenetrable Secrecy, till the Princes 
Confederated againſt the 2 Crowns began to reveal all, 

They thought the more cafily to perſwade the 
King of Portugal to enter into their Alliance, by 
acquainting him, that the League gain'd new Allies 
every day; Thar it would be impoſſible ſor us 
to reliſt the Number of our Enemies; and to convince 
him of this, they diſcover d to him the Diſpoſitions 
of the Duke of Savoy. 


This News was quickly divulged all over Eurepe ; 


The Advices from all Quarters faid, the Duke oi 
Savoy would make Amends for the Injury he had 
done his Allies the laſt War; That he would re- 
cover their good Opinions by lome Important Shock; 
ir was every where reported, that the Perſon em- 
ployed by the Emperor in Negotiating this Affair, was 
Saivay, whom he lately admitted into his Council, 
and gratified with forty thouſand Florins, as a Re— 
compence for his Trouble, and Journeys to 1

The Emperor's Ambaſſador in Poland, diſcourſed 
there in May laſt, of the Treaty between his Ma- 
iter and the Duke of Savoy, as openly as the Count 
de Lembergh did afterwards at Rome, 

Wagers were laid abour ir at Londen and at the 
Hague, Merchants and others were informed what 
Party the Duke of Savoy would rake, before the 
End of the Year: They reckoned in England and 
Holland, as well as at Vienna, upon the Progreſs of 
the Fanaticks in Languedoc, upon the Intelligence held 
by the Duke of Savoy with thole Rebels, and upon 
the Succours he would ſend them. 

Would ro God, mrft Holy Father, a profound Silence 
on this Article could efface the Remembrance of a 
Catholick Prince's grounding his Hopes on the Cru- 
elties of thoſe ſeditious Miſcreanrs, not to ſay on 
the Correſpondence he held with them. We are un— 
willing to inform your Holineſs, how favourable a 
Paſſage the Religionaries, (that is, Proteſtant Refugees) 
coming from other Countries, found through the 
Territories of that Prince, ro get into cur Kingdom. 
His Speech to the Preſident of the Parliament of 
Orange, is but too well known, as well as the Ad- 
vice he gave him not to go far from the Frontiers 
of Fance, becauſe Time might change; And that 
therefore he would do well to wait in the Neigh- 
bourhood, for a favourable Opportunity, to return in- 
to his own Country with entire Liberty to excrciic 
his Religion. Thoſe of that Religion have proclaim- 
ed the Commendations he paſt on their Fidelity, 
their Valour and their Zeal ; In ſtort he told them, 
he relied chiefly upon them for the Defence of his 
Dominions. 

But theſe Circumſtances are uſcleſs; We are per- 
ſwaded, chat, after your Bleſſedneſs has read the Par- 
ticulars we have related, you will wonder, hat, be- 
ing informed of the Defigns of a Secret Enemy, 
we deferrd fo long to Diſarm him of the Means 
of executing them; We acknowledge, that the Su- 
periority of our Arms in ah gave us ground to 
hope, we ſhould ar length eftabIſh OQuict in thor 
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Country; Thar our Troops marching into Tyrol, and 
joining the Elector of Bavaria, would have obliged 
the Imperialiſts ro repaſs the Mountains, to defend the 
Hereditary Territories cf the Houſe of Auſtria; That 
the Duke of Sævey, deſtiture of all Hope of Succour 
from our Enemies, would ſeriouſly reflect on his 
own Conduct, and laying afide all Thoughts of new 
Engagements, would make good thoſe between him 
and us. We were equally averſe, either ro kindle 3 
new War, or to deal roughly with a Prince, whom 
ſo many endearing Ties ought to have link'd entire. 
ly to our Intereſt. 

At laſt, we were informed, that the Count D' Ave. 
hergh was going from Vienna to Turin, to finiſh a 
Treaty that had been fo long depending, and tha: 
had in Appearance been carried on with Secrecy, 
though diſcoverd almoſt as ſoon as ſet on Foo. 
We were informed of the Arrival of that Miniſter, 
of all the Steps he took, of his Lodgings in ſeveral 
Houſes, ſometimes in Turin, and ſometimes in the 
Country; Of the Duke of Savoy or his Miniſters 
treating with him. This Negotiation became ſo 
publick, that the Duke of Savoy alone made a Mi. 
ſtery of it; The publick Diſcourſe at Turin ran on 
the Conditions of the Treaty; They talk'd of car- 
rying on the War into Dauphine, of employing the 
Vaudois, and the French of the pretended Reformed 
Religion, whom that Prince might engage in bis Ser- 
vice: Ir was ralk'd, what Courle the Germans ſhould 
take to get into the Alexandrin, to put the Duke of 
Savoy in Poſſeſſion of it, as the Reward of his En- 
gagements with the Emperor. 

If theſe Reports, ſo generally ſpread, had been 
falſe, the Honour and Intereſt of that Prince equally 
obligd him to publith the Truth; But he was f. 
lent, and did not ſhew the leaſt Reſentment of the 
Count de Lamberg's making a Publick Talk at Rome, 
to all whom he reckoned in the Intereſt of the Houle 
of Auſtria. 

Ar length, we broke this Silence, which the Duke 
of Savoy had ſo obſtinately kept, after our Patience

was worn out, we reſolved ro make one lair Ela;

was Pprecipirating himſelf; We were willing to try 
whether he would reflect on hat he was Doirg, 
and whether in the Irreſolution we ſuppoſed he might 
be in, he could be brought over to his True Intereſt, 
and the Intereſt of all rah. 

The General Advices we had received of his En- 

gagements, were communicated, by our Direction, to 
his Ambatſador. He dilewn'd them, and, though 
without Order, he aſſur'd us, his Maſter would al- 
ways faithtully keep the Treaties he had made with 
Us and the King our Grandſon, This Anſwer was 
confirmed by the Duke of Savoy, who added deep 
Proteſtations, that he had not made, nor would make, 
any Treaty with the Emperor and his Allies, and 
according to his uſual Practice towards us and others, 
he demanded new Advantages, as the juſt Reward 
of his Services, and adhering to his Alliance with 
us. 
He declared himſelf much ro the fame Purpoſe ro 
our Ambaſlador at Twin; ver without afluring him 
lo poſitively, that he would not conclude any Trea- 
ty with the Emperor. One can hardly deny a Truth 
eaſy to be proved; He Evaded explaining himſelf 
directly on ſo Effential a Point; He made a Sort of 
an Apology for the Conduct he had purſued, fince 
the Death of the lare King of Spazn, 

All the Complaints he made on ſevera] Occaſions 
were repeated ; He concluded with theie Words, thar 
he bad Sentiments nice enough ro make himſelf re. 
lent highly ſuch Procecdings. I hav? ftorp'd, laid he, 
| have buckled to Fortune ; But at length the Shy i: 
grown clear, I have now an Opportunity, er I ſhall never 
bave one to advance my Family, Ihen ſpeaking of 
the Poverty of Savoy, though he had no Deſign to 
treat, he inſinuated, that he had deſerved by his Ser- 
vices to have his Dominions enlarged. He could nor 
eaſily have hinted in plainer Terms, the Progreſs of 
the Negoriation begun berween the Emperor and him, 
"wr as they had not yet . concerted meaſures for 
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executing it, it was neceſſary ro ſuſpend owning jr. 
and to leave us a while in doubt. 

To this End he cauſed a Memorial ro be drawn 
up, by which, in General Terms he gave us to un- 
derſtand, that he expected the M:/aneze in Recom. 
8 of his great Services, pretending We and the 

ing our Grandſon, were beholden to him for the 
Dominions belonging to the Spaniſh Monarchy in 
Italy. 

We were well informed of what paſſed concerning 
the Audiences he gave our Ambaſſador ; and the An- 
ſwers returned by him, were communicated to the 
Emperors Miniſters at Twin, and that nothing was 


done without his Participation; That all the Offer 


we could make to the Duke of Savoy, would be 
ſhewn to that Miniſter, fo we did not matter wha! 
Anſwer we return'd to the Memorial he fenr us. We 
forelaw the Uſe he would make of whatever ſhould be 
propoſed to Him on Our Part: The Uſe he did make 
of it, appears in the firſt Memorial he cauſed to be 
preſented to the Swiſs Cantons. In ſhort, it was Line 
to give over treating, it was neceflary ro come tg 
Vigorous Reſolutions, to fruſtrare his Deſigns. The 
Officers and Soldiers of his Troops began apace ts 
leave the Army, under feign d Pretences of Sicknels, 
We could reproach our ſelves with nothing, bur the 
Hazzard we had run in too long deferring a Reſolu— 
tion that ſeem'd indeed violent, though indiſpenſably re- 
ceſſaty. At length we order'd the Troops of Savyy tc 
be ſeiz d and diiarmed, conſtrain'd to it by the many 


Reaſons we have related to your Bleſſedneſs. 


Though this Recital is but too long, we can affirm. 
we have omitted divers Material Circumſtances. But 
to what purpoſe ſhould we enume rate them, when we 
are juſtified by our very Enemies? The Princels o- 
Denmark, in her Speech to the Parliament of England, 
cook Pleaſure in acquainting them, She had engaged 
rhe Duke ot. Savoy in the Intereſts of the League: Had 
we formd a Deſign to invade his Dominions, as be 
would fain pertwade the World, his Conduct long 
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far from having ſuch a Thought, we are ſtill diſpo— 
ſed to let Pie nicut and Savey enjoy a perfect Neu- 
tralit) during this War, provided the fortified Places 
be pur into the Hands of the Swiſs, as we have pro- 
poled to the Cantons, that a Paſſage rhrough the Coun- 
ry be left open for our Troops, and that the Duke of 
(2999 atlarm his. 

This done, vour Holineſs would quickly fee an end 
of the Diiquier, which this War may have given you. 
Gur Army in Traly will be employed cnly to reſtore 
Tranquility to it; Tis what we defire of the Al- 
mighty, as well as the Peace of all Chriſtendom in ge- 
neral 3 Nor can we doubt of your Blefſedneſs's ardent 
Prayers to the {ame Purpole ; And we defire you to 
believe, that the more it ſhall pleaſe God to bleſs the 
ſuſtice of our Arms, and confound rhe Deſigns of our 
Enemies, the readier we ſhall be ro terminate, by a 
firm Peace, the Calamities that have ſo long atflicted 
Europe, We pray God, molt Holy Father, your Bleſſed- 
eſs may long govern his Church.

To examine all the Particulars of rhis Letter, would 
require a Trearile; ir will therefore ſuffice to ſay, 
Thar, ſuppoling the Duke of Savoy had made ſome 
Steps towards a Treaty with the Confederates, to 
commence after the time of his Engagement with 
France and Spain was expired, the better to prepare 
for his Defence againſt two ſuch Potent near Netgh- 
bours, the ſame can't admit of, or ſerve for an Ex- 
cuſe for that Barbarous Treatment of the Troops of 
a Soveraign Prince, the French gave them, unleſs they 
will own to all the World, that all ſuch Princes as 
will not be ſubſervient to their Deſigns, though ne- 
wer fo contrary to their own Intereſt, muſt nor ex- 
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ect to have the Benefit of the Law of Nature ang 

ations from them, whenever it is in their Powe 
to break them. I can't however paſs by in Silence 
one material Circumſtance mentioned towards the Con- 
cluſon of this Letter; This is, her Majeſty of Gre: 
Britain's telling the Parliament of England, that ft; 
had engaged the Duke of Savoy in the Interefls of 10e 
League, As this Speech was made a conſiderable Time 
after the ſeizing of rhe Troops of Savoy, in which 
there was ſufficient Leiſure given to that Duke, 90 
Jer his Sentiments be known to her Majeſty, as well 
as ſome other Potentates; ſo it maſt be own'd, that 
if What other matters they have alledg'd againſt the 
Duke of Savoy, are not founded upon a more ſolid 
Baſis, the whole Frame of this ſpecious Structure, may 
eaſily be overturn'd. 

The French Court furniſhing now nothing mere 
Material, than the Arbitrary Will and Pleaſure of its

Deum was ſung for his Happy Arrival, Both Faw 
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ſupp'd in publick together, and the Night concluded 
with Extraordinary Rejovcings and IIluminations. The

Ince we are, by the Grace of God, happily arrived 
in Portugal, after a rroubleſome and dangerous 
Voyage which we have undertaken, chooſing rather to 
expole our Royal Perſon, than ro (ſuffer, that our Dear 
and Loving Subjects ſhould be any longer oppreſſed 
with that unjuit Slavery and Tyranny wherewith the 
French King and his Ad herents have miſerably over- 
whelmed them, by the violent Intruſion and Uſurpation 
of the Duke of Anjou. Therefore we are come hither 
our of a Compaſſion and Pity to our Dear and Loving 
Subjects, with a Reſolution net only to recover our 
Right ro rhe Crown of Spain, to which, by the Laws 
of God and Man, we have an uncontrovered Title; 
but alſo to give our Subjects the only Occaſion they 
are ever like to have, of returning to their Duty, and 
to deliver them from the Unſupportable Yoke which 
has been ſo unjuſtly put about their Necks. We make 
no Doubt, conſidering the Juſtice of our Cauſe, and

forced or engaged to take Arms againft ns, in the Ser- 
vice of our Enemies, and ſhall come and render them. 
telves to us within thirty Days after the Approach cf 
our Armies to the Frontiers of Spain, they ſhall nor on- 
lyireceive the Benefit of our Royal Pardon, but ſha't -!! 
be diſtinguiſh'd by effectual Marks of our Favour, ir 
Proportion to their Dignities and Services. 
On the other Hand, Our Will is, Thar, after the Ex. 
piration of the ſaid thirty Days, if ary of our Subjects, 
Natives of Spain, who are in Arms againſt us, conmory 
to their Duty and Obedience, which they owe vn79 
us, and in Contempt of our Raqyal Declarations, perl 
in their Rebellion, in the Service of the French Ulurp- 
ers, their Confederates or Adherents, ro the Prejudice of 
their Country, and the Publick Welfare; and ſuch Per- 
tons deliberarely rejecting our preſent Declaration of In- 
demnity, aſter the ſaid Teim of thirty Days, ſhall be 
reputed and treated as Enemies to their Country, and 
unworthy of the leaſt Favour. And, for what relates 
to our loving Subjects, who have not taken Arms againſt 
us, nor undertak en any thing to our Prejudice, they may 
continue at home without fear of being troubled in any 
manner by our Troops. either in their Perſons, Eſtates 
or any other hing to them belonging: And, that none 
of our Subjects may pretend Ignorance on any occaſion 
whatever, We ardain our Generals, our ſuperiour and 
inferiour Officers, Sc. to rake Care, that in their March-

And, in caſe any Oficer or Souldier, notwithſtanding 
car preſent Order, be ſo bold as in any manner to mo- 
leſt our faithful Subjects, Cloyiters, Churches or Reli- 
gious Houſes, their Perſons, Eſtates, Cattle, &c. on the 
Jealt Complaint that ſhall be made of ir, to any of our 
General Officers, the Contraveners ſhall be by us dit- 
erac'd and puniſh'd with the higheſt Puniſhments.

Whilſt the Engliſh and Dutch Troops were daily re— 
mounting and the neceſſary Preparations making, ſeve- 
ral Councils of War were held in the Prelence of both 
Monarchs, to conſult on the moſt eſſectual Method ro 
invade Spain, wherein it was reſolved, both Kings in 
Perſon ſhould rake the Field, and that, the better to 
undeceive the Spaniards, and withdraw them from the 
Service of the Duke of Anjou, another Declaration more 
Ample then the preceeding, ſhould be publiſh'd in the 
Name of his Catholic Majeſty Charies III. which 
is as follows,

I the King, 

E it known to our Subjects of all the Kingdoms, 
States, Provinces and Seigniores, which compoſe 

our Monarchy of Spain, of what Eſtate and Condition 
ſvever ; That, being Acknowledged and Treated as Law- 
fal King of all the Dominions of Spain, by the major 
part of the Rings, Princes and Sovereigns of Europe, 
We are come to the Frontiers of Spain, with the Troops 
of our Allies, and with Forces neceſlary to introduce us, 
in order to rake Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Monarchy ; which 
by unqueſtionable Right belongs to us, according to 
tbe Fundamental Laws of the lame, enacted and pro- 
mul-

mulgated by the Kingdoms of Caſtile, in a Meeting of 
the Corteg, in the Year 151). according to the Teſtament of 
the Lords, the Kings, our Predeceſſors, Don Philip the

cording to the ſolemn Treaties ſtipulated with France 
upon the Renunciation of the moſt ſerene Infanta's, late 
Queens of France, Donna unt Mauricia, and D ung 
Maria Thereſa my Ladies ard Aunis ; excluding from 
the ſucceſſion of the ſaid Kingdoms and States, all the 
DeſcendantsMale and Female of both Marriages confirm's 
by ſolemn Oath ar the Treaty of the Py/ renees, and 
approved by bis Holineſs Pope Alexander the VII. 

By verrue of all which, We have acquir'd an un- 
doubred Right to the whole Succeſſion of the ſaid Crown. 
incapable of being alrerd to our Prejudice by any Wil! 
or Teſtament, tho the ſame were made at full Libettj, 
much leſs when Violence and Fraud intervene, as 1: 
maniſeſt to all the World in the Caſe of that Will forced 
from the moſt Pious Kirg Don Charles II. my Jet 
and Unkle, now in Glory ; which he declared himſch 
with great Sorrow to Father Frances Nicholas de Terre: 
was Unjuſt, beiog expreſiy Contrary to the Tenor of the 
I aw reterd to in that Teſtamert, as well as to the Ca- 
pitulaticns and Renunciations made on purpoſe to pre- 
vent the Union of the two Crowns by excluding thei: 
Poſteruy for cver from the Succeſſion, beſides the 3d 
Clauſe of. the Renunciation, made by the moſt ſerene 
Lady Infanta Duma Mia Thereſa, viz. Becaule of the 
manifeſt Equality, and Cenvenience of it, and for other 
juſt Reaſons it is covenanted and agreed that their [aid 
Majeſty's ſhall maintain in its Vigour and full Force, 
the Law cftablil'd in Favour of the ſaid Kingdoms, and 
for the Publick Benefit of both, that the moſt ſerene 
Infanta Donna Maria Thereſa and her Iſſue Male or Fe- 
male and their Deſcendants iſt, 2d, 3d, and 4th Gene- 
ration and all others of what Degree ſoever, ſhall never 
Succeed to the Kingdoms, Eſtates and Seigniories © 
his ſaid Catholic Majeſty, &c. 

Thele are the exprels Terms of the Law, which 
cannot be complain'd of as Tyrannical or Unjuſt, ſince 
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ied from ſucceeding ro the Crown of France: And 
this Agreement was made to prevent all poſſibility of 
uniting the two Crowns. And it was likewiſe exprefly 
declared, that it was made with a Deſign to preſerve an 
Equality betwixt the Crowns, for the Publick Bene- 
ar of both, and of all Chriſtendom. Theſe are the 
Motives of this Royal Law, for the Excluſion of all 
her Deſcendants whatever. In Conſideration of all this, 
We have thought fit to expoſe our Life to ſo many 
known Dangers by Sea and Land, in order to preſerve our 
loving and faithful Subjects from the Slavery into 
which they are brought, by the Tyranical Government 
of France, lince their precipit ant Admiſſion of the In- 
trader the Dake of Anjou, who is excluded from the 
Succeflion, by the ſame Laws, which he ſwore to ob- 
ſerve, when he uſuped the Kingdom. Beſides, it is no- 
rorious to all Europe, how much the French have abu- 
ſed fo glorious a Nation; How diſhonourably they 
have treated the Chief Nobility, and what Alterations 
they have made in their Troops, that have ſo oſten 
triumphed over France it ſelf, And therefore they treat 
them with the . more Cruelty, as their perpetual Ene- 
mies, and like Slaves in Chains, that they way the 
better reduce the Dominions of Spain under their own 
Power. 

And, conſidering, that the Force and Craft of Fance 
which brought Spain into this Confuſion, was the 
Original Cauſe of their having admitted and {worn 
the Intruder, the Duke of Anjou, and of their failure 
in their obedience to their own Lawful King. We 
declare ſolemnly by this Amneſty and General Pardon, 
thar we pardon all our Subjects of rhe Crimes of 
Leſe Majeſty and Felony, which they commitred by 
receiving and ſwearing to the Duke of Anjou as their 
King; but on Condition, that within the Term of 
three months, ro be reckoned from the Publication of 
this our Amneſty, they Acknowledge and Own Us as 
their Lawfel King and Natural Lord, which we hope 
they will do, and aſſiſt us with their Arms, without ex- 
culing themſelves under any Colour or Pretexc - what. 
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To this end we admoniſh-all Cities, Towrs, Sc. all 
Viceroys, Governours, Preſidents, Chanccllors, Avg. 
tors, Corrigidors, Ordinary Judges, Courts of Juſtice, 
all the Grandees, Titulado's, Lords of Vaſlals, and 
all rhe Nobility and Gentry which compoſe the tuo 
Arms, the Eccleſiaſtical and Secular, of our Monarchy 
of Spain, that they take Care ro have us proclaimed 
ſolemnly for their Hereditary and Lawful King, and 
that they all of them concur with Vigour to ſhake off 
the Infamous Yoke impoled upon them by Violence, 
not only contrary to Juſtice, bur alſo ro their Liberty 
and Honour. We adviſe them feriouſiy ro Conſider, 
that they are not only tree from the Oath they -have 
taken to the Duke of A, becaule it was extorted 
by Force and Artifice, and was contrary to our own 
Ind iſputable Right, acquired by fo many Preccedirg 
Titles; bur that they cannot, without wronging their 
own Conſciences, ſtill comply with and keep theic 
Faith ro the Ulurper, againſt their Lawful Sove. 
reign. 

It will be a great Blot upon the Saniſh Name, to have 
joſt ſuch a proper Occation for recovering their ancient 
Luſtre with Security, under the Protection of out 
Arms; And by that means to deliver themſelves from 
Slavery, and returu to a mild Government, which has 
always treated them more like Children than Sub- 
jets; And we promiſe upon our Faith and Royal 
Word, to Preſerve all their Priviledges and Liverttes, 
that they enjoyed in the Time of the Kings our Pre- 
deceſſors. And we promiſe upon the ſame Faith and 
Royal Word, that we will reward and favour thoiz 
who ſhall ſignalize themſelves in ſo worthy an Ur- 
dertaxing. Bur, if contrary to what we hope fur 
from the Loyalty, Valour and Honour of our Sub- 
jects, any of them continue obſtinately ro follow and 
maintain the Party of the Uſurper of the Kingdom, 
and of their Liberty, and perſiſt in Rebſting our Arms ; 
We declare them Enemies to their Countrey, Rebe!s 
to their King, and ſhall puniſh them as {uch, accoid- 
ing to the Laws, againſt thoſe who are guilty of Hig! 
Treaſon, and that they ſhall be anſwerable ro God for 
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the Blood and Devaſtation occationed by their Rebel- 
lion.

Part of the Engliſh and Iriſh Forces in the French

A Proclamation by the Duke of Schombet g, Captain 
General of the Queen of England's Forces 
in Portugal. 


Urſuant to her Majeſty's Warrant, dated the 14th 
of March 1704, authorizing and impowring 
me to publiſh, in the moſt effectual manner, her 
Majeſty's moſt Gracious Intentions of Pardoning all 
ſuch of her Subjects of the Kingdom of Irc!and, and 
of other Parts of her Majeſtys Dominions, who 
being now in the Service of her Encmies, will quit 
the ſame, to come over to Charles III. King of 
Spain, or any other of her Majeſty js Allies; I do 
hereby, in her Majeſty's Name, Proclaim and Declare, 
Thar all tuch her Majeſty's Subjects, both Officers 
and Soldiers, who are at preſent in the Service of 
the French King, or of the Duke of Anjou, and will 
return to their Duty and come over to the King of 
Hain, or any other of her Majeſty's Allies, hall have 
ber Majeſty's molt gracious Pardon, for all Crimes 
and Ottences committed by them in adhering to, or 
lerving under her Enemies, or for any Crime or Of- 
tence relating thereunto; And, that ſuch of them as 
are qualified ro ſerve in her Majeſty's Forces, ſhall 
ve received and entertained in the ſame Quality as 
they enjoyed in the Service they leave; And, that 
juch as by Reaſon of their Religion, cannot ſerve in 
ber Majeſty's Forces, ſhall * recciv d and entertaine 
in 
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in the Service of the King of Spain, or of ſuch othe; 
of her Majeſty's Allies where they flall beſt like, 
in the ſame Quality, and with the ſame Pay, as they 
enjoy d under her Majeſtys Enemies. And to the 
End, that her Majeſty's moſt Gracious Intentions may

Thar, whereas it is the Principal Duty 
incumbent on his Portuguexe Majeſty, to have an inde- 
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tatigable Care of his Kingdoms and Subjects; and 
that, being obliged to make a Solid Proviſion againſt 
the Danger that threatens them, in the Union of the 
Monarchy of Spain with that of France; which is al- 
moſt brought to paſs, though under the Diiguile of 
an Imaginary Title, or by a Strict Union of the In- 
tereſts of the two Monarchies, of which no Man ar 
prelenr can make any Doubt, his ſaid Majelty has 
endeavoured ro take ſuch Meaſures as ſhall be 
moſt ſuirable ro the preſent Conjuncture of Affairs, 
and ro the effecting what is deſired. Almighty God, 
the Searcher of Hearts, who holds thoſe of Kings 
in his Hands, can witneſs, that it never is, nor 
ever was our Deſign, to add new Kingdoms and 
Provinces to our Crown; and that we have nor 
been moved by Avarice or Vain Glory, to embrace 
the Reſolution we have taken; Since it is unde- 
niable, that we have flighred thoſe favourable Op- 
portunities which have been offered to us of late, 
and which were lufficient to ſatisfy rhe Greateſt 
ambition. 

It is well known to all the World, that the 
Want of Iſſue in the Catholick King Charles II. of 
Happy Memory, his infirm and dangerous Confti- 
zurion, and the Confideration of the Dauphin's 
Pretentions ro ſucceed that Prince, were the Mo— 
ves that induced England and Holland ro conclude 
a Treaty with France, by which the Morarchy of 
Spam was Divided between the ſaid Dauphin, and 
tne moſt Serene Charles Arch- Duke of Auſtria 3 be- 
caule France, by reaſon of its Situation, threatning 
Spain and a great Part of its Dominions, and be- 
ing then arined and provided with a great Number 
of Dilciplined Troops, and with Powerful Fleers ar 
Sea, it was mott probable, it would, upon the Ca- 
rwalick Kings Dyiog without Iflue, tecure the Pot- 
ſellion of that Monarchy; Which being 1ncorpc= 
rated with France, the Whole being reduced inte one 
Body, would be ſo much Superiour and Formi- 
dable ro all the Kingdoms and States of Europe, 
tat they would all in a very flort Time be fub- 
I 2 ordinare 
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ordinate to the Deſpotick Power of France, J 
prevent this Imminent Danger, the Treaty of Par. 
tition gave to the Arch-Duke Charles, at the Death 
of his Catholick Majeſty, the Kingdoms and Domi 
nions that Prince was poſſeſſed of in Spain, the Lyy 
Countries, and the Kingdoms of Sardinia, Majorca 
and Minorca, and the Weſt Indies; and to the Day. 
phin the reſt of the Dominions, and part of Gui. 
cos. 

That his Chriſtian Majeſty conſented to this Ac. 
commodation, and baving ſtipulated it with E 
gland and Holland, invited all other Princes, and 
the States of Europe, to join in it, earneſtly folli. 
citing his Portugueze Majeſty to come into that 4. 
faciation, which his Majeſty conſented to, as be. 
lieving this to be rhe moſt Effectual means to fie. 
ſerve the Peace of Europe, and deliver it from the 
Imminent Danger that threatned it. That, to this 
Purpoſe he concluded a Treaty with the moſt Ch. 
tian King, of which England and Holland were 
Guarantees. But the Catholick King dying in Novem- 
ber 1700, and a Will being Publiſhed in his Name, 
declaring the Duke of Anjeu, Second Son to the 
Dauphin, IIcir of that Monarchy, the moſt Chr. 
ſtian King alrer'd his Reſolutions, and notwithſtand- 
ing the Treaty of Partition not long before conclu- 
ded with the three Powers of Portugal, Eng land ard 
Holland, and without Regard ro his Engagements 
cherein, rather chole to accept of the whole 
Succeſſion to the Crown of Spain for his Grand- 
fon ; Flarrering the Spaniards in the Letter he wrote 
ro the Governours, during the Interrepnum in that 
Monarchy, with Promiſes, that he would reſtore i 
ro its Ancient Splendor, and raiſe it to the highelt 
Pirch of Glory; Infinuating, by this means, that be 
would reſtore to it the Kingdoms and States which 
had been ſeparated from it. 

This Reſolution of the moſt Chriſtian King, taken 
at the very Moment he received Intelligence of tie 
Death of his Catholick Majeſty, being a manifel 
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of thole Powers concerned in ir, highly provoked 
thoſe that had Confederated with France for the Ex- 
ecution of the Partition; And much more the Em. 
peror, Who would not conſent ro it: But it being 
propoſed to his Portugueze Majeſty fem the moſt 
Chriſtian King, by his Ambaſſador the Prefident of 
Ronille, that the King his Maſter found it more 
expedient for his own and the Peace of all Chriſten. 
dom, that the whole Monarchy of Spain, as the Ca- 
tholick King had polſſeſſed it, ſhould remain united 
under one Prince; becauſe by this means the Bal- 
lance of Europe would be the better kept up; He 
therefore was willing ro facrifice ro. the Intereſt of 
Europe, that great Parr of his Dominions, which by 
the Treaty of Partition was to be annexed to it: 
Thar the aforefaid Prince was ro be his Grandſon 
the Duke of Anjou, in whom the Catholick King 
had owned the Undoubred Right of the Dauphin his 
Son; Declaring the ſaid Duke of Anjou Univerſal 
Heir of all his Dominions, That the Monarchy of 
ſpain ſhould be governd by its own Laws and 
Conſtitutions, without the leaſt Innovations or any 
Dependance on France; So that only the Reigning 
Family would be changed, thar of Baurbon being 
placed on the Throne inſtead of that of Auſtria ; 
And Europe would remain in the fame Poſture it 
was in before the Death of the Catholic“ Kinp 
Charles II. The moſt»Chriſtian King was detrous 16 
renew with the King of Portugal, the ancient trea- 
ties, and that his Grandlun would do the lame, and 
he would be Guarantee of the Peace between rac 
Crowns of Portugal and Caſtile. 

Thar his Portugueze Majeſty having made the ne— 
cellary Reflections upon theſe Repreientations, ac- 
cording to the then preſent Circumitances, he thovght 
he ought to Sacrifice the Breach of the Treaty con- 
cluded with France ro the Publick Peace, as look- 
ing upon it that Europe remain'd in the lame Conſti- 
tution and Poſture it was in before, with only very 
little Difference, And to prevent the Inconveniencies 


of a War within his Kingdoms, {which could no: 
SI have 
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have been done, had he permitted the Nations that 
made War in Spain, to reſort to his Poſts because 
of the Danger, leſt the Neighbouring Fire ſhould lay 
hold on his Dominions, he concluded a Treaty with 
rhe moſt Chriſtian King and his Grandſon, by which 
his Porrugueze Majeſty only obliged himſelf not 10 
receive into his Ports, the Ships of thole Nations 
that ſhould make War on the rwo Crowns, upon Ac. 
count of the Succeſſion of the Duke of Anjou; thus 
only making the ſaid Duke as it were Poſſeſſor of 
the Monarchy, for the Conveniency of ſecuring the 
Peace of Portugal, or at leaſt removing the Danger 
of a War; Bur, in regard that the Powers of Es- 
glaud and Holland (which it may be judge d might 
enter into a League with the Emperor to revenge 
the Breach of Treaty, and to ſecure their own In. 
tereſts and Safety) would not conſent perhaps to be 
excluded the ſaid Ports, the moſt Cyriſt ian King ob- 
liged himſelf ro ſend them ſuch Succours of Men 
and Shipping as his Portugut de Majeſty ſhould judge 
proper and neceſſary upon Occaſion. The Duke of 
Anjou has alſo reſigned up ro the Crown of Ports 
gal, all the Right the Crown of Spain pretends to 
have to the Lands ſeated on the North fide of the 
River of Plata, on which is built rhe Colony called 
del Sacramento, and has Gbliged himiclt ro Ind:mrily 
the Royal Company of the Indies, in which the Sub- 
jects of Portugal have engaged great Stocks, and 
received no lels Damages by the Infringements the 
Government of Spain have made in the Conditions 
of the ſaid Contract, which has been authorized by 
the two Crowns of Caft:ilie and Pertug al. 

The Obtervarion of this Treaty was ſuitable t6 
That of the former; For his moſt Chriſtian Majelly 
ſignifying to his Portugie ge Majeſty, by his Ambal 
iador the Preſident Rouille, that the Navy fer out bj 
England and Holland were deſigned againſt the Por: 
and Fleets of Portugal, his faid Majeſty required in 
due Seaton, and by Vertue of the ſaid Treaty, thit 
a moderate Number of Shipping might be ſent hin, 
in ſecure the Trade of his Subjects, and rhe Coat 
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af the Kingdom, and not a third part of what 
was deſir'd has been ſent; the Minifters of the 
Court of France being oblig'd to own to that of 
Portugal (which ſolicited this neceſſary and due Sup- 
ply) that the Crown of France was not in a Capa- 
city to anſwer that Obligation; and that his N 
Chriſtian Majeſty ownd, that rhe King of Portugæ 
was ablolved from the Tye of the Treaty concluded 
with him and his Grandſon upon a Condition of 
that Succour. 

The Duke of Anjou, has not been more Punctual in 
fultilling the Contents of this Treaty; For, neither has 
he paid the Sums he ought to pay to the ſaid India 
Company, nor has he deliver'd them from the Vexati— 
ons and Violences offer'd it, in the ſaid Indies as was 
ſtipulated; Bur on the contrary, greater Wrongs were 
oer d them. And the Governor of Buonos Ayres, by 
private Orders from Court, contrary to the publick 
Ones ſent by vertue of the Treaty, has excluded the 
Subjects of his Portugeze Majeſty, the Benefit of rhe 
Lands about the Colony del Sacramento, blocking them 
up clole. 

All this not only ſufficiently juſtiſies, with bow 
much Reaſon his Portugeze Majeſty has departed from 
the laſt Treaty, concluded with his I/ Chriſtian 
Majeſty and his Grandſon, but how much Caute he 
has to Reſent ſuch repeated lufringments. 

Belides, this ſecond Treaty was no ſooner concluded, 
but his M:-ft Chriſtian Majeſty began to ſhow, tha: 
his Deſign tended ro Unite the Monarchy of Spie, 
Governing even at tirſt, according to his own Wi! 
in all Reſpects, from the higheſt to the loweſt, the 
Negoriarions and Embaſſics of the Crown of Spar: 
began to be guided, not by Inſinuations, Hut by Ex- 
pres Commands from Paris. The Vice-Roythips and 
Covernours of the K'ngdoms and P:ovinces of Speis, 
and its Dominions, the Prefidemihips of Connce!s, 
the Arch- Biſhopricks, Biſhopricks and Prelacies, tc 
Commendams Places, Offices and Employ ments, Ci 
vil and Military, and in ſhort all things of Profit 
and Honour, are at the Ditpolai of Fer Minitt. :« 
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266 A Compleat Hiſtory of 
The Bulwarks of the Monarchy, Flanders and Milan, 
were ſeiz'd by the French Troops under the Specious 
Title of Auxilaries ; the Grandees ct Spain, whom 
the Catholick Kings had placed in the next Degree 
ro their Royal Perſons, were oppreſſed and affronted, 
obliging many ro go to Paris, ro pay Homage to 
the Deſpotick Power of the Court of France, and 
equalling them ro the Peers, and the Peers ro them, 
as if they were bur one Nation, and ſerved but 
one King. The Holy Tribunal of the Inquiſition was 
moleſted in its Head and in its Members. The 
Flags of the Royal Navy of Spain, were command— 
ed by rhoſe of France in their own Seas. The 
Trade of the Weſt-Indies, which is not allowed to 
all the Subjects of the Monarchy but only to thoſe 
of the Crown of Caſtile, has been laid open to the 
French, to the utter Ruin of all Spain. And in 
ſhort, all the Subjects of the Monarchy have been 
undervalued and opprefled by Minifters, or other Per- 
ſons of the French Nation, and treated like Slaves, 
tho' rhe French were of the meaneſt Quality, and 
the Spanzards of the greateſt. The illuſtrious Spaniſo 
Nation, and irs vai: Monarchy being thus brought 
under the French Yoak, was the End of the Promise 

of raihng and re-eſtabliſhing it in its Ancient Glory, 
It is needleis ro mention the particular Pericns or 
Facts which demonſtrate what 1s here urged; be- 
cauſe it is {o notorious and viſible to the Eyes no: 
only of the Spaniards, but to all Europe, that many 
Grandees were oblig d ro ſubmit ro the Indignity 
of ſerving in Employments, not ſuitable to their Grear- 
neſs, or to rake Sanctuary in firange Countries, 
abandoning their Houſes and Eitates to preſerve the 
Honou:rs and Dignicies they had inherited from their 
anceſtors. France ubng all means to debaſe this Rank 
tznce there have been Perſons admitted ro it, who 
could not either for their Quality or Merits alpire to 
it; and have been only railed for being Inſtruments 
of Enflaving their Country, and Afliſting by their En. 
geavonrs, io ſupport and feed that Career which pron 
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the Affairs of Spain, &c. 267 
the Bowels of that Monarchy, like Vipers devouring 
the Common Mother which gave them Being. 

Having ſo plainly diſcover'd the Deſign of France, 
which is to unite the Spaniſh Monarchy to that cf 
France, and reduce it to a Province, like any of 
the conquer'd Countries, whercas its Separation and 
independence was the Bajis and Foundation of the 
Treaty concluded with the Moſt Chriſtian King and 
his Grandſon. And his Pertugeze Majeſty ſeeing ſo 
Illuſtrious and Heroical a Nation, ſo debaſed and 
oppreſſed , as if it had been Conquerd, he was 
oblig d to alter his Meaſures, and take other Courſes 
then he had done before to ſecure his own Kingdoms, 
and take off the Fetters which the French Ambition 
has pur upon the SpaniſÞ Nation: It being alſo for 
his Majeſty's Reputation, that, ſince God has put 
into his Hands ſuch a Part of Spain as Portugal is, 
he Endeavours the Liberty of all the Spaniſh Nati- 
on, and Strives ro deliver it from the Shame of 
being under a Foreign and Violent Domini- 
on. 

For the compaſſing theſe two Ends, with the una- 
nimous Conſent of all the Potentates concern'd in 
the Grand Alliance, and with the univerſal Appro- 
bation of all others which have not yer joyned in 
it. Further then, in their Liking and Affections ir 
has been judg'd the moſt juſt, ready and cflicacious 
means, that his Imperial Majeſty and his eldeſt Son 
the moſt ſerene King of the Romans, ſhould Refign 
and Renounce to the Arch-Duke of Auſtria Charles III. 
Son to his ſaid Imperial Majeſty, and Brother to 
the ſaid King, the Right they had to the Succeſſion 
to the Monarchy of Spain; and none can doubt: 
that, tho that be not altogether Indiſputable (as mot: 
Men do believe it) yet it allows of ſo little Con- 
troverſie, that to invalidate it the Partiſans of Fance 
who can be no other but French themſelves, or ſuch 
as are corrupted by private Intereſt) muſt maintain 
that moſt execrable Maxim, and ci the moſt pernt- 
cious Conſequences ro humane Society, by giving 
our that the Promiſes . and Engagements of Kings 
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are null and void, when they are againſt their Ju. 
tereſt, tho they be ſtrengthned by the Solemyjy 
ot Treaties and the ſacred Ties of Oaths. For, aj 
this appears againſt the Right of France, as is ro- 
rorious by rhe Pyrenean Treaty, and the main Sire(; 
of thoſe that defend them conſiſts in inſinuating thi; 
Doctrine. 

Hereupon his Portugeze Majeſty, by a ſolemn Tre, 
ty concluded with their Imperial and Britannick Ma- 
jeſties, and with the States of rhe United Province:, 
that, as ſoon as his Imperial Majeſty, and the King 
of the Romans had made their Renunciation cf the 
Spaniſh Monarchy to the moſt ſerene Prince CH 
Arch Duke of Auſtria, theſe four united Powery 
would concur to Place the ſaid Prince on the Throne 
of Spain, and none of them be permitted to con- 
clude a Peace, till this be done; And, his Imperial 
Majeſty having perform'd the Renunciation which 
the King of the Romans has approved, and that 
Prince being own'd Lawſul King of Spain, not only 
by the Emperor his Father, and the King of the 
Romans, but even by moſt of the Confederare Pow: 
ers and other Princes, is as well known to all E 
rope; And the ſaid Catholich King Charles III. being 
come into the Dominions of his Portugeze Majefry, 
for the Execution of ſo juſt and advantageous 1 
Reſolution for the Peace of Europe; His Portugeze 
Majeſty has thonght fit, before any Military Exe. 
cution, not only ro make known the Morives tha: 
induced him to it, but to propoſe to the Renowned 
Spaniſh Nation, That not only the propereſt, but the 
only opportunity it can cver have, is now offr\| 
to recover its Liberty, Reputation and Glory, by 
excluding from che Throne of irs Monarchy, a Prince 
of a Nation and Family the molt oppoſite to rs 
Intereſt and its Heroick Reputation, whom they 
admitted much againſt their Will, being oblig'd ro it 
by the Terror and Violence -of the Arms of France, 
which allows him only the Title of a King, hav- 
ing aſſumed to himielf the abſolute Diſpoſal of the 


Monarchy. 
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The Nobiliry of Spain, and all its People and 
Dominions have ſeen and found by Experience, how 
falle the fair Promiſes of France are, and that the 
Encreaſe promiſed to the Monarchy, is converted 
into an Imperious Servitude, unworthy noble and 
generous Souls, ſuch as true Spaniards ought to be, 
who ought to conſider, that, if France at the ſame 
Time that it is invaded by ſo many Powers to oblige 
it not to exceed the Bounds of Reaſon and TJaſtice, 
and to deliver the Spaniards themſelves from the Op- 
reſſion they now lie under, does now treat them 
with ſo little Reſpect, what can be expected if the 
Great Alliance ſhould be diſſolved, and they lefr un- 
der the ſame Voak? Who doubts not but France 
will Reduce them to the utmoſt Calamity, reputing 
them as a People that have ſubmitted themlelves , 
and a Conquer'd Nation that has yielded ro the 
Will of the Conqueror? And it is plain, that ſuch 
an Opportunity as this is, cannot caſily be expected, 
it being impoſſible that Four ſuch mighty Powers, and 
ſo proper to produce the happy Effect of the Liber- 
ty of the Spaniſh Monarchy, ſhould again agree upon 
It. 

All that has been here (laid makes it c:cdible, that 
the Sp.miards being recover d from the Terror of 
France, which oblig'd them to take the Dauphin's ſe- 
cond Son for their King, having now ſo many Po- 
tentates, With Land and Sea Forces Superior to thoſe 
of France ro afiiit them, will ſtand up reſolutely 
for their Honour, their Reputation, their Glory, 
and laſtly for their Liberty, expelling a Prince who 
has poſſe:ied himſelf of the Throne of their Mo- 
narchy by Violent Means, and receiving Another 
whom they would ardently wiſhd to have been in 
Spain at the Time when King Charles II. dyed to 
deliver the Scepter into his Hands; It being certain 
that his Title, after rhe Renunciation of his Father 
and Brother, is indiſputable ; and that his Heroick 
Vertues are worthy of the Crown of ſo Great and 
Wealthy a Monarchy, and equal or ſuperiour to 
thoſe of the Glorious Auſtrian Princes, who have go- 
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vern d Spain thele two laſt Ages; under whoſe Hat. 


py Influence, the Illuſtrious Spaniſh Nation hath fa. 
{ed ir ſelf ro the higheſt Pitch of Glory. 


being treated with the Affection due ro Chileren 
of which they have found the Contrary during this 
ſhort Space of a French Government. 

But, in Cafe the Spaniards, either ſeiz'd by a ba. 
nick Fear of the Power of France, or deluded by 
the Chimerical Perſwaſions of the French, who mix 
Truth and Falſhood, and hide the Venom under {pe- 
cious and pleaſing Shows, ſhould ſhut their Eyes and 
ſtop their Ears againſt ſo many Proofs, and ſhould 
reſolve tro be cruel ro themſelves, and to aſſiſt their 
Morral and Perperual Enemies the French, that they 
may compaſs the Oppreſſion of their Liberty, it 
will be unavoidable, that his Majeſty, aſſiſting the 
Catholick King Charles III. and ſupporting the Juſtice 
of his Cauſe with his Arms, and thoſe of his 4. 
lies, muſt endeavour by Force to give the Spaniard, 
chat Redreſs they ſtand in need of, and which is dote 
by a Madman and one in a Lethargy, who muk 
be ſeverely Blooded for their own Preſervation ; the 
one regarding it not, and the other oppoſing it, be. 
cauſe Both of -them having their Faculties deadned 
and vitiated, are deprived of the Liberty of reflet- 
ing and knowing their own Good. And all the 
Chriſtian Blood rhar ſhall be ſhed upon this Ac- 
count, and the Damages thar ſhall be received, will 
be imputed ro thoſe, who endeavour ro maintain a 
Prince, who is unjuſtly potlefled of the Monarchy which 
an all Titles is due to the Catholich King Charles Ill. 


Whilſt rhe Portugege and Confederated Forces arc 
drawing together rowards their Rendevouze at 4- 
brantes, we will enquire what the Court of Madrid 
nas been doing this Winter.

fend them againſt any Invaſion whatſoever ; and by 
the good Effects of the Juſtice of my Cauſe, and 
the Valour of my Troops, my chief Care ſhall be 
to eaſe my Subjects, and to uſe all poſſible Means 
to render my Kingdoms more Flouriſhing. 

This Speech being highly applauded by moſt of 
the Grandees, either out of Fear or Selt-Intereſt ; 
And a War being now unavoidable with Portugal, 
it was reſolved, the ſame ſhould be proclaimed with 
all the Uſual Formalities, which being done accor- 
dingly, was attended by the following Declaration.

The Preparations of the Portugueze py very 
flow at the beginning of this War, by reaſon cf 
their being of late Years not much acquainted with 


Martial Exploits ; This, with the great Diſtance ct 


moſt of the Allies from Spain, gave the Active 
French 
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French a fair Opportunity of getting into the Field 
and pitching their Tents at Alcantara, where Ring 
Philip, otherwiſe the Duke of Anjou, held a great 
Council of War, and declared his Reſolution to in. 
vade Portugal in Perſon, and for that Purpoſe iſſued 
the following Proclamation. 


The Duke of Anjou's Proclamation, 


127 reſolved ro begin the War in Portugal,! 
have given Orders for my Troops to Enter that 
Kingdom ro morrow the 7th inſtant (May,) and | 
forbid them, on Pain of Death, to make any on 
a Priſoner, or do hurt to any Perſon, that ſhal] no 
be found in Arms: I likewiſe forbid all Plunder- 
ing, allowing only of the taking what is needful fo: 
the Subſiſtance of the Soldiers and Forrage : I like- 
wiſe forbid, on Pain of Death, the doing any Da 
mage to Churches and other Sacred Places, to Wo- 
men, Children, Prieſts and Perſons, of any Religiou: 
Order. 

This done, the Forces were ordered to march 
and inveſt Salvatara, which being effected, and the 
Governour ſummoned to ſurrender with Threats c 
the utmoſt Rigour, in caſe of Refuſal, being with. 
out any Proſpect of Relief, yielded himſelf, with 
his whole Garriſop, Priſoners of War. The Town 
of Segura being likewiſe inveſted, and not able t 
make any conſiderable Defence, ſurrender'd at Di- 
cretion. There were ſcyeral other Places of Not: 
taken Sword in Hand; But the greateſt Loſs was 
in Portalegre, in which Place above five hundrce 
 Engliſp, and one thouſand five hundred. Portuguez: 
were made Priſoners of War. Thus the French and 
Spaniſh Army went on without Oppoſition hitherto, 

plundering and burning ſeveral Places, laying tht 
whole Countrey round abour 


tribution, and advancing to Caſtlebrano, it met witl 
4 Dutch Batallions, under the Command of Monfieu: 
Faze/, who being much inferiour in Number, after 2 
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| inoſt brave Reſiſtance, were obliged to retreat. The 
| Lols of Portalegre and Caſtle del Vide, together with 
| good number of the beſt Troops, poſted in ſeveral 


other Places, raken by the Spaniards, obliged his Ca- 
tholick and Portugueze Majeity, then newly arriv'd in 
the Army, to countermand the Portugueze General the 
Marquis das Minas, who with a ſtrong Body was 
on his full March, in order to lay Siege to Ciudad 
Rodrigo, but now had Orders ſent him to lay afide 
that Enterprize, and rejoin his Maſters Forces, Ac- 
cordingly, having provided for the Security of the 
Frontier Places on that fide, turn d his march that 
way. The Marquis das Minas reſolving to make no 
ſruitleſs Expedition, in his Return attacked a Spaniſh 
Town called Fuente Ginalde, which he took by 
Storm, and therein found a good Booty, beſides a 
great quantity of Ammunition and Proviſion. After 
this the Marquis ſar down before Mount Santo, and 
though a ſtrong Body of French, intending to re- 
lieve the Place, furiouſly attack d him; Yer, after a 
ſharp Diſpure, he obliged them to retire with the Loſs 
of five hundred Men kill'd and taken Priſoners ; 
among whom were a hundred and fifty Officers, be- 
ſdes tix Standards, with all their Baggage and Am- 
munition; Whereupon the Governour with his whole 
Garriſon ſurrender d at Diſcretion. After this, the Por- 
ugueze General marching towards Caſt/ebranco, and 
by the way being joined by the Engliſh and Durch 
Forces, they obliged the French and Spaniſh Forces to 
quit many of the leſſer Places they had taken; And 
by this time the Hears beginning to grow cxceſſive, 


each fide prepared to go into Quarters of Refreſh- 


ment, as is uſual in theſe Parts, the two Monarchs 
returning to Lisbonne, and the Duke of Anjou to Ma- 
did; Where we will leave them, and now teke a 
View of the Affairs of the Empire. The late Pro. 
preſſes of the French and Bavarians upon the Danube, 
together with the Irruption of the Hungarian Malecon- 
tents into Auſtria, having put the greateſt part of the 
Empire, and Vienna it ſelf into no ſmall Danger; 
And the Engliſh and Dutch — being ſenſible, thar 
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unleſs proper and ſpeedy meaſures were taken for i 
Relief, it would in all probability be quite over-run 
in the approaching Campaign; It was reſolved, That 
the Duke of Marlborough, with all the Engliſh, and a 
great Body of Auxiliary Troops, ſhould march to the 
Danube, to put an end to the War in Bavaria, As 
the Succeſs of this great Enterprize and Stupendi- 
ous March, from the Frontiers of Holland, into the 
very Heart of Germany, depended in a great meaſure 
on Secrely ; to the better ro amuſe the French, it was 
given our, that a powerful Diverſion was intended 
upon the Alaſelle, in favour of the Empire. This ſuc. 
ceeded ſo well, that the French, not daring to with- 
draw their Troops from their ſeveral Poſts, till they 
were fully certified of the march of that Army, that 
they arrived a Month before the Elector of Bavaria 
could be join'd by the French under the Mareſchal 
de Tallard, and conſequently furniſhed the Allies with 
an Opportunity of obtaining their firſt Victory on the 
Schellenberg. The Elector of Bavaria knowing the 
importance of that Poſt, in order to maintain him- 
ſelf in his ſtrong Camp at Dillingen and Lawingen 
upon the Danube, had poſted the Count D Arco with 
a ſtrong Body there; and now, upon the Approach of 
the Confederates, ſeveral thouſands of Pioneers had 
been for many Days employed to caſt up Intrench- 
ments to cover Donawert; But notwithſtanding their 
Strength, and the number of Troops that defended 
them, the Duke of Marlborough reſolved to attack the 
Enemy, which being done accordingly, of the Suc- 
ceſs thereof I think I can give no better Account, than 
in the following Letters. 


The Duke of Marlborough's Letter to the States 
General of the United Provinces. 


High and Mighty Lords, 

Pon our Arrival at Oderingen I underſtood, that 
| 1 the Elector of Bavaria had detachd the beſt 0! 
his Foot to guard the Poſt of Schellenberg, where be 
had been caſting up Intrenchments for ſome Days, be- 
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auſe it was of great importance. Therefore I reſolv d 
io attack him there, and marched yeſterday at the Head 
of a detachment of fix thouſand Foot, and thirty Squa- 
drons of our Troops, and three Batallions of Imperial 
Grenadeers. Whereupon the Army began their march 
to follow us; Bur the way being very long and bad, 
we could not not ger to the River Mernez till about 
Noon, and it was full three of the Clock before we 
could lay Bridges for our Troops and Cannons; So 
that all things being ready, we attacked them about 
ſix in the Evening. The Attack laſted a full Hour. 
The Enemies defended themſelves very vigorouſly, 
and were very ſtrongly intrenched; bur ar laſt were 
obliged to retire by the Valour of our Men, and 
the Good God has given us a Complear Victory. 
We have taken fifteen Pieces of Cannon, with all 
their Tenrs and Baggage: The Count D' Arco, and 
the other Generals that commanded them, were ob- 
liged ro ſave themſelves by ſwimming over the Da- 
mbe. I heartily wiſh your High Miz2btinefſes good 
Succeſs from this happy beginning, which is ſo glo- 
rious for the Arms of the Allies, and from which! 
hope, by the Aſſiſtance of Heaven, we may reap ma- 
ny Advantages. We have loſt very many brave Ofi- 
cers, and we cannot enough bewail rhe Loſs of the 
Sieurs Goore and Benheim, who were kill'd in the Acti- 
on, The Prince of Baden, and General Thung:n are 
lightly wonded ; Count Stirum has received a Wound 
crols his Body, but it's hop'd he will recover. The 
Hereditary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel, Count Horn, Lieu- 
tenant General, and the Major Generals Mood and 
Palandt, are alſo wounded. I can at preſent give 
your High Mightineſſes no more particulars, bur will 
not fail ro do it the firſt Opportunity. 

A little before the Attack begun, the Baron of 
Maltenburg, Adjutant General to Prince Eugene, was 
lent to me by his Highneſs, with Advice that the Ma- 
relchals Villeroy and Tallard were marched to Srrasbwg, 
having promiſed a great Reinforcement to the Elector 
of Bavaria, by way of the Black Forreſt ; And I had 
Advice by another Hand, that they deſign'd ro fend 
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him fifty Barallions, and ſixty Squadrons of their 70 
Troops. Since I was Witneſs how much the Sjey; 
Mertagne diſtinguiſh d himſelf in this whole Action, 
I could not omit doing him the Jultice, to recommend 
him to your High Mz:ghtineſſes, to make up to him tte 
Loſs of his General, Wherefore I have pitched Upon 
him to bring this to your High Mightineſſes, and to in.

The Duke of Marlborough's Second Letter - to the 
States General. 


High and Mighty Lords, 


Otwithſtanding I did my ſelf the Honour yeſter- 

day to ſend to your Hiah and Mightineſſes, by 
Monſieur Mortagne, an Account of the Victory God 
had been pleaſed to grant us on the ſecond, I judgd 
that our following Succeſſes very well deſerved aro- 
ther Expreſs, to acquaint your High and Mightineſs, 
that as ſoon as the Elector of Bavaria underſtood the 


tween Dillingen and Lawingen, and came laſt night to 
the Danube over againſt this Town, in his March to 
the River Lech, to prevent our cutting off his Retreat 
to his own Countrey, We underſtand part of hi 
Troops have already paſſed the River, which the ut 
will certainly do as ſoon as we pals the Dani, 
which I hope we ſhall effect ro morrow, our Mer 
being already employed in making Bridges for that 
End. 

Laft night the Elector ſent Orders here to his Gar 
riſon to tet Fire to the Town, to burn their Bridge 
and Magazines, and then to retire ; And for that End 
they had pur Straw in every Houſe ; But our Mer 
being advanced into the Suburbs, and laying th! 


Bridges to paſs into the Town, the Garriſon a 
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ſtay for fear of having their Retreat cut off. And 
ſo failing in their deſign, the Townſmen ſaved their 
Houſes. The Enemy burnt only their Bridge and 
ſome Magazines, and retired in great haſte early this 
Morning. Ar the ſame time we rook Poſſeſſion, and 
found in the Town their Magazine of Ammunition, 
and three pieces of Cannon ; in the Arſenal 2000 Sacks 
of Meal and great ſtores of Oats, which will in part 
ſerve for the Magazines we defign to erect here, 
for the ſubſiſtance of our Troops. I am now of opi- 
nion the French will find it a hard Task to join 
the Elector with their promiſed Reinforcements. 

According to the report of our Priſoners that were 
in the Battle of Schellenberg, 16 Barallions of Bava- 
nian, and 5 of French, and fome ſay nine others, 
all of their beſt Troops, of whom the greateſt part 
are killd, drown'd or taken. Our Souldiers had alſo 
the good Luck to find the Plate of the Count D*Arco, 
the Bavarian General in the Camp. 

| afſure your High Mightineſſes we ſhall not be 
wanting to improve this Advantage as we can, and 
to prels the Elector as hard as poſſible, notwithſtand- 
ing he has the Lech on his Front, ſo that no time 
ſhall be loſt to bring him to Reaſon,” I am with all

There were ſeveral other Letters ſcnt from the 
General Officers ro their Reſpective Maſters, which 
being all ro the ſame purpoſe, for Brevity-ſake I ſhall 
omit» No ſooner was this Action over, but ſome 
Overtures of Peace being made by the Emperor to 
the Elector, the latter ſeem'd diſpoſed to hearken 
thereunto. Hereupon Count Miatiſtau was ſent to 
confer with him upon the Conditions, which were 
very advantageous to the Elector, who having only 
made this Step to gain a little time, refuſed to (gn 
it; And declared he had received Advice, that the 
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Mareſchal Tallard was on his March in order to a. 
fiſt him, and that his Honour would nor permit him 
to hearken ro a ſeparate Treaty, as long as the 
French King made ſuch Efforts to ſupport hun, and ſo 
the Nego/1ation broke off. | 

The News of this Battle baſtened the Mateſchal 
de Tallard's March, who, after the Loſs of ſeven hun. 
dred Men in the Siege of Villingen, ſeared at the 
Spring-hcad of the Danube, and conſequently of great 
importance to ſecure his Retreat, raiſed it, and in a 
little time afterwards, without any Oppoſition, join 
the Elector not far from Augsburgh, where they 
ſtrongly intrench'd themſelves. The Duke of Man. 
borough judging the forcing of them impracticable, in 
order to draw them out, laid waſte the Country he. 
rween Augsburgh and Munich, with Fire and Swe, 
which ſucceeded ſo well, that the Elector not able 
ro brook to be an Eye-Witneſs of the Deſolation of 
bis Country, urged the matter with ſo much Earneſt 
neſs to the French Generals, that, though nor with- 
much Reluctancy, ar length they quirted their 
tixong Poſt, and paſſed the Danube. This cauled the 
Duke, with the General Officers, to hold a Council 
of War, in which rhe attacking them was the Final 
Reſoſution. Concerning which I ſhould do Injuſtice 
to the Merit of the Duke and the whole Army unde 
his Command, as to Poſterity, if I ſhould cmir the 
tollowing Letters.

Brother Churchil to advance at one of the Clock in 
the morning with his two Baralltions, and by three 
the whole Army was in Morion ; For the greater Ex- 
pedition, 1 order d part of the Troops to pass over 
the Danube, and follow the March of the twenty Ba- 
tallions ; And with moſt of the Horle and the Four of 
the Firſt Line, I paſſed the Lech at Rai», and came 
over the Danube at Donawer?. So that we all wind 
the Prince that nighr, intending to advance and take 
this Camp at Hochſter : In order whereto we weat 
out early on Tueſday with forty Squadrons to view 
the Ground, but found the Enemy had already yo!- 
ſeſſed themſelves of ir. Whereupon we refolved 10 
attack them, and accordingly we marched between 
three and four yeſterday morning from the Camp at 
Munſter, leaving all our Tents ſtanding. About fix 
we came in view of the Enemy, who we found did 
not expect ſo early an Onſet. The Cannon began to 
play about half an Hour after eight ; They formed 
themſelves in two Bodies, the Elector with Monſieur 
Marſin and their Troops on our Right, and Monſieur 


de Tallard with all his on our Left; Which laſt fell 


to my Share; They had rwo Rivulers, belides a Mo- 
raſs before them; Which we were obliged to paſs 
over in their View, and Prince Eugene was forced 
to take a great Compals ro come to the Enemy: So 
that it was one of the Clock before the Baile be- 
gan. It laſted with great Vigour til! Sun-fer, when 
the Enemy were obliged to retire, and by the Blefding 
of God we obrained a Compleat Victory, We have 
cut off great Numbers of them, as well in the Action, 
3s in the Retreat; Beſides, upwards of twenty Squa- 
drons of the French, which I puth'd into the Danube, 
where we ſaw the greateſt part of them perith ;

is taken or deſtroyed. The Bravery of all out 
Troops on this occaſion cannot be expreſſed, the Ge. 
nerals, as well as the Officers and Soldiers, behaving 
themſelves with the greateſt Courage and Reſoluti- 
on. The Horſe and Dragoons were obliged to charg: 
four or five ſeveral times. The Elector and Mor. 
ficur de Marſin were ſo advantageouſly poſted, tha: 
Prince Eugene could make no Impretiion on then, 
till the third Attack, near ſeven at night, when be 
made a great Slaughter of them. But being near: 
Wood. ſide, a great Body of Bavariaus retired into ir, 
and the reſt of that Army retreated towards Lawin 
gen, it bcing too late, and the Troops tov much 
tired ro purſue them far. I cannot ſay roo much in 
praiſe of that Prince's good Conduct, and the Bra. 
very of his Troops on this Occaſion. You wil 

leaſe ro lay this before her Majeſty and his Royal 
Highneſs to whom I fend my Lord Tunbridge with 
the good News.

High and Mighty Lords, 


Gave my ſelf the Honour ro write to your High 
| Mightineſſes on Sunday laſt from Steynbeim, the next 
day after the Mareſchal de Tallard, with the Officers 
of Note, was ſent to Frank fort and Hanau, under a 


| Guard of Dragoons. We have made the Repartition 


of the other Priſoners, who are ſent into the Neigh- 
bouring Places, that they may be more eaſily guarded 
till they are ſent away. Their Number is greater 


| than at firſt believed, fince they exceed thirteen 


thouſand Officers and Soldiers, including about three 
thouſand who have liſted themſelves in the Confede- 
rate Troops. On Tueſday the Army decamped and 


\ marched ro Gondelſingen. Yeſterday we advanced to 


Ober Elchingen, and this day to this Camp, which is 
about half a League from V/m. We have found a 
grear Number of Officers buried in the Villages through 
wich we marched, and ſome Citizens of Vim aſſure 

us, 
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us, that when the Enemy marched from thence, the, 
carried away above ſeven thouſand wounded, amor 
whom were about one thouſand Officers. The, 
burnt a great many Waggons to make uſe of tj; 
Horſes to carry off the Officers upon Brancars. Ou 
Huſſars and ſeveral Parties of Horſe follow them ve. 
ry cloſely, who, together with the Boors, have killed 
a great Number of the Soldiers of the Enemy whom 
they ſound ſtragling. We begin to ftreighren Cn, 
expecting the Arrival of the Prince of Baden, who 
paſſed the Danube this Day at Donawert, and as ſoon 4; 
he is come, and that we have regulated what Troops 
are to carry on this Siege, I ſhall advance toward; 
the Rhine, with the Forces that I have the Honey: 
to command. This morning a Depury from the Ci. 
ty of Memingen, came to our Camp to defire ou 
Protection, and reports, that the Electoreſs of Bate- 
ria was gone through that Place, with five of her 
Children, under a Guard of fourteen Squadrons to 
join the Elector, who, according to our laſt Ad 
vices, was about Dutlingen with the Mareſchal 0

The Confederate Forces appearing near Ulm, a 
ſtrong Detachment, under the Command of Genen 
Thungen, laid clole Siege to it, and forced the Frencl 


and Bavarians, poſted therein, ro ſurrender upon Ho- 


nourable Terms; Several other Cities did the fame, 
whereby the whole Electorate of Bavaria was 
brought to ſubmit to the I-perzal Arms; The Electot 
himſelf, with the remaining part of his Scattered 
Troops, making the beſt of their way from the Upps 
Rhine to the Netherlands, not only rendered this Vi 
ctory entirely compleat, bur freed Germany from the 
Deſtruction that chreatned ir, The Scene of Affairs 
being 
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being thus alter d in the Empire, prov'd of great 
Coalequence to the Common Cauſe in general. But 
to conclude this Glorious Campaign on the Imperial 


fide, the King of the Romans (now Emperor) arriving 
lately in the Camp, held a great Council of War, 
wherein the Siege of Landau was reſolved on, to be 
undertaken by the Inperialiſts, whilit the Duke of 
Maribarough and Prince Eugene ſhould cover the ſame ; 
Which, though it was vigorouſly attack d, yer did 
not ſurrender, till after a long and ſtout Reſiſtance 
of ten or eleven Weeks, to the Imperialiſts, upon 
Honourable Terms. Whilſt this Siege was carrying 
on, the Duke of Mar/borough receiving Advice, that 
the French had a Deſign to make an Irruption on 
the fide of Tryers, march'd with part of his Forces 
to prevent them, which being ettectually done, ſe- 
cured the Winter Quarters on the Meſelle; Eſpecially 
fince about the ſame time the Prince of Heſſe, ſetting 
down before Traerback, obliged that Place, after a 
brave Defence, to ſubmit to his Imperial Majeſty's 
Arms, We will now pals into Iraly, and take a 
View of the Remarkable Tranſactions of this Cam- 
paigu. The Duke of Savoy's Troops, join'd with the 
Imperial ones, by that Prodigious March of the Count 
de Staremberg, were now in a Condition to make 
Head againſt the French and Spaniſh Forces; Yer 
ſo as to be forced to remain upon the Defenſive, 
the Emperor not being in a Condition to ſend any 
conſiderable Reinforcements ar ſo great a Diſtance, 
whiltt he had the Bavarians, French and Malecon- 
tents of Hungary, ſo near home. "Twas this that ob- 
liged the Imperialiſts to abandon all their Poſts in 
the Mantuan, except Mirandola, and the Duke of 
Savoy to be a Spectator of the taking of Werce:!, 
on the Borders of the Milaneze, and not long after 
of Ivera, But, as theſe Places defended themſelves 
with unſpeakable Bravery, and the Duke was always 


| ar Hand to annoy the Enemy in the Siege, the ta- 


king thereof ſtood them in ſo much Time and 
Blood, as that they were not able ro keep them ; 
And therefore ſaw themſelves under a Necefliry of 
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Diſmantling them. Notwithſtanding the many L off, 
the Duke of Savoy had received this Campaign, and 


that the French boaſted to reduce him before ir; 
End, yer ſo great was his Conſtancy and Adherence 


to the Common Cauſe, that nothing could alter his * 
Retolution, though ar this Time tempted to it by 

the French King in a Letter, containing theſe few Ma 
Lines.

joiced me, by bringing me a Great Grandſon, 
whom I have named Duke of Bretague, In cenh- 
deration of this Dear Child, J offer you Peace, on 
ſuch Conditions as my Coufin the Duke of Vendoſne 
ſhall propoſe ro you.

This Letter, inſtead of having its defired Effect, 
did but the more confirm his Royal Highnels in the 
Intereſt of the Grand Alliance. And although he found 
himſelf reduced to Great Streights, the comfortable 
News of the Battel of Hochſter, and the daily Re- 
cruits he now received from Germany, ſeem'd to dil 
fipare all his Fears, and ro animate him with freſl 
Vigour, ſo that all the Policy and Art of France was 
io far from ſeparating him from his Allies, that the 
better to confirm his ſettled Reſolution to the World, 
he enter d into the following Treaty with the Queen 
of Eugland. 
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Treaty between the Queen of England and the 
Duke of Savoy, 


1 his Royal Highneſs has always moſt 
highly eſteem d rhe Support and Alliance of her 
Majeſty the Queen of Great Britain, which is of fo great 
importance in the World; And that the preſent Con- 
juncture gives him an Opportunity of making a more 
trict Union with her, by entring into the Treaty of 
the Craud Alliance concluded at the Hague the 7th of 
September 1701. in order to their endeavouring jointly 
to provide for the Common Quiet and Safety, againſt 
the vaſt Power and Deſigns of France, which threaten 
no leſs than the deſtroying of the publick and uni- 
verſal Liberty, with Intent to reduce it within its 
juſt Limits. Her ſaid Majeſty of Great Britain know- 
ing likewiſe, how much the Friendſhip and Alliance 
of his Royal Hiphneſs, may contribute to the more 
eaſy obtaining of this End, which is ſo neceſſary for 
the whole Common Cauſe; Has to this purpoſe given 
her Full Powers to Mr ill, one of the Councellors 
of the Lord High Admiral of England, and her En- 
yoy Extraordinary to his Royal Hizhneſs, And his 
Da Highneſs having likewile, on his Part, given his 
Full Power and Orders to the Count de Vernon, Gen- 
tleman of his Chamber; The ſaid Plenipotentiaries, 
after having reciprocally chang'd the Originals of their 
/ad full Powers, have agreed upon the following Ar- 
ticles : 


1. Her Majeſty of Greet Britain receives and admits 
his Royal Highneſs into the Treaty of the Grand 4l!i- 
ance, concluded at the Hague the 7th of September 1701, 
between his Imperial Majelty, the late King of Eng- 
land, and the Lords the States General, engaging her 
lelf ro the entire and inviolable Obſervations of the 
laid Treaty, in relation to his Royal Highneſs, as if 
he had been one of the firſt Contractors in it: His 
Royal Highneſs on his fide, enters, without any Reſerve 

or 
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or Exception, into all the Obligations and all the 
Engagements into which thoſe Pote ntates are cnter'g 
who have concluded it, and which are expreſſed in 
the ſaid Treaty. 

2. Whereas his Royal Hipneſs enters, as aforeſaid, 
into all the Engagements agreed on in the aforeſaid 
Treaty of the Grand Alliance. Her Majeſty of Grezt 
Britain reciprocally promiſes ro ratify, and be Gus 
rantee of all and every point of the Treaty concluded 
at Turin, between his Imperial Majeſty and his ſaid 
Royal Highneſs, the 8th of November 1703: Her ſaid 
Majeſty of Great Britain engaging in general, all the 
Obligations and Guarantces contained in the fame 
Treaty. | 

The Knowledge her Majeſty of Great Britain has, 
of the important Services his Royal Highneſs has done, 
and may do, to the Common Caule, induces her tg 
deſire the Encreaſe of his Dominions and Strength, 
that he may be the more capable of being uſeful to 
her; And being willing to give him a more particu- 
lar Proof of the real part ſhe takes therein, ſhe ob- 
liges herſelf, and expreily promiſes ro be Guarantee 
of, and maintain all the Conceflions made by the 
Emperor, in favour of his Royal Highneſs and his 
Succeſſors, by vertue of the Treaty of the 8th of Ne 
vember 1703. to the end, that the ſaid Conceſſions 
may have for ever their full effect, let what Treaty ſo- 
ever of Peace or Agreement be made, declaring they 
ihall be comprized in the Preliminaries for one of the 
Conditions, without which they ſhall never come to 
any Negoriation of Peace. 

4. Further, her Majeſty of Great Britain promiles ne- 
ver to conſent to, nor conclude any Treaty of Peace, 
Agreement or Truce, unleſs his Royal Highneſs be entire- 
Iy re-eftabluhed in all the Poſſeſſions that may have been 
taken from him by the Enemy; Which Reſtitution ct 
the ſaid Polleſſions ſhall likewile be comprized in the 
Preliminaries, as is mentioned in the foregoing Article. 

5. Further, her Majeſty of Great Britain having 
much at Heart whatever relates to the Publick, and pat- 
ticulariy deſiring to contribute by all means, to the Sate- 
ty 
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ty of his Royal Hiphneſs's Dominions, by taking from 
France the Footing it has on this fide the A/ps, and ma- 
king Mount Genevre a Barrier to that Crown, engages 
'0 uſe all her Endeavours, at a Treaty of a General 
Peace, to obtain the Countrey that is on this ſide the 
aid Mount Genevre, for the advantage of his Royal 
Highneſs ; So thar he and his Succeſſors may for ever 
enjoy the entire Soveraignty of it. 

6. Her Majeſty of Great Britain being ſenſible of the 
known and undeniable Right of his Royal Highneſs, and 
which has been declared by the Will of Philip IV. King 
of Spain of Glorious Memory, to the Succeſſion of the 
Spaniſh Monarchy, immediately after the Houſe of Au- 
ſtria, engages in eſpecial manner, and as her own Act 
to maintain ir, entirely promiſing, That ſhe will never 
conſent to any Treaty of Peace or Agreement, nor ever 
fgn any, to the Prejudice of the ſaid Right; And will 
never allow, that any Third Prince, preferable to his 
Noa Highneſs, be introduced and ſettled in any of the 
Dominions of the ſaid Monarchy of Spain. 

7. Her Majeſty of Great Britain, to give his Royat 
Highneſs real Proofs of her Friendſhips, and of the Inte- 
reſt ſhe has in his Preſervation, and ro furniſh him with 
the means to contribute the better to the Good of the 
Common Cauſe, obliges herſelf ro ſend him a Succour 
of 66666 Crowns, and two Thirds at once, only for the 
firſt Charge of this War; And further ſhe ſettles for him, 
a Monthly Subſidy of 53333 Crowns, and one Third, 
which ſhe promiſes always to pay punctually every two 
Months before-hand, at the City of Turin, reckoning 
the Crown after the Rate of 82 Pence, Current Mony of 
Piedmont, and this to commence from the 3d of October 
laſt Year 1703. being the Day of his Royal Highneſs's De- 
claration againſt France, and to continue during the 
Courſe of this preſent War, and rwo Months after. 

6, In conſideration of the Subſidy mentioned in the 
foregoing Article, and of 26666 Crowns and two Thirds 
which the Szates General engage to pay, by the Treaty 
which his Royal Highneſs is to conclude with them, the 
whole making the Sum of 80000 Crowns per Month ; 
His Royal Highneſs obliges himſelf conſtantly to keep on

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Foot, a Body of his own Troops of 15000 Men, »;;, 
12000 Foot and 3000 Horſe, and more if he can, as long 


as the preſent War continues; Of which Body of 15006 
Men, he ſhall bring every Year into the Field, as great 
a Number as the Intereſt of the Common Cauſe re. 


quires, Regard being had to the Safety of his Places, 


His Royal Hihbgneſs further engages, ro furniſh Arms, 
Bread, and Warlike Ammunition, to all the Refugees 
rhar ſhall come to ſerve in the Valleys, during the pre- 
ſent War, to the end, they may act advantageouſly for 
the Service of the Common Caule. 

9. For a further Mark of the Zeal his Royal High- 
neſs has ro Cement ſtill, by all Methods, this fri 
Union and Correſpondence with her Majeſty of Great 
Britain; His Royal Highneſs deſiring likewiſe, that it 
may obtain among the Subjects on both ſides, by In- 
troduction of Commerce, which her ſaid Ma jeſty has 
likewiſe ſignified her Deſire of, for the mutual Advan- 
rage of both Nations, promiſes to give all fort of Pro. 
tection for the Good Succeſs of the ſaid Commerce: 
He will ro this End, order the Regulation of the 
Rates of the Cuſtoms upon Merchandize from Enpland 
and Ireland, that ſhall come into his Dominions, ob- 
ſerving the ſame Proportion as for thoſe which come 
from France, and other Foreign Countries, according 
ro their Quality and Price; And, as to the Merchan- 
dizes that are carried Coaſtwiſe, or from Place to Place 
within Land, the Rates of the Permit ſhall} be reduced 
to one Third leſs than the Duties of Entries. 


We the aforeſaid Plenipotentiaries, by vertue of ou! 
reſpective full Powers, have Concluded, Agreed and 
Signed the preſent Treaty, and put our Seals to it; 
Promiſing reſpectively the entire and inviolable Ob- 
ſervation of it, and obliging our ſelves to furniſh the 
Rarificarions of it in good and due Time and Form, 
viz. from her Majeſty of Great Britain in 6 Weeks, 
and from his Royal Highneſs in 8 Days. Done at Twin, 
Auguſt the ath 1704»

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The Duke of Vendoſme finding all his Arts and 


Means to bring over the Duke of Savoy into his 
Maſters Intereſt ineffectual, ſat down before Verue » 
and this ſtrong Place being made a heap of Rub- 
biſh, by its holding out eyen to the laſt extremity 
before it was taken, (as ſhall be ſhewn hereaft« c) 
the continual Loſs the French and Spaniſh Forces ſuf- 
fered in theſe Sieges, by the Seaſon and Sword, made 
them no great Gainers by this and the other Places. 

We will now proceed to the Netherlands, from 
whence the Seat of War being transferred this 
Campaign into Germany , nothing Material was 
Tranſacted in theſe Parts. All the Endeavours 
Monſieur Auverquerque, who in Chief Commanded 
the Dutch Army there, uſed to engage the Enemy, 

roved fruitleſs, The Bombardment of Bruges ana 
8 was ſo far from being a ſufficient motive to 
provoke the French to Fight, tliat they did not ſo 
much as ſtir out of their Lines. The Elector of 
Bavaria, about this time, arriving in the Nether- 
lands, after the Fatigues of his Precipitate Flight out 
of Germany, reſolved to Revenge the Loſs of 
the Battle of Hochſtet, and of his own Dominions, 
to venture another Engagement, and attack the States 
Army; But the Marſhal de Villeroy ſtrongly oppos'd 
it, and finding he was not able to diſſuade him from 
ſuch a daring pra wing; and dreading the fatal 
Conſequences of another Defeat, ſhew'd him a 
ſitiye Order from the King his Maſter ; forbidding 
him to hazard a General Battle : Hereupon, the in- 
rag'd Elector finding himſelf thus diſappointed of all 
his Hopes, left the Army, and full of Diſcontent re- 
tired to Bruſſels, 

The Campaign thus ended on all fides, we will 
take a view of our Naval Affairs, and inquire what 
our Fleets have been doing this Summer: The Fleet 
under the Command of Sir George Rook, appeared 
before Barcelona in May, with 2500 Land Men on 
Board, in hopes of being admitted into the Place 
by the Party of the Houle of Auſtria, Accordingly 
the Prince of Fleſſe Darmſtadt landing a Bo- 
dy of Men, ſent a Summions to the Governor 
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to Surrender to King Charles zd, King of Spain: But 

he Governor return d for anſwer, That de knew ng 
King of Spain, but Philip the 5th, and made the ne- 
ceſſary preparations to attack the Prince, who find. 
ing his Deſign diſcovered, with his Men Em. 
bark d again, and the Fleets returned from the Coaſt 
of Catalonia toward the Ocean, and were there joynd 
with a Squadron under Sir Cloude/ly Shovel. After 
this, the whole Fleet being throughly Supplied with 
freſh Water and other Proviſions, return'd again 
to the Streights, at the Entrance of which, a Coun- 
cil of War being held, it was reſolved, an attempt 
ſhould be made upon the Town of Gibraltar. In Pro- 
ſecution of this Deſign, the Fleet ſoon appeared in 
that Bay: And the Prince of Heſſe at 8 Head of 


1800 Engliſh and Dutch Marines Landed, and im- 


mediately ſent a Summons to the Governor to Sur. 
render, who with great Reſolution refuſed. Here- 
upon the Admiral began to Cannonade the Town, 
whilſt the Prince attacked it by Land ; but what 
moſt conduced to the Reduction of that Place, was 


a Body of Sea-Men under Captain Whitaker, who 


having firſt made themſelves Maſters of a great 
Platform, and then of a Redoubt half way betwixt 
the More and the Town, ſo frightned the ſaid Go- 
vernour, that, upon the receiving a Letter from Sir 
George Rook, and a Peremptory Summons from the 
Prince, he yielded up the Town upon Honourable 
Terms, of which the Prince immediately took Poſ- 
ſeſſion. The French not a little ſurprized at this un- 
expected News, and hoping to bereave us of the 
fruits of this Conqueſt, if by their Superiority 
they could make us quit the Sreights, before the 
Place could be ſufficiently provided for a long De- 
fence, ſoon after gave us a Meeting, of which, the 
e Relation is given by the Engliſb Admir 
ral. 
On the 9th of Auguſt, (1704) returning from 
Watering our Ships on the Coaſt of Barbary to Gi. 
braltar , with little Wind Eafterly, our Scouts to 
the Windward, made the Signal of ſeeing the Ene- 
mies Fleet, which according to the Account they 
give, 
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gave, conſiſted of 66 Sail, and were about 10 Leagues 
to the Windward of us. We then called a Councel 
of Flag Officers, wherein it was determined, to lay 
to the Eaſtward of Gibraltar, to receive and engage 
them; But perceiving that Night, by the report of 
their Signal Guns, that they wrought from us, we 
followed them in the Morning with all the Sail we 
could make. 

On the 11th, we forced one of the Enemies Shi 
2-ſhore near Fuengorolo, the Crew quitted her, ſet 
her on fire, and ſhe blew up immediately; we con- 
tinued ſtill purſuing them. On the 12th, not hear- 
ing any of their Guns all Night, nor ſeeing any of 
their Scouts in the Morning, we had a Jealouſie 
they might make a Double, and by the help of their 
Gallies, ſlip between us and the Shore to the Weſt- 
ward, ſo that a Councel of War was called, wherein jt 
| Was reſolved, that, in caſe we did not ſee the Enemy 
before Night, we ſhould make the beſt of our way 
to Gibraltar: But ſtanding to the Shoar about Nogn, 
we diſcover'd the Enemies Fleet and Gallies tothe 
Weſtward, near Cape Malaga, going away large; 
we immediately made all the Sail we could after 
them, and continued the Chace all Night. 

On Sunday the 13th in the Morning, we were 
within three Leagues of the Enemy, who brought 
too with their Heads to the Southward, the Wind 
being Eaſterly, formed their Line, and lay to receive 
us. Their Line conſiſted of 52 Ships and 24 Gallies, 
they were very ſtrong in the Center, and weaker 
in the Van and Rear, to ſupply which, moſt of the 
Gallies were divided into thole Quarters: In the Cen- 
| ter was Monſieur de Thoulouſe with the White Squa- 
dron; in the Van the White and Blue; and in the 
Rear the Blue, each Admiral had his Vice and Rear 
Admirals. | | | 

Our Line conſiſted of 53 Ships, the Admiral and 
Rear Admirals Bings and Dills being in the Center, 
Sir Cloudeſiy Shovel and Sir John Lea led the Van, 
and the Dutch the Rear. 

The Admiral oxder'd the Swallow and Panther, 
With the Lark and Newport, and two Fßire-Ships, 
u 2 to 
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to be tothe Windward of us, that in caſe the E. 
nemies Van ſhould puſh through our Line with their 
Gallies, the Fire-Ships they might give them ſome 
Diverſion. 

We bore down upon the Enemy in order of 
Battle, a little after Ten of the Clock, when 
being about half Gun Shot from them, they ſet 
all their Sails at once, and ſeemed to intend to 
Stretch a Head and Weather us: So that our Ad- 
miral, after ring a Chace Gun at the French Ad- 
miral to ſtay for him, of which he took no notice, 
put the Signal out, and began the Battle, which fell 
very heavy on the Royal Catherine, the St. George and 
the Shrewsbury. About two in the Afternoon, the 
Enemies Van gave way to ours, and the Battle ended 
with the Day, when the Enemy went away by the 
help of the Gallies to the Leeward. In the Night the 
Wind ſhifted to the Northward, and in the Mornin 
to the Weſtward, which gave the Enemy the Win 
of us. We lay by all day, within three Leagues of 
one another, repairing our defects; and at Night 
they filed and ſtood to the Northward. 

On the 15th in the Morning, the _ was got 
40r 5 Leagues to the Windward of us, but before 
Noon we had a Breeze of Wind Eaſterly, with 
Which we bore down on them till 4 of the Clock af- 
ternoon; it being too late to Engage, we brought too, 
and lay by with our Heads to the Northward all 


Night. : 

On the 16th in the Morning, the Wind being ſtill 
Eaſterly, Hazy Weather, and having no Sight of 
the Enemy or their Scouts, we filed and bore away 
to the Weſtward, ſuppoſing they would have gone 
away for Cadiz; but being adviſed from Gibraltar 
and the Coaſt of Barbary, that they did not paſs 
the Streights, we concluded they had been ſo ſeverely 
treated as to oblige them to return to Thoulon. 

The Battle was ſo much the more Glorious to Het 
Britannick Majeſty's Arms, becauſe the Enemy had 
the Superiority of 600 great Guns, and the advan 
tage of cleiner Ships, being lately come out of Port; 
beſides the great uſe they made of their mary 
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owing on or off their great Ships, and in ſupplym 
— with freſh Men * as they had any kille 
or diſabled. The loſs on the Exgliſb fide was 1632 
Common Sea-men, and 32 Officers wounded ; 687 
Common Sea-men killed, and 8 Officers; fo that 
the whole wounded and killed was 2358. The loſs 
on the Dutch ſide, 268 wounded , and 92 killed 
including Officers; in all 360. 

Other Authentick Letters affirm, That after the 
Fight, the Engliſb and Dutch Fleet lay two days 
in Sight of! the French, preparing for a ſecond En- 

agement: But the French declined, and ſtood from 
them in the Night, and ſeveral of the 7 Ships, 
which the French might ſuppoſe they had ſunk, were 
Towed out of the Line of Battle for want of Shot. 
The Dutch Admiral ſent likewiſe a Letter to his 
Maſters, their High Mightineſſes, much to the ſame 
effect; adding, That the French ſhewing no Incli- 
nation to renew the Fight, kept a-loof, whereupon 
the Engliſh Admiral called a Councel of War, in 
which Admiral Shovel reported, that the Van of the 
French, had continually retired from him, fo that 
he had not been able to engage them as he would 
have done. It appear d likewile to the Councel, that 
Admiral Rook with the Center, and the Dutch in the 
Rear, had been engaged in a very ſharp Fight, and 
that Her Majeſty's Ships of the ſaid Admirals Di- 
viſion, had likewiſe ſpent the greateſt part of their 
Powder and Shot, ſo that they had ſome of them 
but 10 Rounds left, which would not ſerve for above 
an Hours Fight, Hereupon, it was reſolved to Sail 
with the Fleet towards Gibralt.17,. and to provide 
there all that was neceſſary, as well for the Ships as 
the Place, in caſe we ſhould ſee the Enemy no more, 
In few days after, we came to an Anchor in the 
Bay of Gibraltar, purſuant to the Reſolution that. 
had been taken. There, in another Councel of War, 
it was reſolved, That, ſeeing the Seaſon was far ad-

A 
little while after, his Scovts made a Signai, that the 
Enemy approach'd with a favourable Wund, where- 
upon he order'd all the Ships to be in a readineſs, but 
as the Sea was calm, the Gallies were order'd to Tow 
off the — to Sea; about break of Day, the Fleet 
got under Sail by favour of a ſmall Wind blowing 
tom the Land, and proceeded towards the Enemy, 
who were carried off by Currents to the Sea. On the 
24th we came near, and were drawn up in the follow- 
ing Order of Battle: The Marquis de Velette Lieu- 
tenant General, Commanded the Yan, having, on his 
Second Line, the Duke of Turſis with the 7 Gallies 
of his Squadron, and 5 Spaniſb; The Count de Thou 
louſe Commanded the Body of the Battle, having be- 
hind him the Marquis de Roy with 4 Galleys; The 
Marquis of Langeron Commanded the Rear, havin 
behind him 8 French Gallies, under the ——— 
of the Marquis de Fer ville. The Van of the Enemy 
was Commanded by Sir Cloudeſiy Shovel, the Body 
of the Battle by Sir George Rook, and the Rear 
were the Dutch Ships, Commanded by Admiral 
Calemberg: They had 60 Ships, almoſt all very big, 


and ſome Bombing Veſſels, of which they made very 


good uſe ; Sir Cloude/ly Shovel came up with a full 
Sail, ſeparating himſelf from the Body of Battle, 
but obſerving that the Marquis of Vellette made all 
poſlible Sail to ſurround him, he kept to the Wind, 
= Sir George Rook, who took notice of the Danger 
de had expoſed himſelf to, bore upon the Kings 
Fleet. The Fight began about 10 of the Clock, North 
and South off of Malaga, 10 or 11 Leagues, and la- 
ſted till Night; the Fire was very great on both ſides, 
aud at withltänding the Enemy Fad the Wvantage 
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of the Wind, which blew the Smoak upon the French 
Fleet, they always kept as near the Wind as they 
could, while the Count de Thoulouſe made all poſh- 
ble Efforts to approach them; the Marquis de Velette 
had ſo roughly uſed the Van of the Enemy, having 
obliged 5 of their Ships to quit the Line, that he 
would have entirely put the ſame into Diſorder, had 
not a Bomb fallen on his Fore Caſtle, and ſet it on 
Fire, which obliged him toquit the Line for quench- 
ing the ſame. Another Bomb fell on the Ship of the 
Sieur Bell Ile, who quitted the Line to refit, as did 
likewiſe thoſe of the Sieurs de Granceg , Ofmont, 
Rovroy, Pontack and La Roch, Allard, the latter 
fought the Ship of Sir Cloude/ly Shovel, of go Guns, 
though he had but 60. The Sieur Chameſin Boarded 
three times a Ship of the Enemy, but quitted the 
ſame, ſeeing ſhe was on Fire in ſeveral places: But, 
becauſe of 1 ha Smoak they could not ſee whether ſhe 
was funk. The Bayly of Lorain was killed with a 
Cannon Shot, and = Sieur de Relmgue had onè of 
his Legs ſhot off: They were both Seconds of the 
Count de Thoulouſe, and diſtinguiſhed themſelves, 
following the example of that General. The Enemy 
continuing to Sheer off, the Fight with the Van end- 
ed about 5, with the Body of the Battle about 7, 
and with the Rear towards Night; The French Fleet 
purſued them, having all their Lights ; whereas the 
Fnemy, except their Flags had none. The 25th, the 
Wind Blowing again, the Enemy Saild towards the 
Coaſt of Barbary, ſo we loſt ſight of them at Night. 
The 26th, they were ſeen again about 4 Leagues di- 
ſtance, the Wind having again ſhifted te the Eaſt, 
which gave them a fair opportunity to renew the 
Fight ; but they did not think fit to approach, nd 
have not been heard of ſince: Hereupon it was 
judg'd they had paſſed the Srreights, and this obliged 
the Count de Thoulouſe to return the 27th to Malaga 
with the Gallies. We have had about 1500 Men killed 
or wounded; we do not know the loſs of the Enemies, 
which muſt be very great, ſince it is ſaid, two of 
their Ships ſunk. Amongſt the Slain, are the Bayly 
of Lorain, the Sieur de Bell Je, 8 Captains, 3 Lieu- 

u4 tenants, 
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tenants, and 16 Guards Marine; amongſt the 
wounded, are 7 General Officers, 30 Captains, 
Lieutenants, and 24 Enſigns, and 50 Guard My. 
rines. | 

The Portugeze having by this time left their Quar- 
ters of Refreſhment, and the Duke of Schomberg he. 
ing recalled ;, the Earl of Galloway was appointed to 
Command in his Room, and received at Lis 
by both Kings, with all imaginable Honour, and af. 
ter a ſtay of two or three days only, went to 
view the Frontiers on that fide. Here drawing all 
his Forces together, he took the Field, and up- 


on the Arrival of the two Kings, a Councel of War 


being held, and a Reſolution taken to enter the Fron- 
tiers of Spain, the Portuge xe Ar ly accordingly adyan 
ced to Grvidad,near Cividad Roarigo,with Tekin to 
aſs the River Agueda: But the Duke of Bernic, 
— of the Spaniſi and French Forces, had before 
hand, cauſed all the Fords to be ſo well Fortified and 
Defended, that the Earl of Galloway, with the Pr. 
tuge ze Army, remain'd for ſome days in their Poſts 
proffering them Battle; but perceiving the Paſſes too 
well Guarded by an Intrenched Army, judg'd then 
unpaſſable in ſight thereof, and retreated in good 
Order: The Duke of Berwick paſſing the River with 
an intent to fall on the Rear, did not think fit to 
attempt it, after which, each fide went into Winter 
Quarters. Theſe being the Tranſactions of this 
Summer, both by Land and Sea, We will now pro- 
ceed to the Winters Conſultations, and begin with 
the Caurt of England.

Troops, Her Majefty of Great Britain Hall pay her

It being not douhted, but the High and Mighty Lord 
the States General of the United Provinces, who 
dayly give ſo many Marks of their Zeal, and of their 
good Intention for the Good of the Common Cauſe, wil 
enter with Pleaſure into this Convention, and alſo giue 
their Proportion equal with Her Majefty, towards the 
ſaid Summ of 360000 Crowns, which ſhall be paid a1 
12 equal Terms, viz.

This Letter, although ſeconded by the repeated 
Inſtances of the Engl; Envoy, not only to parity 
the Hungarian Troubles, but to Profecute the War 
in Italy and Germany, wrought not all the deſired 
effect: Whereupon, his Highneſs Prince Eugene of 
Savoy, preſented a Memorial to his Imperial Majeſty, 
in which, after having made a long Deduction of the

The Emperor ſomewhat 
ſurprized at this Declaration, aſſured him of a ſpee- 
dy Redreſs; but ſoon after relapſing into a former 
Indiſpoſition, to the Grief of that Court, departed 
tais Life, The Imperial Diadem, by the Death of 
Leopold the late Emperor, devolving on his Eldeſt 
Son Foſeph, King of the Romans, he made great Al-

Huzza's, which cauſed ſome Commotions in the Camp of 
the Enemy, They immediately deliver'd Letters from 
the King of Portugal, the Engliſh Ambaſſadour Methu- 
en and my Lord Galloway, to the Prince of Heſſe Darm- 
ſtadt, who cauſed the ſame to be read Publickly before 
the Officers and Soldiers, which proved ſuch an Encous 
rage ment, thut many, who were almoft diſhe urturũ by 
their great Fatigues, recover d in ſome-meaſure their 
Courage, and did the Service as before : A Sipnal was 
made jor the Squudronunder Sir John Leake, who Ha- 
ving received advice that Mounſieur de Pontis mus co- 
ming out of Cadiz, had thought fit to leave the Bay, and 
ftand to the Eaſtward in fight of this Place, that he mighx 
be enabled to take ſuch meaſures as ſhould be thouphy ne:

themſelves ſafe, when they diſcover d off of Cape Spartel 
Twenty four Men of War, with Engliſh and Dutch Co- 
lours, which they took for Vice Admiral Leake, and 
Rear Admiral Vander Duſſen, whem they expected ro 
meet thereabouts,, they advanced to meet them, but 
by good Fortune were becalm d. They put their 
Buats to Sea on both ſides to Tow their Ships; but the 
Engliſh obſerving that the Men of War ftrercl/d them- 
ſelves and endeavour'd to make a half Moon to ſurround 
them, they made a Private Signal which Sir John Leake 
would have underſtood.

Sail from thence March 6th. O. S. and coming the 
gth in ſight of Cape Spartel, lay by till the next Morn- 
ing, when under favour of the Thick and Rainy Wea- 
ther, he got within two Miles of Cape Cabrietta, and 
düccver d five ſtout Ships making out of the Bay of 
Gibraltar, For Monſieur dle Pontis upon the firſt fight 
of them, immediately fired two Guns as a Signal for 
his Ships to cut their Cables, which was done, and 
they immmediately got under Sail to make their 
eſcape, of which an Officer gives this Account. 
We had the Pleaſure from an Hill to ſee the French 
Fleet overtaken, and aftera ſharp Reſiſtance, the 
Engliſþ took one Man of War, and the Dutch two; 
the Magnanimous , on Board of which Monſieur 
Pontis was, and the Lis a Ship of 80 Guns, made 
great Oppoſition, and in Sight of the Engl ran 
a-ſhoar near Marabella, where the Enemy ſet them 
on fire with ſo much Precipitation, that they had 
not time to take on Shoar the Sick and Wounded 
Men, by reaſon three of our Frigots got near 
the Shoar and fired briskly on them. The Mar- 
ſhal de Theſſe cauſed his Army at the ſame time 
to be drawn up in Battalia on the Coaſt, and 
had the Mortification to ſee Pontis's diſgraceful 
Flight, and then ſenſible there was no hopes of 
Succeſs, raiſed the Siege, and to excuſe himſelf, 
ſent the following Letter to the French King.

Gibraltar, arch tue

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The Baron de Pontis likewiſe thought himſelf obliged in 
Juſtification of himſelf, to write to a Friend of his to 
the following effect. 


SIR, | 
OU will ſee b _ whether I deſerve con- 
tinual Reproaches. Yeſterday Morning I nar- 

rowly miſſed being penned up in the Bay of Gibraltar 
by Thirty-five Menof War and ſeveral other ſmall 
Ships : However I got out, but was attacked and 
ſurrounded in Two Hours after. The Arrogant, the 
Ardent, and the Marquis having defended them- 
ſelves like Men that had no Hope left, were Board- 
ed and Taken Sword in Hand. The Magnanimous 
and the Lys, whom the Enemies reſpected ſo much, as 
not to dare to Board them, having broke through 
the Enemies Line, were happily run on Shore, were 
we burnt them, having firſt taken out the Crew, 
The Action happened between Eſtepona and this City, 
[ may ſay, tho the King has ſuſtained 2 Loſs, the 
Glory of his Arms has not in the leaſt been ſullied. 
It was my Good Fortune, that the bad Weather ſe- 

rated ſo many Ships from me; otherwiſe the more 

had had, the more I had loſt. Thoſe that abuſe 
the King's Name, and wrote, and made othess write 
to me, that I ſhould not be afraid, nor ſuffer my 
ſelf to be ruled by the Motives of Vain Fear, will 


perhaps be more aſtoniſhed than my ſelf, at the 


Ruin of this Squadron, the Loſs of which they can't 
hinder from being imputed to themſelves.

After the raiſing of the Siege, the Spaniſi and French 
Forces marched to oppoſe the Progreſs of his Excel- 
lency the Earl of Galloway; who,by this time having 
taken Sword in hand Valencia d Alcantara, a Place 
of great Strength in Eftramadura, and forced the 
Caſtle to open the Gates without any Capitulation , 
ſat down * Albuquerque, which being for- 


maly Beſieged and Vigorouſly Attack d, after a con- 
| Y ſiderab. e 
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ſiderable Breach made, oblig d the Garriſon to beat: 
Parley after ſix Days opening of the Trenches, deſi- 
ring a Capitulation for the Town, by Reaſon the 
Garriſon intended to retire into the Caſtle: But the 
Earl rejected their Propoſal, and threatned to put 
them all to the Sword if they did not Surrender both 
Town and Caſtle ; which, upon better Conſideration, 
they immediately did, and obtain'd very Honourable 
Conditions. Neither was the Portugueze General, 
the Marqueſs de Minas, who Commanded a ſeparate 
Body in the Province of Beira, idle on his part; for he 
Vigorouſly Attacking Salvaterra, forced the Gar: 
riſon to Surrender at Diſcretion, and thereby made 
himſelf Maſter of a = many Priſoners, with Store 
of Ammunition, and - Proviſions of all ſorts. After 
this, the Marqueſs Advanced and Plunder'd the Town 


of Sarca, one of the Wealthieſt and Richeſt 


of that Country. But, to return to Albuquerque, 
whoſe Garriſon being marched out according to the 
Capitulation to the Number of 800 Men, a Trum:

voy of 600 Wagons or Carts from Campo Major, 
and was affraid they were attacked by the Enemy. 
Our Generals were very much ſurpriz d at this De- 
claration, having had no manner of Notice of it be- 
fore: But immediately a Party of 600 Horſe was 
Detatch'd to ſecure the Convoy, which ſoon after 
ſafely arrived in our Camp. At this time there was 
a long Council of War held, upon the Arrival of 
an Expreſs from Lisbon, with Orders for our Army 
to march into the Province of Beizs, and to joyn the 
Marquis de Minas, which the Earl of Galloway 
and General Fagell oppoſed with all their Might, and 
Demonſtrated, That the King of Portugal muſt have 
been ſurprized, or elſe he would never have ſent an 
Order, which, if Obey'd, would ruin the Army by 
an unneceſſary March, of 50 long —_— in tius 
Hot Seaſon, and would leave all the Places in the 
Alentejo expos d to the Enemy. Their Arguments 
were ſo convincing, that the Conde de Galveas, and 
the reſt of the Portugueze Generals, acquieſced in 
their Opinion, and ſent back the Expreſs, with an 
Account of the Reaſons which _ them to con- 
tinue in theſe parts. After this, they march'd to 
St. Salvador near Ognells, where they found Plenty 
of Forage z From hence General Fagell propoſed to 
march with 8000 Men in the Night, to endeavour to 
ſurprize the Enemy; buthwas oppoſed, under pre- 
tence that we had no certain Account of the Si- 
tuation of their Camp, The Conde de la Corſana 
in his Turn likewiſe, took upon him the Command of 
the Army, and accompanied with-the other Generals 
and a Detachment of 400 Horſe, advanced within 
a 2 of Badajox, where they found the Enemy 
poſted on both ſides of the Guadiana. Upon the re- 
turn of our Generals to the Camp, ſeveral Councils 
of War were held about the Siege of Badajox, for 
which General. Fageil made all poſſible lnitances ;; 
= it was carried in the Negative for ſeveral Rea 
ns.

Though theſe 
were weighty Reaſons, yet the Earl of Galloway and 
General Fagell, continued their Inſtances for the Siege, 
and propoſed ſeveral Expedients to remove theſe 
Difficulties : Nevertheleſs, no other Reſolution was 
taken, but to draw near Badajox, and to endeavour 
to Attack the Mareſchal de Theſſe, who then lay poſted 
with 5000 Horſe on this fide the River. According- 
y—_ Army march'd; but the Mareſchal retired, and 

rough an unexpected Confuſion in our Troops, we 
could not fall on his Rear. We continued ſevera! 
Days in Sight of the Enemy, making Preparations to 
— the Guadiana, but wanting a ſufficient Number 
of Boats and other Neceſſaries for that Siege, it was at 
length reſolved to give over the Enterprize. After 
this, we repaſſed a little River called Caya, and tho 
our Flank was ſome what expoſed to the Enemy, 
they did not think fit to attack us. After this our 


Forces ſeparated, and were order d into Quarters of 


Refreſhment ; the Exglih on the Guadiana; the 
Portugeze in the Alentejo; and the Dutch on the 
Tajo: Where, whilſt they are refreſhing themſelves 
during the Extremity of the hot Seaſon, we will pro- 
ceed to Italy, where the Campaign of laſt Year ſeem d 
to be ſcarce at an End, before the Beginning of this 

The Duke of Yendo/me ſetting down before Ver- 
rue, as has been before mentioned, laid cloſe Siege 
to the ſame; whoſe Garriſon defending it ſelf moſt 
valiantly during the whole Winter, prov'd of vaſt 
Advantage to the Duke of Savoy For, the French 
Forces chiefly employed in the Reduction of that 
Place, were almoſt ruined =— Badneſs of the 


Seaſon, and the Vigorous Reſiſtance of the Belieged : 
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nis Royal Highneſs had thereby the better an Oppor- 
cunity 8 fortify his other Towns, and ſecure the ref 
of his Dominions, which might have been attack'd 
with much more Vigour by the French, had they not 
loſt the Flower of their Forces before this Place. 
At length, the Garriſon of Verrue, being in extream 
want of Proviſions, and their Communication with 
the Duke of Savoy quite cut off , by reaſon the 
French at laſt made themſelves Maſters of the Bridge 
over the River, beat a Parley, and offered to ſur- 
render the Place on Honourable Terms: But the 
Duke of Vendoſme told them, Since they had refuſed 
them formerly, he would grant them none at pre- 
ſent, unleſs they would remain Priſoners of War; 
and for their Uſage, they might depend on his Civili- 
ty. This not being accepted of, the Duke of Ven- 
oſme continued to batter the Place, till the Garri- 
ſon having nothing left for their Subſiſtance, in the 
Night Blew up all the remaining Fortifications, ex- 
cept the Donjon, and Part of a Baſtion, into which 
they retired, beat a Parley, and next Mornin ſur- 
rendred Priſoners of War, after having defended 


the Place from the Fourteenth of October, to the 


Ninth of April following ( 1705. ) The Comman-

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'Tis certain that this was one of the braveſt 
Actions that ever happened in Italy, The Imperi- 
aliſts having forced the Enemy from behind two 
deep Canals, but the third being too deep, gave 
them leiſure to paſs the Adda over their Bri ge, 
defended by ſeveral Batteries and Redoubts; ſo that 
all the French could boaſt of, was, that they nar- 
rowly eſcaped a Total Rout ; neither could they 
have prevented the Paſſage of the Adda to Prince 
Fugene , had they not been reinforced by a conſi- 
derable Body from the Duke de la Fuillade, who was 
thereby diſſenabled to put in Execution his Projet᷑ts 
againſt Turin, the only Thing the Confederates aim'd 
at this Campaign in Italy; So that Prince Eugene, 
ſeeing the Seaſon far advanced, and that by the 
great Rains that began to fall, his Retreat might be 
cut off by the French, repaſs d the Oglio, and the 
Duke of Vendoſine march'd back to ſecure the Man- 
tuan; Theſe being the Chief Tranſactions of this 
Campaign, except the taking of the Caſtle of Nice, 
which was forced to Surrender the following Win- 
ter, and ſome ſmart Skirmiſhes betwixt the Duke 
of Savoy and the French in Piedmont; Each ſide 
Prepared for Winter Quarters in Italy, from whence 
we will proceed to Germany. 

The Duke of A having reſolved to 
open his way into France if poſtible, by the way 
of Triers, march'd with great Expedition from the 
Netherlands to the Saar , whereby he Blocked up 
Marſhal Villars in his ſtrong Camp near Syrke , 
But his Highneſs Prince Lemis of Baden being indiſ- 

ſed at Raftat, prevailed with the Duke of Marl- 

orough to come thither, and Confer with him upon 
the Operations of the Campaign, This Interview 
not producing the deſired Effect, by Reaſon the 
Germans were not ready to joyn him, as was agreed, 
prevented the Siege of Saar Lewis, Hereupon , 
the Duke of Marlborough, after Seventeen days ſtay 
in ſight of the French Army, Without the leaſt 
Proſpect of bringing them to an Engagement, 
was obliged to repaſs the Saar, in order to ſtop the

High and Mighty Lords, 
HIS comes to Congratulate your High Migb. 
tineſſes upon our happy Entrance into the 
Lines, and the Defeat of a great Body of the Enr- 
my's Army that oppoſed us; We marched at Ten: 
Clock at Night; the Count de Noyelles, who Com- 
manded the Detachment of 38 Squadrons and 20 Ba. 
tallions, which I cauſed to advance to ſurprize the 
Poſts of Nederheſpen and Hilleſheim, ſucceeded per- 
fectly well, and diſtinguiſh'd himſelf extreamly, as 
did alſo the Prince of Heſſe, and all the other Ge- 
nerals that were in the Action, and the Troops ac. 
nitted themſelves with a Bravery ſurpaſſing all 
that could be hop'd. After the Enemy were re- 
Hed, I cauſed the Troops to advance towards this 
lace, where I obliged the Batallion of Monluc that 
were in it, to yield themſelves Priſoners at Diſcre- 
tion. I thought this good News deſerved to be cnt 
to your High Mightineltes by a Perſon of Diſtincti 
on; Therefore I choſe Monſieur Hompeſch Lieute-

After this, the Vice Roy Don Franciſco de Velaſco 


was immediately ſummoned to Surrender the City, 


and upon his Refuſal, the neceſſary Preparations 
were made for Beſieging it. However, moſt of the 
Generals doubting the Succeſs of attacking, with fo 
ſlender a Force, a City wherein was ſo Numerous a 
Garriſon, and well ſupplied with all manner of Ne- 
ceſſaries, propoſed to march towards Terragona, a 
City 30 Leagues Eaſtward of this, where the Fleet 
might attack the City by Sea, whilſt the Army did 
the ſame by Land. But the Prince of Heſſe D' 
Armſtat earneſtly inſiſted on attacking Fort Mont- 
jouich with Sword in Hand, a ſtrong Caſtle lying a- 
bout two Miles on the other ſide of the Town, on 
which the Forces Landed, viz. on the Weſt ſide, 
which being at length approved of, the whole Expe- 
dition was contrived in this Manner; A thouſind Men 
being detach'd for this great Work, one half of 
them were ordered to advance towards Terragona, 


| to amuſe the Garriſon but about 10 at Night

deing followed about Midnight by the other half, 
ſupported by ſome Dragoons.

| Rocky and Difficult, it was Day-light before they

fy; Notwithſtanding all this, the Erave Prince of

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Heſſeand My Lord Charlemont, ordered Col, Lorhwel 


to begin the attack with the Granadiers, Which he 
perform'd with ſo much Bravery, that he not only 
entred the Cover d Way and the Ditch, but alſo pot 
upon the Courtine, and beat the Enemy from a Bu 
ſtion of a New Work. Theſe being now retired 
into the Donjon, the Prince of Heſſe, who was every 
where in the thickeſt of the Fire, as he was paſling 
by two of the Baſtions, without the leaſt Shelter 
to give Orders for the attacking of a Fort, which it 
taken, would prevent the Communication of the 
Fort with the Town, was unfortunately wounded 
by a Muſquet Shot in the Thigh, which cutting a 
funder an Artery, and he continuing to encourage 
his Men, he dropt for Dead upon the Ground, and 
as ſoon as he was brought to an adjacent Houſe, 
Expired. The Fall of this Hero, which was diſco- 
vered to the Beſieged by the Confuſion they pet. 
ceived among the Aſſailants, join d to a Reinforce. 
ment of 200 Granadiers, ſent them out of the 
Town, had almoſt produced a Fatal Change in that 
Enterpize. For about 250 Engliſh advancing unwes- 
— too near the Fort, whoſe Gate the Spaniards 
had opened on purpoſe to entice them thither, were 
all taken Priſoners, which, with the beforemen- 
tioned Accident, ſtruck ſuch a Damp among the reſt, 
that they were juſt preparing to Retreat. My Lord 
Peterborough being adviſed of what had happened, 
flew thither immediately, and with his Sword in 
Hand led them on afreſh to the Aſſault, which they 
made with ſuch Fury, that they once more chaſed 
the Enemy from all the Outworks into the Donjon 
At the ſame time, all Communication being inter- 
cepted betwixt the Fort and the Town, they ply 
the Donjon warmly with Bombs, one whereof in 
two days after falling in, and blowing up their Ma- 
gazine of Powder, the Garriſon came running out, 
and Surrendred Priſoners of War. After the taking 
ofthis Fort, (which ſtanding upon a Hill, Commands 
the Town on that ſide where it is weakeſt,) the At 
tacks were carried on from thence with all poſſible 
Afliduity, the Batteries beginning to play the 17 
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of Sept. with ſuch Succeſs, that a very large Breach 


was made, and the Intrenchments with ſome Mines 


being blown up, and the Breach made wider by three 
Bombs that fell into them at once, the Gover- 
nour deſired to Capitulate the 8th of October, which 
was Sign'd the next following Day; the Articles 
whereof being very long, we will give only an Ab- 
ſtract of them.

1 gem. The Town of Lerida has ſubmitted to me, 4:

that all the Places in Catalonia are taken, ere, 
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e Town of Roſes. Some Places in Arragon, not 
fir from Saragoſſa, have Declared for me; And the 
Caftle y Denia in Valentia ftz/{ holds our, and has 
repulſed the Enemy. Four Hundred of their Horſe 
have entred into my Service, and a great Num- 
her of their Foot Deſerted them. This Madam, is 
the Condition, in which all your Arms and the In- 
clinations of the People have Placed my Affairs; I 
need not tell you what puts a Stop to the Courſe of 
theſe Congueſts; It is neither the Seaſon nor the E- 
nemy ; theſe are no Obſtacles to your Troops who de- 
fire nothing more than to be in Action under 
the Conduct they now are. The taking of Bar- 
celona , with Jo ſmall a Number 1 roops 13 
remarkable enough, but few Examples will be found 
of what has happen d in this Siege; Seven or Eight 
Thouſand Men of your Troops, and Two Thouſand 
Miquelets have Surrounded, and Invefted a Place, 
which Thirty Thouſand French were not able to do. 
After a march of Thirteen Hours, they Climb'd up 
Rocks and Precipcies, to attack a Fortsfication ftronger 
than the Town of which the Earl of Peterborough 
ſends you a Plan, And two Generals enter'd with 
the Grenadiers on this Attack with Sword in Hand, 
where the Prince of Heſſe met with a Glorious 
Death. After ſo many Noble Actions, I hope 
that his Brother and his Family will always have 
your Majefty's Protection; With Eight Hundred 
Men they Forced the Cover d way, and all the In- 
trenchments and Works one after another to the laft 
Retreat, againſt Five Hundred Men of the Troops 
that Guarded the Place; Beſides the Keinforcements 
they had recerved , and Three Days after they 
were Maſters of the Place. The Town was attack'd 
under the Caftle, and the Cannon and Artillery were 
again Landed with inconceivable Pains and Labour, 
Iwo Camps were maintained, and a Communication pre- 
ſerved between them, though near Three Leagues dijt ant 
from each other, againſt a Garriſon almoft as Nume= 
rous as our Army,; and who in Horſe were twice

Theſe, Madam 
ere Circumſtances that perhaps diRingul, this Action 
from any other. There hapned another Accident 
which was never known before,; The Cruelties of 
the Pretended Vice Roy, and the Report, thit he in. 
tended to carry away ſeveral Priſoners contrary 15 
the Capitulation, had ſtirred up the Burghers a4 
ſome of the Country People to tale Arms; The Gar- 
riſon being employed in loading their Baggage, in 
order to march out the next Day, — themſelve, 
in 4 very great Confuſion and all things tending 1» 
4 Slaughter; When your Majeſty's Troops enter'd 
the Town with the Earl of Peterborough, and 
inftead of buſying themſelves with Plunder, as is u- 
ſual on ſuch Occaſions, they appeaſed the Diſorder 
and ſaved the Town, and even the Lives of their 
Enemies, with a Diſcipline and Generoſity without 
Example. Nothing remains but that I return your 
Aajeſty my moſt Re ſpectful Thanks, for having 
ſent me ſo great a Fleet, and ſo Good and Valiant 
Troops to Aſſiſt me. After ſuch Happy Beginnings, 
I thought it proper, according to the Opinion of your

It blew ſo hard from the 18th 
to the 18th, that the Remainder of the Enemies 
Garriſon, could not be fetched on Board by the 
Boats till the next Day, when our Troops 
were obliged to Guard them in the Churches 
from the Fury of the Burghers; They are to he 
ſet a Shoar at Mallaga, with the Baggage and Can. 
non granted them by the Capitulation. The 
I9th, it was agreed in a Councel of War, held 
at the King's Deſire, to furniſh his Majeſty with 
all the Powder that could be ſpared from the Ships, 
to enable him the better to maintain and purſue 
his Succeſſes. The Engliſh have left 80 Cannon here 
over and above their Share. It was afterwards 
reſolved at his Catholick Majeſty's Deſire , That 
Admiral Leake and Baron Waſſaver , ſhould en.

Lisbon, to make an Attempt on Majorca, and if 
that Iſland ſhould delare for King Charles the Ill 
to leave 800 Men for its Defence.

diana next Morning, and drew up in Order of Battel, 
The French and Spaniſh Army ſeeing this , paſſed 
the Zevora, and formed their Treops on the o- 
ther Side of the River, which was then between 
both Armies, only Ten or Twelve Spuadrons of 
the French Dragoons remain'd on a riſing Ground 
on the ſame fide with the Portugueze Army, 
Theſe, Lieutenant General Windham attacked with 
ſeven Squadrons, and puſhed them into the River 
with great Diſorder to the French Army. The 
two — after this, Cannonaded each other 
for about two Hours, and retired to their Camps, 
during which time, the French who had only x 
muſed the Allies by the Advantage of a Paſs they 
had ſecured , threw Succours into Badajox ; 
Whereupon, the Portugueze Army withdrew their 
Artillery from the Batteries, decagmped, paſſed 
the Guadiana, and ſent their Artillery to Elvas, 
The Siege thus raiſed , both Armies prepared for 
Winter Quarters, and the Baron de Fagell, in Ex- 


cuſe of this Misfortune, ſent the King of Portugal

A Letter from Baron Fagell, General of the Dutcl 
Forces, to the King of Portugal. 


S IR, 

1 Hope your Majeſty will pardon the Boldneſs i 
take to Proſtrate my felt at your Royal Feet 
and to give you by theſe Lines, a Relation of 
what paſſed the Fourteenth Inſtaut, when the E- 

nemy threw Succours into Badajox. | 
Having obtained Leave of their High and 


 Mightineſſeſs to return to Holland, I thought to 


obtain the ſame Permiſſion of your Majeſty, 
When you 'Order'd me to repair to the Army 


-which 1 found before Baxajox, I arrived there 
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four Days after the Opening the Trenches, which 
was done Without having ruined or poſſeſſed rhe 
Magazine the Enemy had at Tolavera, two 
Leagues from the Front of your Majeſty's Army 
where Was then but Three or Four Thouſand 
of their Troops; but they were conſiderably re- 
inforc'd when I arriv'd in the Army. I confeſs, 
[was of Opinion thai it was adviſeable to quit the 
Siege for a time, in order to march to the Enemy, 
<q drive them from a Place that was ſo near 
us ; But contrary to my Advice , the Siege was 
carried on. In the mean time the Enemy, who 
were but two Leagues from your Majeſty's Ar- 
my, having their Right towards the River Gua- 
diana, were dayly reinforced, and your Majeſty's 
Army had their Left towards the ſame River, were 
ſo far from being able to Surround and Inveſt the 
Town on all ſides, that they did only cover the 
Trenches. , The Generals of your Majeſty's Horſe 
were order'd to have conſtantly Parties abroad, 
to obſerve the Enemies Motions: For being fo 
near them, we fear'd to be ſurpriz d. The Earl 
of Galloway, having had the Misfortune the Ele- 
venth Inſtant to have his Hand ſhot off, the 
Function of Meſtre de Camp fell to me. The 
Twelfth I gave the moſt exact Orders poflible, 
that the Generls ſhould have Notice of any 
thing that might occaſion an Alarm: I was wil- 
ling alſo by way of Precaution to have made 
Works to hinder the Execution of the Enemies 
Deſign; but it was too late: The Night between 
the Thirteenth and Fourteenth, at two in the 
Morning, we had Notice given us by two Deſer- 
ters, that they were in Motion ſince the Evening 
before; but they cou'd not tell us what fide of 
the River they march'd. I adviſed Immediately 
the aſſembling of all the Generals, who met ac- 
cordingly; but came to no Reſolution: And it 
being feared the Enemy might march towards 
our Left, I prapoſed to the Generals who were 
on Duty, that we {ſhould all repair to the Left, 
in order 40 take there the neceſſary Ne 
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No notice being taken of what I ſaid, I reſolved 
to go thither in Perſon, and being arriv'd there, 
the Generals gave me ſo many Aſſurances that 
the Enemy were not in Motion, that I return, 
in hopes of meeting the Marquis des Minas. ] 
was no ſooner gone but Intelligence was 
brought me, That the Enemy appeared before 
our Poſts + I diſpatch'd immediately Manuel 
d' Aſevedo Forter Jenente, to the Marquis des M. 


nas, to give him Notice that the Enemy were he- 


fore our Flank, and defired him to join us forth- 
with; the Sieur Manuel d Aſſe vedo Forter has ſince 
reported to me, that he found the Marqueſs in 
his Quarters, that he mounted on Horſeback 
immediately, and repair'd to the Left without 
Loſs of time. I went — ſelf full Gallop to Count 
St. Juans Poſt, on the other ſide of the River; but 
did not arrive their till the Van of the Enemies 
Army had gain'd a Bridge on the Jevora, and 
was already drawn up againſt us. I asked al) 
the Generals and experienced Officers, viz. Lieu- 
tenant General Windham, Major Generals Harvey 
and Teghnagell, Colonel Baron of Winterfeld, 
Count St. Juan, and Count St. Vincent of your 
Majeſty's Troops, If they thought it was ſtil 
poſſible for me to paſs the Army and draw then 
up? But by reaſon four Soldiers a breaſt only 
cou'd paſs over a Bridge, and that the two Fords 
were likewiſe very narrow, and the Chanel o 
the River large, all the Generals and Officers, 
unanimouſly concluded it con'd not be done; and 
that I ought to draw up the Army on the 
other (ide: Had the Generals thought it poſſible, 
I would have ventured to have paſs'd ſome Troops, 
in order to draw them up before the Enemies 
Front and attack them; but it was highly pro. 
bable they won'd not have ſuffer'd a Body « 


Troops ſtrong enough to fight them to paſs. 


And the Generals being of a contrary Opinion, 
F con'd not untertake to paſs the Army againſt their 
Conſent, and without the Approbation of the Gene- 


ral in Chief. In the mean time I order'd _ 
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st. Juan to prepare to withdraw his Troops, leaſt he 


ſhould be driven into the River. I went to the other 
ſde of the River to draw up the Troops that 
were already in motion to pals it, and waited on 


| the Banks of the ſame for the Marqueſs des Minas, 


that I might follow his Directions. No time was 
loſt, for the Troops that were ſtill before the 
Camp, moved on in order to paſs the ſooner. 
Hereupon the Marqueſs des Minas arrived, and 
the Troops were likewiſe in Motion in order to 
aſs the River and ſuſtain one another; but the 
Artillery I had ſent for was not yet arriv'd. The 
Marqueſs des Minas having heard my Report, did 
not only approve what J had done; but ſtaid alſo 
an Hour before he let the Army paſs in order to 
fall upon the Enemies Rear. 

Sir, I hope your Majeſty will pardon me if 1 
leave it to the General in Chief to give your 
Majeſty an Account of the reſt that paſſed thar 
Day; yet nevertheleſs, I have diſpatched for the

ſed his beſt Endeavours that the End of that Re- 
ſolution might be fully anſwer'd; And, that for 
his own Part, he would have done more than he 
has, had he not been reſtrained by the Inſur- 
rection in Hungary. Further, His Imperial Ma- 
jeſty recommends to them, to Eſtabliſh a Com- 
mon Caſh for the Expences of the War, or at 
leaſt that every Member of the Empire would ſend 
1 Commiſſary along with their ſeveral quora's of 
Troops, with a ſufficient Summ of Money to buy 
up immediately whatever ſhall be found requiſite 
for the Service; to which Summs his Imperia! 
Majeſty offers to throw in the Contributions rais'd 
m Alſace, like as the year before laſt, he cauſed 
a Noble train of Artillery to be ſent to the Nhe; 
But he tells them, the Summ requiſite to be laid 
ont upon the Forgifications of Haguenau, and 
Landau is fo great, that the Members of the Em- 
pire muſt contribute to it. Laſtly, his Imperial 
Majeſty intimates to them, that he intends io go 
m Perſon into the Field the next Campaign, un- 
leſs ſome unforeſeen Accident hinders him; And 
therefore he deſires to be inform'd before Hand, 
what Number of Men each Member will furniſh 
to the Army of the Empire, and what Money 
or other Neceſſaries they will contribute, and 
this he exhorts them ipeedily to acquamt him 
withal, that he may know the Condition of the 
Army; He deſigns perſonally to Command and 
Take his Mealures accordingly ; His Imperial Ma- 
jeſty cloſes this Decree with a With, That all 
the Members of the Empire would each d:ftm- 
guiſn themſelves by Proofs of their Zeal for ws 
Cco 
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50 A Compleat Hiſtory of 
Good of their Country, that they might come up 
to the Noble Example ſet them by the Queen of 


Great Britain, and the States General of the Unizes 
Netherlands, 


This Decree was forthwith ſent to the Diet zt 
Ratisbon , who =_ Peruſal thereof, as likewiſe cf 
a Letter from the States General, to the Fea 
abovementioned, took the ſame into their Con. 
deration > but the 13 wanting Inftructions 
from their Reſpective Maſters, came to no final 
Reſolution, but were not Wanting in making 
great Promiſes. 

His Imperial Majeſty , to convince the Allies 
that he would Vigorouſly Proſecute the War 
his Part, deſired leave of the Queen of Great 
Britain, to Borrow 250000 l. of Her Subjects, on 
the Security of his Revenues in Silifta , which 
being Granted, and a Patent paſs'd for the ſame, 
was in five Days fully Subſcribed, and the Money 
Duely Paid and Remitted according to Agreement, 
to His Highneſs Prince Eugene of Savoy, for the 
uſe of His, Imperial Majeſty, Nothing Material 
happening on that fide of Germany this Winter, 
but the ſuppreſſion of a Rebellion that broke out 
in Bavaria ;, whilſt his Imperial Majeſty with his 
Miniſters, were finiſhing their Preparations, we wil 
return to Spain. | 

The Court of Verſailles and Madrid, Fluſh'd with 
the Succeſs near Badajox , mighty Preparations 
were made for the Duke of Anjou's Expedition 
in Perſon, for the Recovery of Catalonia, not- 
withſtanding the Difficulties that lay in the Way; 
The Grandees Murmurings were High, and the 
Treaſury Low; The Court of Ferſailles having ſo Or- 
dain'd it, though the Spaniards themſelves oppoſed 
it; Young Philip muſt reſolve to go, who, to that 
Purpoſe declared the ſame to his Council , and 
that he would in few Days repair to Sarazeſſa, 
( his Capital City of Arragon, where his Forces 
were . Aſſembling, ) and take upon him the 
Command of his Army in Perſon, in Expectation 
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their Zeal for his Service. At the ſame time, 


he acquainted the Grandees with the ill Conditi- 


on of his Treaſury , who were ſo far from ad- 
vancing him any army © though the Popes Nuncio 
ſet them an Example by offering his Plate, chat 


they took no Notice of it. Nevertheleſs, the Pre- 


parations went on, and a Mighty Fleet was get- 


ting ready at T houlon to Aſſiſt him in this En- 


terprize. Whilſt the two Courts of Madrid and 
Verſailles were thus taken up to redreſs the Affairs 
in Catalonia; two Expreſſes were ſent to Mareſ- 
chal de Theſſe at Madrid, and ſince they give a 
farther Account of the preſent Poſture of their

Whereupon, the Earl 


of Peterborough leaving his Majeſty with a ſtrong 
Garriſon in Barcelona, with the reſt of the Forces 


under his Command, march'd towards the Kinz- 


dom of Valentia; And on the 16th of December, 
Poſſeſs'd himſelf of Valentia, the Capital City of 
that Kingdom, without any — extending

Miles diſtant from Barcelona. During this Happ; 


Progreſs, the Mareſchal de Theſe, after a long 
| March 
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March from the Frontiers of Portugal, (having by 
the Way Deſtroyed ſeveral Places that had de- 
clared for his Catholick Majeſty Charles the 3d, 
without ſo much as ſparing even the Churches 
arrived at Saragoſſa; Where on the 28th of Deceinb. 
a great Tumult hapned, which had like to have 
been of ill Conſequence , if the Vice Roy of Ars 
ragon had not pacified the Matter. It hapned 
thus; A French Regiment of Horſe coming to 
Saragoſſa, brought with them two Spar rs 
with their Hands tied behind them, with an in- 
tention to put them to Death, for having as they 
pretended, killed two French Men. The Magi- 
rates being informed thereof, deſired the Freich 
Commander to deliver up to them thoſe two 
Boors, promiſing to puniſh them according to the 
Laus of their Country, if they were found Guil- 
ty of the Murther charged upon them: But the 
French refuſed their Demand, and pretended they 
would puniſh them according to their Military 
Laws. This Affront offered to the Magiſtrates ; 
ſo incenſed the People, that they took up Arms 
to the Number of Three or Four Thoufand Men, 
and reſolved to reſcue thoſe two Men. The 
Vice A. being informed of that Com motion 
came in Perſon at the Head of a Regiment, an 
Repreſented to the French the ill Conſequences of 
their Violent Proceedings; Whereupon, they re- 
leaſed thoſe two Men, and the People being fatisfied, 
returned totheir Houſes. No ſooner was this Tumult 
appealed, but a Batallion of the Regiment of Sillery, 
came to one of the Gates of Saragoſſa called delPortello, 


and deſired to paſs 1 the City as ſome o- 
ore 


ther Troops had done before; But, the Captain 
of the Guard that conſiſted only of Burghers, re- 
fuled to open the Gates, pretending, that by 
their Priviledges they were exempted from any 
Paſſage of Troops through that City). Thereupon, 
the Vice Roy and Mareichal de Theſſe repttred to 
that Guard, and canfed che Gate ro be opened by 
force 3 and the French ent'red the Town wien 
their Bayonets in the Muzzle of their Fuſees;

The Inhabitants took the Alarm, and fired upon 


them from their Windows, inſomuch, that the 
Mareſchal de Theſſe retired to the Houle of the 
Vice-Roy, . among the reſt, three of his 
Servants wounded, and the Magiſtrates ſet ; 
Guard of Sixty Men of their own to 2 any 
further Inſult. The French in this Commotion 
had their Baggage plunder'd ; The Mareſchal was 
ſo Enraged at this Aﬀront, that he deſigned to 
attack the City with all his Forces', But the 
Vice-Roy, Nobility and Magiſtrates perſwaded 
him to the contrary, and thereby put an End to 
the Commotion, notwithſtanding, the French had 
Two Officers and Thirty Soldiers Killed, and about 
Fifty Wounded. 

This Tumult being likewiſe appeaſed, the Vice- 
Roy found Means to put ſome Troops into the 
City, who brought ſeveral Pieces of Cannon with 
them to awe the Inhabitants, However, we will 
mention one more, ſince it ſhews the Inclinations 
of the Inhabitants of theſe Parts. 

The French Batallions having ſtaid for ſome time 
to refreſh themſelves at Carregia , within Nine 
Leagues of Saragoſſa, were Order'd to march, 
and accordingly being come to the Gate, the 
Commander Order'd the two Batallions to be 
drawn up, that he might view them, to know 

if any of his Men had deſerted. A Lieutenant 
being miſſing, a Guard was ſent into the Town 


to enquire at his Lodging for him, where they 


found him Stab'd in his Bed. The French Com- 
mander was ſo provok'd thereat, that he march- 
ed back into the Town, cauſed the Houſe where 
the. Murther was done to be pulled down, and 
Quarter'd his Men at Diſcretion on the Inhaby 
tants. This being ſoon made known to the 
Mareſchal, was approved by him, and he ſent his 
Orders to the French Commander to continue 
there till further Order, and afterwapduls ſent to

no Quarter was given on either Side. The French 
retreated to Fons and Almang, Colonel Wills re- 
ain'd two Hours on the Field of Battle, and 
then march'd to Balaguer. But, to return to the 
Earl of Peterborough, who being informed of the 
great Preparations that were making by the French 
to regain the Kingdom of Valentia; march'd to 
their Aſſiſtance, and arrived at Tortoſa, where 
he was received by the Magiſtrates and Burghers 
in Arms, and Saluted with a trible Diſcharge of 
he Cannon and ſmall Arms.

French. and: Spaniſh Army. conſiſting of: Three Thou- 
ſand _—_ as many: Foat, lay within. a

hut, to return to the French and Spaniſh Army, 
under the Mareſchal de Theſſe. The French and 
Spaniſh Generals began by this time, to be at great 
Varience, whether to beſiege Valentia before Farce. 
lona, or march directly to the latter. The Hench 
pretended that the Siege of Barcelona would ruin 
the Intereſt of the Partiſans of Auſtria; and the 
Spantards alledged, that fo ſtrong a Place as Valenti, 
ought to be Taken firſt, by reaſon it would pre. 
vent any further Inſurrections in the Kingdom ef 
 Arragon, whoſe Inhabitants began openly to 
eſpouſe the Auſtrian Intereſt, and declare in' fi. 
vour of His Majeſty Charles the zd. To pre. 
vent therefore any further Diſpute between the 
French and Spaniſh Generals, which Place to 
beſiege, Expreſſes were diſpatch'd to the Courts 
of Madrid and Verſailles for further Orders, and 
the Army order'd to continue encamp'd till their 
Return. Thereupon a Council was called at 
Madrid; from whence Orders were diſpatch'd to 
the Mareſchal de Theſſe to prepare his Forces to join 
King Philip, and to lay cloſe Siege to Valentia, 
Whilſt the Brigadier Mahoni ſhould take upon 
him the Command of the Forces afſembled by 
the Biſhops of Murcia and Onihuella, who on the 
Brigadier's Arrival ſerved in the Quality of Aare. 
chaux de Camp under him. The Mareſchal 4 
Theſſe having received this Expreſs, made Pre- 
parations to execute the Orders of the Court of 
Madrid, but whilſt he ſtay'd in Expectation like 
wiſe of an Expreſs from France concerning the 
intended Siege, we Will inquire into the Duke 
of Noailles March from Perpignan; He being by 
This time order'd to join the Mareſchal de Theſ:, 
decamp'd, and receiving Intelligence that the Earl 
of Donegal, Governour of Girone, was on his 
March to attack Baſcara and Navara, two Places 
lately abandon'd by the Miquelets, order'd a De- 
tachment to relieve the latter, whilſt he did the 
like to the former. There happened two ſharp 
Diſputes at each of theſe Places, wherein the Duke 
of Noallies got the better, with great Loſs _ bay 
des; 
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the Affairs of Spain, Cc. 379 
vides; and afterwards paſſed the Terr, and en- 
camp'd at Losbisball; after which he ſent a ſtrong 
Detachment to ſecure a Bridge near Pont Migor, 
which they did for about two Hours, till at 
length the Governor of Girone rallying again, beat 
them from the Poſt, tho! ſupported by Noailles in 
Perſon, and obiiged them to retire to Torellade 
Montgri, and to quit Losbisbal! and ſeveral other 
poſts they had ſecured on that Side the Terr. 

The Duke of Anjou having ſent Orders to the 
Mareſchal de Theſſe to lay Siege to Yalearia, as has 
been before related, ſummoned: his Council again, 
wherein he acquainted his Grandees and Coun- 
cellors, that being reſolved to Command his Army 
in Perſon, to ſtop the Progreſs of his Enemies, who 
had invaded his Dominions, to reduce the Rebels 
and protect his Faithful Subjects, he. had thought 
fit to leave the Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
ment to the Queen, who, (after ſhe had a little 
while declined to undertake the ſame } ac— 
cepted it, and that he hop'd from their Fi- 
delity they would atliſt Her. The Grandees with 
great Submiſhon and Demonſtrations of Reſpeci 
aſſured him of their Fidelity, and kiſſed his Hands, 
tho' many of them at the ſame time excuſed 
their Attendance in the Field, under ſeveral ipe- 
cious Pretences. Hereupon the Councel being diſ- 
miſſed, that Prince attended by his Conſort, the 
Prince of Tilly, the Duke of Gandia, the C onſta- 
ble of Caſtile, the Duke of Medina Sidonia, with 
ſeveral other Grandees, and taking along with 
him the Crown-Jewels, ſet out from Madrid be- 
tween Twelve and One of the Clock on February 
the 23d NV. S. chooſing the direct Road towards 
the Kingdom of Yalentia: But on the 25th in 
the Morning he receiv'd two Expreſſes, one from 
the Mareſchal de Thefſe, and the other from the 
French King : The Mareſchal informed him, That 
according to his Commands, he had decamped 
and was advanced to Alcaniz, but, that having re- 
cieved an Expreſs from the Maſt Chriſtian Ring, 
with poſitive Orders to march into Caralonya, iu order

to beſiege Barcelona (for which all the necefſiry 
Preparations were made) he could not proceed 
any farther. The French. Expreſs was likewiſe tg 
the ſame Effect; inſomuch that King Philip was 
obliged to alter his Deſign, and take the Road of 
Catalonia, On the 27th he arrived at Loeches, and 
after having dined with his Conſort, that Princes 
return'd for Madrid, whilſt he contined his Journey, 
and by the 12th of March arrived at Caſpe, where 
the Mareſchal de Theſſe had prepared every Thing 
for his Reception, During this March, ſeveral Pre. 
lates, to ſhew their extream Loyalty to the Houſe 
of Bourbon, and Hatred to that of Auſtria, pub. 
liſhed their Paſtoral Letters, which, for the 
moſt part, enjoin'd Prayers to be made for the 
Proſperity of King Philip, and to divert the Anger 
of God, who had permitted Hereticks to kindle ; 
War in Spain, thereby bringing Religion into Con- 


tempt, and diſpoſing the People to embrace Here- 


ſie; for the preventing of which, all Confeſſors un- 
der ſevere Penalties, were enjoined to examine the 
People on their Fidelity due to — Philip, and 
to refuſe Abſolution to ſuch as ſhould not adhere 
faithfully to King Philip. And, ſince the Biſhop of 
Murcia's Letter above all the reſt has made ſuch 
2 Noiſe abroad, we hope it will not be judg d im- 
proper to inſert an Abſtract thereof, to ſhew the

THE Laws and your Oath have made you the 
Subjects of a lawful King, and you are obli- 
ed on Pain of Mortal Sin, to be Faithful and 
bedient to him, and to repel by all Methods 
ible all thoſe that attack his Rights. Were 
e a Tyrant, after you have taken an Oath of 


Allegiance to him, you are indiſpenſably obliged to 


keep it; Be nat debauch d from your Duty by that 
plauſible 
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ſaufible Pretence, That the Arch-Duke has a bet- 
ter Right than Philip the 5th, becauſe of the Re- 

aunciation made by the Infants Maria Thereſa «| 
Auſtria, Twas a Renunciatioa that that Princeſs 

could not make, to the Prejudice of her Iſſue in 

an Affair of ſo great Conſequence, as is the King- 
dom of Spain; and if ſhe could not make it, that 
Renunciation is Null and of no Validity, Bur 
ſappoſe it to be dubious, whether ſhe could make 
it or not, it is unqueſtionable, that our Kin 

Philip the 5th is the Grandſon of a Daughter of 
Philip the 4th, Siſter of our laſt King Charles the 
zd. Tis undeniable likewiſe, that by the Laws of 
the Kingdom, and by Natural Regular Succeſſion, 
Philip the Fifth ought to inherit the Crown by 
Right of Blood, before the Arch-Duke Charles, 
whoſe Pretentions are founded on a more remote 
Degree of C — — Suppoſing that Renun- 
ciation was unqueſtionably juſt and valid, it muſt 
own its Validity to this, viz. That Philip the 
ath, as abſolute Monarch and Sovereig® Legiſlator 

being of the Opinion, that it was for the Publick 
Good of his Kingdom, cauſed it to be Regiſtred in 
all the Courts of Judicature, and tv be approved 
by the. General and Particular Eſtates that com- 
poſe this great Monarchy, as a Law and a Rule. 
Phil p the 4th had a Power and Authority to 
make that Law, or he had not; and the like 
muſt be underſtood of the whole Kingdom that 
accepted it, If that Monarch had not that Power, 
the Acceptation is null; if he had it, which is the 
utmoſt that can be ſaid in Favour of the Arch- 
Duke, what Man in his Senles will deny Charles 
the 2d the Power and Authority he grants Philip 
the 4th, when the Uſe the latter made of it was 
to overthrow the Laws of Nature and of the 
Kingdom, and the other only re-eſtabliſhed them 
and reſtored them to their due Force and Vigour? 
Philip the 4th, for the Benefit of his Kingdom 
makes a Law: Charles the 2d, for the Good of 
bis Dominions makes a quite contrary Law : Both 
the one and the other were received, and the

latter with the greater Solermaity, and with Pro- 
clamations of greater Force. Which of theſe two 
Laws are the Subjects bound by a New Oat! to 
obey ? One of theſe Laws excludes from the 
Throne the Blood of our Kings, the other recalj; 
them to it, conformable to our moſt eſtabliſ;'4 
Laws, which do not barr from the Succeſſion either 
the Daughters of our Kings, or their Iſſue, and by 
which the Houſe of Auſtria acquired this Mo. 
narchy. | | 
But, What was the Principal Aim of Philip the 
4th in cauſing that Renunciation to be made, and 
enforcing it by a New Law? Was it not to pre. 
vent the -Incorporating of the Kingdom of Spain 
with that of Fance? Now, that End ſubſiſts ſtill, 
and Charles the 2d had it in his Eye. is the very 
Depoſition made by the Will; He does not call the 
Dauphin to the Succeſſion of the Crown, nor the 
Duke of Burgundy, but Philip the 5th, the Dau- 
phin's ſecond Son. He anulls the Excluſion (which 
was unjuſt amd contrary to the 8 all the 
Deſcendants of the Princeſs his Siſter; but he leaves 
the Incompatability of the Union of the Two King- 
doms as it was. Charles the 2d made this Dil- 
poſition, or Law, which is in Appearance, contrary 
to that of the King his Father, after he had for 
along time examined and conſulted within the 
Monarchy and without, both the ableſt Divines 
and ableſt Lawyers, after he had conſulted even 
the whole Apoſtolical See; and ſhall his Subjects, 
or rather ſome Rebels, queſtion the Lawful Right 
of Philip the 5th, after having Invited him, after 
having Receiv'd him with Univerſal Acclamations, 
Crown'd him with all the Formalities, and taken 
4 general Oath of Allegiance to him, without 
Reſtriction, or without any viſible Oppoſition ? 

Beſides; Is he not in full Poſſeſſion of his Do- 
minions, and is not the Right always preſum'd to 
be in theſe Caſes on the Side of the Poſſeſſor? Is 
there any Doubt in this? Does not the Church 
we King Philip the 5th all the Rights of his 


rown ? Does. not Rome, as, formerly, receive al! 
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lis Preſentations to Biſhopricks, and other Bene- 
fces? Are not our Ambaſſadors treated there as 
they ought without any Innovation? And has not 
the Holy See newly granted to our King Philip 


| the Fth a Particular Brief, permitting him to pro- 


ceed againſt the Eccleſiaſticks and Religions of 
what Order or Dignity ſoever they be, even to 
the Degrading of them, and Puniſhing them Capi- 
tally without incurring any Imputation of any 
[regularity ? This is, what the Holy Farher would 
never have granted, did he not acknowledge that 
Philip the 5th is the Lawful King of Sain, that 
all his Subjects owe Obedience and Fidelity to 
him, and that thoſe who rebel againſt him are 
Guilty of High Treaſon, and deſerve the Puniſh- 
ment of it. Let it be granted, that there may be 
ſomething queſtionable in the Oath of Allegiance 
or Fidelity, which the whole Monarchy has ta- 
ken to Philip the Fth, yet I affirm, that while 
the Pope acknowledges him, private Perſons can- 
not violate that Oath without Mortal Sin, and with- 
out committing Enormous Crimes. 


To all thele Motives to Fidelity, I muft add the

Anceſtors, A King, in whom no Vice or Fault i; 
found, even in the firſt Years of an Abſolute Power, 
and of a vigorons Yonth. A King, that frequent;

a Week; A King, that rarely ſleeps before he 
has Confeſſed himfelf and received Abſolution. 4 
King, to conclude, who in the Flower of his Age 
bears with ſo great Fortitude and Reſignation the 
ſevereſt Strokes with which the Almighty exer. 


ciſes his Elect. If at Twenty-two Years, a Kin | 


ſhews us ſo many Vertues and diſtinguiſhing Qui 
lities, what can Je invent againſt him ye Perfidi- 
ous, ye Ungrateful Spreaders of Falſe and Perni. 
cious Principles ? My Beloved, look not upon thoſe 
unnatural Wretches with Pity but Indignation, 

We are not ag > fd the King that God has given 
us, nor does he deſerve our Diſloyalty and our In. 
difference; He conſiders us as his Children, and 
loves us as ſuch. He Pardons graciouſly the Wrong; 
and Inſults that have been and ſtill are continued 
to be done againſt him, when Information is given 
him of them. He only lifts up his Hands and Eyes 
to Heaven, and ſays, Lord, thou art the King of King, 
the Kingdom is thine, thine is the Crown, thou broughteſ 
me hither, and if it be thy Will I ſhould Reign, watch 
thou over me and my Subjetts. 

Know ye not, my Beloved, that tis Infidelity and 
Hereſy, that makes War upon us? Is it the Empire 
think ye, that maintains thoſe Great and Numerous 
Fleets in our Seas? Are they Imperialiſts that inſul 
us on our Coaſts?

Philip the th will Reign 
and you will find your ſelves cheated, ruined, an 
diſnonour d; God Gave him to us, and 'tis his Inte- 
reſt to Maintain him, and Deſt roy thoſe that Oppoſe 
him. What, tho' the Arch- Duke be Maſter o Gi- 
braltar and Barcelona, does that make him Maſter 
of all Spain? Such a Kingdom is not fo eaſie a Con- 
queſt. Should England even diſ- people it ſelf to in- 
vade theſe Countries, jt would not furniſh Tr 
enough to gain them, nor defend them : Nor could 
the Enemies of our Religion maintain themſelves 
long in ſo Catholick a Kingdom. They would make 
you believe the Arch-Duke ſhall Reign, and that he 
will give you all you can deſire, depend upon it, he 
will give you Nothing; Thoſe that love the Treaſon, 
hate the Traitors; and if he gets into the Throne, 
the veryMen whom he will truſt leaſt, are thoſe that 
help him to dethrone Philip the 5th. 

onfider again, the immente Engagements the 
Arch- Duke is under to his Allies, for the Prodigious 
Summs they advance to him, and for which they 
expect to be recompenc'd if he gain the Crown;

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terrible War than this. France will not aband, 
Philip the 5th, and conſidering the Forces they have 
and their Neighbourhood to us, our Calamities and 
Loſſes will be infallible. 


King Philip being arrived at Caſpe, as before men. 
tioned, could not forbear expreiling ſome Keſent. 
ment againſt thoſe Towns and Cities through 
which he paſſed, that did not make him the uſyy 
Gifts, tho' the Inhabitants excuſed themſelves on 
Account of their Poverty. However, he review d 
his Army, and made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions for: 
March. On the 17th he paſſed the Ebrs, and ad. 
vanced to Fraga, a defenceleſs Place which the Allies 
had ſometime ago abandoned. After ſeveral Days 
march he paſſed the Segra, and on the 2d of Ayl 
arrivedat the River Llogrebat, where that Day part 
of the Army was ſent over the River to meet a Body 
of Forces commanded by Monſieur de Legall,who had 
lately taken upon him the Command of the Duke of 
Noailles Forces that had paſſed the Terr but the 
27th of laſt Month, and arrived before Barcelona 
the 2d Inſtant. On the 36, the other Part of the 
Army paſſed Llogrebat, and entring the Plain betwixt 
the River and Fort Monjouich, in the Evening took 
Poft before Barcelona, where they had Intelligence that 
the French Fleet under the Command of the Count 


de Thoulouze, with about Thirty Men of War and 


Four Fire-ſhips, after a violent Storm, was arrived 
in the Bay of Barcelona but Two Days before. Here 
we will leave the French making the neceſſary Pre- 


— to lay formal Siege to the Place, both by 


ea and Land, and his Catholick Majeſty Charles the 
3d within, preparing to defend the fame, whilit 
we enquire into the Motions of the Portugeze Army 


during this Long and Famous Siege. 


The Earl of Galloway having, with great Care and 
Diligence, ' aſſembled the Portugeze and Auxiliary 
Forces at Elvas, according to the Reſolutions d 
the Court of Lisbon, laid aſide all thoughts againſt Ba- 
dajox, or any other Place in thoſe Parts, in order to 
march towards Caftile, by the Way of _— 
an 
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and thence to proceed to Madrid. This Reſolution 
being approved of by a Councel of War, the Army 
march'd to St. Salvedo ; and on the 2d of April 
M S. came to Magorga, and there met with their 
Artillery; thence they march'd to St. Vincent by the 
Way of Serra Gards and Salorina, and encamped 
near Membreo, both which Places immediately ſur- 
rendred. Having reſted a Day here, the Marqueſs 


| des Minas, Generaliſſimo of all the Forces, ſent a 


Sammons to the Judges and Alcaid of Brocos to 
come to his Camp, and pay Homage to King Charles 
the za; which they refuſed to do, ſaying, the Duke of 
Berwick was coming to their Aſſiſtance with a great 
Body of Troops. Nevertheleſs the Porrngeze Arm 
aſſed the River Solor, and continued their Marc 
tween Rocks and Defiles, where Three Hundred 
Men might have diſputed their Paſſage, and tho? 
the Generals in their March receiv'd Advice, that 
the Duke of Berwick had enter'd Brocos with Three 
Thouſand Horſe, yet they reſolved . to attack the 
Place. Accordingly by the Advice of the Earl of 
Galloway and the other Generals, the Marqueſs 
des Minas divided the Army into Two Bodies, and 
it the Head of moſt of the Horſe and Sixteen Terzo's 
of Foot, march'd directly for Brocos, whilſt the reſt 
of the Army was left behind under the Earl of Gallo- 
way and the Conde dela Lorſana, for the Security of 
the Artillery and Proviſions. Aſſoon as the Duke of 
Berwick ſaw the Portuge e enter the Plain where the 
Town is fituated, he quitted the ſame, and retired 
through a Wood, lying between the ſaid Town and 
Carceres, Upon this the Marquels ſent a ſmall De- 
tachment to take Poſſeſſion of Brocos, Where they 
found a good Quantity of Corn and Meal; and ſent 
another Detachment of Horſe towards the Wood. 
The Foot likewiſe, tho' almoſt tired with a tedious 
March from Five in the Morning till Four in the Af- 
ternoon, received Orders to follow as faſt as they 
could. In the mean time a Parry of Portugueze Horie 
attacked the Duke of Berwick, but in a diſorderly 
manner; whereupon the Duke order'd Three of his 


Regiments to Face-abour, —_ forced the Portuge<s 
C do

to give Ground, and had like to have put their Army 
into Diſorder, till the Exgliſh Horſe, and Dutch Dr. 
goons, with the Horſe of the Province of Beira 
charged the Duke ſo vigorouſly, that they forced him 
to retire with the Loſs of Eighty Priſoners; amongſt 
whom were Don Diego de Monroy, a Major-General 
and the Conde de Canilleros, beſides Two Hundred 
Horſes, with abundance of their Men killed, In this 
Action the Portugeze loſt the Conde de St. Vincent, 
who died the ſame Night of his Wounds ; and ſome 
few wounded, beſides a Portugeze Lieutenant-General: 
The Marquels das Minas was in great Danger of be. 
ing taken, had he not been timely ſupported by his 
Nephew the young Conde de Attalaga. Aſſoon as the 
Action was over, the Portugeze return'd to Brocos, 
where the obſtinate Inhabitants quitted their Houſes, 
ſome flying with the French, and others to the 
Churches ; for this reaſon the whole Town was 
burnt except the Caſtle, in which a Terzo was left in 
Garriſon whilſt the reſt of the Army marched for- 
wards, except the Auxiliaries, who encamp'd near 
the Town to join the other Part of the Army for the 
greater ſecurity of the ny and Baggage, that 
were not yet arrived. Onthegth in the Evening, the 
Van of the Portuge⁊e Army came in Sight of Alcan— 
tara, and immediately inveſted it: Hereupon Vila 
Roy and Alatilla preſently ſubmitted. The next 
Day the Marquels Order'd Collonel Blood's Re- 

iment to attack the Convent of St. Francis, 
— about a Musket-ſhot from the Town, aud 
guarded only by a Captain and Fifty Men, of 
which they ſoon made themſelves Maſters Sword in 
Hand, At the ſame time a Trumpeter came from the 
Duke of Berwick to claim ſome Priſoners that were 
miſſing z but not being found in the Portugexe Army, 
twas judg'd they were killed in the Wood. The 


11th the remainder of the Portugeze Army arrived; 


— began to erect Batteries, from which they plaid 
with good Succeſs. About this time the Marquels 
de Frontiera, with all the Troops of the Province ol 
Beir paſſed the Tajo, and was joined on the other 
fide by the Viſcount de fonte Arcada, with F ng

Troops of Horle, and Eight Terzo's of Militia. The 
beſieged ſeeing ſo great a Body, concluded they Were 
the Succours they expected; but being ſoon unde- 
ceiv'd, this prov'd ſuch a Diſcouragement to them, 
that they hung out a white Flag, and delired to ca- 
pitulate, and ſent out Two Colonels as Hoſtages, in 
Exchange of whom the Porrugeze ſent in Colonel 
Cornero, and the Lieutenant-Colonel of Stewar s 
Regiment; but the beſieged refuſed to ſurrender up- 
on the Terms the Porrugeze propoſed, viz. To be 
Priſoners of War : Whereby the Treaty broke off, 
and the Batteries began to play again. Ar Night a 
new Propoſal was made to the beſieged, viz. T hat if 
they would ſurrender themſelves Priſoners of War ; 
all Officers and Soldiers that would enter themſelves in 
the Service of King Charles the 34 of Spain, ſhould 
have the ſame Commiſſions as they had before, and thoſe 
who would not, might return home, obliging themſelves 
not to bear Arms againſt his Catholick Majefty , which 
was rejected allo. Then a new Battery was raiſed, 
which with the others, firing for Two Days, with- 
oat Intermiſſion, made a Breach wide enough to 
Storm the Place, and Preparations were made ac- 
cordingly : But the Governour being ſummoned once 
more, {urrender'd by Capitulation : Ot which the 
more conſiderable Articles are:

The Portugeze being thus Maſters of Alcantara, and 
of ſeveral other Places hereabouts, ſtaid ſome few 
Days in the Town to refreſh their Forces, and to try 
if the Country would come in and Declare for King 
Charles the 3d, to Which purpoſe the Earl of Galloway 
publiſhed the following Manifeſto.

for thoſe Glorious Ends the ſaid Moſt Serene Queen 
has canſed to be remitted to my Order. Tis to be 
hoped there will be no Spaniard of Reputation, that 
will not make Uſe of ſo Favourable an Occaſion of 
having the Honour toFree their Country from Slavery 
truly ignominious, and of gaining the peculiar Eſteem 
of their Law ful Monarch King Charles the 3d. 


Dated at Alcantara, April the 20th, 1706. 


Affairs being ſettled in Alcantara, the Portugese 
Army advanced towards Coria, on whoſe Approach 
the Town ſubmitted ; here by a Councel of War, of 
all the Generals of the Army,it was unanimouſly re- 
ſolved to march forward to Placentia, Purſuant here: 
unto, a ſtrong Detachment of the Army paſſed the 
River Alagonat Gahfteo, and tho' the French had 8 


Squadrons of Horſe poſted there to ſecure that Pals, 


yet they, upon the Approach of the Porrugeze Troops, 
retired to Placentia, ' But the Portiguexe, with the 
whole Army paſſing that River; and purſuing their 
March, obliged the Duke of Berwick to quit the 
Town and inRevengeto the Inhabitants,who oppoſed 
his deſtroying their Proviſions,” carried away tlc 


_ Governonr and Biſhop of the Town, after having 


burned the Ammuniton, and then retired to 1alper- 
tido. The Portugueze Army enter'd Placentia, whoſe 
Magiſtrates and Chief Inhabitants, with the Clergy 
immediately made their ſolemn Submiſſion to King 
Charles the zd. Whilſt the Marqueſs das Minas, with 
the Portugeze Army continued here, Intelligence was 
brought by one of his Partiesſent out to oblerve the 


D. of Berwick'sMotions,that he had ſtrongly ene 
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2d himſelf with a good Body, of Horſe and Militia 
on the Banks of the River Maſſagone. Hereupon the 
Generals reſolved to Fight him, and marching thi- 
ther, accordingly found him advantageouſly poſted 
behind the River; the Portugie ge Army paſſed the 
ſame, attacked the Entrenchments, and forced rhe 
Duke to retire with great Precipitation, and purſu- 
ing them a conſiderable way, return'd and poſſeſſed 
themſelves of his Camp. After this a Councel ot 
War was held, concerning the further Operations 
of the Campaign, but broke up without coming to 
any Reſolution, the Portripueze Generals, who were for 
ſeeing the iſſue of the Siege of Barcelona, againſt the 
opinion of the Exgliſh and Dutch Generals, were for 
marching back, and beſieging Badajox, which the En- 
eliſ and Dutch vehemently od ſo that Expreſſes 
being ſent upon that Account to Lisbon; we will leave 
them till their return, and enquire how the Court of 
Madrid reliſhed the Progreſſes of the Portuguece. 

The Victorious Army of the Porrugeze began to 
ſpread ſuch a Terror among the Partifans of King 
Philsp and his Queen, that they were preparing to 
retire from Court, as expecting no leſs than their 
coming to Madrid, whilſt the French and Caſtili an 
were itil} employed in the Siege of Barcelona, till 
ſenſible that the Portiiggue⁊e continued ſtill near Placen- 
tic, and of the Differences between the Generals, 
whether to proceed or not, they began to take Cou- 
rage, and ſummon the Military Orders to appear in 
Arms, ind join the Dake of Berwick, and the better 
to enforce Obedience from them, the Queen or 
Dutcheſs of Aion, ſummoned the Mageſtrates of 
Aadrid, unto whom ſhe made the following Speech. 


The Dutcheſs of Anjou's Speech. 
| Sent for you hither, and appear my ſelf to tell you 


what Diſtreſs the State is in, I cannot conceal it 
from you, while the King is expoſing his Life for your 


Defence. Heaven bleſſes his Arms in Catalonia, and 


we hope that Rebellious Province will ſhortly be 


reduced. Affairs do not go fo well in Eftramadur:, 
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the Portugueze advance; Will you tamely ſee ſuch k. 
nemies approach you? Do you not think of exertin 
your utmoſt Efforts to make them repent their Aug; 
ciouſneſs? the Perſervation of the Monarchy is noy 
the Point in Queſtion, You ought in this preſſing Ne. 
ceſlity, to ſhew your Loyalty and Zeal, by Sacrificing 
your All for the King, for me, and for your ſelves: 
Powerful and Speedy Succours are requiſite. I ay 
the firſt Queen that appear d in this Place on ſuch in 
Occaſion, when I give you ſuch Extraordinary 
Marks of Affection, I well deſerve you ſhould d. 
ſomething for Me and defend Me. 


This Speech raiſed a great many Thanks, and ſome 
few Gifts from ſome Biſhops and Towns, and thus 
concluded this Honourable Aſſembly ; from whenc: 
we will proceed to the Camp before Barcelona. 


The French and Spaniſh Army, under the Duke 
Anjou and Mareſchal Theſſe ſetting down before the 
Town, the French Fleet under the Command «f 
the Count de Thouloze Inveſted it by Sea; they mad: 
incredible Preparations for carrying on the Siege 
with all Expedition, wherein their main Hopes 
conſiſted at that JunRare : In order thereunto, great 
Stores of Proviſions and Ammunition were landed 
to ſupply the Army. Upon the Approach of this 
Fleet and Army, King Charles reſolved to continue 
in the Place, and by his Preſence to Encourage his 
Loyal Subjects in the Defence thereof; and the better 
to annoy the Beſiegers, the Count de Cifuentes at the 
Head of 300 Horſe, went out of the Town to join the 
Miquelers, who had declared for his Majeſty. On 
the 6th of April the French Admiral came to the 
Camp and aſſiſted at a great Councel of War, 
wherein it was reſolved the Admiral ſhould land 
4000 Men belonging to his Fleet, by reaſon theArmy 
was not numerous enough to beſtege ſo ſpacious aPlace 
in form, and prevent the Garriſon from having 
free Communication with the Country. The ſame E- 
yening the Trenches were opened, and two Attacks 
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carry d on, one againſt Fort Mont jauic h, and the other 
againſt the Town,; the next Day the Garriſon made 
i Sally, killed and wounded Fifty private Men, be- 
des a Captain and other Subaltern Officers. On 
the 8th the Beſieged made a greater Sally than be- 
fore, of which the Miquelets having notice, came in 
ſach Numbers, and attack'd the French Camp with 
that Bravery and good Order, that they ſorced ſome 
Battalions from their Poſts, which occaſion'd ſuch a 
Diſorder, that the Mareſchal de Theſſe was obliged to 
zothither inPerſon with freſhTroops to repulſe them; 
the Beſiegers continued their Approaches; And on 
the 11th the Garriſon made another Sally, and drove 
the Regiment de Maine from their Works, cut three 
whole Companies in pieces, took one of their Co- 
lours, and having ſet Fire to a great Number of 
Gabions and Faſcines, retired with ſmall Loſs. A- 
bout this time a Miquelet that had deſerted the 
French Army, was taken in their Camp with ſeveral 
printed Papers, encouraging the Country to rile, 
whereupon he was fentenc'd to be hanged ; but be- 
ing brought to the Place of Execution, a Drummer 
came from the Town to reclaim him for his 
Catholick Majefty, to whom, upon mature Delibera- 
tion, the Miquelet was ſent back. Whilit the Siege 
was thus carrying on with the utmoſt Vigour, the 
Earl of Peterborough aſſembled between Three and 
Four Thouſand Men, moiſt Horſe, near Yalenia, 
and with an Expeditious March haſtned to the Re- 
lief of the Towns, and tho' all the Avenues were 
ſecured, he had the good Fortune, by the help of Boats, 
to throw between Seven or Eight Hundred Men into 
the Place, the Garriſon of Giroune likewiſe got in, 
and whilſt 
tholick Majelty humbly prayed and mtreated to 
leave the Town, and take the Field for the greater 
Security of his Perſon, he proved deaf to all their 


Prayers and Intreaties, even to thoſe of his Chief 


Councellors, and the States of that Country. It 
would be needleſs here to give a Journal of every 
Days Tranſaction, ſince the Eyes of all Eurcpe were

the Place was hard preſſed, and his Ca- 
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employ'd on the Event of this Siege, and 'twas fi. 
ficiently known, that not a Day paſſed without 3 
Attack or Sally from the Town. In the mean time 
the Country remain'd fo entirely in the Intereſt q 
his Catholick Majeſty, that the Generals in the Hens 
Army were obliged to ſend every Packet to Alien. 
by Sea that was directed to Madrid, to prevent fil. 
ing into their Enemies Hands. Barcelona thus Ren. 
forced, and Encouraged by the Preſence of their 
Monarch, defended it ſelf with thatObſtinacy andRe. 
ſolution, that the French finding but little Proſpect of 


taking it without the Reduction of Fort An, 


they now began to turn their chief fury againit th; 
Place; the Earl of Denegal commanded there with 
that good Conduct and Bravery, that he repuls'd the 
French in two Attacks, till at length, after the pu. 
ing of ſeveral Batteries upon it for Twenty Days . 


gether, the Enemy found Means rather to furpri. 


than take it. This Miſhap was occaſioned chief, 
by the Abſence of all the Head Officers; there be 
ing but a few Subalterns at hand, when the Enemy 
unexpectly breaking in at the Weſtermoſt Point, 
and the Breach of Veliſcous Baſtion, found all with: 
in in Confuſion, there being na Officers to Com. 
mand them; fo that theſe in the Weſtermoſt 
Works, fearing to be cut off from the Donjon, by 
the Enemy's ruſhing into the Breach, they retreate 
thither, and there fought ſo reſolutely, that they 
made the Enemy retire. By this time ſome of the 
abſent Officers coming to their Aſſiſtance, were 2 
taken Priſoners, becauſe they miſtook one of the 
Enemy's Battallions for one of the Dutch; and 
this adding to the former Confuſion, the Beſtever: 
might eaſily have made themſelves Maſters at the 
ſame time of the Donjon, had they pulli'd on th: 
Matter; but now contented themſelves to make + 
Lodgment on the Breach, and poſt another Budy 
under the Covert-way of the Baſtion. My Lord 
Donegal with forme other Officers were kill'd upon 
this Occaſion, The next Morning an Attciup! 
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Lorks, but in vain. However, the Garriſon de- 


ended it ſelf againſt all the Attempts of the 
Behegers for a few Days longer, till on the 25th it 
was thought fit they ſhould retire to the Town, 
aer having deſtroy'd all they could within the 
Fort, contrary to the Opinion of the Engineers, 
who ſaid it might be mainta ind ſeveral Days longer 
which a Spainſh Captain offered to do; a thing of 
great Conſequence at that Juncture, on which might 


have depended the Loſs or Prelervatipn of the 
place. After the taking of this Fort, the Enem 


carrying on their Approaches with the utmol 


Vigour on that Side, where it was weakeft, the 
Town began to be in the utmoſt Danger now, which 
having been well foreſeen by his Catholic Majeſty, 
even before the Beginning of the Siege, he thought 
ft to give timely Notice of the approaching 
Danger tv Six John Leate, then at Lisbon, in the 
jullowing Letter. | 


A Letter from King Charles the 34 of Spain, to Aa- 
miral Leake. 


Admiral Leake. 
Take this Occaſion to acquaint you with the 
great Hazard this Principality and my Royal 
Perſon are expoſed to, for that doubtleſs to morrow 
we ſhall be ſtraitned by the Enemy; being already 
blocked up by a Squadron at Sea, and their Army 
having by their ſpeedy Marches gamed tome 
Paſſes almoſt in Sight of this Capital City, in 
which we might have retardec their Progreſs, I 
am reſolved not leave this Place, although my 
Garriion conſiſts of ſo ſmall a Number as one 
Thonſand Foot, and Four Hundred Horie, Re- 
pus Troops, apprehending, that, if in this Juncture 
ſhould leave this Capital City, it would be loſt, 
and conſequeutly, all the reft which in the lait 
Campaign, was by ſo many Happy Succelles, re- 
duced tomy Obedience; for which Reaſons I have 
thought fit to venture ali, and undergo the Fa- 
5 tigues 
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tignes that attend a certain Siege, juſtly contidine 
in your known Zeal, and great Vigilance for tj; 
Common Cauſe, and not doubting, but you harr 


Contributed all that lias been poſſible, to haſte, 
the Succours, which I hope will in a few Day; 
appear before this Place, where your known . 


lour and Diligence may meet a Glorious Succeſs, 


and thereby entitle your ſelf a new to my Roya 
Favour.

Notwithſtanding the great Hardſhips the Ciry 
endared, the whole Garrifon and Burghers ther 
ſelves, reſolved to hold out to the laſt Extremity, 
and defend his Majeſty to the uttermoſt ; why 
on the other Hand, by his Preſence and Example, 
gave Life and Vigour to the whole City; 
often ſhewing himſelf in thoſe Places, where 
moſt Danger was. None could ſufficiently com- 
mend his Majeſties Reſolution in the greateſt 
Extremities, nor his conſtant Application to direct 
every thing that was necefſary to be done; and 
above all his Wonderful Temper, and thoſe En- 
paging Ways by which he won the Affections of 

is Sublects: For, in the middſt of all this Calz- 
mity, there happened a Mutiny in the Town, in 
which the People killed ſome of their Magiſtrates, 
His Majeſty in this Diſorder repair'd to the Place, 
and his Preſence and Behaviour pacified the Peo- 
ple and appeaſed the Tumnlt. Neither could he tc 
the very laſt, when the Danger encreaſed to the 
higheſt Degree, be prevail'd upon to leave the Town ; 
but reſolved to take the ſame Fate with his Faith- 
ful Subjects, which in effect proved the Preſerva- 
tion of the Place, and had not been foreſeen by 
the Beſiegers. Neither ought we to Ree im 
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Hence the Reſolution and Bravery of the Garri- 

fn, the Miquelets and Inhabitants, whom neither 

the Duke of Arnjou's Threats nor Offers of Par- 
don could any Ways tempt or ſeduce to betray 
the Place, or withdraw their Allegiance from his 
Majeſty. And, notwithſtanding the Beſiegers were 
continually harraſſed on one fide by the Miquelets 
ander the Count de Ciſuemes, and on the other 
fide by the Regular Troops of his Majeſty, 
which the Earl of Pererborough ſent to his Aſli- 
ſtance; The French Army, by their continual Fire- 
ing, made two Breaches, and gave out that they 
would Storm the Place; the Garriſon ſtill conti- 
nued in their Reſolution to defend it. Affairs 
being in this deſperate Condition, the Earl of 
Peterborough attempted to get into the Town, 
but finding himſelf diſappointed, took to Sea, in 
order to meet the Engl; Fleet under Sir John Leak, 
who having receivd Advice at Gibraltar, from 
his Catholic Majeſty, That the Duke of Anjou's 
Army and the French Fleet were before Barcelona, 
it will be requiſite to acquaint the Reader, that 
on the Twenty-fourth of April, he left Gibraltar. 
and on the Twenty-ninth got into Alrea Bay, 
where having received Advice that another Squa- 
dron was ſall'd from Lisbon in order to join him, 
2 Council of War was immediately called, where- 
in it was refolv'd to fend out to get Intelligence 
of the French, and to remam in the Bay Twenty- 
four Hours for the coming up of that Squadron; 
and if it did not arrive by that time, then to proceed 
directly without any further Delay to Barcelona - 
AFrigat was ſent at the ſame time to the Weſtward , 
to get Intelligence of that Squadron, which met 
with Three Men of War ſent by Sir George Bing 
with notice, that he was making all the Sail he 
cou'd with that Squadron after the Fleet: Ac- 
* he came up with Sir John Leale the 
zoth about Ten of the Clock in the Morning. 
The whole Fleet join d; but was kept back ſix 
Days by contrary Winds and Calms, and ou the 
Seventh of Alay met with the Ear! of Pererbo- 
ro- ts 
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rough off of Tarregona, in queſtj of the Fleet, ; 
before mentioned; the Earl immediately came, 
Board the George, and taking upon him the Com. 
mand of the Fleet, as Admiral, made all pol. 
ble Sail for Barcelona, and on the Eight in th; 
Morning appeared in Sight of Fort Monjouich, yn, 
xt Noon Anchored in the Bay of Barcelona, t 
the unſpeakable Joy of the Garriſon and [nh 
tants. The French Fleet under the Command of the 
Count de Thoulouze, having notice of the Approach 
of the Confederate Fleet, and knowing they. 
ſelves unable to Cope with the Confederates, be. 
ing not half mann'd, retired the Night before: 
ſo that the Earl of Peterborough with the Ld 
Forces went a Shoar without any Oppoſition, en. 
ter'd the City, and continued all Night behind 
the Breaches under Arms. The Engliſh and Dutch 
Admirals went likewiſe a Shoar to attend the 
King of Spain, who receiv'd them with extraor- 
dinary Kindneſs, and expreſſed his great Satis 
faction for ſo ſeaſonable a Relief. The Succuurs 
thus arriv'd, we think it not amiſs for a further 
Account, to inſert the following Letters. 


The Prince of Lichtenſtein's Letter to the Court 
| de Goes. 


THis will inform you, that the Fleet of th: 

Allies commanded by Vice-Admiral Leake, 
with the Succour of Land Forces, arrived the 8th 
of this Month: The Enemies Fleet having Notice 
of their Approach, fed the Night before, and no 
doubt are all retired to Toulon. This has given 
his Majefty and this City unſpeakable Joy, and 
fo much the greater, for that the Enemy and 
the Duke of Anjou, who is in Perſon with theit 
Army, looked upon themſelves to be already Ma- 
ſters of Barcelona, as indeed they were in a fair 
Way of being ; For, their Mines were got under 
the Point of the Counterſcarp, and had already 


made io conſiderable a Breach, that in two days 
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:t fartheſt, a general Aſſault might have been gi- 
den; tho' 'tis not to be doubted but it would 
have coſt them much Blood, and ſome Thouſands 
of Men. For, what was ruined in the Day was 
repaired by Night, with incredible Diligence and 
Diſpatch by means of Faſcines, and behind the 
Wall a very regular and ſtrong Intrenchment was 
made, and furniſhed with Cannon and Paterero ss. 
But notwithſtanding this, it would have been im- 
offible without Succours to keep the Place many 
aysz becauſe the beſt Troops, and almoſt the 
oreateſt Part of the Engliſh and Dutch were kill- 
ed or taken in the Fort Montyouich; beſides, there 
were not above One Thoutand Men left, Cer- 
mans, Engliſh and Dutch together, to defend the 
City, and they were forced to do moſt of the 
Service, becauſe we could not fo much depend up- 


on the others, who might be in Number One 


Thouſand Four Hundre 33 or Cataloni- 
u, all unexperien'd and undiſciplin'd Men. Tho' 
the Day 2 the City was beſieged, his Catho- 
lit Majeſty had reſolved to retire to Tarragona 
or Tortoſa; yet contrary. to my Lord Peterbo—- 
rough's Advice, the Count de Cifeientes, and mine, 
2s alſo o the Remonſtrances and. Intreaties of the 
Eſtates of the Country, and Magiſtrates of this 
City, he determined to ſtay in the Town beſieg- 
ed, to animate, by his Preſence, the Garriſon, and 
his Faithful Burghers and Subjects, to make 4 
vigorous long Reſiſtance; and notwithſtanding the 
laid Lord, and the ſaid Count. de Cfeientes Wrote 
afterwards to his Majeſty, eſpecially. after the 
Loſs of the Caſtle of Montjouich, and tho' I being 
preſent, ſaid all I conld to perſuade him to go 
out of the Place, and open himſelf a Paſſage by 
land by the help of his Horſe, or elſe, which 
was molt approv'd by every one, to retire by Sea 
by the means of Four Frigats that were always 
ready, and of a ſmall one that hover'd about the 
Road, my Lord Peterborough being in the Neigh- 
bourhood to facilitate his Majeſty's Eſcape ; yet 
he perſiſted in his Reſolution, to continue = 
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Place to the laſt Extremity, and not to mk; 
Uſe of thoſe Four Frigats till no more Reſiſtance 
could be made, and til! the utmoſt Danger ſhould 
compel him to it, and until there was no more 
Poſtibility of defending the City any longer. 
We muſt do Juſtice to the Exgliſb and Dur), 
Troops, and to the Generals that commanded 
them, and eſpecially to My Lord Donegal why 
was killed in the Attack of Fort Montjouich, as al. 
fo to the Dutch Brigadier St. Amand, his Ma- 
jeſty's Major-General, to the Count of Dlefeldi, 
Governour of Barcelona, and to the Landgrave 
Henry of Heſſe, by acknowledging, that by their 
Bravery, Vigilance, and working Day and Night, 
they have defended the City hitherto. But tis 
certain, that had his Majeſty retired, all had 
been in the greateſt Confuſion, and perhaps the 
Place would have held out but a few Days, 


The Enemies Army fearing to be ſurprized b 


the ſtrong Garriſon now in the Place, keep cloſe 
together, and tho' the Siege ſtil] continues, yet 


ſeeing they fire but with Three Pieces of Cannon, 


which are indeed very large, we make no Doubt, 
but in a few Days, they will raiſe the Siege and 
retire, In caſe they do, I hope we ſhall charge 
their Rear, and that the Peaſants of rhe leve! 
Country, and the Miquelets of the Hills, will not 
forget themſelves, but will, in hopes of getting 
Booty, fall upon them, and do them great Damage 
in their Retreat. 

By a Frigat that is to fail in Two or Three 
Days for Genoa, I will be ſure to give you 2 
more particular Account of our Succeſs.

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The King of Spain's Letter to the States-General. 


Moſt Dear and Great Friends, 


WE hope you have received our Letter of the 1/ 
of laſt Month, whereby we acquainted you with 
the March of the Enemies to Beſiege this our City of 
Zarcelona, and the Relolution we had taken to conti- 
nue therein, during the Siege, to animate by our Pre- 
ſence the Garriſon and Inhabitants, ro Defend the 
ſame till the laſt Extremity- There were many ſtrong 
Reaſons which would have perſuaded us not to expoſe 
our Perſon to the dangerous Accidents and uncertain 
Succeſs of a Siege; but rather to ſecure our ſelves, by 
withdrawing our ſelves from that Place: But we could 
not overcome our ſelves, upon ſuch an Occaſion, 
wherein we hoped that our continuing in the Town 
might be of tome Uſe tor the Common Cauſe. Your 
Troops and thoſe of the Queen of Great Brittain have 
ſhowed the fame Valour and Firmneſs for the Defence 
of Montjonich and the City, which they expreſſed laſt 
Year for the Conqueſt thereof. Fort Montjouich, which 
your Troops and thoſe of the Queen rook in Three 
Hours time, has held out againſt the Enemy Twenty 
Two Days after opening the Trenches: But the Ene- 
mies having atrerwards Lodged themſelves on the 
Point of the Counterſcarp, and made a ſufficient 
Breach to be mounted. We had reaſon to fear that 
the Garriſon being extreamly fatigued and diminiſhed, 
this Place would at laſt have been forced to yield to 
the vigorous Attacks of the Enemies. The Arrival 
of the Fleet and the Land Forces which came at the 
ſame time has removed that juſt Apprehenſion: That 
fortunate Accident has filled us with Joy, and ſtruck 
the Enemy with the utmoſt Conſternation; who are 
now obliged to think of making their Retreat, when 
they actually thought themſelves Malters of Barcelona. 
We doubt nor, but you will receive this great News 
with Sentiments of Joy and Comforts like unto ours; 
and while we aſſure you of the perfect Gratitude we have 
tor your Aſſiſtance, we ſhall endeavour to our utmoſt 
to improve this tayourable Opportunity for promoting 
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our Intereſt and thoſe of the Common Cauſe, Wheels 
upon we pray God to keep you, Moſt Dear and Grey 
Friends in His Holy Protection.

TEE Frigat that is to carry my Letter of the 
101% Inttant to Lisbon not being 1ail'd yet, !

is abſolutely deliver d from the Siege; and that lf 
Night and this Morning the Enemy March'd all away 
with ſo much Precipitation, that they abandon'd the 
greate{t part of their heavy Baggage, and all their 
Artillery, Ammuniton and Proviſions, viz, 106 Pieces 
of Brais Canon in very good Order; 23 Mortars 
moſt of them upon Iron Carriages; 3200 Quintals 
ot Powder; 26000 Bullets; 4300 Bombs; 6599 Roy- 
al Granadorvs; 12300 Hand Granadoes; 196 Quintal; 
of Musket Balls; 280 Quintals of Lead; 4000 Car- 
tridges ready filled; 18000 Tools tor Digging up 
Ground; 8 Barrels of Fire-works; 16000 Sacks of 
Meal ; a great Quantity of Bread, Corn, and 6009 
Sacks of Oats, which we have found in the Camp; 
with Abundance of other Preparations, more than 
can ealily be believed, but by thoſe that have (en 
them: they have alſo left above 1000 Sick or Wound- 
ed Men. | | 
As far as we can conjecture by the Motion of the 
Enemy, they March towards Nouſillion, which ſhews 
they give Spain tor loſt; and that they have no hopes 
to maintain that Kingdom and its Provinces longer: 
The rather becauſe my Lord Galloway, at the taking 
the Town of Alcantara, obtained a great Victory 
over them; and a Trumpeter that came hither ts 
Day from the Mareſchal de Theſſe, with a Letter 2. 
bout the Sick and Wounded he has left behind, re 
ports, that the Dutcheſs of Anjou is retired toward Pan. 
pelona, and all Spain is in Conſternation and Contu- 
lion. The Horſe ſent trom hence being joined by ſe- 
veral Thouſand Armed Men in the Adjacent Country, 
and jn the Mountains, have Atrack'd the Enemy in 
their Retreat on all Sides; we have done them great 
Damage, and we doubt not before they get out of 
Catalonia the greatelt Part of the Remains of their 
Army will be cut off, or Deſert at leaſt ; For i 
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Night and this Morning above zoo Men, Cerman— 
and French are come over to us, and ſtill come, ſome 
out of Affection, and others tor Fear of the Cut alonians 
that are all in Arms, being directed by the Juit Hand 
of God, who has viſibly aflilted his Majeſty and the 
High Allies: But, what is remarkable, is, that, tho' ac- 
cording to the courſe of the Planets there is no wonder 
in it, that this Morning about a Quarter paſt Nine of 
the Clock,. when the Enemies Army was in full March 
and Confuſion, the Sun was Eclips'd for 6 Minutes, 
ſo that the Day looked like Night: Thus the Crown 
of France which has the Sun for its Device, lootts its 
torce betore Barcelona, and mutt at lait reſtore to the 
King and Lawful Sovereign of Spain, all the Monarchy 
Uurpzd from him.

Here we will leave the City expreſſing an Univer- 
ſal Joy tor their Deliverance from a French Power, 
and his Royal Majeſty Charles Settling the Go- 
vernment of the ſame; whilſt the Duke of Azjox and 
the Mareſchal de Theſſe, with the remains of their 
Army, were making the beſt of their way towards 
Perpignan; and return to the Portygeze Army. 

An Expreſs arrived in the Portzgeze Army, then 
Encampd on the Banks of Maſſagona, acquainting 
them, that in a Council of State held at Lisbon, the 
Opinions of the Portugede Generals were throughly 
confidered ; and that thereupon it was his Portuge xe 
Majeſty's poſitive Command, to wait for Proviſions, 
in order to procede to Madrid. Notwithitanding 
this Order, the Portygeze Generals, contrary to the 
Opinion ot the Exgliſß and Dutch, reſolved to re- 
turn to Placentia, and from thence to Cividad Rodrigo, 
on pretence they might want Proviſions it they ad- 
vanced further. This being ſoon made known to the 
Court of Lisbon, had that effect on the Miniſters of 
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that Court, that it was agreed, Orders ſhould be fer; 
to the Army, not to return, except in Caſe of ey. 
tream Neceſſity. But before the arrival of tho 
Orders, the Army was return d to Coria, and after 2 
Days ſtay, March'd towards Cividad Roarigo, and laid 
cloſe Siege to it; the Garriſon made but an inqdiffe. 
rent Defence, and in Four Days after opening the 
Frenches, Surrendred on Condition, That they ſhould 
retire and nor ſerve againſt the Allies for One whole 
Year. | 

By this Time the Raiſing of the Siege of Parcels 
being made known through all Spain and Portrgal 
cauſed fuch an Univerſal Joy, that the Army turd 
their March towards Salamanca. 

The Duke of Marlborough and Monſieur Averquerqu: 
being newly arrived in the Army, on the 11th 0 
Alay, O. F. Decamped from Borchloen, and March 
to Groſs Wareen, where they receiv'd Advice, that the 
French Army under the Elector of Bavaria, the Ma- 
reſchal de Villeroy being join d by the Horſe of the 
Mareſchal ae Marſins Army, and Superiour in Num— 
ber to that of the Confederates, who wanted as yet 
the Conjunction of their Auxiliaries of Pruſſia, Lynen- 
burg and Heſſe, conſiſting of above 30000 Cholen 
Men, came out of their Lines, making a Motion 
and ſtretching their Right towards Judoigne; the 
Duke of Marlborough and Monheur Averquerque Ad- 
vanc'd towards them, and on Sunday the 121h C. C. 
about 3 in the Morning the Army Marched in 5 
Colums towards Ramelies, where they found the 
French Poſſeſſing themſelves of the Camp of Mount 
St. Andre, extending their Right to the Mehargne, 
They likewiſe Poſted a Brigade of Foot next to the 
Alchaigne ; and filled up the Space betwixt that and 
Ramelies with above 100 Squadrons, amongit which 
were the Troops of the French King's Houtehold. 
They had alſo 20 Battalions of Foot, with a Battery 
of about 12 Pieces of Cannon at Ramelies : From 
thence to Antregliſe they Formed a Line of Foot a- 
long the Ghete, with a Line of Horle at ſome diſtance 


behind them. 
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The Duke of Marlborough judging by the Situ— 
tion of the Ground, that the ſtrets of the Action 
would be on his Left, Order d, that befides the Num- 
ber of Horle belonging to that Wing, the Dazi/h 
Squadrons, being 20 in Number, ſhould alſo be Pott- 
ed there, It was avout Two in the Afternoon be- 
tore the Army under his Command could be formed 
in Order of Battle. The Duke began the Attack on 
his Left with 4 Battalions, which beat the reach 
Brigade of Foot before-menrioned from their Poſt 
on the Mehalgne; Monſicur Averquerque at the fame 
time Charged with the Horſe of that Wing, the Suc- 
ceſs whereof was doubtful for above Half an Hour, 
which the Duke perceiving, order d the reſt of the 
Horſe of the Right Wing (except the E2g1/h, who 
were 17 Squadrons) to Support thoſe on the Lett. 

Here the Duke was in moſt imminent Danger, 
being Singled out by ſome of French, and Falling 
from his Horſe at the fame time, had either been 
Killed or taken Pritoner, it fome ot. his Foot had not 
ſcaſonably come in to his Afliftance, and obliged the 
French to retire ; hereupon Coll. Bring feild running to 
Remount the Duke, had his Head taken off by a Can- 
non Ball, as he was holding the Duke's Stirrop to get up. 
Then Lieutenant General Schaltz, at the Head of a 
Detachmer,t of 12 Battalions of Foot, Supported 
with a Line of Ezg/i/ſhþ Foot, Attackd the Village 
of Ramelies, and beat the French quite our of it; and 
at the fame time the Duke, Supported by the Exgliſh 
Horle, Charged the reit of the Freach Foot that were 
Poſted behind the Ghete. By this time the Right 
Wing of the French Horſe being entirely Defeated, 
the Lett Wing of the Allies Horſe fell upon the 
Right Wing of the French Foot, and Cut to pieces 


about 20 Battalions; ſo that their whole Intant:y 


was entirely broke. The French Horle of the Lett Wing 
ſeem d to make a ſtand, to give Time tor their Foot 
to retire, but were Charged ſo quick by the Engliſh 
Horſe, that they entirely abandoned their Foot: In— 
ſomuch that my Lord Fohz Hazs Regiment of Dra- 
goons Attacking the Village of Antregliſe, made ſuc. 


2 Slaughter therein, that the French King's Regiment 
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of Foot, called the Regiment d Roy, begg'd 
Quarter, and deliver'd up their — and Colo 
to the ſaid Dragoons: The French were purſued al 
Night as far as Judoigne. Thus the Allies gained 
a Compleat Victory, Killing near 8000 Men, and 
taking 6000 Priſoners, amongſt whom were ſeveral 
General Officers of Note; vix. Meſſieurs Palacicini 
and Meriores, Major Gen. the Marquils de Bray 
Brigadier Gen. of Horſe ; the Marquiſs de Avnam, 
Brigadier Gen. of Foot; the Marquis de Ia Baume and 
the Mareſchal de Tallard; beſides ſeveral others, with 
all their Artillery, Baggage, Ammunition, and a great 
Number of Colours, Standards, &c. 

After this Victory, the Army of the Allies paſſed 
the Ghete in 3 ſeveral Places; and on the 24th N. . 
Advancd to Melaert, On the 25th in the Morning 
March'd again to purſue their Conqueſts, and com- 
ing within a League of Louvain, received Advice that 
the French had abandoned it. The Allies immediate- 
ly took Poſſeſſion of it, and found therein great Stores 
of Ammunition, Proviſions, with a great many Sick 
and Wounded the French had left therein. Aſſoon as 
the Duke enter'd the Town, the Magiſtrates brought 
him the Keys of the Gates, and deſired his Protection, 
About this Time the Duke being informed, that the 
French had Poſted themſelves behind the Canal of 
Bruſſels, and that his whole Army had paſſed the Dyle, 

gave Orders for the Purſuing them as far as poſſible, 
Mlonſieur Averquerque, General of the Dutch Forces, 
thought himſelf Obliged to give an Account of this 
Battle to the Hates; of which we ſhall not pretend 
to give any more ample Relation than what is 
contained in his following Letter,

FE has pleaſed God Almighty to grant to the Arms 
of the States and thoſe of your High Alles, on 
the 234 of this Month, being Whit. Sunday, a Com-

your High and Mightineſſes, and to cauſe an Ac- 
count ot the particulars of that Action to be given 
to you by my Adjutant, Monſieur de Maſſaneer. We 
ſhall uſe all poſſible Diligence to improve this Ad- 
vantage, by vigoroully purſuing the Enemy. We 


paſſed the Dy/e this Morning, and are come to In- 


camp near Ter Baick, having Louvain behind us. 
The Enemy rerired upon our Approach, and are at 
preſent Incamped beyond the Canal, near Grembergen. 
| muſt do Juſtice to the Bravery and Reſolution of 
your Troops, Generals, and Subaltern Officers, by af- 
luring your High Mightineſſeß, that they have, in 
truth, a great Share in the Victory. The Engliſh and 
Auxiliary Troops, have alſo maintained their Repu- 
ration, and gain'd no lels Honour: My Lord Duke 
of Marlborough, according to his laudable Cuſtom, 
has pertormed all that could be expected trom a 
Great Captain. The Enemy have really ſuffered a 
great Loſs; but I cannot yer acquaint your High and 
Mightineſſes with the exact Number of the Slain. 
They could only fave 2 or 3 Pieces of their Canon, the 
reſt, to the Number of 50, being fallen into our 
Hands. We have likewiſe taken 70 Standards or 
Colours, and 200 High and Subaltern Officers ; with- 
out reckoning what the Exgliſh have taken. I have 
given leave to many of our Priſoners to go home 
upon their Paroll for 3 Months, ſome of them being 
much Wounded, and others having by the Fate ot 
War been Stripped of their Clothes. The Number 
of Soldiers taken Priſoners Amounts to 3000, whom 
I have ſent to Maſtriecht, by the way of Liege, to 
be diſperſed off in other Places. We have on our 
Side loſt ſeveral Good Officers of Note, and amongſt 
the reſt, Prince Lewis of Heſſe, Collonel of Foot. 
I ſhall Order an exact Liſt to be given me of the 
Officers and Souldiers that have been Killd and 
Wounded in this Action, which I ſhall give my ſelt 
the Honour to tranſmit to your High Mirghtineſſes. 
I Hope and Pray, that God will continue his Blel- 
ſing upon your Arms, and thoſe of your Allies, in

P. F. The Enemy have ſince the Writing of this, 
accepted of the Capitulation, on the Foot we have 
preſcribed them, whereby the Newport-Gate is to be 
delivered up to us to Morrow, by break of Day, and 
the Day following the Enemy are to March out about 
the ſame Time. We give our ſelves the Honour to Con- 
gratulate your High Mightineſſes upon this Conqueſt 
and Expedition. Here 
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Here I could add Variety of Letters trom Crown'd 
Heads, Generals, and Others, giving an Account of 
the great Succeſſes the Almighty has beſtowed on 
the juſt Arms of the Allies, but that it would 
ſwell this Treatiſe to too great a Volume, and be 
udg d by moſt a ſuperfluous Repetition; we ſhall con- 
tent our ſelves therefore in touching all the moſt 
material Paſſages, and be as Briet as the Nature of 
this Hiſtory will permit. Meni therefore being the 
next Place of Importance, was to be attack'd ; but 
conſidering its great Strength and its being defended 
by a numerous Garriſon, great Preparations were made 
to lay a Formal Siege to it; which proving afterwards 
a Scene of great Actions, we will here leave For- 
tune for a while in Suſpenſe, and take 2 View of the 
Affairs of Spais, 

The Portug ue de having taken Civiaad Rodrigo, and 
in a full March towards Salamanca, as has been al- 
ready mentioned, ſoon made themſelves Maſters of 
that Place; where, in ſeveral Councils of War it 
was refolved to march towards Madrid, where the 
Duke of Agjon, after the raiſing the Siege of Ban 
celona, had retired to, and carried what Forces he 
could with him, in order to preſerve his Capital 
City, and to quiet the Diſtraction and Contuſion 
that was then occaſioned by the Retreat of his 
Forces from before Barcelona : But that Prince ha- 
ving Notice of the Approach ot the Portuguexe Army, 
quitted the City, and with thoſe of his Faction, 
joined the remaining part of his Forces that were 
returning from Catalonia, and re-entring Spain by the 
way of Navarre : His Council being ſenſible his 
Retreat would very much turn to the Prejudice of 
his Intereſts, cauſed the following Declaration to be 
Publiſhed in his Name. 


J)oN Philip, by the Grace of God, Ring of Ca- 

ftile, Arragon, &c. Foraſmuch as I am inform- 
ed that the Duke of Braganza and his Allies per- 
ceiving it impoſſible for them to overcome by open 
Force that Conſtancy and Valour, which is fo na- 


fural to my Subjects, do make uſe of feigned Pre- 
tences 
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tences for Introducing the Arch-Duke into the Ce 
vernment of the Monarchy, in order to fzt a tal(; 
Gloſs on my Retreat from 12777, attributing jr 
to unworthy Motives that are altogether below my 
Royal Dignity, and uſing their utmoſt Endeavour: 
ro cauſe them to be believed ; their Preſumption he. 
ing ſo great, as to be perſwaded that the Spaniſh Na. 
tion, forgetting the everlaſting Renown ot their 
Triumphs, and the high Titles they have anciently 
acquired upon Account of their Loyalty to their Lay. 
ful Soveraigns, could now fail in their Duty, even 
to far as to favour thoſe very Enemies, who have 
attempted to trample their Grandeur under foot. 
And foraſmuch as it is Apparent, that all theſe talf 
Pretences are nothing elſe but ſiniſter Artifices to e- 
clipſe the Luſtre of my Glory and the Sincerity of 
my intentions; as allo to caſt on the Reputation 


ot the Spaniards, the toul Stain of Jealouſy, ſo as 


to degenerate from that laudable and valuable Con- 
fancy and Loyalty which they have expreſs di at all 

Therefore I thought fit to declare to my Dear, 
Generous and Loyal Subjects, that my Departure from 


Madrid was grounded on no other Motive than the 
Deſire of putting my ſelf into a Condition, to drive 


away the Enemy trom the Neighbourhood where 


they are encamp'd with ſuperiour Forces, ſo as to 


render very diſſicult my Deſigns, and to put a ſtop 
to their Marches, which are already far advanced. 
1 ſhall do my utmoit, without expoſing thoſe few 
Troops I have about me to too great Danger, and to 
2 too doubttul Event. I have no other Deſign than 
to preſerve for my Subjects, and particularly fur 


my well beloved People of Madrid, the Protection 


and Defence they have a Right to, and may be 
expected from my Troops; which continuing in 
the Neighbourhood, will oppoſe the Enemies Arbi- 
trary Power, and reſcue us from the Imminent Dan- 
ger of ſeeing our Holy Religion extirpated, and our 
Altars protan'd by the Eng/iſh and Hollander, who 
are the Auxiliary Forces ot the Portugue de.

could not do without great Regret, upon account 
of leaving my Suby:Cts, who are fo Dear to me, to 
the violent Oppreſſion they undergo. It was only 
to procure a firm Tranquility and a laiting Peace 
by the Orders I have given tor bringing the Troops I 
have cauted to be gather d together on all Sides; 
and by the con ſiderable Succour of the Auxiliary 
Troops of the King my Lord and Grandfather, which 
ze marching trom Navarre to Caſtile with all poſ- 
ible Speed, and will be at my Quarters in a few 
Days : Afterwards Iwill put my ſelf at the Head 
of them, and tet forward againſt the Enemy, pur- 
fuing them till I have entirely driven them out of 
the Places they are pollefled of in my Dominions. 
And! further, I folemniy Proteſt and Declare, that I 
will continue in Caſtile without going to any other 
Place; and that I will even ſhed the laſt Drop ot 
my Blood, if there be Occaſion, to maintain the Ser- 
vice of God, without Alteration or Blemiſh, and by 
the fame Means cauſe my Worthy and Loyal Sub- 
1:&ts, to enjoy that Tranquility and Peace which my 
Love towards them will always endeavour to procure 
tor their Benefit; having likewiſe Ground to hope, 
from the reciprocal Affection they bear to me, that 
they will not only give an entire Credit to this 
Truth, bur alſo that all in General and every one in 
Particular, will expreſs their Loyalty by actual Pci- 
tormance, as far as it lies in their Power, in regard that 
my Glory with their Honour, Satety and Happinels, 
and the Maintenance of Religion equally depend on 
the preſent Juncture, and the Succeis of this Enter- 
prize, And to the end, that every one may take 
Cognizance of the matter, I have given order for the 
Publiſhing and Printing theſe Preſents.

ceſſion being very Magnificent, above 860 Cleror. 
Men made a Part thereof, with cach a White burn- 
ing Flambeaux in his Hand : And, that it mil: 
meet with leis Interruption, and appear more Glo. 
rious to the Eye, Orders were given, that no Inhz. 
bitant ſhould ſtir Abroad during the Cavalcade, (aye 
ſuch whoſe Office made a part thereof. His Case 
Majeſty being thus Proclauned at Madrid many con— 
iderable Towns followed the Example of that City, 
Several Expreſſes were ſent to his Majeſty, to repai 
with all poſſible ſpeed to his Capital City, with all 
the Forces he could bring: And in order to facilitate 
his March, ſeveral Partics of Horſe were order'd out

Calloway, with the Portuguexe Army, advanced to- 
wards Aadraque, which aſſoon as the French perceived, 
they quitted the Town, and Poſted their Army be- 
bind a River, in a very advantageous Poſt, where

Now the Generals of ths Vottuguene Army 
having remain'd a conſiderable time in this Camp, 
and perceiving Proviſions and Forage began ro be 
very ſcarce, thought fit to retire towards Guadalax- 
lara, the better to Cover King Chartes's March, ſince 
they underſtood he was to come by the way of 
Juragoſſa; and to prevent any Drizgn the Frencs 
might have to prevent his Conjunction with their 
Army: Coming near the Town, they March'd over 
the Bridge, and Encampad along tne River ; the 
French Army following cloſe, Encamped on the 
other ſide of the fame River, between the Town and 
Madrid, where they continued ſeveral Days with- 
out Attacking the Porragueze ; tho they far exceeded 
the Portugaueze both in Horie and Foot. Whilſt both 
Armies continued thus in ſight of each other, con- 
ſuming their Proviſions and Forage, the French daily 
increaled by the coming up of their King with his 
Troops; whilit on the other fide, the Portugue xe 
could hear nothing of King Charless approach, 
whote long Ablence cauſed feveral malicious Reports, 
concerning his Death, By this Contrivance his Ma- 
jelty loſt many Friends; and the adverſe Party at Aa- 
ad began to appear bare-faced, and to manitett their 
intentions, by taking up Arms, and openly eſpouſing 
the Duke of Aus Party. Hereupon a ſtrong De- 
tachment from the French Army entred the City, 
and re-took Poſſeſſion of it, Killing many of the 


mans and others of King Charters Party: And no 
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ſooner was this News ſpread Abroad, but Szgo;, 
Toledo, Salamanca, and ſeveral other Places, Which 
had before ſubmitted to King Charles, Revolted like. 
wiſe to the Duke of Arjen; whereby the Comma.

Upon Account of thi 
Great Turn of Affairs in Hain, it may not be ami 
to acquaint the Reader, That, after the raiſing of th- 
Siege of Barcelona and ſettling the Affairs of thy 
City, ſeveral Councils of War were held to concert 
the moſt proper Methods for the March of his Ma. 
jeſty towards Madrid: The Earl of Peterboroug j pro.

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age upon them. Theſe Places having Plenty of 
proviſtons and other Neceſlarirs, the Hortugucze A rmy 
wmaind there near a Month. At length the rainy 
ccalon approaching, the Earl of G:/oway, with the 
Purtroneze Army, thought convenient to March to— 
wards the Frontiers of Valencia, and ſo to diſpoſe his 
Troops in Winter Quarters, that they might prorect 
Aragon, Valencia, and Catalonia, as well as fecure an 
Entrance into Caſtile, and preferve 2 Communication 
with the Sca-Coatt. For this purpote the Earl of 
Galloway making a Countermarch, dece:ved the French; 
ſo that he paſſed, with his whole Army, a dan- 
gerous River, which tho' it took up near Thirty 
Hours, yet he got a Days March beyond it before the 
French Appeared : Thus wich long Marches, hard Fare 
and much Fatigue, the whole Kingdom of Ca/tile be- 
ing up in Arms, and declared againit him; he paſſed 
ſcyeral other Rivers no lets troublefome than the for- 
mer, till he arrived, with the Army, at Feles, where 
Lieutenant- General Windham, with 3 Battalions, and 
the Earl ot Pererborounh's Regiment of Horſe join'd 
the Portugueze Army, bringing with them Four Days 
Proviſion of Bread and Bisker, which they had got 
from the Neighbouring Country. 

The Dukes of Anjou and Berwice, with the French 
Army, Marched at tome diſtance trom the Portugueze, 
having always a good Body of Horſe neareſt ro them, 
to obſerve their Motions; but did not think fit to 
Engage: But aſſoon as they underſtood the Earl of 
Galloway, with his Army, refolved to March to Va- 
lancia; the Duke of Amer, with his Intznrry, heavy 
Pazgage, and heavy Horſe, returif'd to Afadrid; and 
the Duke of Berwich, with the light Horie-Grana- 
diers, followed the Portwgneze ; and Marching all 
Night, crofs'd the Aucar, making a ſhew as it he 
intended to attack the Portuguese, in a large Plain, 
through which they were to paſs to ger to the 
liver Xabriel, and to Requena, where their Provi- 
ons were laid up, He advancd with ſuch Dili- 
gence, that his Vanguard appeared in the Plain at the 
ame time with the Portugucxe s; whote Army March d 
in that good Order and with ſuch Reſolution, that 
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he had no proſpect of engaging them with any 44. 
vantage; and ſome of his Squadrons that offered +; 
attack them met with fuch a warm Reception, that 
they were obliged to retire in great diſorder : Not. 
withſtanding this, he followed the Earl as tar 23 
the River Imilta, where the Earl drew up his Army 
and gave the Duke a fair Opportunity of coming 
to a deciſive Battle: But the Duke narrowly Viewing 
the Diſpoſition oft the Earl's Troops, did not chink 
fir to make any Attempt 3 whereupon the Earl 
with his whole Army continued his March the fame 
Evening, without any further interruption, till ke 
gaind the Banks of the River Xabrie/; and fo put 
his Troops into Winter-Quarters, along the Frontiers 
of Valencia and Marcia ; and having put Garriſon; 
into Cuenca, Requena, and Cofreutes, lent a ſtrong De. 
tachment of the King of Spain's own Troops to the 
Kingdom of Arragon. 

Since the Retreat of his Catholick Majeſty, with the 
Portugyeze Army, to Valencia, the Duke of Bervich, 
with his Forces, retired to Caſtile, and by the way 
took ſeveral ſmall Places the Earl had left Garriſons in, 
and then likewiſe ſent his Forces into Winter Quarters, 

As for the Portuguede Forces, under the Command 
of the Marqueſs de Minas, before their Entrance in- 
to Winter-Quarters, having for a conſiderable time 
allarum'd the Frontiers ot Spain, fer down before 
Salamanca, and after a Siege of Three Days obliged 
the Town to Surrender; which was redeemed from 
being Plunder'd and Eurnt, by Paying 100000 Piects 
of Eight in ready Money, and giving Holtages for 
the like Sum to be Paid in 4 Months, belides 2099 
Piſtoles paid down, which the Magiſtrates had pro- 
miſed the Marqueis when he firſt reduced that Place; 
by reſtoring ſuch Part. of the Booty taken from the 
Convoy which Brigadiers Offarre Commanded, 3: 
had been brought into that Place; by delivering up 
their Artillery, and other Arms, Ammunitions, and 
Proviſions for the uſe of his Catholic Majeſty; ald 
their Regular Troops in their Garriſon to be Pritoners 
at Diſcretion; and by making their Submiſſion, an 
Swearing Allegiance a-new to King Charles * III. 
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Thus ended the moſt material Part of this Cam- 
paign in Hain. As tor the Spaniſh Coalts, and the 
Conqueſts made of che ſeveral Parts thereot, we ſhall 
treat of in its proper place, when we come to take 
z view ot our Naval Affairs, after the cloſing up of 
the Summers Campaign- 

For, having been a long Time in theſe Parts, we 
will leave the Armies in their Winter-Quarters; and 
inquire how Affairs go in Tah. 

The French Armies being Poſted along the Banks 
of the Adige, to dilpute the Paſſage thereot with the 
Inperialifts; and his Highneſs Prince Fugene having 
receiv d conſiderable Reintorcements trom Germany, 
without ſtaying for the 10000 Heſ/:anus that were on 
their March to come to his Allittance, as knowing 
that the Danger Turin was in, required a ſpeedy Re- 
lict, retolved ro paſs that River, and March with all 
poſſible diligence to join the Duke of Savoy For 
which purpoie, he order'd Collonel Partee, with 2500 
Men, to March along the Canal of Fratta, downwards 
to the Canal Bianco, which he endeavoured to pals 
by means of fome Barks, but the Waters being too 
low to allow the Barks to reach the other Shore, the 
Infantry flung themſelves into the Canal. The Prince 
of Beveren being at the Head of the Regiment ot 
Molfembuttle, went up with an undaunted Courage to 
the very Intrenchments ot the Enemy, on which our 
Troops fir d from the other Shore with Two ſmall 
Field Pieces. The French, ſeeing the boldneſs of the 
Imperialiſts, made but a weak Reſiſtance in that Poſt ; 
and their Troops, which were Encamped near the 
faid Entrenchments, were in fuch a Conſternation, 
that they run away, leaving their Tents ſtanding, 
and all their Provihon and Ammunition behind them : 
their Cavalry did the like, leaving behind them the 
Bridles and Saddles of their Hortes : Two of their 
belt Battalions which were Poſted in a Caſſine, where- 
in they might have made a long Refiſtance, retired 
in the tame diſorder: And in General, their Contu- 
ſion was ſo great, according to the Report of Priſon- 
ers and Deſerters, that their Soldiers Disbanded them- 
ſelves, throwing down their Arms, without obterving 

any 
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any manner of Order: So that, tho the Vnperia lig 


purſued the French, their Flight was ſo precipitate 


that it was impoſſiole for any Troops that obliry-; 
any Order to overtake them. Thus they were 00. 
liged to abandon all their Poſts along the 44; 
Cana! Bianco, and the Tartaro, on all which Places 10 
had ſtrongly Entrench'd themſelves. But tor a fat. 
ther Account of the further March of the Inperiali, 
the following Letter deſerves to be inſerted here.

iter the Ditgrace received at Ramelies, tlie Duke 
of Orleans was ſent thither in his Room; the laid 
Duke arriving at Cremona, held a Council of War 
with the Duke of Veadoſme, the Prince of FVande- 
ont, and the Mareichal ce Aar/ia, to concert the 
moſt proper Meaſures to hinder the turther Pro— 
zrefſes of Prince Zagexe 3 atter which he took up- 
on him the Command ot the French Army, and 
jorchwirh march d towards the Sechiz, Iraving the 
Count de AMledavi with 17 Battalions and 24 Squa- 
drons, to ſecure the Minc io, and the Mountains in 
the Breſcian, againſt the Approach of the Hans. 
Whiltt Preparations were making to diſpute the Pal- 
lage on the Rivers Sechia and Alinc io we will en- 
quire how Affairs go before Turin, where the Duke 
ct Savoy perceiving that the Duke de la Fenillade, 
who had form'd that Siege, did attack that Place 
with the utmoſt Fury, in order to reduce it before 
Prince Eugene could come up to his Aſliitance, or- 
der'd his Dutcheſs, with the whole Court, to leave 
Turin, and to retire to Oreg/ia ; But underſtanding, 
that a French Detachment was orderd tor the at- 
tacking that Place alto, they were conducted to Ge- 
ma; which Republick, ro ſhew their utmolt Re- 
ſpect for their Per ſons, and being afraid the French 
might attempt to ſcize them, it was thought fit 
to lodge them between the Fortihcations of the 
City, and to appoint a particular Guard for the 
Sfery of their Perſons, In the mean time, it 
Turia was vigoroully attack'd, it was as bravely de- 
tended, notwithſtanding the Duke of Savoy was for- 
od to withdraw from the Neighbourhood of Turin, 
by a much ſtronger Body of the Enemy, and at 
laſt obliged to ſcek for Shelter among the Vaudois 
with his Body of Horſe ; But he with an unpara- 
ell d Conſtancy Bore up againſt all Misfortunes, and 
with great Courage and Reſolutenets held out till 
Fortune was obliged, it I may ſo term it, to declare 
vn his Side, by the raifing ot the Siege of _ 
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ſhall be ſhewn hereafter, But now to return +. 
Prince Eugene, who by this time paſſed the Sache 
at St. Martin, reſting there one Day, and then en. 
camped at Srephano, trom whence he advanced jr 
fix Columns towards the Enemy, who were they 
poſted behind the Maglia, and the River Pormegizy, 
Here the. Prince made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions tg 
attack the French; but Perſonally viewing the Bank; 
of thoſe Rivers, and finding them unpaſlable in the 
Sight of the Enemy, who had aſſembled all tha 
Forces to oppoſe him, he directed his March an. 
ther way, and encamped in a Plain between NV; 
and Groppi, from whence 8 Battalions and 3 Regi 
ments of Horſe, under the Command of Gener;] 
Zunhoungen, were order d ro befiege Cart, which 
ſoon atter ſurrendred, the Garriſon, to the number 
of 337 private Men, beſides Officers, being made 
Priſoners of War. Here Prince Eugene receivd In. 
relligence, that a ſtrong Body of Heſſians, belides 
ſome Imperialiſts, under the Command of the Prince 
of Heſſe, having for ſome time been expected to at- 
tack the French about the Mincio, were on a full 
March to fall upon the French who had abandon's 
their Intrenchments; of which, for a clear Demon. 
ſtration of this Affair, it may not be improper to 
inſert the two following Letters from the Prince 0!

High and Mighty Lords, 


1 Give my ſelf the Honour to acquaint your Het 

Mighitineſſes, that upon certain Advice that the 
Enemy had quitted the Mincio, I have made a De 
tachment to ſecure the Paſſes on the fame, which 
is to march this Night; and I intend to go thithe 
in Perſon to view the Ground, and Poſt my ſelt 
with the Detachment aforeſaid, I ſhall return im- 


mediately after to this Place, and Regulate every 


thing for the Diſpoſition of the Heſſian Troops, 
whereof 4 Battalians are already arrived near St. A. 
chaele, being followed by the reſt with the Horſe 
and Dragoons with all poſſible Speed. I hope, that 
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y reaſon of the extraordinary Diligence with which 
they marched, that whole Body will be in the Neigh- 
ourhood of Verona by the 15th or 16th Inſtant ;

High and Mighty Lords, 


A cording to what I had the Honour to write 
to your High and Migbtineſſes ot the 6th Inſtant, 
that I deſigned to poſſeſs the Paſſes of the Mincis 
which the Enemy had abandoned. I think my felf 
obliged to acquaint you, that I put that Defign in 
Execution the 819 of this Month, on the Side of V- 
gigs without the leaſt Oppoſition; and that I cauſed 
the Bridges which the Enemy had broken down, 
o be repaired with all Speed. I left there Major 
General Werzell with 5 Imperial Regiments, who, 
notwithſtanding the ſeveral Motions the Eneiny have 
made, to give him the Alarm, has continued very 
quiet in his Poſt, and has maintained the fame. 
Whereupon I pafled the Adige with all the Heſſian 
Foot, 3 Regiments of Horic and one of Dragoons, 
that of General Spiegell, and rhe Dragoons of Ave- 
ach, being ſtill behind on the Side of Noverede;) and 
am cncamped at Paveanro, within three Leagues of rhe 
Mincio, which ] intend to pats withour lots of time. 
His Highnels Prince Eagere having taken Carpi, and 
made the Garriſon Priuvi.zrs of War, is now betors 
Rey hio, which 1 hope he has Reduced before this time. 


At the Camp at Paveans, EFreaerice Prince of 
Aug the 12th. 1706. Heſſe. 
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Whilſt the Prince of Heſſe was paſting the 14, 
cio, Prince Eugene inveſted Reghio; and by the god 
Effect his Batteries had againſt the Town, the Gar. 
riſon quitted the ſame the firſt Night, and retires 
into the Caſtle, which in three Days after ſurrey. 
Ger'd at Diſcretion; after which he paſled the Les. 
a, and march'd further into the Parmeſan towards 
Placentia: But Prince Eugene having given the Prince 
of Heſſe an Account ot his Motions, we ſhall not pre. 
tend to give any other Relation of them, or of whar 
elſe has hapned, than in the following Letter. 


High and Mighty Loras, 


1 Give my felt the Honour to acquaint your Hy; 

Alightineſſes, that J have received an Expreſs tron 
Prince Exgene of Savey, with Letters dated the 160% 
Inſtant, from his Camp between the Lenza and the 
Parma; wherein his Highneſs gives me Advice, that 
after having taken Reghio, he is advancing that way, 
with a Retolution ot marching ro the Afiiſtance 
of the Duke of Savoy, whote Capital City is in 
greater Straights than ever, the Enemy having re- 
doubled their Fire, and Eftorts to reduce it. Hi: 
Highneſs has ſent me Orders to uſe all Poſſible En- 
deavours to gain the Communication with the 7s, 
and cloſely to tollow the Enemy, who march on, 
on this Side that River. Having in order thereunto 
paſſed the AMAincio, and joined, the 16% Inſtant, Ma- 
jor General Wet gell, with the whole Body of Heſſia- 
Troops, I encamped in this Camp the 17:4. and the 
fame Day went in Perion to take a View of Goito, ha- 
ving detached the Major General atoretaid, to inveſt that 
Place with 1800 Foot and 1000 Horſe. I found that 
the Place had a large Ditch, a thick Wall, tour Balti- 
ons and aRavelin. I cauſed the Troops to take Poſt in 
two Places, on the very Top of the Ditch. I cauſcd d 
tmall Pieces (all the Artillery I had with me) to batter 
the Walls: But that being without any Effect, I re- 
ſolved to Scalade the Place and Take it by Storm. 
The neceſſary Preparations were making for it, when 
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-:ck, ſurrendred laſt Night, upon Condition to march 
our with Arms and Baggage, and to be condutted 
to Cremona, which will be executed this Day; The 
Garriſon conſiſted only of 200 Men, I was obhged 
to take this Place, that I might have no Enemy 
behind me, upon my marching towards the Po or the 
gli, where the Enemy, as J am 1atormed, have 
left 9000 Men to oppoſe my Paſſage; with the Suc- 
ces of which I ſhall acquaint in a due time your 
High Mig ht ineſſes. 1 am, &c. 


At La Volta, Frederick, Prince of 
Aug. the 20th, Helle. 


Here we will for a while leave the Princes Eugene 
and Heſe marching on to the Duke of Savoys Al- 
fſtance, and the Reliet of Turin, whilit that City 
nobly detended it ſelf, and return to the Netherlands, 
We acquainted the Reader, that Orders had beer 
given for beſieging the Important Fortreſs of AMe— 
in; General Saliſeh was commanded tor that Service: 
The Trenches were open d by the Beginning of Jug. 
by ewo Attacks; The Approaches were carried on 
with all imaginable Vigour and Diligence; and the 
Batteries being all finiſhed by the Beginning of Au- 
guſt, play d with that Fury, that the Allies were in 
2 Condition to ſtorm the Counterſcarp, which was 
perform'd in the following manner; Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Sco/ts commanded the Attack on the Right, ha- 
ving under him Major General Pallaut, and Brigadier 
Swartzell ; and the Earl ot Orkney commanded the 
Lett, having under him Major General de Flares, 
and the Duke of Argile as Brigadier. I here were 
zoo Grenadiers at each Attack, and as many, Fuzi- 
leers, beſides the Regiments of Lochum , Involby, 
Pallant, Fagel, Lauder, Vogelin, Goven, Hank ani Leers, 
who ſupported them. There were 5 Battalions on 
the Right, and 4 on the Lett; belides 4 others 
to ſupport the former in Cate of Need. The Ar- 
tack begun with the ſpringing of wo Mines under 
the two Saliant Anglcs of the Cover'd Way; which 
had the deſired Ettect, that the Granadiers advanced 
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with uncommon Bravery to the very Paliſadoss 
threw their Granadots atterwards into the Coverd 
Way, and firſt lea pt in it, killing all they found there. 
The Frexch made a very Brave and Obſtinate Re. 
ſtance, and the firſt 5 Battalions ſufferd very much 
by reaſon of the great Fire the French made from the 
Place; but at laſt the Beſiegers Lodged themiclye; 
on the 4 Angles of the Counterſcarp, and erected 
Batteries thereon, inſomuch that the Beſieged made 
ſeveral Signals of their utmoſt Diſtreſs, which were 
anſwered from the neigbouring Places. After this 
the Beſiegers began two Saps, in order to make z 
Deſcent in the Ditch ; the Batteries being foon 
finiſhed, and firing moſt furiouſly upon the Baſtion 
and Ravelin, cauſed the Duke ot Veadoſme, who had 
been recall'd out of Italy to ſerve in the Nethe-- 
lands in the Room of Villeroy, to boaſt he would 
tuddenly relieve the Place. The Duke of MMarl. 
rongh, wiſhing for nothing more than to come to 
another Battel, thought it much ſafer to advance 
with his Army to Lawe, nearer Menin, in order to 
fight the French: But Vendoſme contented himſelf to 
be, with his whole Army, a Spectator of the Surren. 
der of that important Fortreſs, (one of the ſtronęeſt 
in Europe,) which followed ſoon after: For, the 
Duke of Aar/borough perceiving the French only made 
a vain Shew of relieving the Place, went in Perſon 
to take Notice what Progreſs had been made ſince 
the taking of the Countericarp in the Siege, during 
which time, the Governor beat a Parley z and Ho- 
ſtages being exchanged, the tollowing Capitulation 
was agreed on, tho the Beſieged intiſted for ſome 
time upon much more Honourable Terms. 


Articles for the Surrender of Menin. 


HAT the Gate of Bruges ſhould be delivered up 
the next Day, being the 234 of Auguſt. 
That they ſhould march our with the uſual Marks 
of Honour; but ſhould carry away with them only 
4 Pieces of Cannon and 2 Mortars; and ſhould be 
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That they ſhould be provided with Waggons and 
Boats. 

That their Sick and Wounded who could not be 
removed, ſhould be taken Care of in the Town, at 
their own Charge. That as to the Debts of any of 
the Garriſon, they ſhould not be ſtop'd ; provided, 
they gave ſuch Security for Payment thereof, as 
ſhould be accepted by their Creditors. 

That only 8 covered Waggons ſhould be allowed

That the Priſoners on both Sides ſhould be ſet at 


Liberty, as defired, 
That the Barghers ſhould be maintained in their 


| Privileges; and thoſe that had a mind might depart. 


That the Guard to Conduct the Garriſon ſhould 
conſiſt of 200 Horſe. 
And Laſtly, That they alone who Commanded the 


| Siege, ſhould Sign the Capitulation. 


In Purſuance of this Capitulation, the Duke of 
Argile took Poſſeſſion of one of the Gates, cal- 
led the Gate of Brages, with a Guard of 200 
Men. 


On the 25th in the Morning the Garriſon, conſiſt- 
ing of 12 Battalions of Foot, and 3 Squadrons of 
dilmounted Dragoons, making in all about 4300 Men, 
marched out with the uſual Marks of Honour, under 


2 Guard of 200 Horſe, who conducted them the 


next Day to Douay. Monſieur Caraman, the Com- 
mander, Saluted the Duke of Marlborough, as he 
march d out with his Garriſon. Major-General Wel- 
deren being appointed to Command in Menin, took 
Poſſeſſion of the Town the ſame Day with 5 Dutch 
Battalions of Foot.

Atter this, 
they were forced out of Lxcenta, wherein they had 
a great Magazine of Meal, Bread, and Bisket; and 
obliged to abandon their Bridge on the Dora; but 
ſetting Fire to Luce-ta, the Imperialiſts found only 
what remain d of the Proviſions unconſumed, which, 
with what was found beſides in their Camp, amount. 
ed to about 3000 Sacks of Corn and Meal, and 
2000 Sacks of Bisket. In ſhort, the Imperial Army 
became Maſters of all the French Camp between the 
Sura, the Po and the Dora by Noon. The Imperial 
Army gained an entire and compleat Victory over the 
French; and the City of Turin was entirely deliver' 
from this Siege; the French abandoning their Attacks 
and all their Camp, retired, with the Remains of 
their Army, to the other ſide of the Po: The reſt 
of the Day was ſpent in taking ſeveral Caſſines and 
Redoubts poſſeſſed by the French, who all yielded 
themſelves Priſoners of War; and that Evening, his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of Savoy enter d triumph- 
antly his Capital City, whoſe whole Garriſon, during 
the heat of the Engagement, Sallied out with an in- 
expreſſible Courage and Alacrity. 
There were taken 158 Pieces of Cannon, among 

them 114 Battering Pieces, 55 Mortars, 40 Standards 
and Colours, 3 Pair of Kettle. Drums, their Pontons, 
all their Proviſions and Ammunition, all their Tents 
and Baggage, 10000 Horſes of 13 Regiments of Dra- 
goons, beſides a great Number of Officers, as the 
Mareſchal de Marſin, who Died the next Day of 
his Wounds, Monſieur de Murce, Lieutenant-General,

HE Enemy having cut off our Communication 

from all Parts, in this cloſe and long Siege, it 
was impoſſible for me to write to your Excellency ; 
but I and the whole Garriſon were relieved by the 
Approach cf Prince Eugene of Savoy with his Army: 
For, that Prince and his Royal Highneſs being join d 
together, defeated the Enemy about 11 of the Clock, 
and forced them to give over their long Attack. 
The Enemy ran away with precipitation towards 
Pignerol, leaving behind them 57 Field Pieces, 120 
Pieces tor Batteries, 4000 Bombs, and ſeveral other 
Things neceſſary in a Siege: They left likewiſe be- 
hind them the Mareſchal de Marſin Priſoner, who 
Died three days after of his Wounds, 5 other Ge- 
nerals, a great many Officers, and near 6000 Pri- 
ſoners, beſides a great many Standards, Colours, Ket- 
tle. Drums, &c. Being intormed that Prince Exgene 
has acquainted you with all the Particulars of that 
Glorious Action, I ſhall torbear to trouble your Ex- 
cellency with any further Account thereof, and tell 
you only ſome Particulars relating to the Siege of 
this Place; The Enemy, as your Excellency knows ve- 
ry well, came before this Place with 70 Battalions and 
50 Squadrons the 13th ct May laſt, and on the 267% 
they opened their 1 renches, and carried on Two At- 
tacks, one againſt the Cirtadel and another againſt 


the City; they made their Batteries and carried on 


their Approaches with ſo much Succeſs, that 20 days 
480, 
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ago, by means of their great Fire, they made Breaches 
in Two Counterguards, a Half-Moon, and a Baſtion 
which were ſo eaſie to be Mounted, that they at: 
tempted three ſeveral times to Lodge themſelves there. 
on; tho they were as often repulſed : The Fire laſted 
4 Hours in the firſt Storm, during which, the Ene. 
my renewed 3 times their Attack: Bur the Garriſon 
made fo brave a Defence, that they drove the Enemy 
over the Ditch; ſo that they gained none of our 
Works, and only contented themſelves to make 3 
Lodgment on the Cover d Way. One of cur Mines 
having blown up one of their Demy Cannon from 
their Batteries, our Granadiers brought the ſame in- 
to this Place. Our Garriſon has ſuffered very much 
in this long Siege, as your Excellency will fee by the 
tollowing Lilt ; and I muſt tell you, that the Enemy 
made during the ſame ſuch a terrible Fire trom their 
Cannon, Mortars and ſmall Arms, and threw ſuch a 
Number of Bombs, Granadoes and Stones, that I ve- 
rily believe the like was never ſeen in any Liege. 
Many Brave and Noble Actions have been pertormed 
by our Garriſon on this Occaſion, and they have 
found out ſeveral new Means to defend themſelves, 
and diſpute the Ground inch by inch, in order to 
gain Time; And, had they not wanted Powder, they 
would certainly have made a greater Execution, 
The Conſtancy and Zeal of the ſaid Garriſon can- 
not be ſufficiently praiſed ; and tho' two thirds of 
them were new rais'd Men and Boors, yet every one, 
as well Soldiers as Officers, have ſhewed ſo much 
Bravery, that they always appear'd ready to Sacritice 
themſelves for the Common Cauſe, I am obliged to 
mention Collonel Haulthois, and give him the Praiſes 
he has ſo juſtly deſerved, he was left in this Place 
with 500 Horle, and has not only performed ſeveral 
good and brave Services during the Siege, but having 
Sallied out the day the Battle happened he fell on 
the Enemy's Rear, took a General with a. Collonel

Turin, in cate the Enemy ſhould quit the Hill to 
oppote our Army with all their Forces. The 5th 
we encamp'd near the Doria, and his Royal High- 
neſs having Intelligence that a Convoy of 1300 
Mules was coming from ua, he cauſed the Mar- 
queſs ae Viſconti to paſs the Ford of E/pignam, with 
the Horſe of the firſt Line of the Lett Wing, and 
the Marqueis de Langallerie to pals below Pianeſſa, 


with the Horſe of the ſecond Line of the fave Wing : 
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ad ſo the Convoy being then come, into the Neigh- 
dourhood of that Town, was encloſed between them. 
Mr. de Bonc, who commanded the Guard of the 
Convoy, was beaten, and the Regiment of Chatillon 
entirely defeated. That Day Soo laden Mules were 
taken, and at Night, the Cattle of Pianeſſa, into 
which the reſt of the Convoy, and of the Regiment 
of Chatillon had eicaped, ſurrendred with its Garri- 
ſon, conſiſting of 80 Foot, at Diſcretion. The 6th 
we pals d the Doria, and encamp'd with the Right 
on the Bank of that River, before Praze(ſa, and the 
Left on the Stura, before the Venerie. Ar Night all 
were order'd to be ready, to fight the next Day, which 
Order was received with inexpreſſidle Joy. The 7th at 
Day-break we march'd to the Enemy, who were en- 
trench d up to the Teeth, having the Hrurà on their 
Right, the Doria on their Left, and the Convent 
ot the Capuchins de notte Dame de la Campagne in 
the Centre; Belides Luſcinge and ſeveral other for- 
tify'd Caſſines, flank'd their Entrenchments. Our 
Foot march'd in 8 Columns, 4 in the firit Line, 
and as many in the ſecond, all the Granadiers of 
each Column in the Van; the Artillery was divi- 
ded in Proportion among the Foot; Our Right 
moved along the Side of the Doria, and our Left 
along the Stura. Behind the Foot march'd the 
Horſe; the fit Line in fix Columns; The ſecond 
in Brigades: Never was any thing ſeen ſo bold and 
terrible as this March; The Enemy fired continu» 
ally with 40 Pieces of Cannon, but all the Fire 
ſerved only the more to inflame our valiant Soldiers. 
Within halt Cannon Shot we form'd into Batralia, 
all the Generals took their Poſts, our Cannon be- 
gan to fire, and all the Inſtruments ot War to 
ſound, We left a proper Diſtance berwixt the -Bri- 
gades of our Foot, by which we might march our 
Horſe in cafe of need, which Precaution was of 
great Uſe to us afrerwards. Upon Notice, that all 
was in Order, the whole Army moved in a Mo- 
ment. Our Infantry march d up with their Mul- 
quets on their Shoulders, to the Foot of the En- 
trenchment. Then the great Fire of the Muſquets 

began, 
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began, and fince, by the unequal Situation of the 
Ground, our Left Wing ſuſtaind alone for ſome 
time, the Efforts of the Enemy, they ſtopt them 
a little, but without making them to give Ground. 
That very Moment Prince Eugene came up, drew 
his Sword, and putting himſelt at the Head ot the 
Battalions on the Left, broke into the Enemys 
Entrenchments in an Inſtant, His Royal Highnek 
did the like in the Centre, and our Right near 
Luſcinge; In Concluſion, we triumph'd on all Sides, 
and at the ſame time our Horſe advancing thro 
the Intervals lett for them, twas no longer a Fight, 
but a Purſuit of Run-aways ; and our Horſe counted 
it a Scandal to their Valour, to cur down Men, 
that fled with fo great Precipitation; and this ſaved 
many of the Enemy 's Lives. By Noon the Victory 
was wholly ours, and the City entirely delivered; 
For, the Enemy abandon d the Attack, and all their 
Camp retird with the Remains of their Army, to 
the other Side of the Po. The reſt of the Day was 
ſpent in taking ſeveral Caſſines and Redoubts poſ- 
els by the Enemy, who all yielded themſclves Pri- 
ſoners of War, and his Royal Highneſs entred Trium- 
phantly, his Capital City. f 

High and Mighty Lords; This is a true Relation 
of what our Army has done in Piedmont ; I for- 
bear to ſpeak of the Actions of the two Great 
Princes that Commanded it, being at a Loſs for 
Words to deſcribe them, I have the Honour to be 
ſent hither, rather to Publiſh the Eternal Acknow- 
ledgments they promiſe you, than the Great Valour 
by which they have render'd themſelves worthy of 
your Friendſhip, I do it by theſe Lines, profeſſing 
my ſelf at the ſame time, with moſt profound Re-

The French Army being, as is before related, put 
to an entire Rout, Retreated with to much Celerity 
10 Danphize, that in few Days Piemont was almoſt 
rotally treed from them- We acquainred the Reader 
before, that a ſtrong Detachment, under the Counts 
Tiralba and Med4vi, were oppoſing the Heſſians, who 
ſince that time had laid Siege ro Caſtiglione, in order to 
facilitate their March into Piemont; which the French 
Army endeavouring to Relieve, Engaged the Prince 
of that Name; and afterwards magnifying the Vi- 
Rory, we will infert the following Acccunt of it, 
Publiſhed in che Prince of Heſſes own Letter. 


The Prince of Heſle's Letter to the States of Holland. 


Hieb and Mighty Lordi, 


] Had the Honour to acquaint your High Mighti- 
neſſes with the Reaſons upon which the Siege of 
Caſtizlione was undertaken 3 and, as I am directed by 
Prince Eugene of Savoy, to relie- upon the Intelli- 
[ences I ſhall from time to time receive from Ma» 
jr General Netgell, who has join'd, with ſome thou- 
ſand Men, the Heſſian Troops, and whom his High- 
neſs has appointed to aſſiſt me with his Countel, as 
being an Officer, who knowing exactly the Coun- 
try, was able to have private Correſpondence in ſe- 
reral Parts of Lombardy, 1 have been induced to 
continue the Siege four Days; Mean time, being in- 
formed by the Parties I ſent abroad, that the Ene- 
my were aſſembling all their Troops with great Di- 
ligence to Engage us, I thought tt to take the O- 
pinion of the General Officers; and according to 
their Advice, I refolved to take Mcalures to prevent 
the Deligns of the Enemy: But Major General Wer— 
dell being perſwaded that the Advices I had receiv'd 
were falie, and ſpread by the Enemy thenilſclves, ro 
oblige me to raiſe the Siege, was of another Opinion, 
and inſiſted on the Continuation of the Siege. Tis 
true, we might have had time enough to reduce the 
Place before the Enemy could Relieve it, had we not 
wanted Artillery: Bur fix Days after opening of the 
Hh Trenches, 
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Trenches, two Battering Pieces were only brought 
into the Camp, wherot one burſted after ſome feu 
Shots. The Lerni of four Days, in which the Major 
General aforeſaid had promited to take the Place 
being expired, and two Days longer being elapled, 
I was of Opinion to fend for no more Artillery, 
becaute of the repeated Advices I received of the 
Strength of the Enemy: Bur on the 9th Inſtant 
we received 4 Picces of Cannon, and Major General 
Wetzel! per ſiſted in his former Opinion of continu— 
ing the Siege, and pretended that the Enemy had 
a Delign upon Cνν, and that we had nothing 
to fear. But, being unwilling, wholly to rely upon 
his Intelligences and Arguments, I daily ſent out 
Parties abroad to Patroll between our Camp and 
the Enemy's, but they could never get any Certain 
Account of their Number, che Country People, out 
of Fear or Inclination, feigning to have no Account 
thereof. The 8th of this Inſtant, one of the Fartics 
I had ſent out brought me Word, the Enemy were 
marching towards Coito; whereupon I immediately 
detach'd a Major of the F:/:a» Cavalry with 200 
Men, with Orders to obſerve their March; they fell 


in with ſome Squadrons of the Enemy, and beat 


them ro their Camp, which was then between Gott: 
and Medoli, The th, the Right Wing of the Ene— 
my appear'd in Sight in the Plain of Goto, and the 
Body of Battel, with the Left Wing, march'd along 
the Hedges and Vineyards, to cover their Number, 
advancing directly towards our Camp. I called then 
a Councilof the General Officers, to conſider whether it 
was more advantageous to expect the Enemy in our 
Camp, or march out with our Army, hardly gooo Men 
ſtrong, to attack them, in order to Encourage our 
Men. We reſolved upon the latter, conſidering that, 
it we continued in cur Camp. and had rhe Mistor- 
rune to looſe the Day, our Retreat was cut off; 
and therefore we advanced towards the Enemy, and 
drew up directly againſt them, ſtretching our ſelves 
towards Medoli and Gaviana, The Fight began be— 
tween twelve and one at Noon; and with fo much 


Succeſs on our Side, that the Heſſian Infantry broxc 
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thro the Body of Battel of rhe Enemy, and ſeized 15 
Pieces of Cannon, from which they fred upon the 
Enemy while the Cavalry of the Left forced the 
Right of che French to give Ground. they had three 
Lines, beſides a Body of Reſerve, and we had but 
two; and beſides, their Left ſtretched much farther 
than our Rigbt, and was intermingled with Infan— 
try; This gave them an Opportunity to attack 
our Right in Flank, and notwithſtanding their Vi- 
gorous Rehiftance they were put into Diforder, and 
fell amongſt our Infantry, which was thereby put 
into Contuſion. To remedy that Diſorder as much 
as poſfible, I took the Colours of one of the Bat- 
ralions of the Right, and exhorted them to do their 
Duty, but that was co no Purpoſe; I was ſpeaking 
to new raiſed Men who had never been in any 
Engagement, and who would not hearken unto 
me. 

Mean time the Enemy improving this Advantage, 
crowded upon our Lett and diſprrird them; ſo that 
I was obliged to quit the Advantage I had gained 
in the Center and think of Retreating, which I did 
about four of the Clock, and Retired to Faleg io, 
that the Enemy might not cut off our Proviſion; 
The French purſued our Rear, but without any 
Succeſs. We have loſt in this unfortunate Battel 
a great many Brave Officers and Soldiers, of which 
I will ſend a Liſt by the firſt Opportunity, having 
not yer any Account of their Number. A Trum- 
peter, who is come hither from rhe French Camp, 
reports, that they have ſuffer d very much, and et- 
pecially their Foot, the Enemy advancing with ail 
their Forces to Yallceio, to cut off my Communi- 
cation with the Adige, I have re-paficd that River 
this Day, in order to take ſuch Meaſures as the 
preſent Circumitances and the Reafons of War will 
permit.

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The Works raiſed by the French about the City 
being ſoon levelled, the Dutcheſſes of Savoy, with 
their whole Court, repair d to this City, the Place 
of their uſual Reſidences, where after ſeveral day; 
ſpent in re- ſettling the Government thereof, the 
Booty appeard far greater than could poflibly be 
imagined or credited, the French Commiſſary Ge- 
neral being likewiſe taken, with all his Mules, ſo 
richly laden, that that Party of the Booty alone 
was valued at Three Millions of Livres. But to 
ſpend no further time about this almoſt incredible 
Victory : We will inquire what Propreſs the Duke 
of Savoy and Prince Eugene made to improve ſo 
great an Advantage.

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After the Signing this Agrement, the Deputie⸗ 
return'd to the City and gave an Account of their 
Sommiſſion; whereupon Orders were 1nmediately 
iued out forbidding the Subjects of that Dutchy te 
obey the Orders of their late Governour, the Prince 
of Vaudemont (who upon the Approach of the Inte- 
rial Army had lett the City in great Confuſion) er 
any other Perſon acting by Virtue of any Power 
from the late Government. The Clergy likewife ſent 

eputies to the Camp, to make their Submillion ; 
Atrer which the Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugese 
enter'd into the City. After this, the ſeveral Corpo- 
rations of the Inhabitants being aſſembled, elected 
four Noblemen to take upon them the Government 
of the City, who ordering the Burghers to appear in 
Arms, took Poſſeſſion of all the Gates and other 
Poſts. Affairs being thus ſettled in the City, 3 
Treaty was ſet a foot with the Caſtle of Milan, 
for a Neutrality. The Duke and Prince ſceing the 
Aitairs of this City and Dutchy ſo well ſettled, con- 
tinued not long here; but marci'd towards the Ce- 
one xe, to attack the Count de Medavi and the 
Prince ot I audemont, who had lately join d him; and 
approaching near Ledi, the Governour immediately 
ſurrendred. After this, the Count de Daun, with a 
ſtrong Detachment, was order d to march and At— 
rack the Garriſon of Padia; which he executed with 
that Reſolution, that tho' they could defend them- 
i-Ives for ſcveral Days, they thought fitting to Sur- 
render upon Honourable Terms, which the Count 
was pleated to allow them. No ſooner was this 
known to the Jmperial Army; but a great Council 
deing called, it was therein reſolved, the Army 
ihould Beſiege Piccighitone, where the Duke of $4av»y 
viewing in Perſon the Gera d Adda, which is a part 
of Ficcighitone lying on the Banks of the Adda, re- 
ceivd a Contuſion in one of his Arms by a Musket- 
Shot : And, notwithſtanding it was ſurrounded with 
a great Ditch and other Fortifications, the Poſt was 
taken Sword in Hand; the Beſiegers being in Pol- 
ſeſſion thereof, immediately raisd a Battery againſt 
the Caſtle, atter which the Halt-Moon, with a - 
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1 
verd Way, was likewiſe taken Sword in Hand. At 
length the Prince of Heſſe with the Forces under 
ts Command, arriv'd in the Camp, and pretsd ſo 
hard upon the Garriſon, that finding themfclves with- 
out any Proſpect of Relief, they at laſt Surrendred 
upon honourable Terms, 

About that time the Spaniards and Italiaus Liſted 
themſelves in the Emperor's Service; the French 
retiring to Cremona, where Prince Fugene receiv d 
advice, that the Caſtle of Lecco Bardalano, and ſeveral 
other Poſts, had Surrendred to the Detachments ke 
had ſent out againſt them. The Duke of Savoy re. 
ceiv'd repeated Advices, that the French were in Mo- 
tion toward uſa; where their Troops were aftem- 
bling, as they gave out, to re-enter Piemont. 
Hereupon it was reſolved in a Council of War, to 
divide the Army, one Fart under the Command of the 
Duke of erh, and the other under Prince Eugene, 
in order to join with this Detachment the Troops 
under the Count e Daun, who by this time laying 
a Bridge over the Po, rear Pavia, was making Pre- 
parations to reduce 4.exandria and Tortonxa, whillt 
Prince Eugene continuing his March according to 
what had been reſolved on, paſſcd the Po with his 
Forces, and joined the Count de Dann; and with their 
joint Forces ſoon after inveſted Tortoza. The Prince 
of Darmſtadt at the ſame time, with a ſtrong De- 
tachment ot Horſe and Dragoons, inveſting Alexa - 
aria : Whilſt both thele Places were attacking, Advice 
came that the Prince of Heſſe, with the ſmall Army 
under his Command, joyned the Duke of Savvy, 
who by this Conjunction were in a Condition to 
hinder the French from ſending any Succours into 
the Milane ce. The Town of Torrena loon Surrendred, 
but the Garriſon retired into the Cittadel. The 
Garriſon of A/exandria, being hard preſſed, were 
torced by the Inhabitants to Surrender, upon Con- 
dition only to keep their Baggage; but to ſubmit 
to be made Priſoners of War; of which the Prince of 
Sax Gotha, Commanding the Forces of his Brother in 
the Pay of England and Holland tent the following 
Accouut to the States-General,

In the 
mean While our Batteries being finiſhed, we began 
to fire this Evening, which encouraged fo much the 
Inhabitants, that after 12 Shots the Garriſon beat a 
Parley ; but they obtained no other Terms than of 
being Priſoners of War, and are allowed to keep their 
Baggage and Equipage.

About this time the Duke of Savy and Prince 
Eugene ſent ſeveral ſtrong Detachments to Secure all 
the Paſſes into the Milanexe; fo that the Caſtles of 
Jerue and Serravalle ſurrendred at Diſcretion; As allo 
the Caſtles of Arona, Domo, Doſſala, and the Fort 
Fuentes. The Caitle of Aſti had ſubinicted, after a 
Siege of 2 Days, the whole Garriſon, conſiſting of 
400 Men, befides a Colonel and 40 other Officers; 
being made Priſoners of War, the rainy S:aſon 
putting an End to the Operations of the Cam- 
paign. Nevertheleſs, the Duke of Savey fat down 
before Catal, upon whole Approach the Town fur- 
render'd, upon Condition, that the French fick and 
wounded ſhould have the ſame Terms as ſhould be 
granted afterwards to the Garriſon of that Caſtle. 
Frince Eugene, likewiſe, to conclude the Campaign 
on his Side, took the Town of Modena; But the 
Governor of the Caſtle ſtanding it out bravely o- 
bliged the Imperialiſts to block it up. By this time 
all the Troops going into Winter-Quarters, after the 
blocking up of ſeveral Places under the Obedience 
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4/9 
of France, we ſhall conclude the Campaięn with this 
lowing Paſſage. The Governor of the Cittadel of 
Milan, that fill held out for the Duke of Aejou, 
inding his Provihons grow ſhort, ſent a Deputation 
to the Magiſtrates of the City ro Declare, that if 
they did not ſupply him with fuch Neceflartes as he 
wanted, he would Bombard and Barter down the 
City; To prevent which they concluded an A- 
grerment with him, whereby they promiled to ſup- 
ply him with Proviſions to the Value of 20 Pi- 
ſtoles, upon Condition that in Caſe the Caſtle is at- 
ack d only on the Side of the Meadows and Gar- 
dns, the Garriſon ſhall not fire upon the City: This 
being communicated to Prince Exgene, his Highneis 
approved of the ſame. 

We will now return to the Netherlands, where ha- 
ving acquainted you that Monſicur Auverguerꝗque laid 
clote Siege to Aeth, we will enquire into the Succeſs 
thereof, and that without troubling the Reader with a 
particular Account of every Tranſaction. The Trenches 
were opened the 20. ot September; On the 29th the 
Beſiegers lodged themſelves on the Cover'd Way, and 
on the 1/4 of October, attack'd and ſeized the Coun- 
terguard before the Baſtion; And on the 4th the 
Belieged ſurrendred Prifoners of War: For turther 
Explanation thereof, we judge it not amis to inſert 
the two following Lettters.

During the carrying on of this Siege, the Duke 
of Marlborough lay encainpd at Gramees, covering 
the fame, whilſt the Duke of Fed me with the 
French Army encampd between Ae, and Condes. 
not in the leaſt offering to ſtir for the Reijct of 
the Place. Hereupon the Duke of Mariboram and 
M. Amnverquerque joining their Armies, encamp'd in 
the Plain of Camiron; and ſeeing no Poſhibility of 
engaging the Duke of Vendoſine, and the Seaton be- 
ing too far ſpent to undertake any remarkable Siege, 
the Army march'd to St. Quintin Linnice, from whence 
they began to ſeparate, and march into Winter- 
Quarters ; the Engliſh at Ghent, the Danes in Brages, 
The Praſſians and Lanenburghers along the Dener, 
between the Mae de and the Rhine; and the Dutch 
at Louvain, on the Mae de, Menin, Aeth, and in Duteh 
Flanaers, The Campaign being thus at an end, we

ſigning Perſons, as an Artifice to diſunite the Allies,

After the reading of theſe Letters and the Anſwers 
to them, ſeveral Authentick Speeches were made in 
this Auguſt Aſſembly, and great Debates thereon: 
we cannot pretend to give any better Account of 
them, than what the Reſolutions of the Aſſembly of 
the Kates.

Onſieur Tullechen and others, Deputies of their 
High Mightineſſes for Foreign Affairs have re- 
ported to the Aſſembly, that Monſieur Van Colen and 
Cuiper, Two of their High Mightineſſes Field-Mepu- 
ties, did, in a Letter directed to Mr. Regiſter Fagell, 
Dated the 27 % of October paſt, ſend one from the 
Elector of Bavaria, Dated the 20th of the ſame 
Month, written to their High Mightineſſes Field- 
Deputies and delivered to the ſaid M. Van Colen 
and Cuper, who only were then with the Army; 
by which Letter the Elector of Bavaria propoſes, in 
the Name of the At Chriſtian King, the holding 
of a Conference between the Two Armies, or be- 
tween Mont and Bruſſels, to Treat of a Peace, with 
this State and its Allies. That they, the ſaid De- 
puties for Foreign Affairs, having had that Letter 
communicated to them, 1 it for the Good — 
113 tne 
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the States, and of the Common Cauſe, to keep that 
Affair ſecret till the Arival of the Prince and Duke 
of Marlborough, who was expected here in few days 
after; conſidering, that the ſaid Prince and Duke 
had receiv'd from the Elector of Buvaria a Letter 
of the ſame Tenour. That the ſaid Prince and Duke 
being arrived here, they, the ſaid Deputies, had diſ- 
courſed and concerted with him; and thereupon drew 
up in Writing a Form of an Anſwer, that might be 
given to the Letter of the Elector of Bavaria, by 
M. Van Collen and Caper, who had receivd it; which 
Form or Draught, when approved by their Hiyh 
Mightineſſes, the ſaid Prince and Duke had agreed 
to an Anſwer on the ſame foot, on the Part of her 
Majeſty of Great Brittain ; which Letrer of the E- 
lector of Bavaria, and the Form of the Anſwer 
they laid before the Aſſembly : On all which their 
High Mightineſſes having deliberated, have thank'd 
the ſaid Deputies for their Good Management of 
this Affair: And it is beſides thought good by 
theſe Preſents, to repute the ſaid Form of an An- 
ſwer, as agreed; and to Require and Authorize the 
faid M. Van Collen and Cuper to Write and Sign 
it, in the Terms tis drawn up in; After which it 
ſhall be ſent to the Field-Mareſchal Monſ.

tainty or Appearance of Good Sugee(s, does not ſcem 
„to their High AMightineſſes to be a proper Means tor 
© obtaining it; but rather a Means to divert the 
Thoughts of War, and of the great Preparations 
the Enemy make; and to lull tome of the Allies 
ta ſſeep by the Hopes of Peace. That their High 
* Mightineſſes for their own Parts, are reſolved to ſtick 
to the Meaſures they have taken, and to the Alli- 
ance made, which God has hitherto fo wonderfully 
gleſs d; and to Execute and Obſerve ſincerely what 
was ſtipulated and promiſed by the Treaties; And 
therefore not to enter into any Negotiation of Peace, 
but jointly with their High Ales, and not without 
* Communicating to them taithtully, conformably to 
* the ſaid Treaties, the Overtures that may be made 
'to them on this Subject; expecting that the High 
t Allies will do no leſs on their Part. And Monſicur 
Tullectens and the other Deputies of your High 
Mightineſſes for Foreign Affairs, are required by theſe 
Preſents, and Commiſſioned to enter into Confe- 
rences with the ſaid Miniſters, on the ſaid Subject, 
and to make a Report of all that paſſes to this 
aſſembly. 


By theſe prudent Proceedings of the Engliſb and 
Dutch Courts, the French not only found themſclves 
quite diſappointed in their Hopes of cajoling them into 
kparate Conferences, and conſcquently, of cauſing, 
at leaſt, a Jealouſy and Coldnets in the other Allies; 
but alſo by this Declaration eſpecially, their Hopes 
were cut off, of ſucceding in any Propoſition of this 
Nature for the future. 


This Campaign being over on all ſides, we will 
now, according to our Method before obſerved, take 
a view of this Summers Naval Affairs. 

The Greateſt Part of the Engliſhß and Datch Fleets 
having Winter d at Lisbon and in the Straits, and 
by the great Care of Sir John Leake, Admiral of the 
Engliſh, being throughly refitted by the latter End 
ot March, began to ſer Sail for the Straits; but by 
an odd Accident were as Hours deraind in the By 
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of Lizbon, which happen d thus; An Embargo being 


laid on all Shipping in the River, that the Spaniarg; 


might have no Advice of the Readineſs of the Fleers 
putting to Sea, the Governours of the Forts along 
the River would not ſuffer the Fleets to paſs with- 
out further Order, being enjoin'd ro ſtop all Ships 
whatſoever, The King of Portugal being immediately 
inform'd thereof, was extreamly enrag'd, and {ent 
immediate Orders to let them paſs. This ſmall de. 
lay, tho' without any ill intention, proved of great 


Advantage to the Spaniſh Galleons to Sail tor the 


Weſt- Indies, as will immediately appear: For, tho 
to regain the Loſs of this T ime, Sir John Leake, with 
the Fleet, made the beſt of their way for Cadiæ; 
yet aſſoon as they arrived near Cape St. Vier, 
they were inform'd by a Dutch Privateer, that the 


. Galleons were Sailed from Cadix bur a Day before. 


Whereupon a Council of War being immediately 
called, and the Queſtion put, Whether to Sail at- 
ter them or not? it was reſolved in the Negative; 
there being no probability of overtaking them: 5 
that the Fleet ſteer d their Courſe towards Cadiz 
and Gibraltar, where, after being detain'd by con- 
trary Winds for above a Month, on the 1c of 
April, N. S. they ſafely arrivd, and in 4 Days time 
were joined by Six Men of War, Capt. Price Coms, 
madore, with 2 Exgliſh Regiments on Board, beſide: 


ſeveral * of Spaniſh Deſerters: At the fame 


time Sir John Leake having received Advice from 
King Charles the III“ of the great Diſtreſs Barcelona 
was in by the Arrival of a ſtrong Squadron of Frencs 
Men of War under the Count de Thoulouſe, immedi— 
ately called a Council of War, wherein it was uns- 
nimouſly reſolved, to divide the Land Forces on 
Board the Engliſh and Dutch Men of War, for the 
more Expedition; and to Sail with the firſt fair 
Wind for Barcelona, in order to relieve that City. 
In purſuance of this Refolution, 4 Frigatęs were 
diſpatch'd for Altea or Denia, to get Intelligence of 
the Strength of. the French Fleet, uhilſt the EAI 
and Dutch tollowed ; Ar length, after ſeveral crols 
Winds, on the 29th ot April they arrived in =

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Bay of Altea; Here the Eng/iſh Admiral receiv'd 
Intelligence; that a Squadron of Engliſh Men of War 
had Sail'd ſometime from Lichon, in order to join him. 
Hereupon a Council of War being called ro concert 
what Meaſures to take, Whether to procced, or tarry 
for the Arrival of that Squadron ? Ir was reſolved, 
to ſend to Venera to get further Intelligence, and in 
the mean time to ſtay at Altea 24 Hours, in expecta- 
tion of the Arrival of that Squadron: And in Caſe 
jt did not arrive in that time, then to proceed to 


Barcelona : But a Frizat being ſent at the ſame © 


time Weſtward, to get Intelligence, and look out, 
to ſee it they could deſcry the Squadron, met with 
3 Men of War ſent before by Sir George Bing, with 
Notice, that he was making all the Sail he could 
to Join Sir John Leake, which he did the 3oth about 
10 in the Morning. The Fleets being now join'd 
made all the Sail they could towards Barcelona; But 
were kept back 6 Days by contrary Winds. 

On the 7% of May the Earl of Peterboroug h. ha- 
ving impatiently expected the Arrival of this Fleet, 
came on Board, and took the Command as Admiral 
in Chief; And before Night an Expreſs arrived, 
ſent by King Charles, then in Barcelona, that the 
City was in extream Diſtreſs. Within Two Hours 
after the Receipt of this Expreſs, a fair Wind and 
freſh Gale ariſing, brought the whole Fleet, with 
all the Forces and Recruits, to Anchor before Bar- 
celona, on the 8rh Inſtant in the Afternoon. The 
Count de Tholouſe having Notice the Night before, 
retired with his whole Fleet. 

We having already related the happy Conſequen- 
ces of the Arrival of theſe Forces, ſhall purſue our 
Method in giving an Account of the Succeſſes of our 
Naval Affairs, and accompany the Fleet; which ha- 
ving reſted for ſome time in theſe Parts, after the 
railing of the Siege, in order to refit and revictual, 
after ſuch a tedious Fatigue, a conſiderable time was 
ſpent: At laſt all things being in a readineſs to Sail, 
it was reſolved in a Council ot War to Alarm the 
whole Spaniſh Coaſt, by attacking ſeveral of the 


Chief Places. Hereupon, after ſeveral Weeks * 
the 
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the Fleet appeared before Alicant, which being 4 
Place of no great Defence ſoon ſubmitted ; But the 
Cattle, wherein Major-General Mahoni, an Iriſh Man 
in the Service of the Duke of Aijau, command:d. 
obſtinately held out, till the xxl Admiral, unwil. 
ling to looſe time, granted him honourable Terms 
Here being now no Proſpect of any great Oppo. 
tion to be made, ſince the French Flcet were retired 
to their own Harbours, Sir John Jennings, with 1 
Squadron of 12 Men of War, was order d to pro- 
9775 tor Lisbon, there to revictual, and make the 
ft of his Way for the eſt Indies; whillt Sir 755 
Leake with the reſt of the Fleet, having taken in 
freſh Proviſions at Altea, directed his Courſe towards 
Ivica and Majorca, two Iſlands ſituated in the Ae. 
diterranean, and after three Days Sail appearing be. 
tore the former, found the Governor and Inhabi— 
tants ſo well inclined to the Houle of Auſtria, that 
two Deputies came on board the Feet to make their 
Submiſſion to his Catholick Majeſty King Charles the 
III. From hence the Fleet proceeded to Minorca 
where the Vice-Roy with ſome few Forces made 4 
Shew of defending themſelves z whereupon 2 Bomb- 
Veilels being ſent in, threw in 3 or 4 Shells, which 
produced that good Effect, that the Inhabitants o- 
bliged the Vice Roy and his Adherents to defire a 
e which was granted to the following 
Gt. - 


That the whcle Iſland, with all its Caſtles, ſhould 
be ſurrendred to to the Arms of his Catholick Ma- 
xfty and his Allies in 12 Hours; and immediately 
after Signing of the Capitulation, the Field-Gate and 
Prince-Baſtion ſhould be deliver'd up to a Body of 
the Militia to be appointed for that purpoſe by the 
City of Majorca. 

That the Vice-Roy, and all others that would, 
might retire with their Goods and Effects to any 
Ports of France, Spain or Italy, they ſhould think 
fir, and ſhould not be detained or moleſted upon 
the Account of any thing they might have done 


ſince the Death ot King Charles the II.; But that 
none 
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none of the French that were among them ſhould 
de allowed to carry away their Goods. 

That ſuch as ſhould deſire to retire immediately, 
ſhould have Shipping provided tor them. 

That a Month's time ſhould be allowed to ſuch 
25 could not then depart, and three Months to dif- 
poſe of their Effects. 

That the French in Garrifon at Fort St. George might 
retire, and ſhould be allowed ſo many of the Tartanes 
that brought them over, as were neceſſary to carry them 
back to ſome Port of France, with ſuch Proviſions 
25 were requiſite; but ſhould leave behind them all 
their other Stores, Arms, Baggage and Ammunition. 

That the City and Ifland ſhould have their Rights 
and Privileges confirmed them in the manner they 
enjoyed the tame at the Death of the late King Charles 
the II“ 

That the Churches and Religious Houſes ſhould 
remain unmoleſted, and nothing ſhould be touched 
of whatever might be depoſited there by private Per- 
ſons, _—_—_— the French enjoy no Benefit by this 
Article. g 

That the Biſhop and Clergy ſhould not be mo- 
leſted in their Perſons, Goods or Functions; nor in 
their ſeveral Rights, Immunities and Privileges. 


Beſides this Capitulation, the Magiſtrates and o- 
ther Principal Inhabitants of the Iſland being aſſem- 
bled in a General Council, deputed 4 of their Body 
to attend the Admiral, with whom a turther Capi- 
tulation was agreed on. 


That they ſhould Proclaim King Charles the III“ 
and open their Gates to the Admirals, without being 
plunder'd, or obliged to pay any Contribution. 

That they ſhould enjoy the ſame Privileges, Cu- 
ſtoms and Liberties as they did at the Death of 
King Charles the IId. 

That the Clergy and Univerſity ſhould likewiſe 
be maintained in the Poſſeſſion of their Rights, Pri- 
vileges and Immunities. 


That 
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That no Money ſhould be demanded of them for 
the Redemption of their Bells and Artillery, 

That no Garriſon ſhould be put into the City 
till they themſelves ſhould defire it; But as for the 
Forts without its Walls, his Carholick Majeſty might 
put as many Troops into them as ſhould be nece(. 
fary for their Defence. 

That any Inhabitant that deſired it might remove 
within the time mentioned in the firſt Capitulation, 
except the French, who ſhould be exempted fiom 
carrying away their Effects, as being liable to Con. 
fiſcation. 

That all Perſons named by King Charles the II“ 
ſhould keep their Employments ; but not thoſe na- 
med by the late Government, except they obtain 2 
new Grant from King Charles the III“. or thoſe au- 
thorized by his faid Majeſty, for the obtaining of 
which they were reterred to the King- 


Sir John Leale having thus reduced theſe two 
Iſlands to the Obedience of his Catholich Majeſty King 
Charles the III left a Garriſon in the Caſtle of Porto 
Pin, and two Men cf War to Tranſport the Vice-Roy 
and his Adherents. The 234. of September he paſſed 
through theStraights, detatched Sir George Bing with a 
Squadron for the Port of Lisbon, and with the reſt 
of the Fleet, on the 17th. of October following, ar- 
rived ſafely at St. Hellens. | 

Notwithſtanding this Summer's Service already per- 
form'd by the Eng/iſþ and Dutch Fleets, we ought 
not in this place to forget to acquaint the Reader, 
that the French Court being very much alarm'd all 


this Summer by an intended Deſcent from England; 


and at the great Preparations that were made 
for ſuch an Enterprize, was obliged to raiſe 
the, Militia in their reſpective Provinces for the De- 
fence of their Coaſts, inſomuch that all Europe ſtood 
amazed, and wondred with various Conjectures where 
the Storm would fall, till at length the Forces for 


this Expedition, under the Command of the Earl of 
| Rivers, on board the Fleet under the Command of 


Sir Cloudſiy Shovel, having been embark d alu 
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Weeks, and during the greateſt part of that time 
detain d on the Engliſh Coaſt by contrary Winds, 
ſet Sail, and after tempeſtuous Weather, with little 
Loſs, (occafioned chiefly by their long Embarkation,) 
arrived ſately in the Port of Lisbon, to the inexpret- 
fible Joy of that Nation; from whence, after a ſuit- 
able Refreſhment, they Embarked again with an In- 
tention of Sailing again for Alicant, according to the 
Defire of the King of Spain; But the Night before, 
his Excellency the Earl of Rivers receiving Orders 
trom England to the contrary, held a Council of 
War, wherein it was refolved his Excellency ſhould 
preſent a Memorial to the New King of Portugal, to 
acquaint him with the conditional Orders he had 
received; and accordingly on the 4th of January, 
the Earl had Audience of his Majeſty, and deliver d 
2 Memorial containing the Conditions upon which 
* * order d to Land, which are to the following 
Effect. 


IF. That the King ſhould give him poſitive Aſſu- 
rances that the Portugue e Troops in Valencia ſhould 
be recruited to 19 Battalions, each 600 effective Men, 
and the Cavalry remounted; and that the ſaid Re- 
cruits and other Neceſſaries, to enable thoſe Troops 
to take the Field, ſhould be immediately ſent away. 

24. That the Subſidies paid by England and Holland, 
tor the Pay of 13000 Men which they are obliged 
to maintain by the Treaty, may be remitted directly 
to Valencia, or wherever that Army is, in order that 
thoſe Troops be punctually paid our of it, by the 
— of the Commanders in Chief of her Majeſty's

zaly. That, if his Portuguede Majeſty cannot pro- 
vide Ships to Tranſport the ſaid Recruits, his Ex- 
cellency the Earl of Rivers will take care to ſend 
them a-board Engliſh Ships, his Majeſty paying the 
Charges and finding Proviſions, or paying for them. 

4qthly. That the late King having propoſed by 
his Envoy, and the Marqueſs de Mont andre in Eng- 
land, to join 10000 Foot, and between 2 and 3000 
Horſe to the Troops under the Command * 
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Earl of Rivers to march directly to Madrid, his py. 
cellency defires a particular Aſſurance from his pre- 
ſent Majeſty that the ſame ſhall be performed; 33 
alſo to know, what Meaſures are already taken for 
that Purpoſe ; what Likelihood there is, that a Body 
of that Number ſhall be ready, and in a Condition 
to _ at = _ appointed, — in what man- 
ner, and in which way it is propoſed the 
march towards Madrid. * 7 

5thly. His Excellency declares that he has Orders 
to agree beforehand, and concert with the King all 
things relating to the Artillery, Baggage and Pro- 
viſions, and expects that his Majeſty ſhall turnifth e. 
very thing for the Service, according to the Treaty 
relating to the firſt Forces that were ſent from 
England; and that the Troops under his Command 
may be furniſhed with Provitions for themſelves 
and Forage for their own Charge, and at the fame 
Price as the King's Troops. 

6thly. And as to the Point of Command, which 
was liable to ſo many ſiniſter Interpretations his Ex- 
cellency declares he will not be commanded by any 
body but by his Majeſty alone.

This time being elapſed without any ſatisfactory 
Anſwer, a Council ot War was called, wherein it 
was reſolved the Fleet without further Orders ſhould 
fail for the Straights, where we will leave them 
for a further and happy Expedition, and enquire 
how Affairs go in the Kingdom of Valencia. Here 
his Catholick Majeſty's Army under the Command 
of their Excellencies the Marqueſs des Minas and the 
Earl of Galloway, being in Expectation of the Ar- 
rival of the Forces under the Earl of Rivers and 
his Catholick Majeſty, having made the neceſſary Pre- 
parations, not only to ſecure but alſo to extend his 
Conqueſts, order d the Count de la Puebla, a Lieu- 
tenant General of his Forces, with a ſtrong Detach- 
ment, to march in queſt of his Enemys, who, about 


this time were invading Arragon, burning 1 
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gering the Country in a moſt dreadful mander, The 
Count in a few Days came in ſight ot 8 Squadrons 
of French and Spaniſh Horſe and Dragoons, with ſome 
Intantry under the Command of General Pons, drawn 
up in order of Battel, and very advantageoully poſted, 
whom he, after ſuſtaining their firſt Fire, vigorouſly 
attacked Sword in hand, and charged them with thar 
Vigour, that he broke their Right Wing, and after 
a Diſpute of two Hours, entirely routed and pur- 
ſued them ſo cloſely, that they could never rally, 
but ran away in great Confuſion; their General, 
Monſieur Pons, receiving a Shot through both his 
Cheeks, had been taken Priſoner had not Briga- 
dier Crafton, an Triſh Man, reſcued him, with the 
Loſs of himſelf, and 15 Captains, 9 Lieutenants, a 
great many private Men, belides 3 Standards and 
ieveral Colours. The Confederates loſt but few Men 
and no Officers of Note. This Account wrought 
this good Effect throughout the whole Kingdom, 
that 1t revived the Loyalty of many that began to 
ſtagger, and highly encouraged the Party of the 
Houſe of Auſtria, His Catholick Majeſty therefore, 
to ſhew his Clemency to his rebellious Subjects that 
ſtill perſiſted in their Obſtinacy, Publiſhed the fol- 


lowing Declaration. 


HARLES, by the Grace of God, King of Spais, 

and of the Indies, &c. It is very notorious to 
all Europe, with what Stedfaſtneſs the moſt Auguſt 
Emperor my Lord and Father of Glorious Memory, 
maintained to. the laſt his Reſolution not to ſuffer 
the Separating from the Crown of Spain any of the 
Jewels of which ir is compoſed, at rhe Expence of 
the Blood of ſo many Spaniards, The fame con- 
ſtant Maxim hath been purſued by the Invincible 
Lord the Emperor my Brother, with the Vigour 
which the Happy Succeſſes of his Arms have ma- 
niteſted, in which I have concurred on my part, o- 
mitting neither Farigues nor Diligence whereby I 
might Contribute to ſo glorious and important an 
End, expoſing my ſelt to the greateſt Dangers; which 
being fo well known, I ſhall not mention here. 
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Every unbiaſſed and prudent Judge will plainly ſes 
that, altho this Enterprize be truly advantageous to 
the Intereits of our moſt Auguſt Houſe, no leis Be. 
nefit will accrue thereby to the whole Monarchy of 
Spain in general, and every one of its Subjects in 
articular, whom we, the Auſtrian Kings, have always 
ook'd upon more like our Children than Subjects 
without making any Partial Diſtinction one from 
the other. On the Contrary, the Chict Aim of the 
French in their Negociations (tho' cloathed with dit- 
ferent Colours) has been to extirpate the Spaniard, 
- and to bury in Oblivion the Memory of their Glo- 
rious Actions. France hath never ceaſed to endes. 
vour with the utmoſt Care the adjuſting a Peace 
by dividing this Monarchy, and at this time doth 
ſollicite it with more Earneſtneſs than ever, on the 
repeated ill Succeſſes which ſhe hath had, and the 
late Qverthrows in the Netherlands and Piemont, by 
which ſhe loſt Flanders and the State of Milan. She 
fears that if it be not obtained before the opening 
of the next Campaign, the War will be carried into 
her own Country, together with thoſe unavoidable 
Calamities, under which Divine Juſtice hath brought 
her Ambition: But our Allies with great Conſtancy 
have always rejected theſe Propoſals, truly knowing 
the Poiſon that was hid in them, expecting the 
good Succeſs and Security of the Peace, from no- 
thing but the happy Progreſſes of the War, and 
hoping that God will continue his Aſſiſtance, as we 
have experienced his Divine Aid in ſuch remarkable 
Victories obtained by their Glorious Arms; and that 
I may be put in Poſſeſſion of the Monarchy, and 
France obliged by Force to a due Performance of 
the Treaties which ſhall be made; Since Experience 
hath taught, that the Faith of Oaths is not fufl- 
cient to bind her. At the ſame time the Subtilty 


of the French, perceiving they cannot deſtroy this 
Monarchy by Means of a Partition (which is not 
hearkned unto) endeavours to reduce it as low as 
they can by maintaining the War in Spain, ſo that 
this Kingdom having loſt its Strength and Power,

{cr on this firm Land it is, that the Waves have always 
deen broken, with which their Ambition has endea- 
vour'd to drown the Liberties of Europe. To this 
end, how many falſe Suggeſtions and deceitful Re- 
ports have they ſpread abroad, as well of my being 
dead, as of my Religion, which no body can be ig- 
norant ot; By theſe ſcandalous Methods perverting 
the unwary Spaniards, and making them Inſtruments 
of the unhappy Ruin of their Countries. But Kill 
they are in Time to prevent ſo fatal a Blow, to 
their own Honour and Intereſt, and not to ſuffer 
Hiſtory to be ſtained with fo foul a Blot, to the 
Niſgrace of themſelves and their Poſterity.

with plauſible Pretences, ſo that, when the Spaniards 
ſhall diſcover their ignominous Treatment by theſe 
1 there will be no Time left for their Re- 
ief. | 
This Danger being ſo great, it is not eaſie to be- 
lieve that there ſhould be a Spaniard who will not 
jin his Endeavours in this Juncture, to diſperſe ſuch 
deceitful Gueſts, and to make them pay exemplary 
tor their Villainy, in deceiving thoſe that truſted in 
them, and deliver'd themſelves into their Hands, It 
ought not to be forgotten what France practiſed 
with thoſe of Meſſina, abandoning them entirely, and 
leaving them to beg for Protection in moſt of the 
Courts of Europe.

Rebels in a War, (which no body can deny) was 
grounded on the pure Motive of Religion. Who 
ſhall ve fo ealy as to believe that Religion is their 
Motive in Spain, where their Pretences are fo diffe- 
rent? And, tho at the ſame time they were car- 
rying on their Negotiations at Conſtantinople, to fiir 
up the Arms of the Tarks againit the Empire; yet 
there was found more Truth in thoſe Infidels than 
in the French, who have not been able with al 
their Perſwaſions to procure a Breach, nor the vi 
olating the Oath made for the Security of the alt 
Treaty. So few Years have palt that our Chriſtin 
Zeal cannot forget the happy Succeſles that attend. 
ed the Glorious Arms of the Emperor, my Lord 
and Father (of Bleſſed Memory) penetrating into 
the Ottoman Dominions, fo that there was goo! 
Grounds to hope we ſhould have ſeen the molt 
Glorious Standard of the Croſs diſplayed on ,. 
Walls of Conſtantinople, there having been no uct 
: favourable Juncture to Chriſtendom ſince the Four- 
dation of the Ottoman Power as then occurred, f0! 


the reducing it to the loweſt Ebb, had not Fre 
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ſo abruptly begun a War with his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty, upon Pretenſions of the Dutcheſs of Orleans, 
not being able to frame any of his own even with 
the Help of his uſual Equivocations. This Fact is 
ſo notorious, that no body, tho' very remote from 
publick Affairs, but mutt have heard it lamented as 
a Misfortune to Chriſtendom, abhorring the Proceed- 
ings of the French, in a Cale in which the Exten- 
ſion of our holy Catholice Faith was ſo deeply con- 
cerned, and comparing the Circumſtances of ſuch 
notorious Facts, (without calling to Mind many o— 
thers more ancient and often repzated) it appears 
plainly who it is that ſtudies and endeavours the 
Encreaſe of Religion, and who hath moſt earneſtly 
endeavour'd its Prejudice, altho' the Reports that 
have been ſpread in Caſtiie in Gazettes and Mani» 
fettozs, that I had given Publick Churches to the 
Enliſh and Dutch for the Exerciſe of their Reli— 
gion, are unworthy of my Obſervation ; yet this 
being a Point that ſo much wounds the Zeal of 
a Catholick Prince (for which I ought fo highly to 
valus my felf, as Son of that moſt Auguſt Houſe 
which hath been an Example to the World, in 
maintaining at all times the Purity of the Catho- 
lick Religion.) I am obliged to declare the Faliity 
of theſe Suggeſtions ; for that in Catalonia, Arragon 
ard Valencia, ever ſince my Arrival, the Divine Wor- 


ſhip hath been obſerved with the fame Reverence 


as was always practiſed in thels Religious Coun- 
tries, the Troops of my Allies oblervins fo exact 
an Order and Military Diſcipline, that there never 
hath been any manner ot Complaint of the leaſt 
lrreverence towards the Church, or what is Sacred 
and Placing at the Feet of Je Chriſt the Fallities 
which have been diſperſed on this Subjzét, I pro- 
telt, that if 1 thought there would happen through 
my means the leaſt Detriment to our moſt holy 
Catholicꝭ Religion, to avoid it, I would not only 
Renounce the Dominion of the Crown of Spain, but 
ol the whole Univerſe, valuing more the happy Name 
of a Faithful and Beloved Son of the Church, than 
all the Crowns of the World. 

K K 2 My 
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My Allies in this War neither have had, nor har“ 
any other End than to ſupport with their Arme 
my juſt and clear Right to the Monarchy of Spain, 
and that France with her Ambitious Dehgns ſhould 
not oppreſs the Liberties of Europe. This is their 
True Intereit and Maxim, in which it appears to me 
they proceed with ſo much Purity and Faithful. 
neſs, that, aſſoon as ever it ſhall happen that a Peace 
is concluded, they will immediately withdraw all 
their Troops out of Spain. 

Theſe plain Demonſtrations I have thought fr 
to repreſent to the Spaniards, moved to it by the 
great Love I have for them, that they may awaken 
out of the unhappy Lethargy in which they have 
hitherto lived ; and if they do it without Delay, 
they will find in me the Grateful Reception which 
all my Subjects that have and do ccme over to mz 
have experienced, as the Span Officers Civil and 
Military, who were in Flanders when thoſe States 
were reduced ro my Obedience, and under my Do— 
minion. (I having commanded they ſhould be main- 
tained in the fame Poſts and Employments which 
at that time they enjoyed) as alſo many Officers, 
who repenting them of their Error in ſerving the 
Duke of Anjou, have returned to their Duty in my 
Troops, have not only found among them the De- 
grees and Command they had with the Enemy, 
_ greater Advancements, which is notorious to 
all. 

Every one may judge, what a powerful Army ! 
ſhall draw together on the Arrival of the Troops [I 
ſuddenly expect on board the Fleet of my Allis; 
and, it I meet with any Oppolition in my March 
ro my Court of Madrid, I ſhall be obliged to lead 
them thither, from whence will reſult to the King: 
dom of Caſiile, that inevitable Ruin that attends 
the Fate of War, which my Compaſſion towarcs 
them inclines me to avoid; and this can be cone 
by no other Means than that the Spaniards uniting 
to ſo glorious a Purpoſe, ſhould break the Infamous 
Chain of their Liberties, expelling out of Hain their 
Common Enemy the French, And tlie on of 
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Eigland and Holland paſting up into Iah to ſupport 
my good and faithful Subjects, whom the French 
Tyranny doth oppreſs in the Kingdom of Naples 
and Sicily, we ſhall not only obtain a ſudden Re- 
covery of the whole Body of the Monarchy, but 
transfer the Theater of War into France, that her 
Provinces may fuffer thoſe Calamities her Policy 
hath endeavour d to continue in Spain, and that ſhe 
may reſtore to this Monarchy all the unjuſt Utur- 
pations ſhe hath made upon it in the laſt Age, 
which J truſt in God to effect; and, that in Order 
thereunto I ſhall have the Aſſiſtance of the Spani- 
ards with that Zeal and Readineſs, which are ſuit- 
able to their Intereſt. But on the contrary, ſlight- 
ing my Paternal and Pious Advice, they ſhall con- 
tinue obſtinate, I ſhall be juſtified to God and the 
whole World; ſince there is nothing Omitted on 
my Part to make them truly ſenſible, and them- 
{elves will be the Cauſe of the general Deſtruction 
of the Country, and their own Ruin; So proportio- 
nable to the Mercy I now offer, will be the Wrath 
which they ſhall experiencc in my juſt Anger; and 
as I ſhall diſpenſe Rewards, Honours and Favours 
to the Fidelity of thoſe that have followed me, ſo I 
will Puniſh thoſe who do not ſeparate themſelves 
from the contrary Party.

And, that the World may judge of what different 
Meaſures the Houſe of Bourbon took trom thoſe of the 
Houſe of Auſtria, it will not be improper to inſert here 
the two following Decrees, under the Name of Philip 
the VI. King of Spain, &c. as alſo Monſieur Cha- 
wilard's Letter to the Duke of Berwick: The two 
firſt being publiſh'd much about the ſame time with 
the preceeding * 
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The Decree of Philip the V. of Spain. 
PHE preſſing Occaſions and Dangers of the Mon- 


archy are ſo well known that tis not neceſſaty 
to aggravate the Condition to Which they have re. 
duced the Religion, Liberty, and Honour of the 
Nation. Nothing is more evident than the Neceſſity 
of Forces, and the Means of maintaining and aug. 
zenting them: At the fame time the Want of thee 
Means is fo notorious and deplorable, that nothing 
is harder to imagine, than the way of finding them 


out, and (without a general Ruin) putting them in 


execution by methods as remote as poſlible, from 
the hard Extremity of burthening the People more 
than they are already by Contributions ordinary, 
extraordinary, or contingeat, occaſioned by the pre. 
{ent Conjuncture, their great Fidelity and Affection. 
Various Expedients have been propoſed to ie, 
which are; To reaſſume all that has been granted 
away for ever of the Patrimony and Demetnes of 
the Crown; particularly the Cuſtoms and other 
Royal Revenues; To make uſe of all the Plate in 
the Kingdom, paying for the preſent one halt of 
the Value in ready Money, to the Proprietors ; To 
deduct Two per Cent. out of the Intereſt paid by 
the Crown, and which has been formerly reduced 
from 5 to 3; To cauſe an exact Account to be 
taken of the clear Income of ali Perions whatſoever. 
To Tax them 5 per Cent. for one or more Years; 
To call in and raiſe the value of the Money ; And 
laſtly, to require the Plate of all the Churches, teav- 
ing them only what is abſolutely neceſſary to per- 
form Divine Service with Decericy ; under Obliga— 
tion to reitore it again, with Intereit for the time; 
and for that pur poſe to ſettle Funds beforehand. On 
theſe Propoſitions, and others that way be offered, 
the Council ſhall give me their Advice, after they 
have maturely contidered on each, what is tealioie, 
what is convenient, and what may be effectual and 
moſt ſpeedy ; with the beſt, ſhorteſt. and lxaſt ri. 
gorous manner of putting them in Execution; to 
the end I may take my Reſolution thereupon.

THE Continuation of the War in ſo many Parts 
and Provinces of Spain, in which the Kingdom 
is engaged in Defence of the juſt Cauſe they pur- 
ſue, to maintain the Religion, Liberty and Honour 
ot the Nation, does in the preſent exhauſted Con- 
dition ot the Royal Treaſury and Revenues, make 
it unavoidable to procure and put in Execution 
the Means ot maintaining and augmenting Troops 
ſo neceſſary, without further burdening the People, 
which I look upon to be the laſt and moſt ſenſible 
Extremity; feeling in my Heart a Deſire to eaſe 
them of thoſe Contributions which over and above 
the ordinary Taxes are occaſioned by the preſent 
Conjuncture, and which have fo particularly and 
honourably diſtinguiſhed their Fidelity, Zzal and Af- 
fection; it being juſt and equitable ro employ my 
own Revenue betore I make uſe of the Eſtates of 
others, and diminiſh the lawful Poſſeſſions of my 
Subjects. I have reſolved from this time to reaſſume 
the Duties of Importation and Exportation, the 
Crown Lands, th: Hundredths, Thoufandths, Royal 
gervices, Carriages, Paſſages, Tolls, Meetages, Ovens, 
Mountings, and generally all other Rights and Ser- 
vices which on any Account, Title or Motive what- 
ever, have been alienated and granted away from 
the Crown by me or the Kings my Predeceſſors, 
in any Time, Circumſtance or Occaſion whatſoever. 
On Condition nevertheleis, that this ſhall not at 
preſent extend further than for one Year only, to be 
computed from Mid ſummer- day lait paſt, 1706. My 
Will therefore is, that within that time all the Pro- 
prietors and Perſons concerned, exiubit and deliver in 
an Account of their Privileges, Grants, aud all other 
Papers relating thereunto, in order to make out in 
Form their reſpective Claims and Titles by which 
they enjoy ſuch Rights and Offices : Becauſe my Roy- 
al Intention is, that all thoſe who are poſſeſſed or 
have been duly poſſeſſed of them, ſhall be treated 
with Equity and Juſtice ; which Claims ſhall be

examined and determined by ſuch Miniſters 28 
ſhall appoint to that end. The Council of the Caſa, 
ſhall be required to execute with the utmoſt Punctu— 
ality and Exactneſs whatever is their part to do in 
this Matter; by putting forthwith into my Hangs 
a clear and diſtinct Account of the Emoluments, 
Rights, Offices, and all other things that have been 
alienated from the Crown ; to the End I may be 
fully informed of their true Value, and then di.

A Letter writ by Monſieur Chamillard, Secretary of State 
to the French King, to the Dake of Berwick, Mar- 
ſhal of France and — 4 General of the French 
Forces in Caſtile; and Intercepted in Dec. 1700. 


My Lord, 


Paving laid before the King your Excellencys 

Letter of the 11th of November, his Majcity 
commands me to let you know how well ſatishrd 
he is with your Excellency's Good Conduct, which 
he will always keep freſh in his Memory, and to 
return the following Anſwer to the ſeveral Particu- 
lars you mention, Firſt, The greater ſtraits and 
Difficulties things are brought to, the more ought to 
be your Excellency's Vigilance : For, the ill Succeſs of 
our Armies in Flanders and Italy) hath obliged his 
Majeſty to make Overtures of Peace, not very 2 
greeable to the Honour and Intereſt of France: But 
the Obſtinacy of the blinded Allies of the Houle of 
Auſtria makes them tenacious, and they will not liſten 
to any thing but the entire Reſtitution of the pre- 
tended Rights. of that Houſe; and they lay hold 
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they call Injuries done them, to check the proſperity of 
this Crown, and to leſſen its Power, endeavouring to 
hinder our continued Succeſſes, which they look upon 
as fo many Chains prepared for the Liberties of Europe. 
And thus they are become regardleſs of the Reaſon— 
ableneſs of the Terms offered. What prejudice would 
it have been to France to have diſmembred Spain and 
held the Ballance 2 But the Error committed in accept- 
ing the Crown of Spain, contrary to the Partition 
Treaty, by means of which we had been the Sole 
Arbitrators of Europe in Peace and Way, hath given 
the Enemy another Opportunity. And now Ex- 
perience ſheweth, that His Majeſty finds it impoſſible 
to ſtop the Rapidity of this Current: For nothing 
will content them lefs than the -rotal Ruin of Fraxce. 
And altho' it hath been repreſented to them from 
the King, What if the Houle of Auſtria ſhould again 
arrive to its former Greatneſs, which then threatned 
the Liberties of Europe, and which thoſe Powers 
themſelves were ſo induſtrious to ſuppreſs, yet do 
now with ſo much Blindneſs elevate; not confider- 
ing that if France be brought low, who ſhall hold 
the Ballance? To which they reply, That they ſhall 
be always ready to join with the weakeſt, and bend 
their Force againſt the moſt powerful; and ſo put 
the Power into ſuch a Ballance as ſhall maintain 
the Peace and Liberty of Europe: And therefore 
will not admit of any thing but the Ruin of France 
and Spain, by continuing the War, or that Hain be 
given up by a Treaty of Peace. 
In the Battle of Flanders was loſt 2 moſt flouriſh- 
ing Army and a plentiful Country full of People, 
which, with the great Contributions there, tacili- 
tated our Recruits; And what we have loſt in this 
particular the Enemy have gained, and have there- 
by rendred themſelves capable of continuing the 
War with leſs Charge to their Subjects, or at leaſt 
to augment the Number of their Troops under the 
colours of a new Maſter, which will oblige France 
to greater Expences, and to encreaſe its Armies to 
defend it ſelf, altho' tis almoſt impoſſible without 
totally depopulating the Country : And aiter all 
we 
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we can expect no other than an unhappy was; 
our old Troops being waſted, and our Ari ies now 
compoſed of forced Levies; and as their Num, 
encreaſe to will our Taxes leſſen: Beſides th-t2 can. 
not come in Competition with Veteran Troops, 
fluſhd with the Glory of Conqueſt. 

The Theatre of the War on that fide wil! be in 
Picard), which Province will be fo embroiled, that 
it will not be able to help any thing toward th: 
immenſe Charges of the Crown, Which every day 
grow greater, and the means lets, for want ot Cul. 
tivating the Ground, Manutactures, and Trade; Men 
being obliged to leave their Houlcs and ſerve in the 
War. 

The Conſequences of the Battle in 7ra/y are not 
jeſs conliderable: For there we have loſt an Army, 
Garriſons, and Magazines, and it will be very din. 
cult to Recruit and Pay an Army there; the Ene- 
my having gained the flouriſhing State of Milan, 
and with it very large Contributions, with which 
their Army will be punctually Paid; whereas betore 
it coſt the Emperor much Care and Application to 
ſubſiſt it: And the next Campaign they may carry 
the War into Dauphine, which will render that 
Province, as well as Picard), incapable of contribut- 
ing towards our immenſe Charges; and it is very 
natural to believe, that the Flames now covered 
with Aſhes in the Cevenns will burſt out a-new. 
{theſe Confiderations make it appear too plainly, 
that the Supporting of Hain may be the Ruin of 
France: And to prevent this, the Ring hath reſolved 
to hearken ro the hard and unſulferable Terms of 
Peace, ſubmitting to the Times; and hoping a better 
Conjuncture may ofer hereatter tor the renewing his 
Pretenſions- 

Whilſt his Maxtty's Miniſters are in Treaty, it 
will be neceilary to quit Spain; and that your Ex- 
cellency ute all Politick Artifices upon this Occa- 
fon: So that the Country may remain ruined, and 
not be in a Condition for many Years to think of 
any thing more, than to repair its own Loſſes, and 
be incapable of deſending it ſelf alone; To which end 
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your Excellency mult concert and be aſſiſting with 
thoſe that depend on France; So, as, that all the ſe- 
veral Orders which compoſe the Politick Body of 
that Monarchy may be brought into Diſorder, and 
to ſpend their time in modelling their Affairs. Your 
Excellency will be pleaſed to temporize with the 
Heads of the Religious Orders, feeding them with 
hopes of Preftrment to Eccleſiaſtical Dignities ; fo 
that they, buoy'd up with thete Thoughts, may urge 
from the Pulpit and Conteflionaries, that this is a 
War of Religion; and thus triphten inconſiderate 
people, whote Religious Diſpoſitions will incline 
chem to think it a lefſer evil to abandon their 
Houſes, Eſtates, and the care of their Families, out 
of their zeal] for Religion. And that theſe Eccle- 
faſtical Miniſters may apply themſelves with great- 
er Efficacy, they muſt be engag'd by ſecret Gifts 
and the hopes of the higheſt Dignities in their ſe- 
veral Orders, and of other Preterments to ſuch as 
are Qualified : For, by experience we find, that A- 
pocryphal Papers ftrengthen our Title and our In- 
tereſt, by publiſhing our good Succeſſes, and the 
Extortions of the Allies in the Countries which 
they Conquer. Your Excellency muſt order the con- 
tinuance of this Zeal; for that ſome out of their 
Affection, others to ſhew their Parts, ſome to make 
an Intereſt at Court, ſome for other Ends, will be 
engag'd to publith ſuch Papers as your Excellency 
ſhall command; and ſuch Biſhops as your Excel- 
lency knows to be engag'd by Affection, or other- 
wife, in our Intereſt mutt not be left diſcouraged, 
but live in hopes of being made Cardinals; and 
therefore they and your Dependents muſt vehement- 
iy preſs the ſpecious pretence of Religion, which is 
io mixed with the Inrereit of State: And theſe 
muſt uſe the ſame Methods with the Prelates ot 
the ſeveral Religious Orders, with all the inferiour 
Eccleſiaſticks depending on them; this will affect 
tne ignorant Nobility and blind People, who are 
much the greater Number, and compole the Strength 
of the Kingdom, which muſt be ruined, 
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The Preſident of Caftile muſt inſtruct all the 


Magiſtracy in their ſeveral Stations and Countrics Wi 
in the aforezoing Maxims, gaining the Gentlemen wh 
of the beſt Quality with Promiſes, which muſt ne. dec 
ver be wanting; And to make a ſhew of reality Th 
the Preſident of Caſtile muſt be careful to emplcy pol 
ſome of them, which will make many more lite in not 
Expectation of being alſo employ d: For, the pre- anc 
terring ſome at prelent, will give greater Lite to the 
the Hopes of the reſt: Bur where you find any wh 
who by the Clearneſs of their Judgment, or ther Ma 
Experience in Buſineis, ſhall diſcern any thing oj otl1 


this Management or talk of ir, the Magiſtrates mult 
Impriſon them, Seize their Papers, and Confiſcate 
their Eſtates; taking occaiion to Diſcourſe of the 
reaſon of their Impriſonment, and that it is very 
juſt, even tho' their neareſt Relations and belt Friends 
ſhould follicite their Liberty; and it mult be al. 
ledged, there were already ſuch Proots as amounted 
to a Conviction before the Priſoner was Appre- 
hended. If any Perſon of a conſiderable Eitate 
ſhall be Seized for the aboveſaid Reaſons, he mull 
be ſent to France, where he ſhall not be denied ne— 
ceſſaries. This Method muſt be vigorouſly purſued; 
tor the Truth introduceth it ſelf as the Light in 
every Crevice, and the Diſcourſes of ſome may a- 
waken others. The King's Affairs require more O- 
bedience than Diſcretion ; beſides, the Impriſoning 
of ſome will be a Terror to others; the Conhica- 
tion of their Eſtates will help much towards the 
great Expences in which Frazce is engaged on &- 
very ſide. Your Excellency muſt ſend to this King- 
dom all the Effects you can pollibly, upon different 
Pretences, ſome ro Recruit Troops, others to buy 
Cloths for Soldiers, undervaluing thote made 1n 
Spain, as well in regard of their Quality as their 
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Price, The Militia is another conſiderable part of mer 
their State, and now more than ever, and theretore a K 
muſt be paid as punctually as the Soldiers, Which by [ 
will engage them not to Deſert; and they ſhould tos 
be treated as Men of the ſame Nation and Religion, 105 
and allowed all kind of Liberty, as well in then in t. 
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winter-Quarters as in thoſe Places or Countries 
which adhere to the King, as in thoſe which have 
declared for the Enemy, when they ſhall take them. 
The Officers muſt be cheriſhed and paid as far as is 
poſſible, that they may be contented ; But as it is 
not Intereſt alone for which they ſerve, but Honour, 
and the Hopes of greater Poſts and Preferments, 
there muſt for this reaſon be made out of thoſe 
who are well affected, a good Number ct Brigadiers, 
Major Generals, Licutenant Generals, and Officers of 
other Degrees; For, that others ſeeing theſe run 
or rather fly into Preterments, will hope to be as 
happy. And, tho' the Promotion of ſo many Ot- 
ficers will render it impollible to find a ſufficiens 
Fund in the whole World to pay them punctually, 
this will be remedied by permitting them to get 
what they can in their Quarters, and otherwiſe, tor 
their Subſiſtance: For, this proud Nation will be bet- 
ter fatished with the Honour of their Employments 
than with Money; beſides, the Sobriety with which 
they are bred will not make them think the worſe 
of ſuch a Multitude of Officers: The Conſequence 
will be, that when Spain mult be lefr, there will 
remain ſo great a Number of Officers of all Ranks, 
that it will be impoſlible to employ them all; and 
when a regular Government reforms or disbands 
them, there will be ſo many Complainants as there 
ſhall be Perſons diſpoſſels'd of what they thought 
their juſt Right and this will occaſion a great many 
to remain firm to the King's Intereſt, in whom his 
Majeſty may always confide. Such other Artifices 
as may be proper are allo to be uſed towards 
theſe Perſons who ſhall be removed from their Em- 
ploy ments. 

Another Part of the State is Trade and Com- 
merce, by means of which Riches are brought into 
a Kingdom; and this is already ſufficiently ruined 
by the continual Navigation of our Ships from the 
Forts of Fance, with Manufactures from the firſt 
hand at low Rates, and underſelling the Spaniards 
in the eſt Indies, who cannot ſell to cheap with- 
out loſing a Part of their Principal: Beſides, the

Vice Roys and Governors connive at, and tolkrate 
our Merchants to pleaſe the Court, and this in ma 
ny things which they don't allow in thoſe of their 
own Nation. The Privileges commanded to be given 
the French Merchants in buying of Wools in Caftil: 
facilitates their being ſent to this Kingdom, prete. 
rably to any other Kingdom, and the Spaniards find 
a great Conveniency in the Cheapneſs of our Ma- 
nufactures. 

And, for a Concluſion of all, Monſieur 4% Caſe 
hath Orders to bring the Spaniſh Flora to the Ports of 
France, where Reprizels will be made of all the Car- 
goes under Pretence of Satisfaction for the immen(: 
Charge the Crown hath been ar to defend Spain. 

It is neceſſary, that your Excellency give ſtrict Or- 
ders to the Commillaries in the icveral Parts of Sai, 
to purchaſe all the wrought Plate, Gold and Jewel; 
they can, alrcho' at ſomething more than the real Va- 
lue, which will be ſaved by the low Value of the 
Specie in which they ſhall be paid for; and for this 
Purpoſe Orders are given that our Coin ſhall be 
current in all Cæſtile, whether thall be ſent, what 
ſhall be new Coined of a coutle Alloy: Theſe are 
the Meaſures taken to accompliſh the Ruin of Spats, 
by putting the Hyaniards upon quarrelling among 
themſelves, and when they ſhall come to be unde 
ceived, it will be no matter if the ancient Antipa- 

thy and Hatred of the two Nations be renewed. 

Thoſe who ſhall govern for the future muſt act 
as the Times will permit; In the mean time Spas 
will remain ruined, the Nobility and People dejected 
and brought low, and all the Degrees ot that Mo- 
narchy confounded, particularly the Militia, by means 
of this infinite Number of new and unworthy O 
ficers of all Ranks, the Commerce deſtroyed, and the 
Seed of Diſcord ſowed among thoſe who ſided with 
either Party, as hath been ſeen on the like Occaſion, 
not only in this Kingdom, but in Naples, Caſtile and 
Portugal. 

Thus we ſhall draw the Subſtance out of Saia, 
ſince we are diſappointed of making it a Province 


of France, and one of its Dependencics, with a wor 
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Roy, only with a higher Title; and we ſhall reduce 
the Spaniards to lo low a Condition, that they ſhall 
not be able to help themſelves, nor ovitruct our De- 
ſians in other Parts of Eure: This is what the

There being nothing more material about this time 
but fome few perty Slarimiſhes in ſeveral Places, us 


will omit them for Brevity take, as being unwilling 


to tire the Reader with every ſmall Action, and re- 
turn to the Confederate Flect of Great Britain and 
Holland, which on the $th of February, 1707. arti- 
ved before Al:cant. Here his Excellency the Earl of 
Rivers, with the Forces under his Command, Land- 
el; and a Council of War being immediately called, 
Orders were given for the neceſſary Preparations for 
taking the Field without Loſs of Time. The Arri- 
vai of fo powerful a Succour for his Cathelick Ma- 
jeſty put the Duke of Aujous Party into a dreadtul 
Conſternation, inſomuch that they immediately quit- 
ted Elche, and ſeveral} other advantazeous Poſts, of 
which the Earl of Rivers immediately took Poſſeſ- 
ſion. Here we will leave the Earl of Rivers with the 
Forces under his Command, preparing for his ſpeedy 
Conjunction (after having ſomewhat refrefh'd his fa- 
tigu'd Troops, ) with the Confederated Army under 
the Marque is de Minas and the Earl of Catvoway, and 
the Grand Fleet making the beit of their way back 
tor Licbon, and enquire how Affairs go in Tah; where 
during the whole Wintec the Imperiaiits demanded 
great Contributions, not only trom many ot the J. 
talian Princes, tor the feveral Fiefs of the Empire 
they are polleti-d of, but alſo from the Territories 
ot the Eceleſiaſtical State, which obliged rhe Holy 
Father to hold ſeveral Congregations ot State, where- 
in divers of their Eminencics propoſed the making 
ule of the Spiritual Thunder of the Fatican againſt 
the Sacrilegious Forces that ſhou'! preſume to in- 
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vade the Dominions of St. Peters Patrimony, but ths 
Holy Father, with the greareſt Part of his Wiſe 
Council, looking upon this obfolete way of fright- 
ning Princes into a Dread of the Court of Rome, 
as too dangerous at a Conjuncture when a Victori- 
ous Army, might have flung the Thunderbolt back 
upon their own Heads, and make Rome as ſenſible 
ot its Weakneſs, as the Emperor Charles V. did in 
his Time; to try more gentle Means, ſent the Abbot 
Rivera to Prince Eugene, with the following Letter

A Letter from the Pope to the Emperor. 


1 Our moſt Dear Son in Chriſt, 7oſeph, the Il. 
luſtrious King of Hung ar) and Bohemia, EleCted 
Emperor of the Romans ; Clement the XI. Pope, Our 
moſt Dear Son in Chriſt, we Greet you Well. The 
News we received ſome Days ſince from Ferrara, of 
the unexpected Irruption of the German Troops in- 
to our Eccleſiaſtical Territories, did fo diſturb us, 
that we immediately ſent tor our beloved Son Vin— 
cent Grimani, Cardinal of the Holy Roman Church, 
and expoſtulated with him earneſtly upon the Wrong 
offer d to us and the Apoſtolical See, and enjoined 
him to uſe his beſt Officers with our beloved Son, 
the Noble Prince Eugene of Savoy, Commander in 
Chief of your Army in /taly, that we might be freed 
from the prefent Evils, and the yet greater which 
common Report made us apprehend ot thoſe Troops 
taking Winter-Quarters. We likewiſe ſent our Apo- 
ſtolical Letters ro Prince Eugene himſelf about this 
Affair, wherein we plainly expreſs'd the great Con- 
cern of Mind, which ſuch Attempts of Catholich Ge- 
nerals, in Contempt and Prejudice of the Church 
gave us; But inſtead of the Amendment we deſit d 
dy Letters from Prince Eugene, we have received only 
empty fair Words and Proteſſions of Services, and va- 
rious Excuſes, alledging ſome Neceſſity or Pretence 
rather of expelling your Majeſty' Enemies : for, be- 
ſides that there are no French Forces in our Terrt- 


torics, and that their Return into them conn 
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eahily apprehended. What Neceſlity is there, or can 
be pretended for plundering other Mens Goods, do- 
ing hurt to the Innocent, giving Vexation to Friends, 
diſturbing the Supreme and Pontifical Juriſdiction ; 
In a Word, for committing Iniquity againſt God and 
the Church? Yer by repeared Expreſſes we are daily 
informed, that the Damages and Injuries your Troops 
do our Subjects are multiplied, and what is molt in- 
tolerable, and till now unheard of, tome of your Ot— 
ficers have proceeded in their Aucacioulnels fo far, 
as not only imprudently to demand of our Legates 
Monthly Contributions, for ſubliſtigg their Soldiers ; 
but even actually to dare, and quarter entire Reg1- 
ments on our Frontiers, to the Oppreſſion and Ruin 
of the poor Inhabitants, who lately endured to ma- 
ny Calamitics, juſt as if they were dealing with an 
open Enemy and a ſubdued People, not with a 
Prince their Friend, and a mott Loving Father, as 
we are conſcious, and as God the Searcher of Hearts 
knows we have been, and ſtill are co your Majcſty. 
\Wheretore, being minded to keep Silence no longer, 
nor defer the necc{ary Protection of our Subjects 
in Temporals, leſt we ſhould ſtand charged before 
Cod and Men, with bately Betraying the Eccleſia— 
ſtical Liberty, we have Reſolved torthwith to em- 
ploy fuch Means for Redreis, as the Power God 
has intrutted us with, has put into our Hands, and 
which in fo Urgent a Cale we cannot torbear exert- 
ing, without being chargeable with the heinous 
Crime of Neglecting our Duty.

All the Swiſs that have been taken Pri- 
oners, ati] that are in the State of Afiian or in 
their own Country, ſhall be declared tree. 

Thoſe of them that have not determined what 
Courle to take, are underſtood to be compre - 
hended in the Article about Frifonet 5. 

XXVII. Bread, Forage and Lodging ſhall be fur- 
niſhed Grarzs by the Enemy to all the abovelaid 
Troops, Horſe and Foot, and to the Retinues of the 
General Olhcers of the Troops, Provitions, and Ar- 
tillery in all Places through which they pats, of 
which an Account ſhall be given by the Intendant; 
and the Troops ſhall reſt 1 Day in 4, and march 
but 10 Italian Miles a Day. 

Bread and Oats, or other Corn for the Horſes 
cannot be given Grat:s, when the Enemy pre- 
tend to make their own Profit of the Magazines 
that are in the Places: So they mult either pay 
for what ſhall be furniſh'd them, or deliver out 
a certain Quantity of Meal and Corn, Which 
ſhall. be proportioned to them again daily. To 
the Frontiers of Piemont they ſhall have Hay 
Gratis ; and where there 1s none, the Enemy 
muſt be content with Straw, or ſuch other kind 
of Forrage as can be had. Their Marching 10 
Italian Miles a Day, and reſting every 4th Day, 
is likewiſe Agreed to. 

XXVIII. The Prince and Princeſs of Vardemort, 
and all the General Oihcers, of what Nation foever, 
{hall go with the Troops or ſeparately, as they ſhall 
choole, directly to Ser by the ſhorteſt Road, with 
all their Coaches, Chailes, Equipages, Retinues, and 
Domeſtick Servants: When they have refolved how 
to go, they ſhall be furniſhed with Paſports and 


Guards, neceſſary for their Security; and with Lodg- 


ing and Forage granted to the Prince and Princet; 
of Jaudemont, and the General Officers, Retinues and 
Equi- 
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Equipages; and their Word is relied on, that they will de- 
mand no more than they ſhall neceſſarily want. Agrecd. 

XXIX. No Officer, Soldier, Servant, cr other Per. 
fon, ſhall be detained for Debt; becauſe Commiſſ- 
ries are offer'd to be left, to clear the ſaid Debts 
with all Equity. Avereed. 

XXX. As for the Debts the Prince of Vaude. 
mont may owe in Milan and the Milanexe, he will 
fatishe them, by giving valuable Security for Pay- 
ment within 6 Months, provided all his Moveables 
and Effects that have been ſeized, be reſtored, and 
that his Servants be permitted to pack up the {aid 
Moveables and Effects, and ſend them with Paſ— 
ports to Genoa or Suda by Carriage, which ſhall be 
furniſhed on their paying for it. M. Carlos Simple 
and La Gorge, two of his Servants, or any other 
whom he ſhall ſend to make Enquiry after the Move- 
ables and Goods belonging to him, and which may have 
been taken by private Perſons in the Diſorder whercin 
he left his Houſe, ſhall be allowed to uſe their. beſt Dili- 
gence in ſuch a Search; and in that caſe, Prince Eugene 
is deſired to aſſiſt them with his Authority and Orders. 

No difficulty is made of cauſing the Prince of 

Vandemont's Moveables to be rettored to him, 
provided, his Creditors have Security and Satis- 
faction given them, and Prince Eugene conſents 
to interpoſe his Authority, that the whole may 
be adjuſted with Equity and Juſtice. 

XXXI. The ſame thing ſhall be granted with re- 
gard to all Moveables and Effects belonging to the 
Domeſtick Servants of the Prince of Vaudemont that 
ſhall be found in Milan or the Milanc ce, and they 
hall be allowed 3 Months to remove them to Ge- 
noa or Suxa; to which End the ſaid Domeſticks 
ſhall ſend their Valets to go thither theinſelves to 
ftearch for the ſaid Moveables and Goo, Houlchold- 
Furniture or Cloaths, and they ſhall ve turnifhed 
with Paſports for 3 Months, as well for going to 
Milan, as for ſending their Effects to Genoa or Sura.

XXXII. All General Officers and others, of what

wiſe to fend them to Gena or Sura, with Paſports, 
which ſhall be granted them on Demand.

Except what was Confiſcated or made away at firſt, 

XXXIII. Care ſhall be taken for the Subſiſtance 
and Security of the Troops, and all the Equipage, 
in their March to Sura. 

Care ſhall be taken for Security in their March; 
as for their Subſiſtance, it has been anſwered in 
the other preceeding Articles. 

XXNIV. The Prince of Vauamont demands of the 
state of Milan the Payment of 50000 Crowns ariſing 
to him from his Stipends as Governor General of the 
Milaneze, and due to him in the Month of September, 
1706, before the Enemy enter d that State. 

'Tis Agreed that rhe Accompts of the Prince of 
Vandemont's ordinary and extraordinary Salaries, 
as Governor of the Milane de, ſhall be ſtared to 
the Time expreſſed in the Article; and in cate 
any Arrears be due to him, Prince Exgene will 
procure him Satistaction trom the State ot Milan. 

XXXV. The State of Milan ſhall pay to the Un- 
dertakers who have furniſh'd Artillery, Bread, Ammu- 
nition, Forage, Corn, and other things, what is due to 
them in the manner ſtipulated in the Aſſignments given 
them by the Magiſtrates and the State of Milan. 

This is a Matter in which the State of Milan and 
the Magiltracy are concerned and ſhall be de- 
cided according to Juſtice; the Enemy having 
no longer any thing to do with it. 

XXXVI. A Paiport ſhall be given to 17 D. Jean 
de Herrera, Great Chancellor, who is at Bo/ognna, to 
join the Troops with his Equipage, and to march 
with them or ſeparately, as he ſhall think fir, di- 
rectly to Vr or Gena, by the ſhorteſt Way; he 
ſhall likewiſe be allowed ro withdraw the Effects 
he may have left in Milan or the Milan xe. 

Agreed, as to his Effects, on the ſame foot with 
what is ſaid to the preceeding Points. 

XXXVII. In delivering up the Alodenexe, it ſhall 
de permitted us to oblige the Conſult of Modena to 
give an Account of what is due to the King, to the 
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Day of the Evacuation of the Cittadel of Aden 
from the Farms of Modena; and trom the Notes 
made payable at the End of September lait, by the (i 
Conſult, tor the Sum of 22000 Livres; that is ro lay 
12000 to M. de Chemerarir, 6ooo to the Chevalic: 
de Luxemburg, and 4000 to M. d Eſclanvillier x, 
The Cittadel ot Modena having capitulated, this 
Article is referred to that Capitulation. 

XXXVIII. All Officers, Soldiers, and other Perſons. 
ot whatever Nation, Character or Protetiion ; as all 
their Families, ſhall be entirely at their Liberty to 
tollow the Troops, or to continue in Tah in their 
Employments or Trades, with Freedom to carry wit]: 
them their Effects, or to ſell them within thre:

and the Re- eſtabliſnment of the Tranquility of tas, 
obliged the late Emperor Leopold the I. of Glorious 
Memory, to yield unto him, by and with the Con- 
ſent of his Catholick Maj-ity King Charles the III. 
the Towns of Faleaza and Alexararia, with that 
whole Province; as allo that of Camellino and the 
Valley of Seſia, with the Territories, Caſtles, Towns, 
Boroughs, Lordſhips, Revenues thereunto belonging, 
to Hold and Enjoy the fame, in the ſame manner as 
they were enjoyed by the preceding Kings of Spain, 
under the Emperor and the Empire. The Contt- 
deration afurelaid, and the great Advantages the Au- 
guſt Houle ot Auſtria, and the Common Cauſt have 
recti d 
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received from the fame adherence of his Royal Highnets 
to their Intereſt, have likewiſe induced his prefent Impe- 
zial Majeſty to give to his Highnels the full and actual 
Poſſeſlion of the entire Property ro the Town and Pro- 
vinces, yielding unto him by Virruc of the Treaty con- 
cluded with the late Emperor, and Ratificd by his Majc- 
{ty King C barles III. Therefore his Imperial Majctty Com- 
mands all rhe Towns, Boroughs, Commonalties, Feuda- 
tories, Vaſſals and other Sujccts of the Towns and Bur - 
roughs yielded unto his Royal Highneſs, ro acknowledge 
him as their Lawful Lord and Soveraign, in the ſame 
manner as they own d heretotore the Kings of Spain, and 
to rake unto him the ulual Oath of Fidelity, His Imper /- 
al Majeſty has expreſly commanded his Highueſs Prince 
Eugene of Savoy, to ſigniſie his Intention and Orders to 
the ſaid Towns and their Inhabitants, that they may 
obey the ſame without any Difficulty, His DÞperial 
Majeſty Commands alto, that all be Executed in a due 
Form, and that immediately after Commiſſaries on both 
ſides be appointed to ſettle whatever ſhall appear Neceſ- 
ſary to be done for the Preſervation of the Rights and 
Prerogatives on both ſides, and thoſe that ſhall remain to 
this State.
